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TOPOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH

TRAVANCORE. 

Description.— Travancore  {Mai.  Tiruvitankur,  Sans.  Sri- 
vardhanapuri,  the  place  whore  the  goddess  of  prosperity  resides), 
the  southern  portion  of  the  ancient  division  of  Kerala,  is  situated 
•between  8°  4'  and  10°  21'  North  Latitude  ^nd  between  76°  13' 
and,  77°  38'  Bast  Longitude.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
Native  State  of  Cochin  and  the  British  District  of  Coimbatore, 
on  the  east  by  the  Districts  of  Madura  and  Tinnevelly  and  on 
the  south  and  west  by  the  Indian  Ocean.  The  Extreme  length 
of  Travancore  from  north  to  south  is  174  miles,  its  extreme 
breadth  75  miles  and  its  area  7, G06'30  square  miles.  The  State 
is  in  subsidiary  alliance  with  the  British  Government  to  which 
it  pays  an  annual  tribute  of  Rs.  8,00,000.  Compared  with  other 
Native  States,  it  is  more  than  five  times  the  size  of  Cochin  and 
six  times  that  of  Pudukotta.  It  is  above  seven-eighths  the  size 
of  Baroda,  two-sevenths  of  Gwalior,  one-fourth  of  Mysore  and 
one-twelfths  of  Hyderabad. or  Cashmir.  It  is  smaller  than  the 
Principality  of  Wales  by  279  square  miles  and  bears  to  England 
and  Wales  together  the  proportion  of  one  to  eight- 

Physical  Geography.— Travancore  is  one  of  the  most  pictur¬ 
esque  portions  of  Southern  India.  The  mountains  which  sepa*. 
rate  it  on  the  east  from  the  British  Districts  are  clothed  with 
magnificent  primeval  forests,  while  the  belt  of  flat  country,  to  an 
average  distance  of  10  miles  inland  from  the  sea,  is  covered  with 
an  almost  unbroken  mass  of  cocoanut  and  areca  palms  which  in 
a  great  measure  constitute  the  wealth  of  the  country.  The 
whole  surface  is  undulating,  and  presents  a  series  of  hills  and 
valleys,  traversed  from  east  to  west  by  numerous  rivers.  Nan- 
chanad,  with  its  numerous  villages,  palmyra  groves  and  extensive 
paddy  fields,  resembles  in  some  respects  the  neighbouring  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Tinnevelly.  Northward,  this  fertile  plain  is  succeeded  by 
the  wooded  and  rugged  surface  of  the  Malayalam  country.  The 
rich  and  variegated  tract  along  the  coast  is  finally  contrasted 
with  the  mountainous  wilds  farther  inland.  The  hill  scenery  has 
peculiar  beauties,  among  which  are  the  wild,  rocky  and  preci¬ 
pitous  acclivities  and  fantastic  forms  of  the  mountains  in  the 
southern  parts.  The  valleys  are  studded  with  temples  and 
churches.  _^Tlie  fcumerous  houses  and  gardens  scattered  thickly 
over  the,  couiftry  'give  iA  an  appearance  entirely  different  from 
that  of  the  eastern  coast. 


The  hills  region  is  very  extensive  and  ‘is  a  marked  feature 
of  the  country.  The  mountains  are  of  every  variety  of  elevation, 
climate  and '  vegetations  Certain  portions  are  »cultivated  by 
European  and  Native  capitalists  by  whom  the  natural  fertility 
of  the  soil  is  being  turned  to  the  best  account.  Some  of  the 
loftier  mountains  have  a  precipitous  decent  towards  the  west  and 
arc  connected  on  that  side  with  a  succession  of  low  hills  which 
diminish  in  altitude  as  they  approach  the  coast.  Among  the 
mountains  a  few  elevated  tablelands  are  found,  which  afford 
pasturage  for  cattle  and  enjoy  a  good  climate  for  a  portion  of  the 
year.  To  the  north,  the  mountains  rise  to  an  elevation  of  8,000 
i'eet.  The  Anamalay  mountains  are  the  most  important  of 
these.  The  southernmost  peak  of  note  is  the  sacred  Agastia-* 
ku dam  (6,200  ft,).  One  plateau  alone  ( Erauimalay  or  Hamil¬ 
ton's  valley)  is  6  miles  long  by  3  wide  and  contains  about  10,000 
acres  of  excellent  tea  and  coffee  land.  Similar  smaller  valleys 
are  found  in  the  group  called  the  Kanuan  Devan  Hills.  At  the 
head  of  Travancote  hills  stands  Ancmvdi  (8,837  feet),  the  high¬ 
est  peak  south  of  the  Himalayas.  South  of  this  is- the  lower 
region  of  the  Cardamom.  Hills  so  called  from  their  special  pro¬ 
duct.  Still  further  south  are  4arge  tracts  of  forests  among  which 
lie  the  Ashamloo  coffee  plantations.  The  Hill  stations  enjoy  an 
excellent  climate  and  are  resorted  to  by  Europeans  and  others 
during  the  hot  season.  Peermade,  about  50  miles  east  of  Kotta- 
yam,  was  once  the  residence  of  a  Mahomedan  .saint  from  whom 
the  place  takes  its  name.  It  is  over  3,000  feet  above  the  sea  and 
is  the  centre  of  the  coffee  and  tea  planting  industries.  Ponmudy 
north-east  of  Trivandrum,  is  also  a  sanitarium.  The  scenery 
from.the  heights  is  enchanting. 

Numerous  rivers  run  down  from  the  Ghats  and  flow  by 
tortuous  courses,  with  high  banks  and  rocky  beds,  into  the  back¬ 
waters  and  the  sea.  Most  of  these  are  navigable  only  near  the 
sea.  The  most  important  of  these  rivers  is  the  Periyar  rising  in 
the  High  Ranges,  which  after  a  course  of  142  miles  enters  the 
back  water  of  Kodungalloor  (Cranganoro).  A  portion  of  its 
enormous  volume  of  water  is  now  diverted  into  Madura  by  the 
Heriyar  water-works.  The  Pamba  (90  miles),  the  Kallada  (70 
miles),  the  Kula-kada  (70  miles),  the  Muvattupuzha.  (62  miles), 
the  Karamana  (42  miles),  the  Tliamaravarni  (37  miles),  the 
Neijyar,  the  Minachil,  and  the  Vamanapuram  (35  miles)  each, 
are  other  important  rivers. 

A  succession  of  .lagoons  or  backwaters,  connected  by  navi¬ 
gable  canals,  extends  sc-Iong  the  coast,  from  Trivandrum  north¬ 
wards,  forming  a  most  important  means  of  communication.  It  ex¬ 
tends  from  Tirur,  in  British  Malabar,  bo "  Trivandrum between 
th£  latter  place  and  Quilon,.  the"e  rises  at  Varkalay  a  high  pro¬ 
montory  of  land,  about  0  mi'-les  in  breadth,  the  highest  portions  of 


which  in  two  places  "have  been  tunnelled  through  and  the  re¬ 
maining  portion  cut  open  into  a  canal,  thus  making  the  line  of 
water  communication  complete.  A  strip  of  land,  from  seven 
miles  to  about  half  a  mile  wide,  separates  these  backwaters  from 
the  sea.  There  are  however  several  outlets  to  the  sea.  Allep- 
pey,  Quilon,  and  Colacliel  are  important  seaport  towns. 

There  are  several  good  cart-roads  in  the  inland  parts  of  the 
country  for  local  traffic  and  for  communication  with  Madura  and 
Tinnevelly.  Railway  communication  between  the  latter  town 
and  Trivandrum  has  been  established.  As  many  as  five  tunnels 
had  to  be  bored  through  the  Ghats  to  extend  the  line  from  the 
♦east  coast  to  this  side. 

Iron,  alum,  sulphur,  lignite,  plumbago  and  mica  exist  in  the 
country.  There  are  plumbago  mines  at  Ncyyattinkara  and 
Nedumangad  and  mica  mines  at  Eraniel. 

The  mountains  and  forests  of  Travancore  afford  some  of  the 
best  sport  to  be  got  anywhere  in  India.  Elephants  are  numerous. 
Tigers,  leopards,  bears,  bison,  sambur  and  various  kinds  of  deer  . 
abound.  Crocodiles  infest  in  large  numbers,  the  lakes  and 

The  climatic  variations  of  the  whole  of  India  may  on  a  small 
scale  be  experienced  in  Travancore.  On  some  of  the  peaks,  the 
pinching  cold  of  the  northern  regions  of  Europe  may  be  felt ; 
lower  down,  on  an  elevation  between  2,000  and  3,000  feet,  one 
meets  with  the  bracing  temperature  of  England  ;  while  a  cloud¬ 
less  sky  with  a  clear  sun  marks  the  cessation  of  the  heavy 
monsoons.  From  January  to  May  which  constitutes  the  months 
of  the  hot  season,  there  is  an  intense  and  oppressive  heat  whidh 
at  times  becomes  so  intolerable  that  some  of  the  taluks  then 
present  the  aspect  of  a  true  equatorial  region. 

For  administrative  purposes  the  State  is  divided  into  33 
taluks,  which  are  grouped  into  5  districts  called  divisions. 

Population, — The  total  population  of  the  State  as  enumerated 
at  the  Census  of  1911  is  34,28,975.  Hinduism  is  the  predomi¬ 
nant  religion  of  the  State.  Its  followers  constitute  about  two-  ' 
thirds  of  the  entire  population  while  Christians  form  about  a 
fourth  and  Mahomadans,  one-sixteenth.  Compared  with  other 
States  and  Provinces,  Travancore  is  the  most  Christian  territory 
in  all  India,  if  we  except  the  sister  State  of  Cochin  which  has 
the  highest  proportion  of  Christians  in  its  population. 

In  point  of  Education  Travancore  is  ahead  of  British  India 
and  most  of  the«other  Native  States,  and  maintains  the  position 
it  occupied  in  1901.  •  J?he  proportion  of  literates  works  up  to 
150  pep:  1,00D  of  the  population.  Males  number  248  per  mide  of 
the  sex  and  females  50*  In  Baroda  there  are  only  10  persons  in 


100  of  both  sexes  who  are  literate,  and  in  'Mysore  11.  In  female 
education  also  Travancore  maintains  this  pre-eminence. 

IMPOBTANT  TOWN. 

Trivandrum.— This  town  forms  the  southern  terminus  of  the 
Travancore  Branch  of  the  South  Indian  Railway  and  of  chain 
of  backwater  communication,  it  is  the  residence  of  His  Highness 
the  Maha  Baja  and  Head  quarters  of  Government.  The  cele¬ 
brated  pagoda  of  Sri  Padmanabhaswamy  within  the  Fort  has 
made  it  a  great  religious  centre  and  attracts  pilgrims  from  all 
parts  of  India.  The  port  and  its  neighbourhood  constitute  the 
most  crowded  part  of  the  town.  The  military  cantonment,  ther 
Government  offices  and  other  public  buildings  and  the  residences 
of  the  upper  classes  are  picturesquely  situated  on  small 
eminences  each  commanding  a  refreshing  scenery  of  verdure 
all  around.  The  town  is  liberally  supplied  with  well-equipped 
colleges,  schools  and  hospitals.  There  is  a  well  laid-out  park, 
with  a  museum  and  a  menagerie.  It  has  a  small  seaport ;  but 
the  vessels  which  touch  it  have  to  anchor  at  some  considerable 
distance  from  the  shore.  (Population  63,561). 

Nagercoi).— Xagercoil  stands  wdtliin  7  miles  of  the  Arainboli 
Pass  and  is  the  only  important  town  south  of  the  capital.  With 
Nagercoil  as  the  nucleus,  the  town  comprises  a  number  of  strag¬ 
gling  villages,  viz  ,  Kottar,  Vadiveeswaram,  Ozhughanacherri  and 
Vadaseri.  Of  these,  Kottar  and  Vadaseri  form  the  trading  and 
manufacturing  centres.  The  town  owes  much  of  its  improve¬ 
ment  and  its  present  position  to  the  efforts  of  the  Christian 
Missionaries.  { Population  29,883),. 

r  Sliencottf.lt. — Tne  head  quarters  of  the  taluk  of  that  name 
lies  at  the  fr  :>t  of  the  Ghats  on  their  eastern  aspect.  The  main 
road  that  runs  through  it  connects  the  British  town  of  Tinnevelly 
with  the  port  of  Quilon.  There  are  several  coffee  estates  in  ita 
neighbourhood.  The  introduction  of  the  Hailway  through  its 
portals  is  likely  to  impart  a  powerful  impetus  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  town.  ( Population  10,309). 

Quilon.— Quilon  is  one  of  the  oldest  towns  of  the  Malabar 
Coast.  Its  natural  situation  and  consequent  commercial  import¬ 
ance  made  it  the  cynosure  of  every  foreign  power  and  subjected 
it  in  its  early  days  to  political  vicissitudes  of  no  mean  order. 
Towards  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  State  of 
Quilon,  also  called  Desisga  Nadu,  was  annexed  to  Travancore. 
It  was  one  of  the  greatest  ports  in  Malabar  but  has  now  de¬ 
clined  to  a  considerable  extent  from  its  high  state.  With  tlis 
opening  of  the  Railway,  however,  Quilon  now  finds  herself  in 
direct  and  easy  communication  with  the  town^of  the  Madras 
Presidency  and  is  likely  to  regain  her  former  position  as  an  im¬ 
portant  commercial  centre.  The  Palace  of  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Baja  on  the  borders  of  the 'Quilon  lake,  which  has  come  to 
be  known  as  the  Loch.  Lomond  of  Travancore  commands  an 


enchanting  scenery.  'Cotton  spinning  and  weaving  and  the 
manufacture  of  tiles  are  its  chief  industries.  ( Population  18,839). 

Kayankulam* — This  town  was  formerly  the  capital  of  an 
independent  principality  of  that  name.  In  1746  A.  D.,  the  terri¬ 
tory  was  annexed  to  Travancore.  A  well-attended  market  is 
held  here.  Communicating  by  backwater  with  Cochin  in  the 
north  and  Quilon  in  the  south  by  road  with  Madura  and  Tinne- 
velly  in  the  east,  it  was  a  centre  of  trade  during  the  early  days 
of  the  Dutch  influence.  A  Syrian  Church  appears  to  have  been 
built  at  the  place  so  early  as  829  a.  d.  ( Population  5,830) . 

Alleppey. — This  is  the  most  important  commercial  town  in 
Ihe  State.  It  commands  a  fine  harbour  affording  safe  anchorage 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Opened  to  foreign  trade 
towards  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century,  Alleppey  has 
long  been  the  premier  port  of  Travancore.  It  affords  a  con¬ 
venient  depot  for  the  storage  and  disposal  of  hill  produce.  The 
manufacture  of  coir  matting  is  being  carried  on  on  a  large  scale- 
Cocoanut  oil  mills  worked  by  steam  have  within  recent  years 
been  established  at  Alleppey  and  the  neighbourhood  by  native 
capitalists.  ( Population  25,665)  * 

Kottayam, — This  town,  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Minachil 
river,  is  the  centre  of  the  Syrian  Christian  community  and  pos¬ 
sesses  one  of  tlie  most  ancient  Syrian  churches  in  all  Malabar. 
It  was  also  the  scene  of  the  early  labours  of  the  Anglican  Mis¬ 
sionaries.  It  exhibits  much  educational  activity  and  possesses  a 
Second  Grade  College  and  four  High  Schools.  The  old  Syrian 
Seminary,  where  English  education  is  said  to  have  been  first  im¬ 
parted  in  Travancore,  is  an  interesting  institution.  Starffling' 
at  the  portal  of  communication  with  the  Peermade  range  of 
Hills  where  coffee  and  tea  plantation  are  worked  on  a  large 
scale,  Kottayam  serves  as  a  convenient  mart  for  the  exchange  "of 
goods  (Population,  45,141). 

Changanacherry. — This  town  was  once  the  capital  of  the  prin¬ 
cipality  of  Tekkumkur.  With  its  subjugation  by  Travancore 
its  importance  waned.  Like  Kottayam  it  is  a  centre  of  Christian 
influence  and  possesses  the  grandest  Syro-Roman  Church  on  the 
Malabar  Coast.  One  of  the  best-attended  markets  in  North 
Travancore  is  held  here,  and  people  flock  to'  it  from  all  parts. 
(Population  17,242). 

Parur. — A  Rajah  of  Parur  once  ruled  here  before  its  subju¬ 
gation  by  Travancore.  It  is  more  or  less  surrounded  by  Cochin 
territory  and  at  one  time  belonged  to  it.  It  was  made  over  to 
Travancore  in  1762.  (Population  13,782).

DEVAN’S  ADDRESS 


Gentlemen, 


PRELIMINARY. 

By  command  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja,  I  have  the 
pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  the  Fourteenth  Session  of  the  Sri 
Mnlam  Popular  Assembly-  Copies  of  the  Adminstration  Report 
for  1092  it.  e.,  will,  as  usual,  he  placed  in  your  hands,  from 
which  you  will  learn  in  detail  how  the  work  of  administration  of 
the  State  was  conducted  duriag  the  year. 

2.  Shashtyabdapurti. — I  cannot  commence  my  address  more 
appropriately  than  by  a  reference  to  the  most  important  event  of 
1917  for  Travancore,  the  Shashtyabdapurti  of  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Baja.  This  auspicious  event,  which  took  place  on  the  24th 
September  last,  was  celebrated  with  becoming  splendour  and 
enthusiasm  in  every  town  and  village  throughout  the  State  and 
even  in  such  distant  countries  as  Malaysia.  The  warm,  tribute 
of  loyalty  and  devotion  which  found  expression  on  that  happy 
day  is  a  striking  manifestation  of  the  deep  attachment  of  the 
people  of  Travancore  to  their  beloved  Ruler.  “  I  assure  you  ” 
said  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja  in  concluding  his  reply  to  the 
people’s  address  presented  on  that  memorable  occasion,  “  that 
my  greatest  happiness  lies  in  the  welfare  of  my  people  ”. 
These  inspiring  words,  so  characteristically  expressed,  are  still 
ringing  in  our  ears  and  furnish  the  keynote  to  the  remarkable 
hold  -which  His  Highness  has  over  the  hearts  of  his  subjects. 
Let  us  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  afforded  to  us  by  this 
Session  of  the  Sri  Mularn  Popular  Assembly  to  once  again  send 
forth,  in  reverent  gratitude,  our  fervent  prayers  to  the  Almighty 
for  His  Highness’  long  life,  health  and  happiness. 

3.  The  War. — The  end  of  the  terrible  war  is  not  yet  in 
sight,  though  there  are  ample  indications  of  the  triumph  of  Bri¬ 
tish.  righteousness  over  Prussian  brute  force.  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Raja  has  made  a  further  contribution  of  Bh. '  Bs.  1,00,000 
to  the  Madras  ’War  Fund  and  the  Statg  lias  "invested  ^Bh.  Bs. 
15,60,000  in  the  Government  ofrIndia  War  Bonds  <5f  1920.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  noble  example  set  by  His  Highness,  His  Highness* 


subjects  have  also  contributed  towards  the  Indian  War  Loan  to 
the  best  of  their  capacity.  The  monthly  contribution  of  His 
Highness  the  jtfaha  Baja  and  the  officers  of  the  State  towards 
the  maintenance  of  ‘Madras’,  the  hospital  ship  whose  invaluable 
services  in  connection  with  war  relief  are  so  well-known,  is  be¬ 
ing  continued.  As  in  1915,  local  exhibits  were  collected  and  for¬ 
warded  for  the  Madras  Exhibition  of  Indian  Arts  and  Industries 
held  in  December  1917  under  the  distinguished  patronage  of 
His  Excellency  the .  Governor  for  financing  this  hospital  ship. 
His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  has  further  promised  to  afford  to 
the  Paramount  Power  every  assistance  in  securing  recruits  from 
Travancore  for  the  Indian  Army,  and  with  this  object, 
TVIr.  0.  M.  Cheriyan,  Inspector  of  Vernacrjar  Schools,  Northern 
Bange,  has  been  appointed  District  Assistant  Recruiting  Officer 
for  Travancore.  As  loyal  and  patriotic  subjects  of  His  High¬ 
ness  the  Maha  Baja  and  as  the  representatives  of  the  people  in 
this  Assembly,  I  earnestly  invite  your  attention  to  the  notifica¬ 
tion  on  the  subject  recently  published  in  the  Gazette  and  re¬ 
quest  your  cordial  co-operation  with  Mr.  Cheriyan  in  his  onerous 
task.  Subjects  of  His  Highness  the  Maha,  Baja  who  enlist  in 
the  combatant  ranks  of  the  Indian  Army  will  be  given  special 
facilities  in  the  matter  of  the  registry  oipuduval  lands  and  a  set 
of  rules  on  the  subject  has  been  recently  issued. 

4.  Personnel. — Since  the  last  Session  of  the  Assembly  there 
have  been  some  notable  changes  in  the  higher  ranks  of  the 
public  service.  Mr.  A.  M.  Muthunayagam  Pillai,  Puisne 
Judge  of  the  High  Court,  retired  at  the  commencement  of 
1093,  after  an  honourable  official  career.  Mr.  K.  Narayana 
Menon,  Dewan  Peishkar  and  District  Magistrate  ancf  Mf. 
K.  Sankara  Piliai  District  and  Sessions  Judge  have  also 
retired,  since  the  close  of  1092,  after  long  periods  of  useful 
public  service.  Captain  E.  E.  Welch,  Commandant  of  the  ifarst 
Battalion,  Nayar  Brigade,  reverted  to  the  British  service.  Mr. 
T.  B.  Batnam  Aiyar,  Chief  Account  Officer  and  ex-officio  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  to  Government,  proceeded  on  leave  preparatory  to 
retirement,  in  Edavam  1092,  and  Mr.  N.  Narayana  Pillai,  Senior 
Assistant  Account  Officer,  was  promoted  to  that  post.  Mr.  Nara¬ 
yana  Pillai  died  suddenly  a  few  months  after  assuming  charge 
and  the  service  has  lost  in  him  an  unassuming,  honest  and 
popular  officer.  The  unexpected  death  of  Mr.  K.  Kocliu- 
krishna  Marar,  Additional  Puisne  Judge  of  the  High  Court,  who 
was  only  very  recently  appointed  to  tliat  post  from  the  High 
Court  bar,  is  a  heavy  public  loss.  I  have  also  to  chronicle  the 
sad  death  in  action  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Thomas,  one  of  the  four 
engineer  officers,  of  the  State  engaged  in  war  duty.  Mr.  Thomas 
was  a  young «and*  promising  officer  and  his  untimely  death  is 
deeply, cl  eploffid,  *  -

Summary  of  transactions. 

5.  The  revenue  and  receipts  of  the  State  rose  from 
Bs.  1,52,79,386  in  1091  to  Es.  1,63,43,576  in  1092  and  the  or¬ 
dinary  expenditure  from  Es.  1,45,75,660  to  Es.  1,53,24,370 
resulting  in  a  surplus  of  Rs.  10,19,206.  Including  the  capital 
outlay  on  the  Extension  of  the  Railway  from  Quilon  to  Trivan¬ 
drum  amounting  to  Es.  11,93,112,  the  total  expenditure  of  the 
year  was  Es.  1,65,17,482,  giving  a  net  deficit  of  Es.  1,73,906. 
The  assets  of  the  Government  at  the  end  of  1092  amounted  to 
Bs.  1,26,55,608  and  the  liabilities  to  Es.  82,72,247,  leaving  a 
closing  balance  of  Bs.,43,83,361.  The  revenue  for  the  year  was" 
the  highest  on  record,  showing  an  increase  of  Es.  8,68,911  over 
that  for  10f->9,  the  year  immediately  proceeding  the  war.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  the  receipts  from  as  many  as  four  out  of 
the  six  main  sources  of  revenue,  via.,  ‘Forest’,  ‘Excise’,  ‘Customs’ 
and  ‘Stamps’,  have  reached  higher  figures  than  those  in  any 
previous  year.  The  receipts  under  ‘Land  Bevenue’  would  also 
have  exhibited  similar  results  but  for  the  modification  in  the 
system  of  budget  classification  introduced  in  recent  years  in 
regard  to  that  source  of  revenue.  The  expenditure  for  1092  was 
also  the  highest  on  record,  if  the  abnormal  year  for  1090  be  left 
out  of  account.  In  almost  all  branches  of  administration  and 
particularly  in  those  intimately  connected  with  the  well-being  of 
the  people  such  as  ‘Education’,  the  expenditure  was  liberal  as  in 
the  preceding  year. 

6.  The  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Government,  which  stood 
%t  Ea  75,78,050  at  the  close  of  1087,  fell  to  Es.  43,83,361  at  the 
close  of  1092  as  already  stated.  Against  this,  however,  it  has  to 
be  noted  that  an  outlay  of  Es.  41,48,105  has  been  incurred  during 
thedast  five  years  from  the  general  revenues  on  the  Extension  of 
the  Railway  from  Quilon  to  Trivandrum,  and  that,  if  this  expen¬ 
diture  were  not  taken  into  calculation,  the  results  would  show  a 
net  surplus  of  Es,  9,53,416—  a  feature  by  no  means  unsatisfactory 
in  view  of  the  general  depression  in  commerce  and  business 
activities  caused  by  the  war.  The  present  financial  position 
of  the  Government  may,  no  doubt,  be  taken  as  sound.  It  will, 
however,  be  necessary  in  future  to  guard  against  any  unlimited 
growth  of  expenditure,  while  at  the  same  time  the  need  for  the 
natural  expansion  of  the  several  departments  has  to  be  borne  in 
mind  and  adequately  provided  for  which  can  only  be  done  by  a 
further  development  of  the  resources  of  the  State. 

Sinking  Funds. 

2.  You  are  already  aware  of  the  Sinking  Fund  created  in 
1088  to  meet  the  capital  liability  of  life  State, ^moryiting  to 
Bh/jBs.'.l,18,47,367  on  accounted  the  Shencottah—Quilou  Bail¬ 
way.  A  sum  of  two  lakhs  of  British  rupees  is  paid  from  the 


general  revenues  every  year  to  the  credit  of  this  fund  for  dis¬ 
charging  the  entire  liability  by  1944  a.  d.  Another  Sinking 
Fund  on  a  smaller  scale  was  started  in  1092  to  repay  the  Deben¬ 
ture  loan  of  Bh.  Rs.  14,49,000  raised  by  the1  Government  for 
meeting  a  portion  of  the  outlay  required  for  the  Quilon— Trivan¬ 
drum  Extension  of  the  Railway.  A  sum  of  Rs.  36,600  will  be 
annually  paid  to  this  fund  for  a  period  of  25  years,  at  the  close 
of  which  the  loan  will  be  discharged. 

Account  Office, 

8.  In  1085,  the  Darbar  obtained  the  loan  of  the  services  of 
Jtlr.  E.  D.  Gordon  of  the  Indian  Finance  Department  for  exa¬ 
mining  its  system  of  accounts  and  sug^ssting  the  necessary 
measures  of  reform.  Mr.  Gordon’s  recommendations  made  at 
the  time  have  been  generally  adopted.  The  Darbar  has  now 
considered  it  desirable,  after  a  lapse  of  seven  years  since  the  last 
inspection,  to  subject  the  whole  working  of  the  Account  Depart¬ 
ment  to  a  further  examination  and  see  whether  there  are  any 
defects  to  be  remedied.  At  the  request  of  the  Darbar,  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India  have  again  kindly  placed  the  services  of  Mr. 
Gordon  at  the  disposal  of  the  State-  for  a  period  of  six  months  for 
the  purpose  and  Mr.  Gordon  has  already  arrived  and  entered  on 
his  duties. 


MAIN  HEADS  OF  REVENUE. 

Agricultural  conditions. 

9.  I  regret  to  note  that  the  year  was,  on  the  whole,  not 
favourable  to  agriculture.  The  total  rainfall  in  1092  was  13’ 7 
inches  less,  and  the  distribution  of  rain  more  uneven,  than  in  the, 
previous  year.  The  prices  of  food  grains  and  the  wages  of  labour 
were  also  higher  than  in  1091. 

Land  Revenue. 

10.  The  net  revenue  demand  fell  from  Rs.  36,54,327  in  1091 
to  Rs.  35,70,933  in  1092.  The  fall  is  only  apparent  and  is 
mainly  due  to  the  arrangement  introduced  in  1092  of  including 
only  that  portion  of  the  tharavila  or  sale  price  of  Sirkar  lands 
brought  under  registry,  which  is  actually  due  for  collection  in  a 
particular  year,  in  the  demand  for  that  year,  in  lieu  of  the 
previous  practice  of  including  the  whole  tharavila,  the  bulk  of 
which  as  a  matter  of  fact  falls  due  in  subsequent  years.  The 
collections  under  current  demand  amounted  to  nearly  99  per  cent 
as  in  1091.  The  disposal  of  puduval  and  transfer  of  registry 
cases,  as  also  of  cases  under  the  Land  Conservancy  and  Land 
Acquisition  Regulations,  showed  marked  improvement.  Satis¬ 
factory  progress  'H'as  made  in  the  introduction  of  the  registers 
and  accounts  prescribed'  by  the  Land  Revenue  Manual  in  all  the 
Divisions.  With  a  view  \o  regulste  and  methodise  the  inspection 
of  village  offices  by  Tahsildars  a  set  of  rules  has  been  introduced 


in  the  form  of  inspection  notes  to  be  prepared  by  them  at  each 
inspection.  The  Supernumerary  Dewan  Peishkar  who  was  ap- 
pointed  for  the  settlement  of  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Peru- 
vanthanam  Desorn  and  the  boundary  between  the  Manimala  and 
Kallupara  pakuthies,  has  finished  his  special  work.  The  col¬ 
lection  of  cardamom  tax  in  four  instalments  and  the  payment  of 
the  tharavila  on  cardamom  lands  in  nine  instead  of  six  instal¬ 
ments  were  sanctioned  by  way  of  relief  to  the  cardamom  ryots  of 
the  High  Eange.  The  rules  regarding  the  grant  of  lands  for 
coffee  and  tea  cultivation  were  so  amended  as  to  make  it  incum¬ 
bent  on  the  grantees  to  take  care  of  the  royal  trees  on  such  lands 
until  their  final  disposal  by  Government.  Since  the  close  of  thg 
year,  the  rules  regarding  the  lease  of  trees  on  poramboke  lands 
such  as  public  roads,  canals,  irrigation  tanks  and  field  bunds 
have  been  revised  so  as  to  safeguard  the  rights  of  the  ryots  who 
under  the  old  system  had  planted  such  trees  and  enjoyed  their 
usufruct. 

Land  and  depressed  classes. 

11.  For  the  past  few  years,  the  question  of  assigning  lands  to 
members  of  depressed  classes  for  habitation  and  cultivation  has 
been  engaging  the  earnest  attention  of  Government.  Under  a 
previous  Government  order,  about  500  acres  of  land  in  the  Vilap- 
pil  pakuthi,  Neyattinkara  taluk,  had  been  assigned-free  of  thara¬ 
vila,  in  the  names  of  Pulayas  who  are  members  of  Sadlru  Jana 
Paripalana  Sangham.  This  order,  which,  for  a  variety  of  reasons 
could  not  be  enforced  earlier,  was  directed  to  be  brought  into 
immediate  effect  in  1092.  A  further  measure  of  wider  scope  and 
larger  utility  was  also  adopted  during  the  year  providing  for  the 
grant  of  unoccupied  lands  at  the  disposal  of  Government  lying 
outside  forest  reserves  to  Pulayas  and  Parayas  free  of  tharavila. 
The  benefit  of  this  concession  is  allowed  to  all  Pulayas  and 
Parayas  who  are  subjects  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja,  irres¬ 
pective  of  their  religious  persuasion,  and  the  Division  Peishkars 
and  the  Commissioner,  Devieolarh,  have  been  specially  instructed 
to  pay  prompt  personal  attention  to  the  disposal  of  applications 
for  lands  from  the  members  of  depressed  classes. 

Forest  reservation. 

12.  The  total  area  of  reserved  forests  at  the  end  of  1092  was 
2,344  square  miles  and  170  acres  and  of  reserved  lands  135  sq. 
miles  and  525  acres.  Out  of  the  latter  area,  124  square  miles  and 
204  acres  have  been  proposed  for  conversion  into  reserved  forests 
and  11  square  miles  and  321  acres  into  fuel  and  grazing  blocks. 
There  is  practically  little  scope  for  further  forest  reservation  in 
Travancore.  In  regard  to  Forest  Settlement,  it  is  seen  that  there 
are  37  blocks  pending  enquiry  and  that  7  njore  .bfocks  will  be  ready 
for  enquiry  ere  long.  The  question  of  appointing  a  'full-time 
Forest  Settlement  Officer  to  dispose  ofcthese  cases  at  jjsCn  early 


date  has  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Government  and  it 
is  proposed  to  make  provision  for  this  appointment  in  the  budget 
for  1094.  , 


Working  plans. 

13.  Detailed  Working  plans  have  been  sanctioned  in  respect 
of  271  square  miles  and  526  acres  and  are  in  preparation  in  res¬ 
pect  of  335  square  miies  and  367  acres,  leaving  a  balance  of  1,736 
square  miles  and  557  acres  for  which  the  preparation  of  plans 
still  remains  to  be  taken  in  hand.  At  the  Forest  Conference 
held  in  1092,  it  was  suggested  that,  in  view  of  the  incomplete¬ 
ness  and  unreliability  of  the  data  available,  the  preparation  of 
tvorking  plans  on  an  elaborate  and  detailed  scale  would  not  be 
desirable  at  present  and  that  the  preparation  of  simple  prelimi¬ 
nary  working  schemes  by  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  respective 
Forest  Divisions  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  immediate  require¬ 
ments.  The  suggestion  has  been  approved  by  the  Government 
as  a  tentative  measure.  But  the  department  has  been,  distinctly 
informed  that  these  simple  working  schemes  should  not  be 
allowed  to  take  the  place  of  the  regular  working  plans  contem¬ 
plated  in  the  Forest  Code. 

Extentton  of  eultivatio  n 

14.  With  a  view  to  the  extension  of  cultivation  and  the 
development  of  traffic  on  the  Western  Outlet  road  which  has 
been  made  cartable  as  far  as  the  35th  mile,  three  blocks  of 
reserved  forest  adjoining  that  road,  comprising  about  3,500  acres, 
were  ordered  to  bo  disafforested  and  assigned  for  registry'  under 
the  puduval  rules.  Another  area  of  2,099  acres,  comprising 
blocks  of  marshy  and  low-lying  lands  included  in  reserves  but* 
not  required  for  purposes  of  forest  conservancy,  was  also  ordered 
to  be  disafforested  and  made  available  for  paddy  cultivation,  . 

Other  forest  items. 

15.  The  formation  of  a  separate  Plantation  Division  with 
effect  from  the  beginning  of  1092  has  been  of  considerable  bene¬ 
fit  to  the  department,  and  planting  and  thinning  operations 
appear  to  have  in  consequence  received  adequate  attention  during 
the  year.  The  stock  of  timber  at  the  close  of  1092  in  the  sale 
and  forest  depots  was  9,21,334  cubic  feet,  against  11,85,932  cubic 
feet  im  1091.  The  balance  is  still  heavy  and  instructions  have 
been  issued  for  clearing  it  off  with  the  least  avoidable  delay. 
The  coupe-sale  system,  under  which  select  standing  trees  in  a 
coupe  are  marked  and  sold  for  a  lump-sum  offer,  introduced  in 
.  the  High  Range  Division  in  1091,  was  extended  to  the  Quilon 
Division  towarfis  the  close  of  1092.  The  necessity  for  passes 
for  the  iemovS.1  of  grSeft  manure  from  private  lands  was  dis¬ 
pensed  with.  *Two  new  fuel  depots  were  tentatively  opened -at 


Aramboly  and  Darsanamkope.  Since  thes-.close  of  the  year,  the 
Forest  Manual,  in  the  preparation  of  which,  much  useful  labour 
was  spent  by  Mr.  K.  S.  Narayana  Aiyangar,  Assistant  Conser¬ 
vator  of  Forests,  has  been  issued.  This  publication  is  bound  to 
be  of  great  advantage  to  the  department  and  the  public. 

Salt 

16.  Government  have  been  obliged  to  raise  the  selling  price 
of  Bombay  salt  to  Bh.  Bs.  2-11-6  per  maund  in  the  Alleppey, 
Quilon,  and  Trivandrum  port  salt  depots  and  to  Bh.  Bs.  2-12-6 
per  maund  in  the  bank-shalls  of  the  Shencottah  Taluk,  with 
effect  from  the  26th  Vrichikam  1093,  on  account  of  the  shortage 
of  freight  and  the  heavy  increase  in  the  price  of  the  commodity 
in  Bombay.  This  circumstance  once  again  brings  into  promi¬ 
nent  relief  the  question  of  the  development  of  the  home-salt 
industry.  With  the  object  of  affording  protection  to  the  com¬ 
pleted  factories  on  the  one  hand,  and,  as  a  precaution,  on  the 
other,  against  the  danger  of  any  excessive  and  sudden  reduction 
in  the  water-holding  capacity  of  the  Manakkudy  backwater  into 
which  the  Pazhayar  river  discharges  itself,  the  policy  of  the 
Government  has  been  to  grant  lands  for  salt  culture  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  allow  full  time  for  one  plot  to  be  worked  into  a 
factory  before  another  plot  is  assigned  for  that  purpose.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  considerable  advance  has  been  made  in 
salt  culture  in  South  Travancore  during  the  last  decade.  In 
1083  the  areas  of  salt  factories  and  working  plans  were  612'48 
acres  and  219'87  acres  respectively  and  the  total  outturn  of  salt 
2,74,003  maunds.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1092  were 
l,0£j4'33  and  327  acres  and  6,93,543  maunds.  Mr.  Subrahmanya 

"Karayalar’s  factory,  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  the 
current  year,  will  preceptibly  increase  the  total  output.  Since 
thp  close  of  1092,  another  area  of  38’ 7  5  acres  has  been  assigned 
for  salt  manufacture  and  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Excise 
Commissioner  have  been  asked  to  make  a  joint  report  after  per¬ 
sonal  inspection  on  the  question  of  the  extension  of  salt  culture 
in  South  Travancore.  It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Government 
to  make  the  State  as  far  as  possible  self-supporting  in  the  matter 
of  its  salt  supply.  A  set  of  draft  salt  rules  under  the  new  Salt 
Begulation,  III  of  1088,  has  been  published  in  the  Gazette. 

Excise, 

17.  The  number  of  country  liquor  shops  sanctioned  to  be 
opened  in  1092  was  2,279  or  73  less  than  the  number  in  1091, 
the  number  actually  opened  being  2,274.  The  number  of  arrack 
shops  within  the  excise  area  was  719  against  737  in  1091,  giving 
an  average  of  one  shop  for  every  9 '71  square*  miles  and  4,736 
inhabitants.  The  incidence  of  taxation  orrcouatry  spirits  rose 
from  chs.  5-cash  5  to  chs,  5-cajh  7  per  head  of  po^ulatiqn.  The 


rate  of  duty  on  cocoaqut  toddy  arrack  was  raised  b'y  as.  10  per 
proof  gallon.  The  total  quantity  of  foreign  liquor  imported  into 
the  State  fell  fry  5,849  gallons. 

Opium,  Ganja  and  Tobacco. 

18.  From  the  beginning  of  1093  the  independent  shop  system 
has  been  brought  into  force  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  opium  and 
ganja  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  sale  of  these 
commodities  from  the  taluk  treasuries.  The  tobacco  bank-shall 
at  Trivandrvm  has  been  abolished,  since  the  local  merchants  were 
not  making  any  use  of  it  in  recent  years. 

Customs. 

19.  Beference  was  made  in  my  address  last  year  to  the  im¬ 
position  of  a  duty  of  Bh.  Be.  1-as.  8  per  100  lbs.  on  the  tea  ex¬ 
ported  from  Travancore.  By  an  arrangement  entered  into 
during  the  year  between  the  Government  of  India  and  the 
Darhar,  all  tea  sent  from  Travancore  by  land  to  foreign  countries 
was  exempted  from  export  duty  leviable  in  British  India,  provid¬ 
ed  that  such  duty  had  already  been  paid  in  Travancore  and  a 
certificate  to  that  effect  was  produced  at  the  British  Indian  port 
of  export.  Tea  exported  for  consumption  in  British  India  was 
exempted  from  the  payment  of  duty  in  Travancore.  The  ten¬ 
tative  measure  for  the  abolition  of  the  export  duty  on  timber, 
fire-wood  and  charcoal,  which  had  been  sanctioned  for  a  period 
of  five  years  from  1087,  was  extended  for  another  year. 

PROTECTION , 

Legislation. 

20.  Two  of  the  important  Begulations  placed  on  the  statute 
book  since  last  February  are  the  Travancore  Markets  Begulation, 
VII  of  1092,  and  the  Travancore  Copyright  Begulation,  VIII  of 
1092.  The  former  Begulation  was  passed  mainly  with  a  view 
to  regulate  the  opening  of  markets  in  the  interests  of  sanitation 
as  well  as  the  preservation  of  public  peace.  The  latter  Begula¬ 
tion  was  passed  in  order  to  bring  the  law  on  copyright  into  line 
with  the  recent  British  Indian  enactment  on  the  subject,  the 
main  features  of  the  Begulation  being  the  prolongation  of  the 
term  of  copyright  to  a  period  of  50  years,  the  abolition  of  the 
formality  of  registration,  and  the  extension  of  copyright  to  trans¬ 
lations  and  works  of  art.  Among  the  chief  Bills  now  before  the 
Legislative  Council  may  be  mentioned,  in  addition  to  the  Muni¬ 
cipalities  Bill  and  the  Chitties  Bill  to  which  reference  was  made 
in  my  last  address,  the  Animal  Diseases  Bill,  the  Plant  Pests 
Bill,  the  Bevenue  Becovery  Begulation  Amendment  Bill,  the 
Survey  and  Boundaries  Bill,  and  the  Land  Improvement  and 
Agricultural  Loans  Bill.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  all  these  pro¬ 
posed  ehactraents  are  of  direct^  and  immediate  concern  to,  the 


ryot  population  andfthat  the  last  of  them  is-  undertaken  to  popu- 
arise  the  system  of  giving  loans  to  ryots  for  agricultural  purposes 
including  the  purchase  of  seed  and  manure. 

Vacancy  in  the  Council. 

21.  A  vacancy  will  soon  arise  in  the  Legislative  Council, 

consequent  on  the  expiry  of  the  term  of  Mr.  T.  K  Velu  Pillai, 
who  had  been  returned  by  the  Members  of  the  Trivandrum 
Division.  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  has  been  pleased  tc 
command  that  the  Members  of  that  Division  will  now  meet 
under  the  presidency  of  the  Division  Peishkar,  Trivandrum,  to 
elect  a  representative  whose  name  will  be  submitted  to  His 
Highness  for  consideration.  .  r 

Police. 

22.  The  total  number  of  cognizable  cases  taken  up  by  the 
Police,  including  the  arrears  of  the  previous  year,  fell  from  3,631 
to  3,483.  The  number  of  undetected  cases  was  only  277,  against 
502  in  1090  and  411  in  1091.  The  percentage  of  detection  rose 

.  from  52  in  1090  and  59  in  1091  to  63  in  1092.  The  percentage 
of  conviction  rose  from  53  in  1091  to  59  in  1092  and  that  of 
property  recovered  from  48t0  51.  The  total  number  of  grave 
crimes  committed  was  only  1,609  against  1,965  in  1090  and 
1,794  in  1091,  while  those  brought  to  conviction  rose  from  675 
in  1090  and  776  in  1091  to  852  in  1092.  The  Government  are 
glad  to  note  that  the  results  show  appreciable  improvement  in 
all  directions.  Mr.  Cunningham  observes  that  the  improvement 
in  the  efficiency  of  the  Sub-Inspectors  was  particularly  notice¬ 
able  in  the  Trivandrum  and  Nagercoil  Districts  whore  those 
qjficers,  under  the  new  arrangement  brought  into  force  with 
effect  from  the  beginning  of  1092,  were  in  direct  touch  with  the 
District  Superintendents  of  Police.  The  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Police  in  charge  of  the  Nagercoil  District  was  made  a 
District  Superintendent  and  the  Circles  of  the  Qnilon  District 
were  reduced  by  one.  Five  of  the  outposts  abolished  in  1088 
were  reopened,  three  in  the  Quilon  District  and  two  in  the 
Kottayam  District.  The  year  was  also  marked  by  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  improved  methods  of  surveillance  of  known  depre¬ 
dators. 

Military. 

23,  In  conformity  with  the  system  adopted  by  the  British 
Indian  Infantry  regiments,  the  six  companies  of  the  First 
Battalion,  Nayar  Brigade,  were  reorganised  into  four. 

Central  Prison. 

24,  Government  are  glad  to  note  that  theye  was  a  decided 
improvement  in  the  health  of  the  inmateaof  the  Central  Prison, 
The.  percentage  of  sick  to  strength  waS  1'4  against  l'87ind  the 
daily  average  of  sick  8'9  against  10  S  in  1091,  while  the  dumber 


of  deaths  fell  from  32  to  15.  The  Superintendent  states  that 
the  temporary  revision,  of  the  diet  scale,  involving  among  other 
things  the  inelusion  of  dhall,  the  supply  of  more  wholesome 
water  for  drinking  and  bathing  purposes  and  the  cooking  of  food 
in  the  new  fly-proof  kitchen,  have  in  some  measure  contributed 
to  this  gratifying  result,  A  cochrane  boiler  and  duplex  steam 
pump  were  supplied  to  the  Central  Prison,  and  by  means  of  this 
arrangement  water  from  the  newly  sunk  well  was  conveyed 
through  pipes  to  a  tank  at  the  main  gate  mounted  on  a  masonry 
platform,  in  which  water  was  stored  and  thence  taken  inside  the 
Jail  through  further  pipes  wherever  necessary.  With  the  object 
fit  further  improving  the  working  of  the  Central  Prison,  the 
revision  of  the  Jail  Rules  has  been  taken  In  hand  and  a  Special 
Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

Courts  ol  Law. 

25.  The  year  opened  with  heavy  arrears  in  the  High  Court 
and  some  of  the  District  Courts  and  was  marked  by  a  fresh  in¬ 
crease  in  the  volume  of  original  litigation  throughout  the  State. 
The  rise  in  the  volume  of  original  litigation  from  1085,  the  year 
in  which  the  Civil  Courts  Amendment  Regulation,  II  of  1084, 
increasing  the  pecuniary  jurisdiction  of  Muusiffs,  came  into  force, 
has  been  marked,  as  the  figures  given  in  the  annual  reports  will 
show.  The  aggregate  number  of  suits,  ordinary  and  small  cause, 
increased  from  51,312  in  1085  to  78,048  in  1092.  To  cope  with 
the  growing  volume  of  litigation,  both  original  and  appellate,  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  extent  the  period  of  several  tempor¬ 
ary  Courts  and  to  sanction  the  continuance  of  the  Third  Bench 
in  the  High  Court  till  the  close  of  1093.  The  Additional  T)ivi* 
sion  First  Class  Magistrate’s  Court,  tentatively  opened  in  1089, 
was  made  permanent  towards  the  close  of  1092,  as  there  is  ample 
work  for  two  Division  First  Class  Magistrates  in  the  Kottayam 
Division.  The  work  of  the  Village  Panchayat  Courts,  opened  at 
the  beginning  of  1092,  was  characterised  by  promptness  and 
efficiency,  and  I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  convey  to  the 
non-official  gentlemen  who  served  as  Judges  during  the  year  the 
thanks  of  the  Government  for  their  valuable  work. 

Regisatrtion. 

26.  The  State  was  divided  into  three  Registration  Districts 
in  1073,  when  the  number  of  Sub-registry  Offices  was  45  and  of 
the  documents  presented  for  registration  1,51,656.  In  1092  the 
number  of  offices  was  75  and  of  the  documents  presented  for 
registration  2,60,966.  With  a  view  to  ensure  the  thorough  and 
frequent  inspection  of  §ub-registry  Offices,  the  number  of  Regis¬ 
tration  Bistriqis  has  been*  raised  from  three  to  four  with  effect 
from  the  1st  Dhanu  109g. 


PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION. 

'  Agriculture.  r 

22.  Copies  of  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai’s  report  for  1092  will,  as 
usual,  be  placed  in  your  hands  from  which  you  will  be  able  to 
obtain  detailed  information  regarding  the  working  of  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Department  during  the  year.  The  Manager  of  the  Silk 
farm  at  Trivandrum  was  deputed  to  Upper  India  to  study  the 
latest  methods  of  sericulture.  Of  the  twelve  pupils  who  attend¬ 
ed  the  Silk  school  at  Nantankode  opened  by  the  Salvation  Army 
in  1091,  seven  were  successful  in  the  final  examination,  and  five 
of  them  have  started  the  industry  in  their  native  villages.  .  To, 
encourage  them  in  '"their  new  enterprise,  Government  have 
sanctioned  them  a  monthly  grant  of  Es.  5  each  for  one  year  and 
an  initial  grant  of  Es.  30  each  for  the  purchase  of  appliances. 
The  possibility  of  cultivating  tapioca  on  poor  laterite  soils  under 
the  application  of  cattle  manure  and  green  leaf  and  the  advant¬ 
age  of  rotating  tapioca  on  such  soils  with  hill-paddy,  horse-gram 
and  banana,  were  successfully  demonstrated.  Substantial  pro¬ 
gress  was  made  in  the  soil  survey  of  the  State  and  a  bulletin 
was  published  describing  the  general  characteristics  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  kinds  of  soils.  The  analysis  of  green  leaf  manures  was 
completed  and  a  leaflet  was  issued  on  the  subject.  The  number 
of  leaflets  issued  by  the  department  till  the  close  of  1092  was  78. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  reprinting  of  these  leaflets 
in  one  convenient  volume  for  sale  to  the  public  at  a  nominal 
price.  With  a  view  to  impart  some  knowledge  in  Agriculture  to 
the  children  of  the  cultivating  classes,  two  night  schools  were 
opened  in  the  Experimental  farms  at  Trivandrum  and  Nagercoil 
and  36  pupils  are  attending  these  schools.  Since  the  close  of 
1092,  revised  rules  for  the  treatment  of  animals  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Veterinary  hospitals  and  dispensaries  have  been  issued, 
under  which  no  fees  need  be  paid  for  the  treatment  of  out-pati¬ 
ent  animals,  while  only  nominal  fees  at  certain  prescribed  rates 
will  be  charged  for  in-patients. 

Fisheries. 

28.  '  Two  sardine  nets  of  a  type  not  commonly  used  in  the 
State  were  demonstrated  at  Trivandrum  and  Alleppey  with 
successful  results.  With  a  view  to  develop  deep  sea  fishing,  it  is 
proposed  to  send  a  few  fishermen  to  Tanur  for  training  at 
Government  cost.  The  fish-curing  yard  at  Muttam,  in  which 
the  number  of  operations  carried  on  rose  from  196  in  1091  to 
1,036  in  1092,  has,  since  the  close  of  the  year,  been  transferred 
from  the  Excise  to  the  Fisheries  Department.  Government 
have  also  sanctioned  the  opening  of  another  fislr-crfring  yard  and 
a  fish-oil  factory  at  Alleppey.  For  the,  furpuse  of  enai^ing  the 
department  to  study  the  life-history  and  habits  h>f  fresh  water 
and  backwater  fishes,  sanction  has  been0  accorded  to  the  opening 
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of  two  fish-breeding  .forms  at  Quuon.  A  night  school  m  the 
Vaikam  taluk  for  imparting  general  as  well  as  professional  in¬ 
struction  to  the  children  of  the  Yala  community  lias  also  been 
sanctioned,  ifie  fishm-v  rules  brought  into  operation  in  1091 
have  been  revised  so  as  to  afford  greater  relief  to  fishermen. 
The  activities  of  this  growing  department  are  bemg  carefully 
watched. 

Industries. 

29.  The  Industrial  Survey  of  the  State  to  which  I  made 
reference  last  year  was  begun  on  the  1st  Makaram,  1092.  As 
the  period  of  one  year  for  which  Dr.  Barker  was  placed  on 
Special  duty  for  the  purpose  was  found  insufficient,  that  period 
has  since  been  extended  by  another  year,  i.  c.,  till  the  1st  Maka¬ 
ram  1094.  During  the  first  year,  Dr.  Barker  was  able  to  survey 
18  taluks,  in  addition  to  the  towns  of  Trivandrum  and  Kottayam. 
The  method  of  enquiry  was  to  hold  industrial  conferences  of  the 
leading  citizens  and  ryots  and  to  organise  industrial  development 
committees  of  three  members  each  for  every pakuthi.  These 
committees  were  asked  to  fill  up  printed  enquiry  forms,  the 
entries  made  by  them  being  subsequently  verified  by  the  Special 
Officer.  Dr.  Barker  is  now  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  two 
special  reports,  one  a  talukwar  report  explaining  the  economic 
and  industrial  conditions  of  the  several  pakuthi.es,  and  the  other 
a  report  on  each  industry  taken  separately.  Portions  of  these 
reports  have  already  been  received  by  the  Government.  Popular 
interest  in  industrial  questions  is  being  evoked  by  means  of 
personal  interviews  and  public  lectures.  Bulletins  on  industrial 
subjects  are  being  published  from  time  to  time  and  their  Verna¬ 
cular  translations  distributed  broadcast.  Government  hav^1 
recently  granted  the  right  of  collecting  conch  shells  to  Mr.  L.  A. 
Netto  of  Valiathura  for  a  period  of  20  years  on  tlie  stipulation 
that  Mr.  Netto  should  set  lip  the  necessary  plant  for  button-mak¬ 
ing  out  of  conch  shells  within  one  year  of  the  date  of  grant  and 
that  he  should  popularise  button  manufacture  as  a  cottage  indu¬ 
stry  among  the  coast  fishermen.  The  organisation  of  several 
other  industries  is  being  also  stimulated  wherever  practicable. 
The  industrial  development  of  the  country  requires  in  a  pre¬ 
eminent  degree  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  people  to  supple¬ 
ment  the  efforts  of  Government. 

Industrial  training. 

30.  Under  the  scheme  for  the  award  of  scholarships  for 
industrial  and  technical  studies,  four  foreign  scholarships  of 
the  annual  value  of  4J.  150  and  two  Indian  scholarships  of 
the  monthly  .value  of  Bh.  Es.  50  each  were  given  to  six 
candidates,  five. of  vjhom  are  graduates  and  all  born  subjects  of 
His  Highness  Jihe  Maha  Saja.  The  subjects  of  study  selected 
for  them  are  chemical  engineering  and  industry,  weaving  and 


dyeing,  soap  and  oils,  tanning  and  leather  manufacture,  manu¬ 
facture  of  shellac,  sealing  wax,  etc.,  and  wood  distillation.  All 
these  students  are  reported  to  be  progressing  satisfactorily,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  their  return  after  training  will  afford  additional 
impetus  to  the  cause  of  industrial  advancement  in  the  State. 

Co-operative  Societies, 

31.  The  total  number  of  co-operative  societies  at  the  end  of 
1092  was  40.  Of  the  14  new  societies  registered  in  1092,  12  are 
credit  societies,  while  the  remaining  two  are  societies  for  purchase 
and  sale.  The  work  of  the  department  during  the  year  was 
marked  more  by  consolidation  than  by  expansion.  The  total 
number  of  members  rose  from  945  to  2,034,  the  working  capita* 
of  the  societies  from  Bh.  Bs.  74,987  to  Bh,  Ba.  1,37,122  and  the 
paid-up  share  capital  from  Bh.  Bs.  13,537  to  Bh.  Bs.  24,710. 
A  noteworthy  feature  of  the  year’s  work  is  the  special  attention 
bestowed  on  the  organisation  of  a  few  societies  for  the  relief  of 
backward  classes.  The  most  conspicuous  among  such  societies  is 
the  agricultural  credit  society  registered  at  Muttam  in  the 
Kartikapaili  taluk,  which  has  been  started  with  the  object  of 
helping  Pulayas.  Credit  societies  have  also  been  organised  in 
certain  centres  for  the  benefit  of  those  following  the  industries  of 
fishing  and  weaving  in  addition  to  agriculture.  Agricultural 
credit  continued  to  be  the  main  form  of  co-operation  in  demand. 
Government  are  glad  to  learn  from  the  Registrar’s  report  that  a 
spirit  of  mutual  trust  and  confidence  is  developing  among  the 
members,  and  that  agriculture,  trade  and  industries  have  begun 
to  receive  support  from  co-operative  societies.  Since  the  close  of 
the  year,  the  restrictions  imposed  on  Government  servants  in  the 
.matter  of  becoming  office-bearers  of  co-operative  societies  have 
been  relaxed.  I  avail,  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  once  again 
exhort  you,  Members  of  the  Assembly,  to  do  your  best  to  make 
the  co-operative  movement  a  success  in  Travancore. 

Public  Works, 

32.  The  question  of  the  development  of  minor  roads,  for 
which  there  is  insistent  demand,  has  for  some  time  past  been 
engaging  the  anxious  attention  of  the  Government-  and  the  Chief 
Engineer.  Mr.  Bastow  has  now  submitted  a  scheme  for  the 
formation  of  local  boards  for  dealing  with  this  question.  The 
scheme  is  under  the  consideration  of  the  Government. 

Railway. 

33.  It  is  a  source  of  genuine  gratification  to  me  to  be  in  a 
position  to  announce  to  you  that  the  Quilon — Trivandrum  Kail¬ 
way  was  opened  for  traffic  on  the  1st  January,  J91«.  What  with 
the  difficulty  of  securing  rolling  stocky  for  the  Bailway  at  this 
time  of  war,  and  with  the  abnormal  and  unforeseen  engineering 
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difficulties  presented  by  the  Paravur  and  Kilimtikku  embank¬ 
ments,  the  prospects  of  tlie  early  completion  and  opening  of  the 
line  were  gloomy  some  time  ago,  and  it  is  due  to  the  generous 
sympathy  of  the  Government  of  India  and  the  professional  skill 
of  Mr.  O’Shaughnessy,  the  Deputy  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Eail- 
wav  in  charge  of  construction,  that  it  has  been  possible  for  His 
Highness  the  Maha  Baja  to  confer  this  great  benefit  on  the 
people  now.  The  total  length  of  the  line  is  37|  miles.  The 
revised  estimate  originally  received  from  the  South  Indian  Bail¬ 
way  Company  for  Bh.  Rs.  54,02,579  was  scrutinised  again  and 
reduced  ultimately  to  Bh.  Bs.  52,98,090.  The  amount  spent  on 
jhe  construction  of  the  line  up  to  the  close  of  1917  is  Bh.  Rs. 
46,56,684.  Government  are  aware  that  the  present  service  of 
one  train  up  and  one  down  between  Quilon  and  Trivandrum  is 
inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  traffic  on  the  line  and  every 
endeavour  is  being  made  to  increase  the  number  of  trains  run¬ 
ning  either  way. 

Anchal. 

34.  There  were  212  Anchal  Offices  and  324  letter  boxes  at. 
the  end  of  1092.  With  a  view"  to  extend  the  benefits  of  the 
Anchal  service  to  localities  where  it  is  not  feasible  to  establish 
regular  offices,  Government  have  resolved  to  open  non-depart- 
mental  offices  and  place  them  in  charge  of  persons  with  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  three  B’s  on  their  undertaking  to  deposit  the  neces¬ 
sary  security.  By  this  arrangement  the  number  of  Anchal  Offices 
may  be  indefinitely  extended  without  loss  to  the  Government  and 
with  benefit  to  the  public.  On  the  receipts  justifying  such  a 
course,  these  non- departmental  offices  will  be  converted*  into 
regular  offices,  while  honest  work  will  be  rewarded  by  select  men 
in  charge  of  such  offices  being  gradually  drawn  to  the  general 
service  as  vacancies  arise.  All  the  Anchal  Offices  were  dfling 
hundi  work.  The  total  value  of  the  inland  and  foreign  hundies 

■  issued  during  the  year  was  Bs.  31,21,979.  39  Anchal  Offices  did 

Savings  Bank  work.  The  charges  on  parcels  conveyed  by  transit 
boats  were  revised  and  new  rates  prescribed  with  reference  to  the 
distance  and  weight  of  the  parcels  conveyed. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH,  * 

Vital  Statistics. 

35.  The  birth  and  death  rates  were  2f '9  and  141  per  mille 
against  20'5  and  13'6  respectively  and  the  ratio  of  infantile  deaths 
901  per  mille  of  registered  births  against  87  in  1091.  It  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  not®  that,  in  the  registration  of  births,  deaths  and  in¬ 
fantile  mortality,  all  the  agencies  have  shown  appreciable  im- 
proveme*ht  and  made  a  nearer  approach  to  the  standard  rates, 


Town  Improvement  Committees. 

36.  The  work  of  Mr.  K.  A.  Krishna  Aiyangar,  non-official 
President  of  the  Alleppey  Town  Improvement  Committee  for  the 
past  three  years,  has  been  eminently  satisfactory,  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  re-appointed  him  as  President  for  a  farther  term  of 
three  years.  Since  the  close  of  1092,  non-official  Vice-Presidents 
have  been  appointed  for  the  Committees  of  Mavelikara  and 
Vaikam  and  an  official  Vice-President  for  the  Kuzhithura  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  rate-payers  of  the  towns  of  Haripad  and  Iumhithura 
have  been  given  the  privilege  of  electing  four  out  of  seven  non- 
official  members.  Compulsory  vaccination  lias  been  introduced 
in  Parur.  Vaccination  is  compulsory  at  present  in  16  out  of  tit* 
19  Municipal  towns  of  the  State. 

Medical  relist- 

37.  The  number  of  Assistant  Surgeons  was  increased  from 
29  to  32  and  of  Hospital  Assistants  from  41  to  45.  Since  tile 
close  of  the  year,  the  designation  of  Hospital  Assistants  has  been 
changed  into  Sub-Assistant,  Surgeons.  A  portion  of  the  old 
“Women  and  Children’s  Hospital  buildings  was  converted  into 
four  paying  wards  and  added  te  the  General  Hospital.  The  cost 
of  dieting  the  inpatients  rose  by  about  ehs.  11  per  head.  The 
number  of  Vaidyasalas  rose  from  72  to  73,  of  which  67  were 
maintained  for  the  treatment  of  general  diseases  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  6,  known  as  Visha, vaidyasalas,  for  the  exclusive  treatment  of 

'  snake-bite,  etc.  On  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Parameswaran 
Muthathu  from  the  post  of  Superintendent  of  Vaidyasalas  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  Mr.  K.  Sankara  Menon,  u.  a.,  n.  t.,  was  appoint¬ 
ed  as  the  head  of  the  department  and  designated  Director  of 
Ayurveda.  The  question  of  increasing  the  usefulness  of  this 
department  is  engaging  the  attention  of  Government. 

EDUCATION. 

General  Statistics. 

38.  Tire  number  of  recognised  institutions  at  the  end  of  1092 
was  2,508  and  their  strength  3,48,986.  The  corresponding  figures 
for  the  unrecognised  instititions  were  1,582  and  55,022.  Thus 
the  total  number  of  educational  institutions  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  4,090  with  an '  aggregate  strength  of  4,04,008,  which 
gives  an  average  of  one  school  for  every  l'S  square  miles  of  area 
and  838  inhabitants.  The  departmental  schools  rose  in  number 
from  1,043  in  1091  to  1,075  in  1092  and  the  private  aided  schools 
from  1,103  to  1,264,  there  being  only  169  recognised  schools  not 
brought  under  the  grant-in-aid  system.  Of  the  total  population 
of  the  State  10T  per  cent  were  receiving  instruction  in  recognis¬ 
ed  schools  against  9’3  in  1091,  while,  if  the  figure  for  unrecognis¬ 
ed  schools  were  also  taken  into  account,  the  Corresponding 
percentage  would  be  11’7.  The  percentage  of  pupils  in 


recognised  schools  to  the  population  of  school-going  age,  calculat¬ 
ed  at  the  usual  cate  of  15  per  cent  of  the  total  population,  was 
67’9  against  6$l  in  1091,  If  the  strength  in  unrecognised  schools 
were  also  taken  into  calculation,  the  percentage  would  be  78'5  in 
1092,  the  corresponding  percentage  for  1091  being  7L1.  The 
percentages  of  boys  and  girls  attending  recognised  schools  to  the 
hoys  and  girls  of  school-going  age  were  48'2  and  19' 7  respective¬ 
ly,  while,  if  the  boys  and  girls  attending  unrecognised  schools 
were  also  taken  into  account,  the  corresponding  figures  would  be 
58'7  and  19'8  per  cent.  The  total  number  of  girls  receiving 
nstruction  in  recognised  schools  was  1,01,288.  Devicolam 
Shencot-tah,  Todupuzha,  Kunnatnad  and  Muvattupuzha  are  the 
‘most  backward  taluks  in  point  of  education  and  it  behoves  the 
representatives  of  those  taluks  in  this  Assembly  to  help  the 
officers  of  the  department  in  quickening  the  pace  of  educational 
advance  in  the  localities  referred  to. 

English  Education. 

39.  The  number  of  recognised  English  schools  rose  from  79 
in  1091  to  80  in  1092  and  their  strength  from  20,040  to  22,700. 
Of  the  seven  new  English  school*  started  during  the  year,  one 
was  departmental  and  the  remaining  six  private.  The  number 
of  higher  grade  English  schools  increased  by  two,  one  depart¬ 
mental  and  the  other  private,  by  the  opening  of  Form  IY  in  the 
departmental  Lower  Grade  English  School,  Shertalay,  and  in 
the  St.  Joseph’s  Lower  Grade  English  School  for  girls,  Changa- 
nachery.  72  of  the  recognised  schools  were  for  boys,  28  of  the 
higher  grade  and  44  of  the  lower,  and  14  for  girls,  6  of  the 
higher  grade  and  8  of  the  lower.  The  proposal  to  form  an 
association  of  the  Managers  of  private  recognised  English  school 
was  approved. 

Vernacular  Education. 

40.  From  the  1st  Makaram  1093,  the  terms  ‘  Secondary , 
and  ‘  Elementary  ’  as  applied  to  English  and- Vernacular  schools’ 
respectively  have  been  done  away  with.  Schools  will  hereafter 
be  termed  “English”  or  “Vernacular”  according  to  the 
language  in  which  instruction  is  imparted  in  them.  The 
number  of  Vernacular  schocls  rose  to  2,373  and  their  strength 
to  3,23,725.  There  was  one  Vernacular  school,  recognised  or 
unrecognised,  for  every  L94  square  miles,  and  if  the  Devicolam 
Division,  which  is  mostly  hilly  and  uninhabitable,  be  left  out  of 
account,  for  every  l'G  square  miles.  The  appointment  of  the 
Deputy  Director  ol'  Public  Instruction  to  be  in  charge,  of  Verna¬ 
cular  schools  for  boys  has  had  the  salutary  effect  of  introducing 
greater  uniformity  and  more  systematic  organisation  in  that 
branch  of  thg  department.  Owing  to  the  special  efforts  of  the 
Deputy 'Dircator,  educational  service  pakuthi  committees  have 
been  organised  throughout  the  Elate.  The  Range  and  Assistant 


Inspectors  of  Vernacular  Schools  for  boys  also  did  good  work  in 
securing  the  co-operation  of  the  people  towards  the  extension 
and  renewal  of  school-buildings.  One  noteworthy,,  event  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Vernacular  education  during  the  year  was  the  san¬ 
ctioning  of  a  scheme  for  advanced  study  in  the  Vernacular.  I’or 
the  purpose  of  satisfying  the  general  desire  for  higher  education 
in  the  Vernacular  and  of  imparting  instruction  in  Elementary 
Science  and  Nature  Study  to  pupils  who,  through  poverty,  are 
unable  to  secure  the  benefits  of  English  education,  two  higher 
classes,  VIII  and  IX,  were  arranged  to  be  opened  in  the  four 
departmental  higher  grade  Vernacular  schools  at  Trivandrum, 
Quilon,  Tiruvalla-  and  Muvattupuzha.  As  many  as  585  pupils 
have  attended  Class  VIII  opened  in  these  schools — a  fact  Whichr 
bears  emphatic  testimony  to  the  genuineness  of  the  desire  for 
higher  Vernacular  education  among  the  people.  Under  the  new 
scheme  the  usual  School  Leaving  Certificate  Examination  will 
be  held  at  the  end  of  the  course  in  Class  VII,  Classes  VIII  and 
IX  being  treated  as  continuation  classes  and  the  Vernacular 
Higher  Examination  being  held  at  the  end  of  the  course  in 
r  Class  IX.  Provision  is  made  in  these  classes  for  an  advanced 
and  critical  study  of  the  Vernacular  and  for  the  compulsory 
study  of  Elementary  Science,  while  English.,  History,  Sanskrit, 
etc.,  are  taught  as  optional  subjects. 

Manual  Training.  ^ 

r  41.  In  accordance  with  the  scheme  for  the  extensioivbf 
r  Manual  Training  referred  to  in  my  last  address^  Ja^ise'Iected 
under-graduate  teachers  of  English  schools  are  undergoing  a 
special  course  of  instruction  in  the  subject  under  "the  Organiser- 
in  Manual  Training  attached  to  the  Training  College.  At  ' the 
end  of  their  training  they  will  be  posted,  one  to  each  of  the  ten 
Vernacular  Training  schools,  where  they  will  impart  instruction 
in  the  subject  to  pupil  teachers.  50  of  the  latter,  who  show  a 
special  aptitude  for  the  subject,  will  be  cantinued  for  a  second 
year  in  the  Training  schools,  at  the  end  of  which  period  they 
will  be  competent  to  become  instructors  in  Manual  Training  to 
Vernacular  teachers.  A  second  batch  of  50  teachers  will  be 
r  similarly  trained  next,  after  which  the  under-graduate  instructors 
will  revert  to  English  schools  and  teach  the  subject  there.  At 
present  it  is  in  contemplation  to  introduce  Manual  Training  only 
in  Classes  I  to  IV  of  Vernacular  schools,  the  lower  forms  of 
Manual  Training  such  as  paper-folding,  clay-modelling  and 
paper-cutting,  being  taught  in  those  classes. 

Partial  Recognition, 

42.  Since  the  introduction  of  the  Education  pode,  it  has  been 
the  policy  of  Government  to  discourage  »unrpcogjnised  schools. 
It  was  however,  recently  found  that  thfe  growth  «f  recognised 
schools,  both  departmental  and  private,  oould  not  keep  pade  with 


the  increasing  demand  for  education  and  that  the  unrecognised 
schools,  however  imperfectly,  were  supplying  a  real  want. 
Government  considered  that  under  sympathetic  guidance  these 
schools  might  te  gradually  improved  and  brought  to  the  level  of 
recognised  schools  and  therefore  sanctioned  a  scheme  of  partial 
recognition  and  aid  in  respect  of  them.  Under  this  scheme  an 
annual  bonus  will  be  given  to  the  unrecognised  schools  which 
conform  to  certain  conditions.  This  bonus  will  be  tenable  for 
three  years  within  which  period  the  schools  will  have  to  be 
worked  up  to  the  standard  laid  dawn  in  the  Education  Code. 
170  schools  received  recognition  under  the  scheme  during 
1092. 


*  Mixed  School  System* 

43.  Reference  was  made  in  my  last  address  to  the  mixed 
school  system  under  which  permission  was  given  to  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  girls  into  the  first  two  classes  of  boys’  schools.  This 
system  has  since  been  extended  to  Classes  III  and  IV  of  such 
schools  wherever  necessary  and  convenient.  The  number  of 
girls  attending  recognised  boys’ schools  was  54,006  or  55'4  per* 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  girls  attending  recognised  Vernacular 
schools. 

Rural  Schools. 

44.  Though  in  recent  years  Vernacular  education  has  practi¬ 
cally  been  brought  to  the  door  of  every  house  in  the  State,  it  is 
found  that  .in  certain  rural  arears  there  still  exist  people  w'ho, 
through  poverty  and  other  causes,  are  unable  to  take  advantage 
of  the  facilities  thus  afforded.  A  scheme  of  rural  schools  was 
sanctioned  in  1092  for  the  special  benefit  of  such  people  aSid  >5 
schools  with  a  strength  of  479  were  opened  during  the  year. 
These  schools  are  part-time  institutions  where  not  only  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  three  E’s,  but  also  vacational  education  suited  to  focal 
conditions,  is  given. 

Sanskrit  College, 

45-  A  scheme  for  the  reorganisation  of  the  Sanskrit  College 
was  brought  into  force  at  the  beginning  of  1093.  The  institu¬ 
tion  was  placed  under  a  graduate  Principal-  The  syllabus  was 
revised  with  a  view  to  introduce  modern  and  critical  methods  of 
the  study  of  Sanskrit,  to  give  the  pupils  a  more  liberal  know¬ 
ledge  of  general  subjects  including  Elementary  Science,  and  to 
extend  the  study  of  Malayalam  right  up  to  the  end  of  the 


Class  Education. 

46.  The  polfcy  of  throwing  open  public  schools  to  all  classes 
of  the  ijubjecft  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  was  steadily  per- 
&i&ted  in-  d^he  Sanskrit  College  was  ordered  to  be  removed  to  a 
building  accessible  to  aft  classes.  As  many  as  292  Vernacular 


schools  for  boys  admitted  Pulaya  or  Par-aye,  pupils  for  the  first 
time  during  1092.  Steady  endeavours  arc  being  made  to  accele¬ 
rate  the  expansion  of  education  among  backwardf  communities. 
The  following  statement,  showing  the  progress  of  education 
among  Ezliavas,  Mahometans,  Pulayas  and  Parayas  during  the 
past  quinquennium,  will  be  found  interesting: 
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Educational  conferences  of  Mahometans,  Ezliavas  and  Tamilians 
were  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Deputy  Director.  Arabic 
munshis  were  newly  sanctioned  for  three  Higher  Grade  English 
schools  and  86  Vernacular  schools.  Half-fee  concession  under 
the  Code  was  extended  to  the  pupils  of  the  Vala  community. 

University  Committee. 

47,  The  expansion  and  improvement  of  higher  education  in 
the  State  has  been  engaging  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  for  some  time  past.  The  State  now  maintains  a  First 
Grade  College,  a  Second  Grade  College  for  Women,  a  Training 
©ollege  and  a  Law  College,  in  addition  to  which  there  are  two 
Second  Grade  Colleges  owned  by  Missionary  bodies.  There  is 
also  a  large  number  of  English  and  Vernacular  schools  under  the 
management  of  Government  and  private  agencies.  On  the 
whole,  education  has  made  considerable  advance  in  Travancore. 
All  the  Colleges  are  now  affiliated  to  the  Madras  University  un¬ 
der  whose  fostering  care  higher  education  in  the  State  has  made 
rapid  and  remarkable  progress.  Government,  however,  feel  that 
the  time  has  arrived  for  taking  stock  of  what  has  till  now  been 
achieved  and  also  for  considering  the  larger  question  whether  a 
separate  University  adapted  to  local  conditions  and  requirements 
should  not  be  instituted  for  the  State.  An  influential  and  repre¬ 
sentative  Committee  has  accordingly  been  recently  appointed 
under  the  chairmanship  of  the  1  hector  of  Public  Instruction 
to  enquire  into  and  report  on  the  necessity  for  the  establishment 
of  a  University  for  Travancore  and  to  record  its  views  on  the 
nature  of  the  University  to  be  established,  its  location  and  con¬ 
stitution,  and  the  lines  on  which  it  is  to  her  worked,  ^together  with 
a  clear  statement  of  the  financial  aspect* of  the  proposals,  made. 
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Expenditure.  « 

48.  As  you  are  aWare,  the  expenditure  on  education  has  of 
late  been  increasing  enormously,  the  gross  outlay  rising  from  Bs. 
9,55,951  to  Es-20,65, 254  in  the  course  of  the  last  quinquennium. 
The  budget  allotment  for  1093  is  Es.  22,90,000,  which  is  roughly 
more  than  one-seventh  of  the  total  revenue  of  the  State.  The 
demand  for  education,  general  and  technical,  primary  and  higher, 
continues  to  be  steadily  increasing.  With  reference  to  the  ex¬ 
penditure  on  education,  my  predecessor  remarked  as  follows  in 
the  Administration  Report  for  1088.  “The  Darbar  feels  that  it 
can  hardly  at  any  time  spend  more  than  Es.  20  lakhs  from  the 
general  revenues  on  the  Education  Department  without  seriously 
catalysing  the  work  of  the  other  departments  of  the  State.”  This 
limit  of  20  lakhs  has  been  already  exceeded.  A  scheme  is  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Government  for  making  Vernacular 
education  partly  a  local  charge  and  for  the  formation  of  local 
bodies  to  finance  and  control  the  Vernacular  schools  of  the  State. 

Libraries  and  Reading  Rooms. 

49.  With  the  object  of  helping  the  development  of  public 
libraries  and  reading  rooms  on  sound  lines  and  of  safeguarding 
them  from  the  influence  of  unhe^thy  associations,  sanction  was 
accorded  to  the  recognition  and  aid  of  deserving  institutions,  as 
well  as  their  periodical  inspection  by  officers  of  the  Education 
Department.  A  set  of  rules  on  the  subject  has  been  issued  under 
which  the  amount  of  the  grant  may  rise  to  50  per  cent  of  the 
guaranteed  annual  contribution  based  on  the  actual  collections  of 
the  previous  year. 

The  consideration  of  the  subj  ects  being  over,  Mr.  P.  Pad-  * 
manabkan  Tampi,  Member,  Kalkulam  Taluk,  on.  behalf  cf  the 
Members,  addressed  the  Dewan  as  follows:—  * 

Sir, 

We,  the  Members  of  the  Fourteenth  Session  of  the  Sri 
Mulam  Popular  Assembly,  beg  you  to  convey  our  respectful  feel¬ 
ings  of  unswerving  devotion  and  deep  loyalty  to  His  Gracious 
Highness  the  Maha  Eaja,  our  beloved  Sovereign.  His  Highness’ 
reign  has  been  productive  of  immense  benefit  to  the  people,  and 
the  universal  rejoicings  on  the  happy  occasion  of  the  Shashtya- 
bdapurti  hear  ample  testimony  to  the  spontaneous  fellings  of  a  ’ 
grateful  people.  It  was  your  good  fortune,  Sir,  to  be  His 
Highness’  Minister  at  the  time  of  the  auspicious  event.  We  are 
sure  that,  when  His  Highness’  Satabhishekam  comes  to  be  cele¬ 
brated,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Shaslityabdapurti  will  be  repeated 
in  a  far  greater  measure.  The  united  voice  of  a  loyal  people 
prays  for  His  Highness’  long  life,  health  and  happiness. 

We  are.thankful  to  the  British  Government  for  affording  us 
the  privilege  of  enrolment  in  the  Imperial  Army  to  fight  for  His 
Majesty  the  jfcing  Emperor,  for  the  glorious  cause  of  the  Allies, 
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and  the  peaceful  governance  'of  the  world.  However  humble 
our  contributions  may  be  in  men  and  mon6y — and  we  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  do  our  very  best  in  that  direction  —we  assure  you,  Sir, 
that  the  determination  to  see  the'*victorious  termination  of  the 
war  is  becoming  firmer  and  firmer  day  after  day. 

We  thank  you,  Sir,  for  the  spirit  of  sympathy  and  generosity 
with  which  you  have  listened  to  our  demands;  and  we  appreciate 
the  patient  attention  and  invariable  courtesy  which  we  have  re-, 
ceived  at  your  hands. 

We  are  glad  to  observe  that,  in  spite  of  the  difficult  condi¬ 
tion  caused  by  the  devastating  war,  the  financial  position  of  Tra- 
vancore  has  been  particularly  sound  and  encouraging  under  your 
wise  direction.  The  administration  of  the  country  has  been  con- ' 
ducted  on  progressive  lines  during  the  previous  year,  and  wo  feel 
confident  that  you  will  be  able  to  inaugurate  measures  of  further 
public  utility  under  the  beneficent  guidance  of  our  beloved 
Sovereign. 

We  take  this  opportunity  of  requesting  you  to  cause  a  care¬ 
ful  enquiry  to  be  made  into  the  general  economic  condition  of 
rthe  people,  and  supplement  the  good  effects  of  literary  education 
happily  so  wide-spread  within  £he  State  with  practical  arrange¬ 
ments  conducive  to  the  general  wealth  and  prosperity  of  the  people- 
And  we  beg  leave  to  place  before  you  the  necessity  of  opening 
up  the  country  by  more  roads  and  other  means  of  communication. 
We  would  earnestly  suggest  the  desirability  of  connecting 
Kottarakara  with  Alwaye,  and  Trivandrum  with  Aramboly,  by 
'  the  extension  of  railway. 

We  are  thankful  to  His  Highness'  Government  for  granting 
us  some  share  of  popular  institutions  and  we  feel  sure  that  the 
representatives  of  the  people  will  be  more  largely  and  intimately 
associated  with  the  work  of  adminstration. 

jWe  assure  you,  Sir,  of  our  faith  in  your  sense  of  justice, 
your  responsiveness  to„popular  interests,  your  prudent  statesman¬ 
ship  and  administrative  ability.  We  thank  you  once  more  for 
your  patient  courtesy  and  genuine  sympathy  in  listening  to  our 
respresentations. 

Mr.  K.  M.  Mamman  Mappila,  Member,  Nominated,  spoJce  in 
r  Malay  alam  and  Mr.  8.  Subrahmanya  Karayalar,  B.  A. 
(Member,  Shencotta  Taluk)  then  spoke  in  Tamil,  praying  for 
the  long  life  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja  and  thanking  the 
Dewaii  for  the  patience  and  courtesy  with  which  he  listened  to 
the  representations  of  the  Members,

It  will  give  me  very  great  pleasare  to  convey  to  Hia  High¬ 
ness  the  Maha  Baja  yonr  message  of  loyalty  and  devotion.  I 
heartily  join  you  in  yonr  fervent  prayer  to  the  Almighty  to 
vouchsafe  to  His  •Highness’  long  life,  sound  health  and  unbroken 
peace  and  happiness. 

As  loyal  subjects  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  whose  deep 
attachment  to  the  Paramount  Power  is  so  well  known,  I  am 
fully  confident  that  you  will  do  all  that  lies  in  your  power 
towards  securing  recruits  from  Travancore  for  the  Indian  Army, 
to  fight  for.  great  Britain  and  Her  Allies  in  the  cause  of  justice, 
freedom  and  righteousness.  Let  us  pray  for  speedy  and  complete 
'  victory  to  the'  Allies.' 

.  I  thank.you'for  your  kind  reference  to  me  personally.  As 
I  have  stated  in  previous  .Sessions  of  this  Assembly,  I  have  only 
dona  my  duty  in  listening  to  your  representations  patiently  and  ■ 
sympathetically.  The  real  work  in  connection  with  the  Assembly 
does  not,  so  far  as  the  Government  are  concerned,  end  with  the 
closing  of  its  Session  to-day.  On  the  contrary,  it  begins  only 
hereafter.  All  through  the  year*  your  representations  will  be 
carefully  and  anxiously  considered  by  Government  and,  if  they 
are  not  always  able  to  grant  your  requests,  I  assure  you  that  it  is 
not  through  want  of  sympathy.  * 

As  observed  by  you,  the  finances  of  tbe  State  are  now  in  a 
sound  condition,  But  I  would  caution  you  against  any  undue 
optimism  in'  this  direction.  Tbe  revenue '  under  most  of  the 
main  beads  has  almost  reached  tbe  maximum,  but,  as  I  told  you 
in  my  opening  address,  tbe  expenditure  under  important  heads 
such  as  Education,  Public  Works,  Agriculture  and  Sanitation  is  . 
bound  to  grow  year  after  year.  Every  endeavour  will  be  made 
to  exercise  the  strictest  economy  in  expenditure  wherever 
possible,  and  to  tap  new  sources  of  income  to  meet  the  growing 
demands  of  a  progressive  administration. 

The  question  of  giving  an  industrial  and  practical  turn  to* 
the  purely  literary  education  now  imparted  in  most  of  our  schools 
is  engaging  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Governement.  The 
problem  of  opening  more  roads,  especially  minor  roads  in  villages 
and  outlying  places,  is  also,  as  you  have  been  already  told,  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Government. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  you  Gentlemen,  once  more  for  your 
kind  appreciation  of  my  work.  I  have  also  to  thank  you  for  the 
able  and  moderate  way  in  which  many  of  you  have  dealt  with 
your  subjects.  Your  representations  generally  throw  a  flood  of 
light  on  many  important  matters  and  I  need  hardly  tell  you  that 
the  usefulness  of  the  Assembly  will  increase  in  proportion  to  the 
study,  moderation  and  earnestness  which  you  bring  to  bear  on 
your  suggestions. 

The  proceeding  t>f  the  Fourteenth  Session  of  the  Assembly 
were  then  bj-oughifto  a'clos'e  avith  ringing  cheers  to  His  Majesty 
the  King  Emperor,  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  and  the 
Dewan,  and  the  Assembly  dis'solved  at  4-30  p.  m.

1.  The  Museum  shall  be  open  to  the  public  daily,  from  6  A.  M. 
to  5-30  P.  M.,  except  on  Sundays  and  Wednesdays. 

2.  The  Gardens  will  be  open  daily,  between  6  A.  M.  and  7-30 
p.  M.  except  on  moonlight  nights  and  when  the  Band  plays,  when  it 
will  be  open  till  8  P.  M.,  after  which  hour  the  gates  will  be  closed 
and  no  person  will  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  gardens  except  by 
special  orders. 

3.  Visitors  shall  not  ride  or  drive  on  the  footpaths. 

4.  Visitors  to  the  gardens  shall  not  touch,  pluck,  or  injure  any 
fruits,  flowers,  trees,  plants,  shrubs  or  leaves  orfn  any  way  interfere 
with  the  arrangements  of  any  flower-bed,  plantain  tree,  plant, 
shrub,  flower,  grass  plot,  walk  or  pathway,  and  they  must  coniine 
themselves  to  such  paths  and  other  places  as  are  set  apart  for  pro- 
men.vfirig. 
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5.  Visitors  shall  not  interfere  in  any  -way  .with  any  officer,  mallee, 
peon  or  other  servant  of  the  gardens  acting  in  the  discharge  of_  his 

6.  Visitors  shall  not  tease,  touch  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the 
animals  confined  in  the  cages,  or  with  the  birds  and  animals  in  any 
aviary  or  enclosure,  and  no  visitor  shall  approach  nearer  to  the  said 
cages  than  the  plinth  or  enclosure  surrounding  the  same. 

7.  No  person  shall  in  any  way  damage  the  property  of  Govern, 
ment,  or  move  any  bench  from  one  place  to  another,  or  commit  a 
nuisance,  or  deposit  rubbish,  within  the  gardens. 

8.  No  visitor  shall  carry  merchandise  bundles  or  bulky  package 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  gardens,  and  no  vendor  of  sweetmeats 
fruits,  aerated  waters  or  other  articles  intended  for  food  or  drink 
shall  be  allowed  to  take  such  articles  into  the  gardens  without 
previous  sanction  obtained  for  the  same.  Nor  shall  carts  or  coolie 
with  loads  or  baskets  be  allowed  to  enter. 

9.  All  animals  "found  straying  in  the  Gardens  will  be  impounded. 

10.  Carriages  and  bullock  coaches  are  forbidden  to  stand  about  on 
tbe  main  road  of  the  Gardens  ;  they  should  remain  in  the  place  set 
apart  for  the  purpose. 

r  11.  Carriages,  etc,,  shall  pass  through  the  Gardens  at  "a  moderate 
pace  ;  fast  driving  or  fast  cycling  is  forbidden. 

12.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  within  the  Band-stand  enclosure 
or  on  the  terraces  around  the  Museum  building  unless  he  is  decently 
dressed. 

13.  Any  person  found  infringing  any  of  the  above  Buies,  or  who 
is  intoxicated,  riotous,  noisy  or  disorderly  in  behaviour,  or  who  may 
otherwise  misbehave,  will  be  ejected  by  the  Police  or  any  servanjj 

’  from  the  Gardens. 

14.  Plants,  flowers,  &c„  will  be  sold  in  the  Public-  Gardens, 
between  7  and  10  A.  m.  and  6  P.  M.  on  all  days  except  Sundays  and 
holidays.

His  Highness  Sri  Padmanabha  Dasa  Vanchi  Pala  Sir  Rama  Varma 
Kulasekhara  Kiritapathi  Manney  Sultan  Maha  Raja  Raja  Rama  Raja  Bahadur 
Shamsher  Jang.  Knight  Grand  Commander  of  the  Most  Exalted  Order 
of  the  Star  of  India,  Knight  Grand  Commander  of  the  Most  Eminent 
Order  of  the  Indian  Empire,  F.  M.  U.,  M.  R.  A.  S.,  F.  R.  G.  S.,  Officier 
De  L'lnstruction  Publique,  Maha  Raja  of  Travancore  issued  under  date 
the  12th  March  1918,  corresponding  to  the  29th  Kumbham  1093. 

Whereas  an  emergency  has  arisen  which  renders  it  necessary  to 
prohibit,  as  far  as  possible,  the  tanning  of  skins  in  Our  State,  We 
are  pleased  to  command  as  follows: — 

1.  (1)  This  Proclamation  may  be  called  the  Tanning  and  Tanning 
Materials  Proclamation. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  Travancore. 

2.  No  person  shall  continue  to  work,  or  shill  open,  a  tannery, 
unless  he  lias  obtained  a  license  from  Our  Dewan. 

3.  All  tanners  in  Our  State  are  hereby  directed  to  furnish  with¬ 
in  ten  days  of  the  publication  of  this  Proclamation  and  thereafter 
monthly  on  the  first  of  each  English  month  to  the  Chief  Secretary 
to  Our  Government,  the  following  information: — 

(a)  the  number  of  cow-hides  including  calf-skins  in  process  of 
work  ; 

(b)  the  number  of  Buffalo-hides  in  process  of  work  ; 

(t;)  the  number  of  goat  and  sheep  skins,  if  any,  in  process  of  work;  • 

(d)  the  quantity  and  description  of  bark  and  myrobalans  in  stock. 

i.  All  tanning  bark  merchants  are  similarly  required  to  furnish 
within  ten  days  of  the  publication  of  this  Proclamation  and  there¬ 
after  on  the  first  of  each  English  month,  to  the  aforesaid  officer, 
the  following  information: — 

(1)  quantity  and  description  of  tanning  bark  or  other  tanning 
materials  in  stock  or  controlled  by  them  and  the  sources  of  supply 
of  such  bark  or  tanning  materials  ; 

(2)  a  list  of  all  sales  of  bark  or  other  tanning  materials  made 
during  the  preceding  month,  stating  description  of  materials  sold, 
name  and  address  of  purchaser  and  price  paid. 

Explanation—' “Tanning  bark”  includes  bark  or  any  produce  of 
the  like  nature  which  is  or  can  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  tanning 

5.  All  tanners  are  further  to  observe  the  following  orders  in 
regard  to  tannage/.-— 

(1)  No  goat  or  stJeep  skins  ^hall  be  put  into  tannage  after  the 
date  of  publication  of  this  Proclamation  except  as  expressly  permit¬ 
ted  by  order  in  writing  of  Our  Dewail.  If  any  goat  or  sheep  skins 


are  found  in  tannage  at  any  time  after  fifteen  days  from  the  said 
date  except  as  permitted  in  accordance  with  these  orders,  the  owner 
of  the  tannery  will  be  deemed  to  have  committed  a  breach  of  these 
orders. 

(2)  All  hides  or  skins  issued  from  any  tannery  at  any  time  after 
fifteen  days  from  the  publication  of  this  Proclamation  shall  be 
marked  clearly  with  a  rubber  stamp  on  ihe  grain  side  immediately 
behind  the  hump,  'ibis  stamp  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches  in 
diameter,  and  shall  state  clearly  in  English  the  name  of  the  tanner 
and  the  village  and  taluk  within  which  his  business  is  carried  on. 

(3)  In  tanning  or  finishing  hides  or  skins  no  materials  shall  be 
used  which  are  not  essential  to  the  production  of  good  leather  and 
no  hide  or  skin  shill  be  imperfectly  or  improperly  tanned  ;  the 
addition  of  adulteration  of  any  kind  including  plaster  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  any  authorised  Government  inspecting  officer,  has  been 
added  with  the  intention  of  giving  increased  weight  to  the  hide  or 
skin  will  be  regarded  as  a  breach  of  these  orders. 

t>.  Any  Officer  in  charge  of  a  Police  Station  or  other  officer 
authorised  by  Our  Dewan  in  this  behalf,  may  inspect  any  tannery 
nr  any  place  where  tunning  is  believed  to  be  going  on,  seize  all  skins 
which  may  be  found  to  have  been  placed  in  tannage  since  the  date 
of  this  Proclamation  except  as  provided  for  in  clause  (1)  of  Section 
5  hereof,  and  arrest  the  offender  and  forward  him  in  custody  to,  or 
admit  him  to  bail  to  appear  before,  the  Magistrate  having  jurisdic¬ 
tion  to  try  the  case. 

7.  Our  Government  may  make  such  Buies  as  may  be  necessary 
for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  Proclamation,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  repeal,  alter  or  add  to  such  Rules. 

S.  Any  person  contravening  the  provisions  of  this  Proclamation 
'or  the  Rules  issued  hereunder  shall  be  punishable  as  if  he  had  com¬ 
mitted  an  offence  under  Section  LSI  of  the  Travancore  Penal  Code.

('0  by  general  or  special  order  in  writing  require  any  trader  to 
make  a  return  in  such  form  and  within  such  time  and  to  such 
authority  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order,  as  to  the  stocks  of  such 
commodity  held  by  him  or  consigned  to  him  or  under  order  on  his 
account;  as  to  any  contracts  for  the  supply  to  or  by  him  of  such  com¬ 
modity  or  for  or  in  connection  with  the  production  or  manufacture 
of  such  commodity,  and  as  to  any  other  dealing  by  him  therein,  and 
as  to  the  persons  with  whom  and  the  prices  at  which  any  such  con¬ 
tracts  or  other  dealings  were  made  or  had,  or  at  which  such  com¬ 
modity  had  been  bought  or  sold  by  him;  as  to  the  cost  of  production

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Regulation  I  of  1094. 

A  Regulation  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  ports,  and  port  charges, 
passed  by  His  Highness  the  Malta  Raja  of  Tracancore.  on  the 
13th  September  1918,  corresponding  to  the  28th  Chingom  1094, 
under  Section  PI  of  Regulation  V  of  1073. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  l^w  relating  to  Ports  and 
Port  Charges  ;  we  are  ploased  to  enact  as  follows:—

CHAPTER  J. 

Preliminary. 

1.  (1)  This  Regulation  may  be  called  “The  Travancore  Ports 
Regulation,  1094,” 

(2)  Tt  shall  extend,  save  as  otherwise  appears  from  its  subject  or 
context— 

(«)  to  the  ports  mentioned  in  the  First  Schedule; 

(b)  io  the  other  ports  or  parts  of  navigable  rivers  or  channels 
to  which  Our  Government,  in  exercise  of  the  power  hereinafte  con¬ 
ferred,  extend  this  Regulation. 

(3)  But  nothing  in  Section  31  or  Seotion  32  shall  apply  to  any 
port,  river  or  channel,  to  which  the  Section  has  not  been  specially 
extended  by  Our  Government. 

2.  Nothing  in  this  Regulation  shall— 

(i)  apply  to  any  vessel  belonging  to,  or  in  the  service  of,  Our 
Government ;  or 

(ii)  deprive  any  person  of  any  right  of  property  or  other 
private  right,  except  as  here-inafter  expressly  provided  ;  or 

(iii)  affect  any  law  or  rule  relating  to  the  customs,  or  any 
order  or  direction  lawfully  made  or  given  pursuant  thereto. 

3.  In  this  Regulation,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in  the 
subject  or  context, — 

(1)  “  Magistrate  ”  means  a  person  exercising  powers  under  the 
Code' of  Criminal  Procedure,  not  less  than  those  of  Magistrate  of 
the  Second  Class  ; 

(2)  “master”,  when  used  in  relation  to  any  vessel  meansi 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  any  other  enactment  for  the  time  being 
in  force,  any  person  (except  a  pilot  or  harbour-master)  having  for 
the  time  being  the  charge  or  control  of  the  vessel ; 

(3)  “pilot”  means  a  person  for  the  time  being  authorised  by 
Our  Government  to  pilot  vessels  ; 

(4)  “pore”  includes  also  any  part  of  a  river  or  channel  in  which 
this  Regulation  is  for  the  time  being  in  force; 

(5)  “Port  Officer”  is  synonymous  with  Master-attend  ant  ; 

(6)  “ton”  means  a  ton  as  determined  or  determinable  by  the 
Rules  for  the  time  being  in  force  for  regulating  the  mesurement  of 
the  net  tonnage  of  British  ships  ;  and 

(7)  ‘’vessel”  includes  anything  made  for  the  conveyance  by 
water  of  human  beings  or  of  property. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Powers  op  Government. 

4.  (1)  Our  Government  may,  by  Notification  in  Our  Government 
Gazette,— 

(a)  extend  this  Regularion  to  any  port  in  which  this  Re¬ 
gulation  is  not  in  force  or. to  any  part  of  any  navigable  river  or 
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channel  which  lewis  to  a  pprt  and  in  which  this  Regulation  is  tiot  in 


(b)  specially  extend  the  provisions  of  Section  31  or  Section  32 
to  any  port  to  which  they  have  not  been  so  extended  ; 

(e)  -withdraw  this  Regulation  or  Section  31  or  Section  32 
from  anv  port  or  auv  part  thereof  in  which  it  is  for  the  time  being 
in  force.' 


(2)  A  Notification  under  Clause  (ft)  or  Clause  (b)  of  sub-section 
(1)  shall  define  the  limits  of  theal-ea  to  which  it  refers. 

(3)  Limits  defined  nnder  sub-section  (2)  may  include  any  piers, 
jetties,  lauding  places,  wharves,  quays,  docks  and  other  works  made 
on  behalf  of  the  public  for  convenience  of  traffic,  for  safety  of 
vessels,  or  fur  the  improvement,  maintenance  or  goscl  government  of 
,the  port  and  its  approaches,  whether  within  or  without  high-water 

mark,  and,  subject  to  any  rights  of  private  property  therein,  any 
portion  of  the  shore  or  bank  within  fifty  yards  of  high-water 

(-1)  In  sub-section  (3).  the  expression  “high-water”  mark  means 
the  highest  point  readied  by  ordinary  spring  tides  at  any  season  of 
the  year. 


3.  (1)  Our  Government  may,  subject  to  any  rights  of- private 

property,  alter  the  limits  of  any  port  in  which  this  Regulation  is  in 


(2'j  When  Our  Government  alter  the  limits  of  a  port  under  sub¬ 
section  (I),  they  shall  declare  or  describe,  by  Notification  in  Our 
Government  Gazette,  and  by  such  other  means,  if  any,  as  they  think 
fit,  the  precise  extent  of  such  limits. 

6.  (1)  Our  Government  may,  in  addition  to  any  Rules  which 
they  may  make  nnder  any  other  enactment  for  the  time  being  in 
force,  make  such  Rules,  consistent  with  this  Regulation,  as  they 
think  necessary  for  any  of  the  following  purposes,  namely:— 

(ft)  for  regulating  the  time  and  hours  at  and  during  which, 
the  speed  at  which,  and  the  manner  and  conditions  in  and  on  which, 
vessels  generally  or  vessels  of  any  class  defined  in  the  Rules,  may 
enter,  leave  or  be  moved  in  any  port  subject  to  tin's  Regulation; 

(b)  for  regulating  the  berths,  stations  and  anchorages  to  be 
occupied  by  vessels  in  any  such  port  ; 

(r)  for  striking  the  yards  and  top  masts,  and  for  rigging  in  the 
booms  and  yards,  of  vessels  in  any  such  port,  and  for  swinging  or 
taking-in  davits,  boats  and  other  things  projecting  from  snch  vessels; 

(d)  for  the  removal  or  proper  hanging  or  placing  of  anchors’ 
spars  and  other  things  being  in  or  attached  to  vessels  in  any  such 

(e)  for  regulating  vessels  whilst  taking-in  or  discharging  pas¬ 
sengers,  ballast  or  cargo,  or  any  particular  kind  of  cargo,  in  any  such 
port,  and  the  stations  to  be  occupied  bywessels  whilst  so  engaged  ; 
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O')  for  keeping  free  passages  of  suoh  width  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  within  any  such  port,  and  along  or  near  to  the  piers, 
jetties,  landing  places,  wharves,  quays,  dooks,  moorings  and  other 
works  in  or  adjoining  to  the  same,  and  for  making  out  the  spaces  so 
to  be  kept  free  ; 

(g)  for  regulating  the  anchoring,  fastening,  mooring  and  un¬ 
mooring,  of  vessels  in  any  such  port; 

(It)  for  regulating  the  moving  and  warping  of  all  vessels  with¬ 
in  any  such  port  and  the  use  of  warps  therein  ; 

00  for  regulating  the  use  of  the  mooring  buoys,  chains  and 
other  moorings  in  any  such  port ; 

(J)  for  fixing  the  rates  to  be  paid  for  the  use  of  such  moorings 
when  belonging  to  Our  Government,  or  of  any  boat,  hawser  or  other 
thing  belonging  to  Our  Government ; 

( k )  for  regulating  the  use  of  piers,  jetties,  landing  places’ 
wharves,  quays,  warehouses  and  sheds  when  belonging  to  Our  Gov¬ 
ernment,  and  for  fixing  the  rates  to  be  paid  for  the  use  of  the  same; 

(/)  for  licensing  and  regulating  catamarans  plying  for  hire, 
and  flats  and  cargo,  passenger  and  other  boats  plying,  whether  for 
hire  or  not,  and  whether  regularly  or  only  occasionally,  in  or  partly 
within  and  partly  without  any  such  port,  and  for  licensing  and  re¬ 
gulating  the  crews  of  any  such  vessels,  and  for  determining  the 
quantity  of  cargo  or  number  of  passengers  or  of  the  crew  to  be 
carried  by  any  such  vessels,  and  may  by  such  Rules  provide  for  the 
fees  payable  in  respect  of  any  such  license,  and  in  the  case  of  pas¬ 
senger  vessels  plying  for  hire,  for  the  rates  of  hire  to  be  charged 
and  the  conditions  under  which  such  vessels  shall  be  compelled  to 
ply  for  hire,  and  further  for  the  conditions  under  which  any  such 
license  may  be  revoked  ; 

( m )  for  regulating  the  use  of  fires  and  lights  within  any  such 

(n)  for  enforcing  and  regulating  the  use  of  signals  or  signal- 
lights  by  vesse.ls  by  day  or  by  night  in  any  such  port  ; 

(«)  for  regulating  the  number  of  the  crew  which  must  be  on 
board  any  vessel  afloat  within  the  limits  of  any  such  port ; 

ip)  for  regulating  the  employment  of  persons  engaged  in 
cleaning  or  painting  vessels,  or  in  working  in  the  bilges,  boilers  or 
double  bottoms  of  vessels  in  any  such  port ; 

Ql)  for  the  prevention  of  danger  arising  to  the  public  health 
by  the  introduction  and  the  spread  of  any  infectious  or  contagious 
disease  from  vessels  arriving  at,  or  being  in,  any  such  port,  and  for 
the  prevention  of  the  conveyance  of  infection  or  contagion  by  means 
of  any  vessel  sailing  from  any  such  port,  and  in  particular  and 
without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  this  provision,  for— 

CO  the  signals  to  be  hoisted  and  the  places  of  anchorage  to 
be  taken  up  by  such  vessels  having  any  case,  or  suspected  case  of 
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any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  on  board,  .or  arriving  at  such 
port  from  a  port  in  which,  or  in  the  neighbourhood  of  which,  there 
is  believed  to  lie,  or  to  have  been  at.  the  time  when  the  vessel  left 
such  port,  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  ; 

(ii)  the  medical  inspection  of  such  vessels  and  of  persons  on 
board  such  vessels. 

(iii)  the  questions  to  be  answered  and  the  information  to  be 
supplied  by  masters,  pilots  and  other  persons  on  board  such 


(iv)  the  detention  of  such  vessels  and  of  persons  on  board  such 

(v)  the  duties  to  be  performed  in  cases  of  any  such  disease  by 
masters,  pilots  and  other  persons  on  board  such  vessels: 

(vi)  the  removal  to  hospital  or  other  place  approved  try  the 
Health  Officer  and  the  detention  therein  of  any  person  from  any 
such  vessel  who  is  suffering  or  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  any 
such  diseiuse; 

(vii)  the  cleansing,  ventilation  and  disinfection  of  such  vessels 
or  any  part  thereof  and  of  any  articles  therein  likely  to  retain  in¬ 
fection  or  contagion,  and  the  destruction  of  rats  or  other  vermin  in 
such  vessels :  and 

(viii)  the  disposal  of  the  dead  on  such  vessels; 

(r)  for  securing  the  protection  front  heat  of  the  officers  and 
crew  of  vessels  in  any  such  port  by  requiring  the  owner  or  master  of 

(1)  to  provide  curtains  and  double  awnings  for  screening  from  * 
the  sun’s  rays  such  portions  of  the  deck  as  are  occupied  by,  or  are 
situated  immediately  above,  the  quarters  of  the  officers  and  crew; 

(ii)  to  erect  windsails  so  far  as  the  existing  portholes  or  apert¬ 
ures  in  the  deck  admit  of  their  being  used  for  ventilating  the  quar¬ 
ters  of  the  officei-s  and  crew; 

(iii)  when  the  deck  is  made  of  iron  and  not  wood-sheathed,  to 
cover  with  wooden  planks  or  other  suitable  non-conducting  material 
such  portions  of  the  deck  as  are  situated  immediately  above  the 
quarters  of  the  officers  and  crew; 

(iv)  when  the  quarters  used  by  the  crew  and  the  galley  are 
separated  by  an  iron  bulk-head,  only,  to  furnish  a  temporary  screen 
of  some  suitable  non-conducting  material  between  such  quarters 
and  the  galley;  and 

(s)  for  regulating  the  occupation  of  land  within  port  limits  and 
the  rent  to  be  charged  for  same, 

(2)  The  power  to  make  Rules  under  sub-section  (i)  is  subject 

to  the  condition  of  the  Rules  being  nfade  after  previous  publica¬ 
tion.  t 
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(3)  If  any  person  disobeys  any  Buie  made  under  Clause  (q)  of 
sub-section  (1 ).  ha  shall  be  punishable  for  every  such  offence  with 
fine  which  may  extend  to  one  thousand  rupees. 

(4)  If  a  master  fails  wholly  or  in  part  to  do  any  act  prescribed 
by  any  Rule  made  under  Clause  (q)  of  sub-section  1  ,  the  Health 
Officer  shall  cause  such  act  to  be  done,  and  the  reasonable  expenses 
incurred  in  doing  such  act  shall  be  recoverable  by  him  from  such 


CHAPTER  III. 

Port  Officials  and  their  Powers  and  Duties. 

7.  (1)  Our  Government  shall  appoint  some  officer  or  body  of 

persons  to  bo  Conservator  of  every  port  subject  to  this  Regulation. 

(2)  Subject  to  any  direction  by  Our  Government  to  the  con- 


(a)  in  ports  where  there  is  a  Port  Officer,  the  Port  Officer 
shall  be  the  Conservator; 

(b)  in  ports  where  there  is  no  Port  Officer,  but  where  there  is 
a  harbour-master,  the  harbour-master  shall  be  the  Conservator. 

(3)  Where  the  harbour-master  is  not  Conservator,  the  harbour¬ 
master  and  his  assistants  shall  be  subordinate  to,  and  subject  to  the 
control  of,  the  Conservator. 

(4)  The  Conservator  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  Our 
Government  or  of  any  intermediate  authority  which  Our  Govern¬ 
ment  may  appoint. 

<S.  (1)  The  Conservator  of  any  port  subject  to  this  Regulation 
may,  with  respect  to  any  vessel  within  the  port,  give  directions  for 
carrying  into  effect  any  Rule  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  there 
under  Section  0. 

(2)  If  any  person  wilfully  and  without  lawful  excuse  refuses  or 
neglects  to  obey  any  lawful  directions  of  the  Conservator,  after 
notice  thereof  has  been  given  to  him,  he  shall,  for  every  such  of¬ 
fence,  be  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  one  hundred 
rupees,  and  in  the  case  of  a  continuing  offence,  with  a  further  fine 
which  may  extend  to  one  hundred  rupees  for  every  day  during 
which,  after  such  notice  as  aforesaid,  he  is  proved  to  have  wilfully 
and  without  lawful  excuse  continued  to  disobey  the  direction. 

(3)  In  case  of  such  refusal  or  neglect  the  Conservator  may  do, 
.  or  cause  to  be  done,  all  acts  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 

the  direction  into  execution,  and  may  hire-  and  employ  proper  per¬ 
sons  for  that  purpose,  and  all  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  doing 
such  acts  shall  be  recoverable  by  him  from  the  person  so  refusing 
or  rioglecting  to  obey  the  direction. 


27.  If  atir  parson,  -without  lawful  excuse,  discharges  any  fire-  Dta-targe 
arms  in  any  port  subject  to  tins  Regulation  or  on  or  from  any  pier,  «U«»rms  in 
landing  place,  wharf  or  ipiay  thereof,  except  a  gun  loaded  only  1"'r  ' 

with  gunpowder  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  signal  of  distress,  or 
for  such  other  purpose  as  may  be  allowed  hy  Our  Government,  he 
shall  for  every  such  offence  be  punishable  with  line  which  may 
extend  to  fifty  rupees. 

28.  If  the  master  of  any  vessel  in  which  fire  takes  place  while 

lying  in  any  such  port  Wilfully  omits  to  take  order  to  extinguish  ting  ta  taU- - 
the  fire  or  obstructs  the  Conservator  or  the  Fort  Odicer,  or  any  order  to 
person  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  Conservator  or  Port  extinguish 
Officer,  in  extinguishing  or  attempting  to  extinguish  the  fare,  he  firc- 
shall  be  punishable  with  imprisonment  which  may  extend  to  six 
months,  or  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  one  thousand  rupees,  or 
with  uoin. 

29.  (1)  No  person,  without  the  permission  of  the  Conservator,  umnthons- 
skull  in  any  port  subject  to  this  Regulation  creep  or  sweep  for  eel  person  not 
anchors,  cables  or  other  stores  lost  or  supposed  to  be  lost  therein.  to^sewch  for 

(2)  If  any  person  offends  against  tlio  provisions  of  sub¬ 
section  (1),  he  shall  be  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to 
one  hundred  rupees,  * 
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Jtemrvii’R  30.  (1)  No  parson  without  the  permission  of  the  Conservator 
stones  m  jn  iU1y  p0rt  subject  to  this  Regulation  remove  or  carry  away 

injuring  slur-  stones,  shingle,  gravel,  sand  or  soil  or  any  artificial 

prohiilitei I.  protection  from  any  part  of  the  bank  or  shore  of  the  port  ; 

and  no  person  shall  sink  or  bury  in  any  part  of  such,  bank  or 
shore,  whether  the  same  is  public  or  private  property,  any  mooring 
post,  anchor  or  any  other  thing,  or  do  any  other  thing  which  is  likely  to 
injure  or  to  1)3  used  so  as  to  injure  such  bank  or  shore,  except  with  the 
permission  of  the  Conservator,  and  with  the  aid  or  under  the  ins-  « 
pection  of  such  parson,  if  any,  as  the  Conservator  may  appoint  to 
take  part  in  or  overtook  mo  perormnnce  of  such  work. 

(2)  If  any  person  offends  against  sub-section  (1),  he  shall  for 
every  such  offence  be  punishable,  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  one 
hundred  rupees '■and  shall  pay  any  reasonable  expenses  which  may 
be  incurred  in  repairing  any  injury  done  by  him  ro  the  bank  or 
shore. 

Speniul  Rules. 

Moving  nl  31.  (1)  No  vessel  of  the  measurement  of  two  hundred  tons  or 
tcssl'Is.  with-  upwalds  shall  enter,  leave  or  bo  moved  in  any  port  to  which  this 
"oi mission  u£  Section  has  been  specially  extended,  without  having  a  pilot,  harbour- 
harljour-nms-  master  or  assistant  of  the  Port  Officer  or  harbour-master  on  board  ; 

,6r’  and  no  vessel  of  any  measurement  less  than  two  hundred  tons 

and  exceeding  one  hundred  tons  shall  enter,  leave,  or  be  moved  in 
any  such  port  without  having  a  pilot,  harbour-master,  or  assistant  of 
the  Port  Officer  or  harbour-master  on  board  unless  authority  in  writ¬ 
ing  so  to  do  has  been  obtained  front  the  Conservator  or  sonar-  officer 
empowered  by  hun  to  give  sucli  authority. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  sub-section  (1),  the  owner 
-  or  master  of  a  vessel  which  is  by  that  sub-section  required  to  have 

a  pilot,  harbour-master  or  assistant  of  the  Port  officer  or  harbour¬ 
master  on  board,  shall  be  answerable  for  any  loss  or  damage  caused 
by  the  vessel,  or  by  any  tanlt  ot  the  navigation  of  the  vessel,  in  the 
Same  manner  as  he  would  have  been  if  he  had  not  been  so  required 
by  that  sub-section. 

(3)  If  any  vessel,  except  in  case  of  urgent  necessity,  enters, 
leaves  or  is  moved  in  the  port  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  sub¬ 
section  (1),  the  master  of  the  vessel  shall  for  every  such  offence  be 
punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  two  hundred  rupees,  un¬ 
less  upon  application  to  the  proper  officer,  the  master  was  unable  to 
procure  a  pilot,  harbour-master  or  assistant  of  the  Port  Officer  or 
harbour-master  to  go  on  board  the  vessel. 

Provision  of  32.  (1)  Every  vessel  exceeding  the  measurement  of  two  hundred 

curtain  vessels  tons  and  lying  in  any  port  to'whieh  this  Section  has  been  specially 
tinnishic’8*'  extenlied  15,11111  b?  provided  with  a  proper  force-pump  and  hose  and 
apparatus.6  appurtenances,  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  any  fire  which  may 
occur  on  board.  . 

(2)  The  master  of  such  a 'vessel  who,  having  been  required  by 
the  Conserva'or  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  sub-section  (1), 
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(2)  Such  officer  or  body  shall  keep  for  the  port  a  distinct 
account  to  be  called  the  port-fund  account,  showing,  in  such  detail 
as  Our  Government  prescribe,  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  tli<5 

(3)  If  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Regulation,  an  advance 
of  money  has  been  or  .shall  he  made  by  Our  Government  on  account 
of  any  port  subject  to  this  Regulation,  simple  interest  upon  that  ad¬ 
vance,  or  upon  so  much  of  it  as  remains  or  shall  remain  unrepaid,  at 
such  rates  as  they  may  determine,  shall  be  charged  in  the  port-fund 
account  of  tliejmrt, 

(4)  All  money  received  under  this  Regulation  at  or  on  ac¬ 
count  of  any  port  subject  to  tins  Regulation  excluding  receipts  on 
account  of  pilotage  hut  including — 

(a)  fines, 

(d)  proceeds  of  waifs,  and 

(e)  r.ny  balauca  of  the  proceeds  of  a  sale  under  Section  14 
where  no  right  to  the  balance  has  been  established  on  a  claim  made 
within  three  years  from  the  date  of  the  sale,  shall  bo  credited  in  the 
port-fund  account  of  the  port. 

(5)  All  expenses  incurred  for  the  sake  of  any  such  port,  ex¬ 
cluding  expenses  on  accouLt  of  pilotage  but  including — 

(a)  the  pay  and  allowances  of  all  persons  upon  the  establish 
ment  of  the  port, 

(/>)  the  cost  of  the  buoys,  beacons,  lights  and  all  other  works 
maintained  chiefly  for  the  benefit  of  vessels  being  in  or  entering  or 
leaving  the  port  or  passing  through  the  rivers  or  channels  leading 
thereto, 

(<;)  pensions,  allowances  and  gratuities  of  persons  who  have 
been  am  played  in  the  port  under  this  or  any  other  enactment  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  ports  and  port-dues,  or  such  portion  of  those  pensions, 
allowances  and  gratuities  as  Our  Government  may  by  Rule  determine 

( d )  contributions  towards  the  support  of  public  hospitals  or 
dispensaries  suitable  for  the  reception  or  relief  of  seamen  or  other¬ 
wise  towards  the  provision  of  sanitary  superintendence  and  medical 
aid  for  the  shipping  in  the  port  and  for  seamen,  whether  ashore  or 
afloat,  belonging  to  the  vessels  in  the  port. 

shall  be  charged  to  the  port-fund  account  of  the  port. 

(t>)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  any  law  as  to  the  disposal  of 
any  balance  from  time  to  time  standing  to  the  credit  of  a  port-fund 
account  any  such  balance  may  be  temporarily  invested  in  such 
manner  as  Our  Government  may  direct, 
f  37.  (1)  Our  Government  may  direct  that  for  the  purposes  of  the 
last  foregoing  Section  any  number- of  ports  shall  be  regarded  as  con¬ 
stituting  a  single  port,  and  thereupon  Sll  moneys  to  be  credited  to 
the  port-fund  account' under  r'sub-section  (4)  of  that  Section  shall 
form  a  common  port-fund  account  which  shall  be  available  for  the 
payment  of  all  expenses  incurred  for  the  sake  of  any  of  the  ports. 
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Distraint  and  42.  If  the  master  of  any  vessel  in  respect  of  which  any  port- 
stiie  on  refusal  «jn0S)  fees  or  (.tier  charges  are  payable  under  this  Regulation  refuses 
to  pay  port  or  cts  to  pay  the  same  on  demand,  the  authority  appointed  to 
oharao-.  receive  such  port-dues,  fees  or  other  charges,  may  distrain  or  arrest 
the  vessel,  and  the  tackle,  apparel  and  furniture  belonging  thereto 
or  any  part  thereof,  and  detain  the  same  until  the  amount  due  is 
paid  ;

I.  'Definitions. 


>  Legisla- 
1073. 


1.  In  these  Rules : — 

“  Bill  ”  means  a  proposed  enactment  in  any  stage  before  it 
has  received  the  assent  of  His  Highness  the  Mah'a  Rajah. 

In  computation  of  “  clear  days  ”  Sundays  and  holidays  are 
not  excluded. 

II.  Summoning  and  adjournment  of  Council. 

2.  There  shall  be  four  ordinary  meetings  of  the  Council  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,„and  such  meetings  shall,  as  a  rule,  be  held  in  the 
third  week  in  Chingom,  Vrischigom  and  Edavom.  The  Dewan 
may  also  at  his  discretion  convene  other  meetings  which  shall  be 
called  ‘  extraordinary  meetings  ’.  The  times  and  places  of  meet¬ 
ings  shall  he  fixed  by  the  Dewan,  and  the  Secretary  shall  notify 
the  same  in  the  Government  Gazette  and  to  each  member  by 
letter. 

3.  When  the  business  before  a  meeting  is  concluded,  the 
President  shall  declare  the  meeting  dissolved.  The  President 
may  adjourn,  without  any  discussion  or  vote,  any  meeting  or 
business,  to  any  future  day  or  to  any  part  of  the  same  day.  The 
Council  also  may,  upon  motion  made  and  carried,  adjourn  any 
meeting  or  business. 

4.  A  motion  that  any  meeting  or  business  be  adjourned  or 
that  the  Council  pass  to  the  business  next  in  order  in  the  state¬ 
ment  of  business  may  be  moved  at  any  time  and  without  pre¬ 
vious  notice  as  a  distinct  question,  but  not  so  as  to  interrupt  a 
speech.  If  the  motion  is  carried,  the  Council  shall  adjourn  the 
meeting  or  business  and  the  further  consideration  of  the  business 
then  under  discussion  shall  be  dropped,  as  the  case  may  be. 

5.  A  motion  of  the  kind  referred  to  in  the  last  preceding 
Rule  shall  take  precedence  of  any  other  motion  then  before  the 
Council,  and,  if  such  motion  is  rejected,  no  similar  motion  shall 
be  made  until  after  the  lapse  of  what  the  President  shall  deem 
to  be  a  reasonable  time,  nor  by  the  Member  by  whom  the  pre¬ 
vious  motion  was  made. 

6.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  holding  a  meeting  or '  ad¬ 
journed  meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  if  at  any  time  after  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  business  at  such  meeting,  the  quorum  required  by 
Section  9  of  the  Legislative  Council  Regulation,  1073  (that  is 
to  say,  the  Dewan  or  some  official  Member  of  Council  and- one- 
half  of  the  whole  number  of  Members  of  Cpuneil),  is  not  present, 
the  Members  present  shall  ^without  proceeding  to  business  of  any 
fcind  adjourn  until  again  summoned  by  the  Dewan,  and  the  fact 
shall  be  noted  by  the  Secretary  in  the  journal  of  the  Council. 
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III.  'Course  of  business. 

7.  Tile  Secretary  shall  send  to  every  Member  a  statement  of 
the  business  to  be  transacted  at  each  meeting,  so  as  to  reach  him 
at  least  three  clear  days  before  the  date  fixed  for  such  meeting. 

8.  No  business  which  is  not  entered  in  the  statement  of  busi¬ 
ness  prepared  under  Buie  7  shall  be  transacted  at  any  meeting, 
unless  the  permission  of  the  Dewan  has  been  obtained  previously 
to  the  meeting. 

9.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  order  in 

which  business  is  transacted,  but  ordinarily,  the  succession  of 
business  shall  he  as  described  in  Buie  10.  , 

10.  After  the  President  has  taken  the  chair — 

(1)  the  Secretary  shall  report  to  the  Council  the  Regula¬ 
tions  which  have  received  Boyal  assent  under  Section  13  of  the 
Legislative  Council  Regulation  1073,  and  the  Bills  which  have 
been  disallowed,  since  the  last  meeting. 

(2)  the  Secretary  shall  report  to  the  Council  the  petitions 
and  other  communications  relating  to  the  business  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  which  have  been  received  by  him  since  the  last  meeting  "and 
shall,  if  required,  read  such  petitions  and  communications  to 
the  Council ; 

(3)  Members  desirous  of  obtaining  leave  to  introduce  Bills 
shall  move  that  such  leave  be  granted  ; 

(4)  the  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  dispose  of  the  business 
left  unfinished  at  the  last  meeting,  if  any,  and,  this  being  done  ; 

(51  the  Council  shall  proceed  to  deal  with  the  remaining 
business  for  the  day. 


IV.  Ttegulations  of  discussions. 

11.  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  shall  decide  all 
points  of  order  submitted  for  his  decision  by  the  Members  and 
all  questions  connected  with  the  interpretation  of  these  Rules. 
There  shall  be  no  discussion  to  any  point  of  order  and  the  Pre¬ 
sident’s  decision  shall  be  final. 

12.  Any  Member  may  draw  the  attention  of  the  President  to 
a  violation  of  order  and,  while  he  is  doing  so,  all  other  Members, 
shall  remain  silent. 

13.  In  discussing  questions  coiping  before  the  Counc  1  for 
consideration,  a  Member  shall  speak  from  his  place  and  shall 
address  the  President. 
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14.  Members  may  read  tbeir  speeches  and  may  also  read,  as 
part  thereof,  passages  from  books  or  papers  bearing  upon  the 
question  under  discussion. 

15.  No  Member  shall  speak  except  upon  business  which  is  at 
the  time  regularly  before  the  Council  or,  by  special  permission 
of  the  President, "in  explanation  of  what  he  said  in  a  previous 
debate. 

10.  Except  in  discussing  amendments,  when  the  Council  is 
settling  the  several  clauses  of  a  Bill,  no  Member  other  than  the 
mover  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  a  question  :  but  the 
mover  shall,  if  he  has  spoken  to  the  question  when  making  the 
motion,  be  allowed  a  reply  : 

Provided  that,  if  the  matter  before  the  Council  be  an 
amendment  of  a  Bill,  the  Member  in  charge  of  the  Bill,  shall  be 
entitled  to  speak  next  after  the  mover  and  seconder  of  the 
amendment. 

17.  A  Member  who  has  spoken  upon  a  motion  may  speak 
again  upon  any  amendment  of  the  motion.  A  member  may  also 
speak  again  in  order  to  explain  what  he  has  previously  said  if  it 
has  been  misunderstood. 

l’8.  When,  for  the  purpose  of  explanation  or  for  any  other 
reason,  a  Member  has- occasion  to  ask  of  another  Member  a  ques¬ 
tion  relative  to  the  business  before  the  Council,  he  shall  ask  the 
question  through  the  President. 

19.  Every  matter  which  comes  before  the  Council  for  deci¬ 
sion  shall  be  decided  in  accordance  with  the  majority  of  votes 
after  (1)  motion  has  been  made  and  seconded  and  (‘2)  the  ques¬ 
tion  has  been  put  by  the  President. 

•20,  No  discussion  'whatever  shall  take  place  after  the  question 
has  been  put  by  the  President. 

21.  Any  Member  may  ask  for  any  papers  or  information  con¬ 
nected  with  the  business  before  the  Council  and  the  President 
shall  determine  whether  such  papers  or  information  can  be  fur¬ 
nished. 

If  the  President  he  not  the  Dewan,  and  the  papers  or  infor¬ 
mation  called  for  belong  to  any  Department  of  the  State  other 
than  the  Legislative  Department,  the  Dewan  may  veto  the  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  President. 

V.  Motions  generally. 

22.  Members  who  wish  to  make  any  motion  at  any  meeting 
must  give  notice  of  tlieir  intention  of  the  next  preceding  meeting 
or  must  send  such  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  so  as  to 
reach  him  at  least  six  cfear  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the 
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meeting  at  which  they  intend  to  make  the  motion  :  Provided 
that  the  President  may,  at  liis  discretion,  permit  a  motion  to  be 
made  of  which  such  notice  has  not  been  given. 

23.  All  motions  of  which  notice  is  given  under  the  preceding 
Buie  shall  he  entered  in  the  statement  of  business  prepared  by 
the  Secretary  under  Buie  7. 

24.  No  motion  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the 
Council  unless  it  is  seconded. 

25.  A  motion  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  may,  in  the 
absence  and  at  the  request  of  the  Member  by  whom  notice  was 
given,  be  made  by  any  other  member  ;  hut,  if  not  so  made  or  if 
a  Member  announces  his  intention  of  withdrawing  a  motion 
standing  in  his  name,  the  motion  may  be  made  by  any  other 
Member  and  if  not  so  made,  shall  not  be  put  -unless  the  Council 
otherwise  orders. 

26.  If  amendments  of  any  motion  are  moved,  the  President, 
when  taking  the  sense  of  the  Council  thereon,  shall  in  his  discre¬ 
tion  put  first  to  the  vote  either  the  original  motion  or  any  of  the 
proposed  amendments  thereof. 

27.  A  purely  verbal  amendment  of  a  motion  may  be  moved 
at  any  time  during  the  discussion  upon  the  motion  and  without 
previous  notice,  but  no  amendment  which  is  substantially  the 
negative  of  a  motion  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the 
Council. 

28.  A  motion  shall  not  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the 
Council  if  it  substantially  raises  a  question  already  disposed  of  at 
the  meeting  or  is  inconsistent  with  any  resolution  already  passed 
thereat. 

29.  If  any  motion,  as  made,  involves  several  points,  the  Pre¬ 
sident  may  at  his  direction,  divide  it,  so  that  each  point  may  be 
determined  separately. 

VI.  Introduction  of  Bills. 

30.  Any  member  may  move  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  for 
leave  to  introduce  a  Bill  in  accordance  with  Section  12  of  the 
Legislative  Council  Regulation  1073  ;  provided  that  at  least  six 
clear  days’  previous  notice  of  the  title  and  subject  of  the  Bill  has 
been  given  to  the  Secretary. 

31.  If  the  motion  for  leave  to  introduce  a  Bill  be  carried,  the 
mover  shall  send  the  Bill,  together  with,  a  full  statement  of  the 
objects  of  and  reasons  for  the  proposed  measure  and  any  con¬ 
nected  papers  to  the  Secretary  who  will  forthwith  cause  the 
Bill,  the  Statement  of  Objects  and  Beacons  and  the  connected 
papers  to  be  printed  and  communicated  to  each  of  the  Members, 
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and  will  also  cause  the  Bill  and  the  Statement  of  Objects  and 
Reasons  to  be  published  in  the  Government  Gazette  in  English 
and  in  Malayalam  : 

Provided  that  the  publication  may  bo  deferred  under  the 
orders  of  the  Dewan  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  when 
the  publication  of  such  Bill  shall  be  considered. 

32.  The  Detvan  may,  at  his  discretion,  direct  the  Secretary 
to  publish  any  Bill  together  with  a  Statement  of  the  Objects  and 
Reasons  for  it,  in  the  Government  Gazette,  in  English  and  in 
Malayalam  although  leave  to  introduce  the  Bill  has  not  been  ap¬ 
plied  for  under  Rule  30  ;  and  the  Secretary  shall  publish  it  ac¬ 
cordingly  and  Shall  send  a  copy  of  the  Bill  and  of  the  Statement 
of  Objects  and  Reasons  to  each  of  the  Members.  When  a  Bill 
has  been  published  under  this  Rule,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
move  under  Rule  30  for  leave  to  introduce  it. 

33.  At  any  time  after  leave  to  introduce  a  Bill  has  been 
granted  under  Rule  31  or  after  publication  has  been  ordered 
under  Rule  32,  the  Member  in.  charge  of  the  Bill  may  introduce 
it  after  giving  six  clear  days’  notice  to  the  Secretary  :  provided 
that  no  Bill  shall  be  introduced  until  fifteen  clear  days  from  the 
date  of  its  publication. 

When  introducing  a  Bill,  the  Member  in  charge  of  it  shall 
move  that  the  Bill  be  read  in  Council.  The  principle  of  the  Bill 
and  its  general  provisions  may  then  be  discussed,  and,  if  the 
motion  be  carried,  the  Council  shall  then  consider  the  question 
of  referring  the  Bill  to  a  Select  Committee  and,  if  the  question  be 
decided  in  the  affirmative,  the  Council  shall  appoint  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  may  further  direct  that  its  report  shall  be  submitted 
within  a  specified  period. 

34.  At  any  time  during  the  progress  of  a  Bill  the  Member- 
in  charge  of  it  may  move  for  permission  to  withdraw  it,  and,  if 
such  permission  is  granted,  the  Bill  shall  be  withdrawn  accord¬ 
ingly.  The  Member  in  charge  of  a  Bill  which  has  been  publish¬ 
ed  under  Rule  3'2  but  which  lias  not  been  introduced  and  read 
in  Council,  may  withdraw  the  same  without  further  formality 
than  a  mere  announcement  of  the  withdrawal  to  the  Council. 

VII.  Select  Committees. 

35.  Select  Committees  may  be  appointed  by  the  Council  for 
any  pui.-pose  connected  with  the  business  of  the  Council  and  may 
sit  and  submit  their  reports  although  the  Council  is  adjourned. 
The  Member  in  charge  of  a  Bill  shall  always  be  a  Member  of 
the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Bill. 

36.  When  the  Bill  has  been  referred  to  a  Select  Committees 
for  consideration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  discuss 


each  clause  of  the  Bill  and  to  recommend  to  the  Council  such 
amendments  as  seem  to  it  to  be  advisable. 

37.  If  the  Council  has  fixed  a  period  within  which  the 
Select  Committee  shall  submit  its  report  upon  a  Bill  and  the 
Committee  is  unable  for  any  reason  to  submit  its  report  within 
that  period,  the  Dewan  may  from  time  to  time  extend,  the  period 
on  the  application  of  the  Member  in  charge  of  the  Bill. 

38.  The  report  of  the  Select  Committee  shall  be  signed  by 
all  the  Members  of  the.  Committee  or  by  a  majority  of  them  ; 
but  any  Member  of  a  Select  Committee  may  record  his  views  in 
a  separate  minute. 

39.  The  report  of  the  Select  Committee  ’appointed  to  con¬ 
sider  a  Bill  shall  contain  particulars  of  the  principal  amendments 
proposed  and  of  the  reasons  for  such  amendments,  or  it  may 
contain  a  recommendation  that  the  Bill  under  consideration  be 
abandoned. 

40.  The  report  of  the  Select  Committee,  any  minutes  that 
may  have  been  recorded  by  individual  Members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  (if  the  Bill  has  been  amended)  the  Bill  as  amended 
by  the  Committee  shall  be  printed  and  copies  furnished  to  each 
Member  of  the  council.  The  report  and  minutes  (if  any)  and 
(if  the  Bill  has  been  amended)  the  Bill  has  amended,  or  such 
portion  thereof  as  may  have  been  amended,  shall  also,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Select  Committee,  be  published  in  the 
Government  Gazette  in  English  and  in  Malayalam. 

41.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  sitting  of  the. 
Select  Committee  unless  a  majority  of  the  Members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  including  the  Member  in  charge  of  the  Bill  is  present. 

42.  The  Committee  may  elect  their  own  Chairman  who  shall 
have  power  to  report  to  the  Dewan  the  name  of  any  Member  of 
the  Select  Committee  who  neglects  or  is  unable  to  attend  its  sit¬ 
tings  and  the  Dewan  may  thereupon  appoint,  out  of  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council,  an  additional  Member  to  the.  Select  Coin- 

43.  A  Select  Committee  may.  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
information,  invite  any  person  to  be  present  at  its  sittings 

44.  “While  a  Select  Committee  is  sitting  to  consider  a  Bill, 
all  communications  relating  to  the  Bill  which  are  received  by  the 
Secretary  shall  be  referred  to  it. 

VIZI.  Passing  of  Bills. 

45.  When  a  Bill  has  been  Introduced  and  read  in  Council 
under  rule  33  and  the  Council  has  decided  that  it  is  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  refer  it  for  consideration 'to  a  Select  Committee,  the 
Council  shall  not  proceed  to  take  the  Bill  into  consideration  nnti{ 
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the  expiration  of  fifteen  clear  days  from  the  date  on  which  the 
Bill  was  read  under  rule  33. 

In  this  case  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  make,  on  the.  day 
on  which  the  Bill  comes  on  for  consideration,  a  formal  motion' 
that  the  Bill  be  taken  into  consideration. 

46.  When,  a  Bill  has  been  referred  to  a  Select  Committee 
under  rule  33  it  shall  not  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the 
Council  unless  copies  of  the  report  of  Select  Committee  and  (if 
the  Bill  has  been  amended)  of  the  Bill  as  amended  shall  have 
been  sent  to  each  of  the  Members  of  the  Council,  at  least  fifteen 
clear  days  beforehand  and,  in  oases  in  which  the  Select  Com¬ 
mittee  has  not  dispensed  with  the  publication  referred  to  in  rule 
40,  until  the  expiration  of  twenty-one  clear  days  from  the  date 
of  such  publication.  Subject  to  these  conditions,  the  Member  in 
charge  of  a  Bill,  when  presenting  the  report  of  the  Select  Com¬ 
mittee  to  the  Council,  may  move  either  that  the  Bill  and  report 
be  taken  into  consideration  at  once  or  that  the  consideration  of 
them  be  postponed  to  a  subsequent  meeting. 

The  discussion  upon  a  motion  under  this  Buie  that  a  Bill  he 
taken  into  consideration  shall  not  extend  to  the  principle  of  the 
Bill. 

47.  Any  Member  wishing  to  propose  an  amendment  affect¬ 
ing  the  substance  of  a  Bill  shall  send  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  Buie  22  and  the 
Secretary  shall  enter  the  same  in  the  statement  of  business  pre¬ 
pared  under  Buie  7  ;  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  previ- 

'ous  notice  of  amendments  of  a  purely  verbal  character  or  of 
amendments  consequential  upon,  or  moved  in  respect  of,  amend¬ 
ments  which  have  been  carried. 

48.  Proposed  amendments  of  Bills  shall  not  be  moved,  until 
the  Bill  is  actually  taken  into  consideration  and,  when  moved, 
they  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  of  the  sections  to  which 
they  relate. 

Proposed  amendments  of  Bills  shall  be  governed  by  Buies 
24,  25,  26,  28  and  29  relating  to  motions. 

49.  The  President-  may  declare  that  a  proposed  amendment 
of  a  Bill  shall  not  be  discussed  or  put  to  the  vote  on  the  ground 
that  it  is  irrelevant  or  incomplete  or  that  an  amendment  identi- 
c  il  in  substance  with  it  has  been  previously  disposed  of  by  the 
Council  in  considering  the  same  Bill. 

50.  When  the  amendments  proposed  by  %e  Select  Com¬ 
mittee  (if  the  Bill  has  been  referred  to  a  Select  Committee),  and 
such  other  amendments  as  may  be  proposed  by  any  of  the  Mem¬ 
bers  before  the  Council,  haver  been  considered  by  the  Council, 
the  Member  in  charge  of  the  Bill,  or  in  his  absence  any  other

Member,  may  move  that  the  Bill  as  amended  be  taken  up 
and  passed  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

At  such  meeting  the  Council  shall  consider  the  amend" 
ments,  if  any,  moved  on  behalf  of  Government,  and  pass  the 
Bill.  No  amendments  other  than  those  connected  with  the 
amendments  moved  on  behalf  of  Government  shall,  without  the 
special  permissioh  of  the  Dewan,  be  brought  up  for  consideration 
at  this  stage. 

IX.  Final  Stages  of  Bills. 

51.  When  a  Bill  has  been  passed  by  the  Council,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  shall  revise  and  complete  the  marginal  abstracts  and  the 
numbering  of  the  sections  thereof  and  shall  -.forward  it  to  the 
Dewan  for  submission  to  His  Highness  the  Maha  Bajah. 

52.  The  Dewan  shall  communicate  His  Highness’  assent  or 
dissent  to  the  Council  by  certificate  in  writing  at  the  foot  of  the 
Bill  and  the  Bill  with  such  certificate  shall  be  lodged  in  the 
records  of  the  Council. 

53.  No  Member  shall  make  any  motion  upon,  or  otherwise 
bring  under  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  the  exercise  by  His 
Highness  of  the  prerogative  of  withholding  assent  to  Bill, 

54.  When  a  Bill  has  received  the  assent  of  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Bajah  under  section  13  of  the  Legislative  Council  Regu¬ 
lation,  1073,  it  shall  be  published  in  the  Government  Gazette  in 
English  and  in  Malayalam.  Such  publication  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  publication  referred  to  in  section  13  of  the  Legislative 
Council  Regulation,  1078. 

X  Buies  relating  to  petitions. 

Bo.  Petitions  to  the  Council  must — 

(1)  relate  to  some,  matter  actually  under  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  Council ; 

(2)  be  superscribed  “to  the  Legislative  Council”  ; 

(3)  be  dated  and  signed  by  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  ; 

(4)  be  in  respectful  and  temperate  language ;  and 

(5)  conclude  with  a  distinct  prayer, 

56.  If  a  petition  is  not  in  conformity  with  Rule  55  or  if  the 
Secretary  sees  reason  to  doubt  the  authenticity  of  any  signature 
appended  thereto  he  shall  certify  the  same  on  the  back  of  the 
petition  'and  report  the  fact  to  the  Council,  The  Council  may 
thereupon  reject  the  petition'  whjph  shall  then  be  returned  to  the 
petitioner  or  petitioners  with  a  statement  of  the  reason  for  such 
rejection.

57.  If  the  petition  is  in  conformity  •wi'eli  Rule  55,  the  Secve- 
fcary.-shidi,  if  necessary,  make  an  abstract  of  it  and  bring  the 
petition  nniler  consideration  by  reading  it,  or  the  abstract,  before 
the  Council  which  shall  deal  with  the  petition  in  such  manner 
as  it  may  deem  proper. 

XL  Admittance  of  Strangers. _ 

5ft.  Persons  desirous  of  admission  into  the  Council  Chamber 
during  the  sittings  of  Council  shall  make  application  to  the 
Secretary  who  will  take  the  orders  of  the  President  thereon.

00.  If  a  Bill  which  peculiarly  affects  private  interests  be  un¬ 
der  the  consideration  of  the  Council  or  of  a  Select  Committee 
thereof,  and  if  any  person  whose  interests  are  so  affected  apply  to 
the  Council  or  Select  Committee  for  permisson  to  be  heard, 
either  personally  or  by  Council  on  the  subject  of  the  Bill,  the 
Council  or  Select  Committee  may,  upon  the  motion  of  any  Mem¬ 
ber,  direct  that  the  petitioner  or  his  counsel  be  heard  at  the 
meeting  at  which  the  motion  is  made  or  at  and  on  some  future 
specified  time  and  day  ;  and  if  the  petitioner  or  his  counsel  is  not 
present  at  the  said  meeting  or  does  not  appear  at  and  on  the 
said  time  and  day,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  permission  granted  by 
the  Council  or  Select  Committee  shall  be  deemed  to  have  lapsed. 

Gl.  E?:cept  as  provided  in  Buies  43  and  60,  no  stranger  shall 
be  permitted  to  address  the  Council  or  any  Select  Committee. 

-  Gil.  Any  Member  may  move  that  the  hearing  of  any  person 
who  has  been  permitted  under  Rule  GO  to  address  the  Council  or 
a  Select  Committee  shall  cease  if  such  person  is  irrelevant  or  un¬ 
duly  prolix  or  for  any  other  sufficient  reason. 

XII.  Duties  of  the  Secretary. 

G3.  The  Secretary  shall  bo  bound  to  perform  the  following 
duties  in  addition  to  those  specified  in  the  preceding  Buies  : — 

CO  to  take  charge  of  the  records  of  the  Council ; 

(2)  to  keep  the  prescribed  books  ; 

(3)  to  attend  all  meetings  and  to  take  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  ; 

(4)  to  superintend  the  printing  of  all  papers  ordered 

to  be  printed  ;  # 

(5)  to  note  in  Bills  the  amendments  ordered  by  the 
Council  and  to  scrutinize  all  Bills  and  Regulations  in  view  to 
preventing  typographical  errors ; 


(6)  to  prepare  and  revise  the  marginal  abstracts  of  Bilis 
and  Regulations  and  the  headings  and  'arrangement  of  the 
chapters  and  the  numbering  of  the  Sections  thereof ; 

(7)  to  carry  on  correspondence  under  the  orders  of  the 
Council ; 

(8)  to  help,  when  required  to  do  so,  in  the  framing  of 

Bills ; 

(9)  to  generally  assist  the  Council. 

XIII.  Book  and  Records, 

64.  A  journal  shall  be  kept  containing  a  brief  abstract  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Council.  This  journal  shall  be  submitted  as 
soon  as  possible  after  each  meeting  to  the  President  for  his  con¬ 
firmation  and  signature, 

A  copy  of  such  abstract  shall  also  be  published  in  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  Gazette  in  English  and  in  Malayalam,  as  soon  as  may 
be,  after  the  conclusion  of  each  Meeting. 

63.  A  register  and  index  of  all  letters  and  petitions  addressed 
to,  or  despatched  under  orders  of  the  Council  shall  be  main¬ 
tained. 

XIV.  General. 

66.  The  Council  may,  on  a  motion  and  at  any  time,  suspend 
the  operation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  Rules. 

67.  Any  Bill  respecting  which  no  motion  has  been  made  in 
the  Council  for  the  space  of  two  years  may,  by  order  of  the  Pre¬ 
sident,  be  removed  from  the  list  of  business  and  the  fact  of  such 
removal  shall  be  announced  by  the  President  to  the  Council. 

63.  The  Dewan  or  the  Member  in  charge  of  a  Bill  may  en¬ 
trust  it  to  any  other  Member  and  the  Member  to  whom  it  is  so 
entrusted  shall  be  the  Member  in  charge  of  the  Bill  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  these  Rules. 

69.  Any  Member  may  apply  to  the  Secretary  for  any  papers 
or  information  connected  with  the  business  before  the  Council 
and  the  Dewan  shall  determine  whether  such  papers  or  infor-. 
mation  can  be  furnished.

REGULATION  III  OF  1078 

AME  NDED  BY  REGULATION  V  OF  1085  AND 
REGULATION  II  OF  1088. 

Passed  by  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  of  Travancore 
07i  the  24th  February  1901113th  Eumbhom  1076. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  better  provision  for  the 
Conservancy  and  Improvement  of  Towns  :  We  are  hereby  pleased 
to  enact  as  follows  : — 

CHAPTER  I. 

Preliminary. 

1.  (1)  This  Regulation  may  be  called  “The  Towns  Conser¬ 
vancy  and  Improvement  Regulation,  1076  ”  and  shall  come  into 
force  on  the  1st  Cliingom  1077. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  local  areas  which  have  been  declared 
Towns  under  Regulation  II  of  1069  and  such  other  local  areas  as 
Our  Devan,  with  Our  sanction,  may,  by  notification  in  the 
Gazette,  from  time  to  time,  declare  a  “  Town.  ” 

2.  (1)  Regulation  II  of  1069  is  hereby  repealed. 

(■2)  But  all  Towns  declared,  limits  defined,  Committees 
established,  appointments,  rules,  bve-Iaws  and  orders  made,  noti¬ 
fications  and  notices  issued,  and  contracts  entered  into,  under  the 
said  Regulation  shall,  so  far  as  may  be,  be  deemed  to  have  been 
respectively  declared,  defined,  established,  made,  issued  and 
entered  into  under  this  Regulation. 

3.  In  this  Hegulation,  unless  there  is  something  repugnant  in 
the  subject  or  context,— 

(1)  “  Town  ”  means  any  local  area  declared  by  or  under 
this  Regulation  to  be  a  Town. 

(2)  “  Committee  ”  means  a  Committee  established  by  or 
under  this  Regulation, 

(3)  “  Inhabitant  ”  includes  any  person  ordinarily  residing  or 
carrying  on  business,  or  owning  or  occupying  immovable  pro¬ 
perty  in  any  local  area  which  has  been  or  is  proposed  to  be 
declared  a  Town  under  this  Regulation, 

(4)  “  Owner  ”  includes  the  person  for  the  time  being  receiv¬ 
ing  the  rent  of  lands  and  buildings,  or  either  of  them,  or  in 
charge  of  the  animal  or  thing  in  connection  with  which  the  word 
iB  used  whether  on  his  own  account,  or  as  agent  or  trustee  for 
any  person  or  society  or  for  any-religious  or  charitable  purpose, 
or  who  would  so  receive  the  rent  if  the  land  or  building  were  let 
to  a  tenant 
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(5)  “  Street  ”  includes mv  road,  street, ’square,  court,  alley  “Street 
or  passage,  whether  a  thoroughfare  or  not,  over  which  the  public 

or  any  section  thereof  lias  a  light  ol:  wav,  together  'with  the 
drains  on  either  aide  or  any  other  Porombokes  as  defined  in  Re¬ 
gulation  II  of  1067,  and  also  includes  .the  roadway  over  any 
public  bridge  or  causeway, 

(6)  “  Building  ”  includes  walls,  and  also  houses,  lmts,  sheds,  “BoiMfci*;” 
roofed  enclosures  and  constructions  appurtenant  thereto,  whether 

used  for  the  purpose  of  human  habitation  or  otherwise. 

(7)  “Water-course  ”  includes  any  river,  stream  or  channel  c’0^f.lv 
whether  natural  or  artificial. 

(8)  “Salary”  means  pay  and  acting  pay,  of  payment  by  way  “Mwy." 
of  commission,  but  not  allowances  for  house-rent,  carriage-hire, 
horse-allowance  or  travelling  expenses. 

(9)  “  Nuisance  ”  means  any  act,  omission  or  thing  causing  “  Nuisance, 
or,  likely  to  cause  any  common  injury,  annoyance,  offence,  harm, 

danger  or  damage  to  the  sense  of  sight,  smell  or  heaving  of,  or  •> 
which  is,  or  is 'likely  to  be  dangerous  or  injurious  to  the  health 
or  property  of,  the  public  or  the  people  in  general  who  dwell  or 
occupy  property  in  the  vicinity  or  persons  who  may  have  occasion; 
to  use  any  public  right, 

(10)  “  Market  ”  means  a  place  ordinarily  used  for  the  sale  of  “  Market.’ 
meat,  fish,  fruit,  vegetables  or  other  perishable  articles  of  food 

for  human  consumption,  or  for  the  sale  of  live-stock  or  poultry 
which  is,  at  the  passing  of  this  Regulation,  a  licensed  market,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  declared  by  the  Committee  to  be  a 

(11)  “ Public  market  ”  means  any  market  constructed,  re-  “Public 

paired  or  maintained  out  of  public  funds.  market.” 

(12)  “  Notice  ”  means  a  notice  written,  printed,  lithograph-  '■  Notice.” 
ed  or  cyclostyled. 

(13)  “  Guardian  ”  means  any  person  to  whom  the  care,  >•  Gam-aiar. 
nurture  or  custody  of  any  child  falls  by  law”  or  by  natural  right 

or  recognised  usage,  or  who  has'  accepted  or  assumed  the  care, 
nurture  or  custody  of  any  child,  or  to  whom  the  care  or  custody 
of  any  child  has  been  entrusted  by  any  lawful  authority, 

(14)  “  Unprotected  child”  means  a  child  who  has  not  been  “  Unprotected 
protected  from  small-pox  by  having  had  that  disease  either  ohlkI’ 
naturally  or  by  inoculation  or  by  having  been  successfully  vacci¬ 
nated,  and  who  has  not  been  certified  in  the  maimer  hereinafter 

provided  to  be  insusceptible  of  vaccination. 

(15)  “  Inoculation  ”  means  any  operation  performed  with  ■*  inne.iin- 
the  object  of  producing  the  disease  of  small-pox  by  means  of  tl0"' 
variolous  matter. 

(15)  “  Vaccinator  ”  means  any  person  appointed  or  licensed  yaccimtor. 
by  Our  Government  to  act  as  such. 
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4.  (1)  Our  Dewan  may,  with  Our  sanction,  by  notification  in 
the  Gazette,  declare  Our  intention  to  constitute  as  fa  Town  any 
specified  area  within  defined  limits. 

(2)  Any  inhabitant  of  a  local  area  in  respect  of  which  a 
notification  has  been  published  under  sub-section  (1)  may,  if  he 
desires  to  object  to  anything  therein  contained,  submit,  his  objec¬ 
tion  in  writing  to  the  Dewan  within  six  -weeks  from  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  notification,  and  the  Dewan  shall  take  such  objection 
into  consideration. 

(3)  When  six  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  publication  have 
expired,  and  such  objections,  as  may  have  been  submitted  under 
sub-section  (2)  have  been  considered,  Our  Dewan  may,  with  Our 
sanction,  by  notification  in  the  Gazette,  declare  the  local  area  or 
any  portion  of  it  to  be  a  Town. 

5.  (1)  Our  Dewan  may  with  Our  sanction,  by  notification  in 
the  Gazette  declare  Our  intention. — 

(a)  to  cancel  any  notification  by  which  any  local  area  has 
been  declared  a  Town  under  this  Regulation  or  Regulation  II  of 
1069  ;  or 

(5 )  to  exclude  from  a  Town  any  local  area  comprised  there¬ 
in  and  defined  in  such  notification  ;  or 

(c)  to  include  within  a  town  any  local  area  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  same  and  defined  in  the  notification. 

(2)  Any  inhabitant  of  a  Town  or  local  area  in  respect  of 
which  a  notification  has  been  published  under  sub-section  (1) 
may,  should  he  object  to  the  cancellation  or  alteration  proposed, 
submit  his  objection  in  writing  to  the  Dewan  within  six  weeks 
from  the  publication  of  the  notification  and  such  objection  shall 
be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Dewan. 

(3)  When  six  weeks  from  the  publication  of  the  notification 
have  expired  and  the  objections,  if  any,  which  have  been  submit¬ 
ted  under  sub-section  (2)  have  been  considered,  Our  Dewan  may, 
with  Our  sanction,  by  notification  in  the  Gazette,  cancel  any  noti¬ 
fication  declaring  any  local  area  as  a  Town  and  dissolve  the 
Committee,  or  exclude  the  local  area  or  any  portion  of  it  from  the 
Town  or  include  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  it  therein,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Committees. 

Constitution  of  Committees. 

6.  A  Committee  consisting  of  a  President  and  of  such  number 
of  members,  not  less  than  eight  and  not  more  than  16  as  We  may 
fix  in  this  behalf,  shall  be  constituted  for  each  Town. 

Not  more  than  one-half  ot  the  members  may  be  officials  in 
Our  service.  An  appointment  of  an 'official  which  would  raise  the 
number  of  official  members  above  one-half  of  the  whole  shall  be 
void.  A  member  who  accepts  an  appointment  in  Our 'service  shall 
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thereby  vacate  his  seat,  but  shall  be  eligible  for  re-appointment 
unless  such  re-appointment  increase  the  number  of  official 
members  above  one-half  of  the  whole. 

7.  (1)  The  President  shall  be  appointed  by  Us  either  by  name  Ap^ointmert 

or  by  office.  and  Members. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  conditions  contained  in  Sectien  8  and  to 
'such  rules  and  other  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  Us,  the 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  Us. 

When  official  members  are  appointed,  they  may  be  so  ap¬ 
pointed  by  name  or  by  office; 

Provided  that  the  tax  payers  and  inhabitants  of  a  Town  rnayi 
under  rules  which  may  be  issued  with  Our  sanction,  from  time  to 
time,  elect  for  Our  approval  a  number  of  members  which  number 
shall  not  be  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole: 

Provided  further  that  it  shall  be  competent  to  Us  to  decline 
without  assigning  any  reason,  to  appoint  any  person  elected  under' 
the  foregoing  proviso. 

Provided  also  that,  in  the  case  of  a  seat  of  an  elected  member, 
if  the  tax-payers  and  inhabitants  of  any  Town  fail  to  elect  a 
member  on  the  date  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  rules, 
or  if  they  on  two  successive  occasions  elect  a  person  whom  We 
decline  to  appoint,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Us  to  appoint  any 
person,  not  being  a  public  servant,  We  deem  fit,  in  the  place  of 
such  member. 

8.  (1)  In  order  to  be  qualified  to  be  appointed  a  member,  a  Qaalificition 

person  must- —  0  me“ 

(a)  be  of  the  male  sex ;  , 

(J)  have  completed  his  twenty-fifth  year ; 

(c)  be  resident  within  the  Town  or  within  two  miles  of 
the  limits  thereof  : 

(d)  not  be  an  officer  or  servant  holding  office  under  the 
Committee ; 

(e)  not  have  been  convicted  of  any  such  offence  or  sub¬ 
jected  by  a  Criminal  Court  to  any  such  order  as  implies,  in  Our 
opinion,,  a  defect  of  character  which  unfits  him  to  be  a  member  ; 

(r)  not  be  a  person  interested  otherwise  than  as  a  share¬ 
holder  in  a  Joint  Stock  Company  in  any  contract  made  with,  or 
work  done  for  the  Committee. 

(2)  No  person  is  qualified  to  be  appointed  a  member  if  any 
of  his  servants  or  any  person  in  whose  service  he  is  employed  is  a 
member  of  the  Committee. 

9-  (1)  If  thePresident  or  member  of  a  Committee  is  appoint-  TermofoSeo 

ed  by  office,  the  person  for  the  time  being  holding  the  office  shall  of  "!emlj8rs- 
be  the  President  or  member  thereof  until  W"e  shall  otherwise 
direct, 

(2)  The  term  for  which  other  member  of  the  Committee 
shall  hold  office  shall  be  three  years. 
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(3)  Any  out-going  member  may,  if  otherwise  qualified, 
be  eligible  for  re-appointment. 

(4)  Any  person  holding  a  salaried  office  under  Govern¬ 
ment  who  is  the  President  or  member  of  a  Committee  shall,  on 
being  permanently  transferred  from  the  place  wherein  the  Town 
is  situated,  be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his  seat  in  the  Committee. 

Explanation : — Transfer  for  a  period  exceeding  three 
months  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  permanent  transfer  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  this  Section. 

Resignation  of  10.  Any  person  appointed  as  aforesaid  as  President  or  member 
member14  01  may  tender  his  resignation  to  Our  Dewan,  and  on  such  resignation 
being  aeceptedrby  Us,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his 


11.  (1)  Our  Dewan  may,  with  Our  sanction,  remove  the 
President  or  any  member  of  a  Committee. 

{a)  if  he  refuses  to  act  or  becomes,  in  Our  opinion,  in¬ 
capable  of  acting,  or  has  been  dealt  with  under  Chapter  XX  of 
the  Civi  Procedure  Code,  or  convicted  of  any  such  offence,  or 
subjected  bv  a  Criminal  Court  to  any  such  order,  as  implies  a 
defect  of  character  which  unfits  him  to  be  President  or  member  ; 

(bj  if  he  is  declared  by  notification  to  be  disqualified  for 
employment  in,  or  has  been  dismissed  from  the  public  service ; 

fcj  if  he  has,  without  reasonable  cause,  absented  himself 
for  more  than  three  consecutive  months  from  the  meetings  of  the 
Committee  ; 

( d)  if  his  continuance  in  office  is,  in  Our  opinion,  danger¬ 
ous  to  the  public  peace  or  order  ;  or 

( e)  in  the  ease  of  an  officer  of  Government,  if  his  conti¬ 
nuance  in  the  Committee  is,  in  Our  opinion,  unnecessary  or 
undesirable: 

'  Provided  that  no  order  shall  be  passed  under  this  Section 
without  giving  an  opportunity  of  explanation  to  the  President  or 
member  concerned. 

(2)  A  President  or  member  removed  under  sub-section 
(1)  may  be  re-appointed. 

12.  The  appointment  and  removal  of  the  President  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  Committee  shall  be  notified  in  the  Gazette. 

Conduct  of  business.  ' 

13.  (1)  Every  Committee  shall  meet  for  the  transaction  of 
business  at  least  once  in  every  month, .  upon  such  days  and  at 
such  times  as  they  may  arrange,  and  also  at  other  times  as  often 
as  a  meeting  shall  be  called  by- the  President. 

(2)  The  President  shall  on  a  requisition  made  in  writing

(4)  No  business  shall  he  transacted  at  a  meeting  unless  Quorum, 

there  be  present  at  least  three  members  or,  if  the  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  then  on  the  Committee  exceeds  nine,  at  least  one-third  of  ,

(5)  No  resolution  of  the  Committee  shall  be  modified  or 
cancelled  within  three  months  after  the  passing  thereof  except  at 
a  meeting'  specially  convened  in  that  behalf  and  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Committee  supported  by  the  votes  of  not  less  than  one-half 
of  the  sanctioned  number  of  members.

(b)  the  manner  in  which  notice  of  meetings  shall  be  given  ; 

(c)  the  conduct  of  proceedings  at  meetings  and  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  of  meetings;  and 

{d)  all  other  similar  matters. 

No  bye-law  made  under  this  section  shall  take  effect  until  it 
is  approved' by  Us  and  published  in  the  Gazette. 


(2)  The  Committee  may  also  repeal,  alter,  or  amend  such 
bye-laws  with  Our  previous  sanction,

(b)  to  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  any  neglect  in 
the  execution  of  any  work  entrusted  to  the  executive,  to  any 
waste  of  its  property,  to  the  wants  of  any  locality  as  noticed  per¬ 
sonally  by  any  member  of  the  Committee  or  made  known  to  him 
by  the  inhabitants,  and  to  suggest  any  improvements  -which 
appear  desirable; 

(c)  to  bring  forward  questions  connected  with  the  “  Town 
Fund  ”  hereinafter  mentioned  or  any  new  measures  relating  to 
purposes  authorised  by  this  Regulation ; 

(cl)  to  consider,  approve,  disapprove  or  modify  the  annual 
administration  report  specified  in  Section  125  and  append  such 
observations  thereto  as  they  think  fit,  prior  to  its -submission  to 
Our  Dewan ; 

(e)  to  adopt,  modify  or  reject  proposals  for  creating  any  new 
appointment  before  the  submission  of  the  proposals  to  Our 
Dewan  ; 

(/)  to  consider  the  periodical  statement  of  receipts  and  dis¬ 
bursements  specified  in  Section  125  and  progress  reports  of  work 
done,  and  pass  such  resolutions  thereon  as  they  think  fit ; 

ig)  to  consider  all  questions  connected  with  the  improvement 
and  conservancy  of  Towns. 

19.  (1)  The  resolutions  of  the  Committee  shall  bo  carried 
into  effect  by  the  President : 

Provided  that,  if  the  President  and  the  majority  of  the 
members  at  a  meeting  differ  in  opinion,  and  if  he  thinks  that  a 
resolution  passed  by  the  majority  is  in  excess  of  the  powers  con¬ 
ferred  by  law,  or  the  execution  of  the  resolution  is  likely  to  cause 
obstruction,  injury  or  annoyance  to  any  persons  lawfully  employ¬ 
ed,  or  danger  to  human  life,  health  or  safety,  or  is  likely  to  lead 
to  a  riot  or  affray  ov  is  otherwise  open  to.  objection  on  public 
grounds  he  may  suspend  the  execution  of  the  resolution  and  sub¬ 
mit  the  resolution  to  Our  Dewan  with  his  opinion. 

Our  Dewan  may  pass  such  orders  as  he  may  deem  fit  on 
such  reference.  Such  orders  shall  be  final  and  shall  be  carried 
out  by  the  President. 

(2)  The  president  shall  furnish  to  the  Committee  such 
monthly  reports  regarding  the  progress  made  in  carrying  out  the 
resolutions  of  that  body  as  the  Committee  may  prescribe. 

20.  (1)  In  cases  of  emergency,  the  President  may  do  any  act 
which  the  Committee  are  empowered  to  do  and  the  immediate 
doing  of  which  is  in  his  opinion,  necessary  for  the  service  or 
safety  of  the  public, 
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(2)  In  such  cases,  the  ’President  shall  forthwith  submit  a  president  to 
report  to  Our  Devran  explaining  his  reasons  foi’  using  the  power  ^port 
under  this  section,  and  Our  Dewan  may  deal  with  the  matter  as  Dewan,

(3)  The  President  shall  also  inform  the  Committee  at  its 
next  ordinary  meeting  of  the  action  taken  by  him.

(b)  to  obtain  from  the  Committee  and  inspect  any  document 
in  its  possession  or  under  its  control ;  and 

(c)  to  record  in  writing  for  the  consideration  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  any  observation  he  may  think  proper  in  regard  to  the 
state  of  the  Town. 

22.  Our  Dewan  may,  with  Our  sanction,  by  order  in  writing, 

suspend  the  execution  of  any  resolution  of  a  Committee,  or  of  any  Power  i-s  as. 
order  issued  by  a  Committee  or  President  or  passed  on  appeal  by  S^rtbe"1 
any  authority  appointment  under  Section  98,  or  cancel  such  re-  fieguktioa. 
solution  or  order,  or  suspend  or  cancel  any  license  or  permission 
granted  by  Committee  or  President,  and  may  prohibit  the  doing 
of  any  act  which  is  about  to  be  done  or  is  being  done  in  pursuance 
of  or  under  colour  of  this  Eegulation,  if  in  his  opinion  such  re¬ 
solution  has  not  been  legally  carried,  or  such  resolution,  order 
or  act,  or  the  grant  of  such  license  or’ permission  is  in  excess  of 
the  powers  conferred  by  law,  or  the  execution  of  such  resolution 
or  order  or  the  doing  of  such  act  or  the  continuance  in  force  of 
such  license  or  permission  is  likely  to  cause  obstruction,  injury  or 
annoyance  to  any  person  lawfully  employed,  or  danger  to  human 
life,  health  or  safety,  or  is  likely  to  lead  to -a  riot  or  an  affray. 

23.  In  case  of  emergency,  Our  Dewan  may  with  Our  sanction, 

direct  or  authorise  a  public  officer  to  execute  any  work  or  do  any  Tay'1" 
act  which  the  Committee  or  the  President  is  empowered  to  officer  ™ 
execute  or  do  and  the  immediate  execution  or  doing  of  which  is,  gsney0  to  Tie- 
in  his  opinion,  necessary  for  the  service  or  safety  of  the  public,  cute  any  ^ 
and  may,  with  the  like  sanction,  direct  that  the  expense  of  Tayac?  ° 
executing  the  work  or  doing  the  act  shall  be  met  from  the  Town 
Fund. 

-24.*  If  at  any  time  it  appears  to  Our  Dewan  that  a  Committee  CefaiUlt  of 
.or  a  President  has  made  default  in  performing  any  duty  imposed  Committee  oi 
by  or  under  this  Eegulation  he  may,  with  Our  sanction,  by  order  5j*“dwt’ 
in  writing,  fix  a  period  for  the  performance  of  such  duty. 

If  such  duty  is  not  performed  ■'within  the  period  so  fixed, 

Our  Dewan  may,  with  Our  sanction,  cause  it  to  be  performed 
and  direct  that  the  expense  of  performing  it  shall  be  paid  from 
the  Town  Fuad. 


'  Ja 
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Officers  and  Servants. 

‘25.  Subject  to  Our  sanction,  the  Committee  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  fix  the  number  and  salaries  of  such  servants  as  may  be 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  efficient  execution  of  their  duties. 

26.  The  appointment  of  such  servants  as  shall  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  manner  aforesaid  shall  be  made  by  Our  Dewan,' the 
Committee  or  the  President,  as  the  case  may  be,  under  such 
rules  as  may  be  framed  by  our  Dewan,  with  Our  sanction  from 
time  to  time. 

27.  The  President  may,  in  case  of  emergency,  appoint  such 
temporary  servants  as  in  his  opinion  may  be  required  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Regulation  : 

Provided  that — 

(1)  he  shall  not  act  under  this  Section  in  contravention  of 
any  rule  or  order  passed  by  Our  Dewan  with  Our  sanction  or  aDy 
resolution  of  the  Committee  prohibiting  the  employment  of 
temporary  servants  for  any  particular  work,  and 

(ii)  every  appointment  made  under  this  Section  shall  be 
reported  to  Our  Dewan  immediately  and  to  the  Committee  at 
the  next  following  meeting. 

28.  The  servants  appointed  under  Sections  26  and  27  may  be 
fined,  suspended,  reduced  or  dismissed  under  such  rules  as  may 
be  framed  by  Our  Dewan,  with  Our  sanction,  from  time  to  time. 

29.  The  Committee  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  rules  con¬ 
sistent  with  this  Regulation  and  with  any  rules  framed  by  Our 
Dewan  with  Our  sanction,  as  to  the  following  matters  ; — 

(a)  the  servants  who  shall  furnish  security  for  the  due  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duties  and  the  amount  of  such  security,  and 

( b )  the  grant  of  leave  to  servants  and  the  allowances  to  be 
paid  to  persons  acting  for  such  servants  : 

Provided  that  no  rules  so  made  shall  be  valid  until  they 
have  been  confirmed  by  Us. 

Contracts. 

30.  (1)  Subject  to  such  rules  as  Our  Dewan  may,  with-  Our 
sanction,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe,  the  Committee  may 
make  such  contracts  as  are  necessary  for  carrying  out  any  work 
or  for  performing  any  duty  included,  or  provided  for  in  the 
annual  budget. 

(2)  The  Committee  msy  delegate  this  power  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent  or  to  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  three  or  more  of  the 
members, 
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31.  No  member,  officer,  or  servant  of  a  Comjnittce  appointed 
under  tliis  Regulation  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in 
any  contract  or  -work  made  with  or  executed  for  the  Committee. 

If  any  member,  officer,  or  servant  be  so  interested,  he  shall 
be  incapable  of  holding  any  office  or  employment  under  this 
Regulation  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred 

Provided  that  no  such  person  shall,  by  reason  of  being  a 
share-holder  in,  or  member  of,  any  incorporated  or  registered 
company,  be  deemed  to  be  interested  in  any  contract  entered  into 
between  such  company  and  the  Committee. 

Nevertheless,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  such  share-holder  or 
member  to  act  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  in  any  matter 
relating  to  such  contract. 

32.  No  President  or  member  of  a  Committee  shall  be  person¬ 
ally  liable  in  respect  of  any  contract  made,  or  for  expenses  in¬ 
curred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  but  the  funds,  from 
time  to  time  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  shall  be  liable  for 
and  chargeable  with  all  contracts  and  expenses  duly  made  and 
incurred  as  aforesaid. 


CHAPTER  III. 

POWEBS  FOB  SANITARY  AND  OTHEB  PURPOSES. 

Streets  and  buildings. 

33.  (1)  The  President  may,  by  license  issued  for  the  purpose, 

grant  permission  for  the  temporary  occupation  of  any  street  for 
the  purpose  of  depositing  any  building  materials,  or  for  making 
any  temporary  excavation  therein  or  erection  thereon,  subject  to 
such  conditions  as  he  may  prescribe  for  the  safety  or  convenience 
of  persons  passing  by,  or  dwelling  or  working  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  and  may,  at  his  discretion,  withdraw  such  permission. 

When  the  President  feels  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of 
granting  permission,  he  shall  refer  the  matter  for  the  decision  of 
the  Committee: 

Provided  that  no  such  permission  shall  be  necessary  in  the 
ease  of  an  Officer  of  the  P.  W.  or  Maramath  Department  acting 
as  such,  who  shall  communicate  to  the  President  the  fact  of  his 
occupying  any  street  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

(2)  Whoever,  .without  such  permission  or  license  previously 
obtained,  does  any  of  the  acts  prohibited  in  sub-section  (1)  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  the  license  fee  which  rqpy  be  leviable,  as  if  such 
license  was  obtained. 
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(3)  Whoever,  without  such  permission  or  in  disregard  of  the 
conditions  subject  to  which  the  permission  was  given,  does  any 
of  the  acts  prohibited  by  sub-section  (1)  shall  also  be  punished 
with  fine  which  may  extend  to  twenty  rupees. 

34.  (1)  Should  any  building  or  part  of  a  building  project 

beyond  the  regular  line  of  a  street,  either  existing  or  determined 
on  for  the  future  or  beyond  the  front  of  the  building  on  either 
side  thereof,  the  Committee  may,  with  the  sanction  of  Our  Dewan, 
whenever  such  building  or  part  has  been  either  entirely  or  in 
greater  part  taken  down,  or  burnt  down,  or  has  fallen  down,  by 
notice  require  such  building  or  part  when  being  re-built,  to  be  set 
back  to  or  towards  the  said  regular  line  or  the  front  of  the 
adjoining  buildings ;  and  the  portion  of  the  land  added  to  the 
street  by  such  setting  back  or  removal  shall  become  part  of 
the  street : 

Provided  that  full  compensation  shall  be  made  to  the  owner 
for  any  damage  he  may  sustain  in  consequence  of  his  building  or 
any  part  thereof  being  set  back. 

(2)  The  Committee  may,  with  the  like  sanction,  and  on 
such  terms  as  they  may  think  fit,  allow  any  building  to  be  set 
forward  for  the  improvement  of  the  line  of  the  street. 

34.  A.  (1)  Every  person  intending  to  construct,  re-construct 
or  extend  a  well  or  a  building  (other  than  a  mere  wall)  shall,  six 
weeks  before  beginning  to  construct,  re-construct  or  extend  it, 
make  an  application  in  writing  to  the  Committee  for  a  license  to 
do  so. 

(2)  Such  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  parti¬ 
culars  as  the  Committee  may  require  under  bye-laws  framed  in 
this  behalf  and  shall  further  be  accompanied, — 

(i)  in  the  case  of  buildings,  by 

(a)  a  plan  or  statement  showing  the  dimensions  of  the 
building  and  the  levels  at  which  it  is  intended  to  lay  the”  founda¬ 
tion  and  lowest  floor ;  and 

{ b )  a  statement  showing  the  means  of  ventilation  and 
drainage  and  the  privies  which  it  is  intended  to  provide; 


(ii)  in  the  case  of  wells,  by  a  statement  showing  the'  dimen¬ 
sions  of  the  well,  the  manner  in  which  it  is  to  be  fenced,  and, 
if  the  well  is  to  be  used  for  drinking  purposes,  the  means  which 
it  is  intended  to  take  to  prevent  pollution  0$  the  water. 

(3)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  sub-section  (4)  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall,-  within  six  weeks  after  receipt  of  the  said  application 
give  a  license  for  the  construction,  re-construction  or  extension 


36.  (1)  After  the  publication  of  the  notification  under  the  Committee

(21  If  after  the  due  service  of  the  notice  mentioned  in  sub¬ 
section  (1),  the  owner  of  the  building  fails  to  comply  with  any  of 
the  directions  given  in  such  notice  within  the  time  therein  pres¬ 
cribed  the  Committee  may  enter  upon  the  premises  and  remove 
such  roof  and  may  also,  with  the  previous  sanction  of  Our 
Dewan,  demolish  the  building  so  as  to  leave  the  site  open  and 
dispose  of  the  materials  they  think  fit.

persons  other  than  the  person  putting  up  such  roof',  verandah  or 
pandal.

Projections  and  Obstructions. 

40.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  without  the  written  permission  of  fiomov.,j  0f 
the  Committee  for  the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  building'  in  a  projections 
Town,  to  add  to,  or  place  against  or  in  front  of  the  building,  any  obstructions, 
projection  or  structure  overhanging,  projecting  into,  or  encroach¬ 
ing  on  any  street,  or  into  or  on  any  drain,  sewer  or  aqueduct 
therein. 

The  Committee  may,  by  notice  require  the  owner  or 
occupier  of  any  building  to  remove  or  alter  any  such  projection 
or  encroachment  made  without  the  permission  of  the  Committee 
or  which  was  in  existence  before  the  coming  into  force  of  this 
Regulation. 

Provided  that,  in  the  case  of  any  projection  or  encroachment  Proviso, 
lawfully  in  existence  at  the  time  this  Regulation  comes  into 
force,  reasonable  compensation  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Regulation  II  of  1067,  be  made  for  any  damage  caused  by  the 
removal  or  alteration. 

41.  If  any  obstruction  is  caused  in  a  street,  water-course  or  Deb™  of 
tank  by  the  fall  of  trees,  buildings  or  fences,  the  owner  or  occu-  beTe-3 
pier  concerned  shall,  within  twelve  hours  of  the  occm'rence  of  moved  l>y 
such  fall  or  within  such  further  period  as  the  President  may  "““P101'- 
allow,  clear  the  street,  water-course  or  tank,  of  such  obstruction ; 

and,  if  the  said  owner  or  occupier  fails  so  to  do,  the  President 
may  remove  the  obstruction  and  may  recover  the  cost  of  so  doing 
from  the  owner  or  occupier.  The  occupier  may  recover  from 
the  owner  all  reasonable  costs  incurred  by  him  under  this  section. 

Latrines  and  Privies. 

42.  The  President  or  Vice-President  may,  by  notice,  require  irovision, 
the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  building  or  land  to  remove,  pro-  £™oflIKl 
vide,  clean,  cover  or  repair  any  drain,  "privy,  cess-pool  or  other  drains,  pri-! 
receptacle  fo*  filth  or  provide  any  additional  drains,  privies  VICS‘ 


cesspools  or  other  receptacles  as  aforesaid  which  should,  in  his 
opinion,  be  provided  for  the  building  or  land  in  such  manner  as 
the  President  or  Vice-President  may  direct. 

43.  The  President  or  Vice-President  may,  by  notice,  require 
any  person  in  charge  of  a  factory,  mill  or  other  industrial  estab¬ 
lishment  employing  more  than  twenty  workmen  or  of  a  school 
having  on  its  roils  more  than  twenty  boys  or  girls,  to  provide 
such,  latrines  and  urinals  as  he  may  think  fit,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  kept  in  proper  order  and  to  be  daily  cleaned. 

44.  The  President  or  Vice-President  may,  by  notice,  require 
the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  building  or  land  to  have  any  privy 
provided  for  the  same  shut  out  by  a  roofed  building  or  sufficient 
wall  or  fence  from  the  view  of  persons  passing  by  or  dwelling  in 
t-lie  neighbourhood,  or  to  remove  or  alter,  as  the  President  or 
Vice-President  may  direct,  any  door  or  trapdoor  of  a  privy 
opening  on  to  any  street  or  drain. 

45.  The  Committee  may,  by  notice,  require  the  owner  of  any 
building  or  land  in  any  street  to  put  up  and  keep  in  good  con¬ 
dition  proper  troughs  and  pipes  for  receiving  and  carrying  the 
water  from  the  building  or  land,  and  for  discharging  the  same 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  allow. 


Ruinous  or  Deserted  Buildings  and  Dangerous  Places. 


4(j.  bhoulcl  anv  building  or  any  well,  tank,  reservoir,  pool, 
depression  or  excavation  be,  for  want  of  sufficient  repair,  protec¬ 
tion  or  enclosure,  dangerous  to  persons  passing  by,  or  dwelling  or 
working  in  the  neighborhood,  the  President"  or  Vice-President 
mav,  bv  notice,  require  the  owner  or  occupier  thereof  to  repair, 
protect  or  enclose  the  same ;  and  should  it  appear  to  him  to  be 
necessary  in  order  to  prevent  imminent  danger,  he  shall  forth¬ 
with  take  such  steps  to  avert  the  danger  as  may  he  necessary. 

47.  Should  any  building,  wall  or  structure,  or  anything 
affixed  thereto,  or  any  bank,  or  tree,  or  any  branch  thereof  be 
deemed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  to  be  in  a  ruinous 
state  or  in  any  way  dangerous  he  may,  by  notice,  require  the 
owner  or  occupier  thereof  forthwith  either  to  remove  the  same 
or  to  cause  such  repairs  to  be  made  to  the  building,  wall,  structure 
or  bank  as  the  President  or  Vice-President  may  consider  necess¬ 
ary  for  the  public  safety ;  and  should  it  appear  to  him  to  be 
necessary  in  order  to  prevent  imminent  danger,  tire  President  or 
Vice-President  shall  forthwith  take  such  steps  to  avert  the 
danger  as  may  be  necessary. 
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48.  The  Committee  may,  by  notice,  require  the  owner  or 
part-owner  or  person  claiming  to  be  tlie  owner  or  part-owner  of 
any  building  or  land  which,  by  reason  of  abandonment  or  disput¬ 
ed  ownership  or  other  cause,  has  remained  untenanted  and  be¬ 
come  a  nuisance,  to  secure,  or  enclose  the  same  within  a  reason¬ 
able  time  fixed  in  the  notice. 

Unwholesome  Buildings  and  Lands, 

49.  The  President  or  Vice-President  may,  by  notice,  require 
the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  land  or  building  to  cleanse,  repair, 
cover,  fill  up  or  drain  off  any  private  well,  tank,  reservoir,  pool, 
depression,  or  excavation  therein,  which  may  appear  to  him  to 
he  injurious  to  health,  or  offensive  to  the  neighbourhood  or 
dangerous  to  life  or  property. 

Provided  that  if,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  any  drainage 
under  this  section,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  acquire  any  land  not 
belonging  to  the  same  owner  or  to  pay  compensation  to  any 
person,  the  President  or  Vice-President  shall  apply  to  Our  Dewan 
to  furnish  such  land  or  pay  such  compensation  and  shall  postpone 
any  action  until  the  application  is  granted  or  rejected. 

50.  The  President  or  Vice-President  may,  by  notice,  require 
the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  land  to  clear  away  and  remove 
from  it  any  noxious  vegetation  or  undergrowth,  which  may 
appear  to  him  to  be  injurious  to  health  or  offensive  to  the 
neighbourhood. 

51.  The  President  or  Vice-President  may,  by  notice  require 
the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  land  to  cut  or  trim  the  hedges 
growing  thereon  and  bordering  on  any  street,  or  any  branches  of 
trees  growing  thereon  which  overhang  any  street  and  obstruct 
the  same  or  cause  danger,  or  which  so  overhang  any  well,  tank 
or  other  source  from  which  water  is  derived  by  the  public  for 
drinking  or  oathing  purposes,  as  to  be  likely  to  pollute  the  water- 

52.  Should  the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  building'  or  land  or 
a  well  or  tank  in  the  land  suffer  the  same  to  be  in  a  filthy,  un¬ 
whole-some  or  unenclosed  state,  the  President  or  Vice-President 
may,  by  notice,  require  him  to  cleanse  and  enclose  if  found 
necessary  the  same  or  otherwise  put  it  in  a  proper  state  within 
a  reasonable  time  to  be  specified  in  the  notice. 

Offensive  and  Dangerous  Trades. 

53.  (1)  The  owner  or  occupier  of  every  place  within  the  Town 
used  for  any  of  the  following  purposes" namely : — 

melting  tallow ; 

boiling  bones,  offal  or  blo'od 

as  a  soap-house,  oil-boiling  house,  dyeing  house  or 

tannery ; 

as  a  brick  kiln,  tile-kiln,  pottery,  or  lime-kiln; 
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as  any  'other  manufactory  or  place  of  business  from 
which  offensive  or  unwholesome.sinells  arise  ; 

as  a  yard  or  depot  for  trade  in  hay,  straw,  thatching 
grass,  timber,  'firewood  or  coal,  or  other  dangerously  inflammable 
material ; 

as  a  store  house  for  any  explosive  or  for  petroleum  or 
any  inflammable  oil  or  spirit ; 

shall  register  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the 
Committee  for  the  purpose. 

(2)  No  place  shall  be  newly  used  for  any  of  the  said  pur¬ 
poses  except  under  a  license  from  the  Committee  which,  shall  be 
renewable  annually. 

(3)  Tile  license  shall  not  be  withheld  unless  the  Committee 
consider  that  the  business  which  it  is  intended  to  establish  or 
maintain,  would  be  offensive  or  dangerous  to  persons  residing  in 
or  frequenting  the  immediate  neighbourhood.

A.  (1)  No  bui'ial  ground  or  burning  ground,  whether 
public  or  private,  shall  be  opened  or  used  unless  a  license  has 
been  granted  by  the  Committee. 

Provided  that  no  such  license  is  necessary  for  the  burial  or 
cremation  of  their  dead  in  compounds  measuring  not  less  than 
one  acre  of  ground,  by  families,  who,  by  recognised  usage,  bury 
or  burn  their  dead  in  their  own  compounds. 

Provided  also  that  existing  burial  or  burning  grounds  may 
be  used  without  a  license  for  a  period  of  three  months  from  the 
date  of  the  passing  of  this  Begulation. 

(2)  Whoever  in  any  town  opens  or  uses  a  burial  ground  or  a 
burning  ground  whether  public  or  private,  without  a  license 
obtained  from  the  Committee  where  such  license  is  necessary,  or 
buries  or  burns,  causes  or  suffers  to  be  buried  or  burnt,  any 
corpse  in  any  unlicensed  burial  or  burning  ground  or  other  place, 
public  or  private,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  rupees. 

General  Sanitary  Regulations. 

71.  The  Committee  may  set  apart  suitable  places  for  the 
purpose  of  bathing  and  may  specify  the  times  at  which  and  the 
class  and  sex  of  the  persons  by  whom  such  places  may  be  used, 
and  may  also  set  apart  suitable  places  for  washing  animals  and 
clothes  or  for  any  other  pourpose  connected  with  the  health,  clean¬ 
liness  or  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  and  may,  by  public  notice, 
prohibit  bathing,  or  washing  animals  or  clothes,  in  any  public 
place  not  so  set  apart,  or  at  times  or  by  persons  other  than  those 
specified,  and  any  other  act  by  which  water  in  public  places  may 
be  rendered  foul  or  unfit  for  use. 

72.  The  President  or  Vice  President  may,  when  it  appears 
to  him  to  be  necessary  for  the  prevention  of  danger  to  life  or 
property,  by  notice,  prohibit  all  persons  from  stacking  or  collect¬ 
ing  timber,  firewood,  dry  grass,  straw  or  other  inflammable 
materials,  or  placing  mats  or  thatched  huts  or  lighting  fires  in 
any  place  or  within  any  specified  limits  in  a  town, 

73.  Every  occupier  of  a  building  or  land  who  allows  the 
water  from  any  sink,  drain,  privy  or  stable  or  any  other  offensive 
liquid  matter  to  flow  out  of  such  building  or  land  into  any  portion 
of  a  street  except  a  drain  or  to  flow  out  of  such  building  or  land 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  an  avoidable  nuisance  by  the  soak- 
age  of  the  said  water  or  other  liquid  matter  into  the  ground  at 
the  side  of  a  drain  forming  a  portion  of  a  street,  shall  be  liable  to 
a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  rupees  for  each  such  offence. 

74.  Whoever  puts  or  causes  to  he  put  any  earth,  dirt,  ashes, 

garden,  kitchen  or  stable-refuse,  broken-glass,  earthen-ware, 
rubbish  or  nightsoil  into  any  sewer  or  drain,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  not  exceeding  twenty  rupees, ,  ' ,  ' 


75.  Whoever,  being  the  occupier  of  any  place  where  any 
offensive  trade  or  manufacture  is  carried  on,  does’  any  act  which  ofl'ensive 
causes  the  defilement  of  the  water  in  any  public  water-course  trade8, 
or  spring,  or  in  any  tank,  reservoir,  well,  cistern  or  aqueduct-,  shall 

be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  rupees. 

76.  Whoever  drives  any  vehicle  after  dark  in  any  street,  un¬ 
less  the  vehicle  is  properly  supplied  with  light  or  there  is  suffici¬ 
ent  moon-light  to  render  lights  unnecessary,  shall  be  punishable, 
with  fine  which  may  extend  to  twenty  rupees. 

77.  (1)  Our  Dewan  may,  by  rule  published  in  the  Gazette, 
regulate  the  traffic  in  all  or  any  of  the  streets  in  a  town. 

(2)  Whoever  disobeys  any  rule  so  published  shall  be  liable 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  rupees. 

78.  Whoever  discharges  fire-arms  or  lets  off  fire-works  or  Disduxrging 

fire-balloons  or  engages  in  any  game  in  such  a  manner  as  to  fil,e'ar,ns  *«• 
cause  or  is  likely  to  cause  danger  to  persons  passing  .by,  or  dwell¬ 
ing  or  working  in  the  neighbourhood  or  risk  of  injury  to  pro-  ” 

perty,  shall  he  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  twenty 

79.  Whoever  being  in  charge  of  any  elephant,  omits  on  control  of 
being  requested  to  do  so,  to  remove  the  elephant,  as  far  as  may  elephants, 
be  practicable,  to  a  safe  discharge  on  the  approach  of  a  horse, 
whether  ridden  or  driven  shall  be  punishable  with  fine  which 

may  extend  to  twenty  rupees. 

80.  (1)  The  Committee  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  notifi-  Prohibition 
cation,  by  beat  of  drum,  and  by  publication  in  the  Gazette,  ”tfr“|.e 
prohibit  the  sale,  or  exposure  for  sale  of  any  articles  in  or  upon  ' 
any  specified  street  or  part  of  such  street,  and  may,  in  like 
manner,  cancel,  suspend  or  modify  such  prohibition. 

(2)  Whoever,  after  such  notification,  sells  or  exposes  for  Penalty, 
sale  any  articles  in  any  such  street  against  the  terms  of  such 
notification  shall  ho  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  rupees. 

81.  With  the  previous  sanction  of  our  Dewan,  the  Committee 

may,  by  notice,  in  any  specified  locality  within  the  limits  of  a  of  open  spaces 
Town  prohibit  the  conversion  of  open  spaces  into  plantations 
or  the  erection  of  any  buildings  thereon:  provided  that  reason-  erection  of 
able  compensation  shall  be  made  for  any  loss  caused  by  such  thereoaT 
prohibition. 

Explanation. — “Open  space”  in  this  section  includes  paddy 

land. 

82.  Whoever  disobeys  any  lawful  direction  given  or  any  Penalty  for 
written  notice  lawfully  issued  by  the  "Committee,  President  or  ^fsed 
Vice  President  under  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  this  by  Con?-  S  e 
.Regulation,  or  fails  to  comply  with,  the  conditions  subject  to  mittes' 
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which  any  permission  was  given  by  them  under  those  powers, 
shall,  if  no  puni'shment  is  specifically  provided  for  such  disobedi¬ 
ence  or  failure,  be  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to 
fifty  rupees  and,  if  the  offence  is  continued  after  conviction, 
with  a  further  fine  not  exceeding  five  rupees,  on  a  separate 
charge,  for  every  day  of  such  continuance. 

Explanation. — The  words  ‘  after  conviction  ’  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  as  meaning  ‘  after  the  expiry  of  such  reasonable  time  for 
carrying  out  the  notice  given  by  the  Committee,  President  or 
Vice-President  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Magistrate  in  each  case. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Town  Fund,. 

83.  All  moneys  which  are  allotted  by  us  for  the  purpose,  of 
this  Regulation  for  any  Town,  all  fines  and  penalties  levied 
under  the  authority  of  this  Regulation,  or  of  Regulation  IV  of 
1056,  in  cases  of  public  nuisances  committed  within  the  Town, 
the  proceeds  of  all  taxes,  tolls  and  license-fees,  imposed  under 
this  Regulation,  all  sums  paid  by  way  of  composition  under 
section  120  of  this  Regulation,  and  all  income  derived  from  any 
property  owned  or  managed  by  the  Committee,  shall  be  credited 
to  and  shall  constitute  a  fund,  which  shall  be  called  the  “Town 
Fund”  of  such  Town. 

84.  The  Committee  shall,  at  such  time  or  times  and  in  such 
form  as  Our  Dewan  shall  direct,  prepare  and  submit  a  budget 
showing  the  probable  receipts  and  the  expenditure  which  it  is 
proposed  by  the  Committee  to  incur  during  the  ensuing  Malabar 
year,  and  the  items  in  respect  of  which  it  is  proposed  to  incur 
such  expenditure  ;  and  may  also  furnish  a  supplemental  estimate 
providing'  for  any  modifications  which  they  may  deem  it  advis¬ 
able  to  make,  in  the  distribution  of  the  amount  to  be  raised  and 
expended  in  the  Malabar  year  then  current,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Regulation. 

85.  Our  Dewan  shall,  after  such  revision  as  he  may  deem 
fit,  with  our  sanction,  pass  the  budget  for  each  year  and  the 
Committee  shall  abide  by  the  budget  so  passed. 

86.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Committee,  with  Our  approval 

and  subject  to  such  rules  as  may  be  framed  by  the  Committee 
and  approved  and  sanctioned  by  Us,  from  time  to  time,  to  levy 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Regulation,  any  of  the  following  taxes  >' 
and  tolls  namely — ,  < 

(1)  A  yearly  tax  on  buildings  and  such  lands  as  are  used 
as  public  cart-stands  and  for  similar  purposes  not  exceeding  three 
and  three-fourths  per  cent  on  the  annual  value, 
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Provided  that  if  the  land  has  bean  already  assessed  to  the 
public  revenue,  such  assessment  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
annual  value. 

Exemption  I. — No  tax  ’shall  be  levied  upon  any  building  or 
land  the  annual  value  whereof  is  not  more  than  twenty-four 
rupees,  if  it  be  the  owner’s  sole  property  liable  to  tax  under  this 

Exemption  II. — No  tax  shall  be  levied  on. 

(a)  buildings  or  lands  belonging  to  Government,  or, 

(&)  temples,  churches,  mosgues  and  other  places  of  worship, 
light-houses,  piers,  wharves,  jetties,  choultries,  hospitals,  dispen- 
saries  and  other  buildings  or  lands  to  the  extent  to  which  they 
are  used  for  public,  charitable  or  religious,  but  not  residential 
purposes;  or, 

(c),  burial  and  burning  grounds. 

"  Explanation. — In  this  section,  ‘  annual  value  ’  means  the 
Gross  annual  rent  for  which  buildings  and  lands  liable  to  taxa¬ 
tion  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  let,  and  in  the  case  of  houses 
may  be  expected  to  let  unfurnished. 

In  the  case  of  buildings,  a  deduction  of  one-sixth  of  the 
gross  annual  rent  shall  be  made  on  account  of  necessary  annual 
repairs. 

(2)  A  yearly  tax  upon  arts,  professions,  trades  and  callings, 
and  on  offices  and  appointments,  at  rates  not  exceeding  those 
specified  in  Schedule  A. 

(3)  A  half  yearly  tax  on  vehicles  with  springs,  animals  and 
cabin,  boats  at  rates  not  exceeding  in  any  case  those  specified  in 
Schedule  B. 

(4)  A  half-yearly  tax  on  carts  and  other  vehicles:  without 
springs  and  valloms,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  one  rupee  for  each 
half-year  in. respect  of  every  such  vehicle  or  vallom. 

Exemption. — No  tax  shall  be  imposed  under  clauses  (3.1  and 
(4);  in  respect  of — 

(i)  vehicles,  boats  and  animals  belonging  to  Government; 

(ii)  vehicles,  boats  and  animals  kept  within  the  Town,  foi*1 
use  in  the  discharge  of  their  out-door  duties  therein,  by  such  ser¬ 
vants  of  the  Committee  employed  on  such  duties  as  the  Commit¬ 
tee  may,  with  the  approval  of  Our  Dewan,  designate:  provided 
that  not  more  than  one  vehicle  and  two  animals  or  one  boat  for 
each  such  member  or  servant  shall  be  exempted  under  these 
clauses'  from  taxation: 

(iii)  vehicles,  boats  and  animals  kept  solely  for  sale  by  build¬ 
ers  and  dealers,  or  vehicles,  boats  a,nd  animals  which  have  not 
during  the  half-year  been  used: 
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(iv)  carts  and  animals  used  for  agricultural  purposes  only: 

(v)  valloms  -which  will  not  carry  more  than  two  persons. 

(5)  Tolls  on  vehicles,  boats  and  animals  entering  the  Town 
limits  and  not  liable  to  taxation  under  clauses  (3)  and  (4),  at 
rates  not  exceeding  in  any  case  those  specified  in  Schedule  C- 

Provided  that  any  person  may  compound  for  exemption 
from  all  tolls  leviable  in  respect  of  any  animal,  boat  or  vehicle 
under  this  clause  by  paying  the  tax  which  would  have  been  pay¬ 
able  in  respect  thereof  under  clause  (3)  or  clause  (4)  if  the  same 
had  been  kept  within  the  Town. 

Exemption — No  tolls  shall  be  levied  under  this  clause  for 
the  passage  of  vehicles,  boats  or  animals. 

Ci)  belonging  to  Government;  or, 

(ii)  conveying  troops,  military  and  police  officers  in  uniform 
and  on  duty,  servants  of  the  Committee  on  duty  or,  persons  or 
property  in  the  custody  of  such  officers  or  servants. 

87.  The  Committee  may,  from  time  to  time,  with  Our  appro 
val,  determine  to  raise  the  funds  required  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Eegulation  from,  all  or  any  one  or  more  of,  the  above  sources,  at 
a  rate  or  rates  not  exceeding  those  specified  in  this  Eegulation. 

87.  A..  If,  at  any  time  it  seems  advisable  to  Our  Government 
that  the  funds  required  for  the  purposes  of  this  Eegulation  shall 
be  raised  in  any  town  from  all,  or  any  one  or  more  of,  the  above 
sources,  Our  Government  may  direct  the  Committee  of  such 
town  to  levy  such  taxes  or  tolls  at  any  rate,  or  rates  not  exceed¬ 
ing  the  rates  authorized  by  this  Eegulation. 

Provided  that  it  shall  be  competent  to  Our  Government 
from  time  to  time,  to  cancel  or  modify  such  direction. 

88.  Subject  to  such  rules  as  may  be  passed  by  Our  Dewan 
with  Our  sanction  in  this  behalf,  the  Committee  may  undertake 
the  house  scavenging  of  any  house  or  building,  and  charge  the 
occupier  of  such  house  or  building  in  respect  of  the  house  sca¬ 
venging  done  for  him;  with  a  tax,  imposed  in  manner  directed 
by  this  Eegulation,  at  such  rate  as  they  may  think  fit. 

89.  (1)  The  Committee  may,  at  a  special  meeting  pass  a  re¬ 
solution  to  propose  the  imposition  of  any  tax  under  section  86  or 
section  88. 

(9)  When  such  a  resolution  has  been  passed  the  Committee  - 
shall  publish  a  notice  in  the  Gazette  and  by  beat  of  drum  within 
the  Town  defining  the  class  of  persons  or  Ascription  of  property 
proposed  to  be  taxed  and  the  amount  or  rate  of  the  tax  to  be 
imposed. 
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(3)  Any  inhabitant  objecting  to  the  proposed  tax  may,  with¬ 
in  thirty  days  from  the  publication  of  the  said  notice,  submit  his 
objection  in  writing  to  the  Committee,  and  the  Committee  shall, 
at  a  special  meeting  take  his  objection  into  consideration. 

(4)  If  no  such  objection  is  received  within  the  said  period 
of  thirty  days,  or  if  all  such  objections,  having  been  considered 
as  aforesaid,  are  deemed  insufficient,  the  Committee  may  forward 
their  proposal  to  Our  Dewan,  with  the  objections  (if  any)  which 
have  been  submitted  as  aforesaid  and  their  decision  thereupon. 

(5)  Our  Dewan  on  receiving  such  proposal,  may,  'with  Our 
approval  sanction  or  refuse  to  sanction  the  same,  or  return  it  to 
the  Committee  for  further  consideration. 

(6)  When  any  proposal  of  the  Committee  has  been  sanc¬ 
tioned,  the  Committee  may,  at  a  special  meeting  direct  the  impo¬ 
sition  of  the  tax  in  accordance  with  such  proposal, 

(7)  In  giving  such  direction,  the  Committee  shall  fix  a  date 
on  which  the  tax  shall  come  into  force:  Provided  that — 

(а)  no  tax  shall  come  into  force  until  its  imposition  has  been 
notified  in  the  Gazette  and  by  beat  of  dram  within  the  Town; 

(б)  No  tax  shall  come  into  force  in  less  than  three  months 
from  the  date  of  the  meeting,  at  which  its  imposition  is  directed; 

(e)  a  tax  leviable  by  the  year  shall  come  into  force  on  the 
first  day  of  Chingam  or  on  the  first  day  of  Vrischigam,  or  on  the 
first  day  of  fCumbbom  or  on  the  first  day  of  Edavom,  in  any 
year,  and  if  it  comes  into  force  on  any  day  other  than  the  first 
day  of  Chingam,  shall  be  leviable  by  the  quarter  till  the  first  day 
of  Chingam,  the  next  ensuing. 

(8)  A  Notification  of  the  imposition  of  a  tax  under  this 
Begulation  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  tax  has  been 
imposed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Begulation. 

90.  The  Committee  may,  by  a  .resolution  passed  at  a  special  So„evto 
meeting  and  confirmed  by  Our  Dewan  with  Our  sanction,  abolish  abolish  or 
or  reduce  in  amount  any  tax  imposed  under  the  foregoing  r0duc0tal- 
Sections. 

91.  The  Committee  may,  by  a  resolution  passed  at  a  special  Poirer  to  ex. 
meeting  and  confirmed  by  Our  Dewan  with  Our  sanction,  °mpt 

by  order,  exempt  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  payment  of  any  tM!aton' 
such  tax  any  person  or  class  of  persons  or  any  property  or  des¬ 
cription  of  property. 

92.  (1)  If  at  anytime  it  appears  to  Our  Dewan,  on  complaint  Sm- 

made  or  otherwise  that  any  tax  anposed  under  the  foregoing  levy  of 
eotions  is  unfair  in  its  incidence  or  that  the  levy  thereof  or  of  ta:l' 


any  part  thereof  is  injurious  to  the  interests  of  the  general  pub¬ 
lic,  he  may  with' Our  sanction  by  notification,  suspend  the  levy 
of  the  tax  or  of  such  part  thereof  for  such  period  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary. 

(2)  Our  Dewan  may,  with  the  like  sanction,  at  any  time,  by 
notification  rescind  any  such  suspension. 

93.  (1)  The  Committee  may,  by  written  communication  call 

npon  any  inhabitant  of  the  Town  to  furnish  such  information  as 
may  be  necessary  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  such  inhabitant 
is  liable  to  pay  any  tax  under  this  Regulation. 

(2)  if  any  inhabitant  so  called  upon  to  furnish  information 
omits  to  furnish  it  or  furnishes  information  which  is  untrne,  he 
shall  be  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  one  hundred 

94.  A  tax  payable  under  Section  86,  clause  (1)  shall  be  paid  * 
by  the  owner  of  the  property  in  respect  of  which  it  is  payable. 

95.  The  Committee  may,  subject  to  such  rules  as  may  he 
passed  by  Our  Dewan  with  Our  sanction  in  this  behalf,  levy  fee 
for  licenses  issued  under  this  Regulation. 

96.  Our  Dewan  may  with  Our  sanction,  from  time  to  time, 

frame  rules .  'ht 

(а)  regulating  the  mode  in  which  taxes  and  tolls  under  this 
Regulation  may  be  levied; 

(б)  prescribing  the  conditions  under  which  taxes  and  tolls 
may  be  revised  or  remitted; 

(c)  providing  for  appeals  from  assessment  in  respect  of 
taxes;  and 

( d )  generally  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter. 

97.  The  funds  raised  under  this  Regulation  shall  be  utilised 
solely  for  purposes  of  general  conservancy,  sanitation  and  im¬ 
provement  of  the  Town  in  which  they  are  raised. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Miscellaneous. 

98.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  notice  or  order  Issued  or 
passed  by,  or  by  any  other  act  of  the  Committee  or  the  President 
under  this  Regulation  may,  within  thirty  'days  from  the  date  of 
such  act,  or  the  promulgation  or  service  ol  'such  order  or  notice, 
appeal  to  the  Dewan  or  such  other  authority  as  may  be  appointed 
by  Us  in  that  behalf  foi^any  particular  Town.  The  time  occu¬ 
pied  in  pbtaining  material  papers  in  connection  with  the  order,

notice  or  act  appealed  against  from  the  Committee  or  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  shall  be  excluded  from  the  computation  of  the  said  thirty 

99.  When,  against  any  order  passed  under  this  Begulation  Suspension  of 
an  appeal  has  been  instituted  under  the  last  preceding  section,  P’j°' 

all  proceedings  to  enforce  such  order  and  ail  prosecutions  for  any  0f  appeal, 
breach  thereof  shall,  if  so  directed  by  the  Dewan  or  other  appel¬ 
late  authority,  be  suspended,  pending  the  decision  of  the  appeal. 

100.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  for,  parties  aggrieved  by  Suita  by 
any  notice  issued,  order  passed,  or  act  done  under  the  provisions  pf?Eed 
of  this  Begulation  may  sue  for  the  cancellation  of  the  same,  or 

for  any  damage  sustained  by  them,  within  eight  months  from 
the  date  of  such  act  or  the  promulgation  or  service  of  such  order 
or  notice,  or  in  case  of  appeal  under  section  98  from  the  date  of 
the  order-  of  the  appellate  authority.  No  such  suit  shall  be 
instituted  until  the  expiration  of  two  months  next  after  notice 
in  writing  has  been  given  to  the  Dewan  stating  the  cause  of 
action  and  the  name  and  place  of»abode  of  the  intending  plaintiff 
and  the  plaint  must  contain  a  statement  that  such  notice  has 
been  so  delivered  or  left. 

101.  (1)  In  the  absence  of  a  written  contract  to  the  contrary,  Notice  to 
every  sweeper  or  scavenger  employed  by  a  Committee  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  week’s  notice  before  discharge  or  one  week’s  before1”* 
wages  in  lieu  thereof,  unless  he  is  discharged  for  misconduct,  dlsoliar«0- 
or  was  engaged  for  a  specified  term  and  discharged  at  the  end 

of  it. 

(2)  Should  any  sweeper  or  scavenger  employed  by  a  penalty  for 
Committee,  in  the  absence  of  a  written  contract  authorising 
him  so  to  do  and  without  reasonable  cause,  resign  his  employ-  without 
ment  or  be  absent  from  his  duties  without  giving  one  month’s  EOtiMi 
notice  to  the  Committee,  or  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  his 
•  duties  or  any  of  them,  he  shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment  which 
may  extend  to  two  months. 

102*  (1)  When  any  notice  under  this  Begulation  requires  j^ona-bie 
any  act  to  be  done  for  which  no  time  is  fixed  by  the  Begulation,  lime  to  bs  ‘ 
a  reasonable  time  for  doing  the  same  shall  be  specified  therein,  notices!

act  to  be  done  and  recover  the  cost  from  the  owner  or  occupier. 
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104.  When,  under  this  Regulation,  the  owner  or  occupier  of 
any  property  is  required  by  the  Committee  to  execute  any  work, 
and  default  has  been  made  in  complying  with  the  requirement, 
and  the  Committee  has  executed  the.  work,  the  cost  of  the  work 
may  be  recovered  from  the  person  in  default.

108.  A  Medical  Officer  may,  with  Our  sanction,  be  appointed 
by  Our  Dewan  as  the  Health  Officer  of  the  Town  to  advise  the 
Committee  on  sanitary  matters.

Cancelled  by  notification  No.  7091,  dated  the  8th  Septem¬ 
ber  1915. 

XIV.  The  system  of  passports  issued  by  Natamakars  is  con¬ 
tinued  ;  any  person  entering  a  reserved  forest  without  a  pass  will 
he  treated  as  a  trespasser  under  the  Forest  Kegulation. 

XV.  These  rules  do  not  convey  any  right  to  mines  or 
minerals  in  the  lands  granted  or  to  water-power. 

XVI.  These  rules  shall  come  into  force  from  the  16th  August 
1905/lst  Chingom  1081. 

Mica  and  Plumbago. 

Cases  of  unauthorised  mining  of  minerals,  such  as  mica  and 
plumbago  which  are  Royalties  under  the  Royal  Proclamation 
dated  14th  June  1 881  (2nd  Mithunom  1056)  having  come  to  the 
notice  of  Government,  it  is  hereby  notified  that  prospecting  for 
or  mining  of  metals  and  mineral  whether  in  Sirkar  or  private 
land  is  hereby  prohibited,  except  under  a  license  from  Govern¬ 
ment  (30th  July  1898.) 


Revised  rules  fur  the  grant,  of  licenses  to  explore  and  prospect 
for  minerals  and  of  mining  leases  sanctioned  by  His  Highness  the 
Malta  Rajah  on  the  17th  May  1908  as  amended  by  Notification  dated 
8th  March  1910. 

In  these  rules  — 

Person  includes  any  persons,  syndicate,  partnership,  or  com¬ 
pany. 

A  IiC'-nse  or  lease  under  these  rules  may  be  granted  to  any  per¬ 
son  ;  in  c  se  of  the  death  of  the  person  or  any  of  the  persons  to 
whom  it  is  granted,  it  shall  inure  for  the  benefit  of  the  legal  re¬ 
presentatives. 

Exploring  Licenses. 

1.  A  license  to  explore  land  for  minerals  or  mineral  oil,  called 
hereinafter  an  exploring  license,  will  authorise  the  licensee  to 
search  the  surface  of  the  land  specified  in  the  license  for  minerals 
of  every  description  and  for  mineral  oil,  and,  subject  to  such  restri¬ 
ctions  as  the  Sirkar  may  from  time  to  time  impose,  to  remove  any 
specimens  or  samples  found  by  the  licensee  in  or  upon  such  land.* 
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11.  (1)  Every  application  for  a  prospecting  license  shall  be 
made  to  the  Dewan. 

(2)  Every  such  application  shall  contain  the  following 
particulars,  namely... 

(a)  the  name,  residence  and  profession  of  the  appli- 

(5)  a  description  as  accurate  as  possible  and  illustrated 
by  a  rough  sketch,  of  the  situation,  boundaries 
and  area  of  the  land  with  respect  to  which  the 
license  is  required  :  and 

(c)  a  specification  of  the  mineral  or  minerals  for  which 
applicant  desires  to  prospect. 

12.  On  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Dewan  shall,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  inquire  whether  the  grant  of  the  license  applied 
for  is  inexpedient  either  on  the  ground  that  the  land  described 
in  the  application  is  required  for  a  public  purpose  or  other¬ 
wise. 

13.  (1)  Should  the  Dewan  be  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  ex¬ 
pedient  to  grant  the  license,  he  shall  refuse  to  grant  the  license. 

(2)  Subject  to  the.  rule,  the  Dewan,  if  he  finds  there  is  no 
objection  to  the  grant  of  the  license  applied  for,  may,  with  the 
previous  sanction  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja,  grant  to  the 
applicant  a  license  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed. 

14.  A  register  of  applications  for  prospecting  licenses  shall

(4)  Situation  of  the  land. 

(5)  Boundaries. 

(6)  Estimated  area. 

(7)  Date  of  license. 

(8)  Rent  and  royalty  payable. 

(9)  Period  for  which  granted. 

15.  Every  prospecting  license  shall  contain  such  conditions 
as  may  in  any  particular  case-seem  necessary,  and  shall  in 
all  cases  contain  the  following  conditions  :... 

(i)  The  term  for  which  the  license  shall  he  granted  shall 
be  one  year  or  such  shorter  term  as  the  applicant  may  desire. 
The  license  may  be  renewed  by  the  Dewan  for  a  further  term 
not  exceeding  two  years,  whenever  he  is  satisfied  that  the  licensee 
has  been  prevented  from  completing  his  search  of  the  land  by  any 
cause  other  than  his  own  default. 

(ii)  A  moderate  rent  not  exceeding  one  rupee  per  acre  shall 
be  paid  for  the  land  covered  by  license. 

(iii)  The  licensee  shall  pay  a  royalty  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
15  per  cent,  of  tlie  value  on  all  precious  stones  won  and  carried 
away,  and  a  royalty  at  the  rates  specified  in  schedule  0  on  all 
other  minerals  won  and  carried  away  over  and  above  such  quantity 
as  the  Sirkar  may  allow  to  be  taken  free  for  purposes  of  experi-

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(iv)  No  land  in  the  occupation  of  any  person  shall  be  en¬ 
tered  upon  without  the  consent  of  the  occupier,  and  no  trees,  stand¬ 
ing  crops,  or  other  private  property  shall  be  out  or  in  any  way 
injured  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof. 

(v)  The  licensee  shall  make  and  pay  reasonable  satisfaction  and 
compensation  for  all  injury  which  may  be  done  by  him  in  exer¬ 
cise  of  the  powers  granted  by  the  license  and  shall  indemnify  the 
Sirkar  against  all  claims  which  may  be  made  by  (hird  parties  in 
respect  of  any  such  damage  or  injury. 

(vi)  The  licensee  shall  not  cut  or  injure  any  tree  on  unoccupied 
and  unreserved  land  without  the  permission  of  the  Dewan  in 
writing. 

(vii)  Such  license  cannot  be  assigned  nor  can  any  right  or  in¬ 
terest  there-under  be  transferred  without  the  consent  of  the  Sir- 


(viii)  In  ease  of  any  breach  on  the  part  of  the  licensee  of  any 
of  the  five  last  proceeding  clauses,  the  Dewan  may  summarily  re¬ 
voke  the  license,  and  thereupon  all  rights  conferred  thereby  or  en¬ 
joyed  thereunder  shall  cease. 

(ix)  The  licensee  shall,  within  six  months  next  after  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  license  or  the  date  of  the  abandonment  of  the 
undertaking,  whichever  shall  first  occur,  securely  plug  any  bores 


licensee  thereunder  or  the  amount  or  payment  of  the  rent  or  royalty 
made  payal  le  thereby,  the  matter  in  difference  shall  be  decided  by 
the  Sirkar,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

16.  On  or  before  the  determination  of  his  license,  the  licensee 
shall  have  a  right,  subject  to  the  rules  hereinafter  contained  and  to 
the  proviso  contained  in  rule  26.  as  regards  the  grant  of  mining 
leases  : — ' 

(.;■)  in  the  case  of  mineral  oil  or  minerals  other  than  precious 
stones,  to  a  mining  lease  in  accordance  with  the  terms  contained  in 
rules  for  mining  leases  ; 

(»)  in  the  case  of  precious  stones,  to  the  first  offer  of  such 
min.ng  lease  as  the  Sirkar  may  think  fit  to  grant. 

Such  lease  may  include  so  much  land,  whether  comprising  the 
whole  or  a  part  only  of  the  area  for  which  the  prospecting  license 
was  granted,  as  shall  not  exceed  the  area  specified  with  respect  to 
mining  leases  in  schedule  A  annexed  to  these  rules  * 
x  Minixg  Leases. 

17.  Every  application  for  the  grant  of  a  mining  lease  shall  be 
presented  to  the  De~waH.'~iBte  Sirkar  may  by  general  or  special  or¬ 
der  require  a  deposit  of  money^ot  exceeding  Es.  500  to  be  made 
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by  the  applicant  in  any  cage  or  class  of  cases  before  the  application 
is  taken  into  consideration. 

18.  Every  application  for  a  mining  lease  shall  contain — 

(«)  the  name,  residence  and  profession  of  the  applicant ; 
( b )  the  name  of  the  mineral  for  which  the  applicant  in¬ 
fo)  a  map  of  the  area  over  which  the  proposed  lease  is 
to  extend, 

19.  On  receipt  of  any  such  application,  the  Dewan  may,  if  the 
applicant  is  entitled  to  a  lease  under  Rule  16,  or  if  lie  considers  that 
the  applicant  should  be  granted  a  mining  lease,  grant  the  same  with 
the  sanction  of  His  Highness  the  Alalia  Raja,  in  accordance  with 
these  rules  over  such  one  or  more  blocks,  each  not  exceeding  in 
extent  the  area  specified  in  schedule  A  annexed  to  these  rules  as  the 
Sirkar  may  think  fit. 

Provided  that  no  mining  lease  shall  be  granted  under  these 
rules  bo  as  to  cause  the  total  area  held  under  mining  leases  by  the

Provided  also  that  the  area  covered  by  any  lease  or  sub-lease

(vii)  There  shall  be  no  transfer  of  the  interests  conferred  by 
a  lease  or  sub-lease,  or  any  part  of  them,  without  the  consent  of 
the  Sirkar  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Madras  Government. 

(viii)  the  lessee  shall  commence  operations  within  two  years 
from  the  dato  of  the  execution  of  the  lease  and  shall  thereafter 
carry  them  on  effectually  in  a  proper,  skilful  and  mining-lika 
manner,  unless  prevented  by  unavoidable  causa ; 

(ix)  the  lessee  shall  keep  correct  account  showing  the  quan¬ 
tity  and  particulars  of  all  minerals  obtained  from  the  mine  and 
the  number  of  persons  employed  therein  and  also  complete  plans 
of  the  mine  and  shall  allow  any  officer  authorised  by  the  Sirkar 
in  that  behalf  at  any  time  to  examine  such  accounts  and  plans 
and  shall  furnish  the  Sirkar  with  such  information  and  returns 
in  respect  of  the  aforesaid  matter,  as  it  may  prescribe ;  * 

(x)  the  lessee  shall  allow  any  officer  authorised  by  the  Sirkar 
in  that  behalf  to  enter  upon  the  premises  comprised  in  the  lease 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  same  ; 

(xi)  the  lessee  shall  without  delay  send  to  the  Dewan  a  report 
of  any  accident  which  may  occur  at  or  in  the  said  premises  and  also 
the  finding  therein  of  any  mineral  not  specified  in  the  lease  ; 

(xii)  should  the  royalty  or  rent  reserved  or  made  payable  by 
the  lease  be  not  paid  within  two  months  next  after  the  date  fixed 
in  the  lease  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  the  Sirkar  may  enter  upon 
the  said  premises  and  distrain  all  or  any  of  the  minerals  or  mov¬ 
able  property  therein,  and  may  carry  away  or  detain  them  until  the 
rent  or  royalty  due  and  all  costs  and  expenses  occasioned  by  the 
non-payment  there-of  shall  be  fully  paid  ;  and,  if  any  royalty  or 
rent  remain  at  any  time  unpaid  for  six  calendar  months  after  the 
date  on  which  it  is  due,  the  S.rkar  may  determine  the  lease  and 
take  possession  of  the  premises  comprised  therein;  and  in  such 
case  the  deposit  referred  to  in  Rule  17  above  is  also  liable  to  for¬ 
feiture  ; 

(xiii)  in  the  case  of  any  breach  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  of  any 
covenant  or  condition  contained  in  the  lease,  the.Sirkar  may  deter¬ 
mine  the  lease  and  taka  possession  of  the  premises  ; 
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(xiv)  at  .the  end  or  sooner  determination  of  the  lease,  the 
lessee,  shall  deliver  up  the  said  premises  and  all  mines  (if  any) 
dug  therein  in  a  proper  and  workni  inlike  state,  save  in  respect  of 
any  working  as  to  which  the  Sirkar  may  have  sanctioned  abundon- 


(xv)  should  any  question  or  dispute  arise  regarding  the  lease  or 
any  matter  or  thing  connected  with  the  mines  or  minerals  leased, 
or  the  working  or  non-working  thereof,  or  the  amount  or  payment 
of  the  royalty  or  rent  reserved  or  made  payable  by  the  lease,  the 
matter  in  diff  erence  shall  be  decided  by  the  Sirkar  whose  decision 
thereon  shall  be  final. 

(xvi)  No  lessee  or  sub-lessee  shall  be  permitted  to  enter 
into  any  arrangement  with  any  other  person  or  corporation  for  the 
joint  control  of  the  price,  output  or  sale  of  the  product. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  AS  TO  LICENSES  AND  LEASES. 

23.  (I)  All  operations  conducted  under  the  authority  of  these 
rules  within  a  reserved  forest  shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions  as 

the  Sirkar  may  by  general  or  special  order  from  time  to  time  pre¬ 

scribe. 

(2)  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  every  license  granted  under  these 
rules  that,  before  the  commencement  of  exploration  or  prospecting 
(as  the  case  may  be)  within  a  reserved  forest,  notice  shall  be  given 
to  the  Conservator  of  the  intention  to  commence  operations  and 
that  the  operations  shall  be  conducted  subject  to  any  conditions 
regarding  the  use  of  fire  that  he  may  prescribe. 

(3j  Every  mining  lease  which  includes  any  portion  of  a  re¬ 
served  forest,  shall,  if  it  authorises  the  lessee  to  fell  timber  for 
mining  purposes,  specify  the. area  within  which,  or  the  quantity  up 
to  which  and  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which,  he  may  ex¬ 
ercise  that  authority. 

24.  Should  the  applicant  for  a  prospecting  license  or  mining 
lease  desire  the  Dewan  to  prepare  for  him  the  sketch  required  by 
Rule  II  (2)  (b)  or  the  map  required  by  Rule  18  («),  or  should  the 
sketch  or  map  presented  by  the  applicant  be  insufficient,  the 
Dewan  may  prepare  the  sketch  or  map  required  and  may,  if  he 
so  order,  recover  the  cost  from  the  applicant  at  a  rate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  four  annas  per  acre.  If  the  S.rkar  has  prepared  a  map  of  a 
tract  of  country  specially  for  the  convenience  of  the  intending 
applicants  for  licenses  and  leases  under  these  rules  and  if  any 
applicant  makes  use  of  such  map  for  the  sketch  or  map  aforesaid, 
it  will  be  open  to  the  Sirkar  to  recover  as  above  such  share  of  the 
cost  of  preparing  the  map  as  it  may  consider  to  be  equitably  due 
from  applicant. 

25.  If  a  lieensg-or  lease  is  not  executed  within  6  months  after 
leave  has  been  granted  for  it,  the  right  of  the  applicant  to  such 
license  or  lease  shall  be  held  to  have  lapsed,  unless  the  Sirkar  for 
special  reasons  consents  to  grant  the  same,  notwithstanding  the 
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26.  Any  prospecting  license  which  may  be  issued  under  the  fore¬ 
going  rules  shall  be  issued  subject  to  the  proviso  that  the  grant  of 
mining  lease  of  any  portion  of  the  area  prospected  shall  be  con¬ 
ditional  on  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Government  of  India.

2.  Notice  to  be  given  before  entering  on  lands  and  lessor  to  be  at

above  appointed  in  that  behalf  and  will  also  pay  and  discharge  all 
taxes,  rates,  assessments  and  impositions  whatsoever,  being  in  the

condition  and  work  all  mines  when  opened  without  voluntary  inter¬

therefor,  or  if  precious  stones  be  concerned,  the  first  offer  of  a 
mining  lease  therefor,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  prescribed 
in  Rule  16  of  the  revised  rules  passed  by  tire  Travaneore  Govern¬ 
ment  for  the  grant  of  prospecting  licenses  dated  the  17th  May  1908, 
provided  tint  the  lessee  exorcises  his  right  of  option  hereby  given 
within  6  months  from  the  date  of  such  discovery  or  find. 

10.  To  keep  bowks  of  accounts  or  registers,—  The  lessee  will  at  all 

times  during  the  said  term  keep  or  causa  to  be  kept  at  the  office  or 
counting  house  of  the  works,  to  ba  situate  in  or  contiguous  to  some 
part  of  the  said  lands,  correct,  and  intelligible  books  of  accounts 
upon  such  plan  or  principle  and  in  such  form  as  may  be  approved 
of  by  the  Travaneore  Government,  which  books  shall  contain  ac¬ 
curate  entries  of  (1)  the  quantity  of  raised  and  brought 

to  bank  from  the  mines  which  have  been  or  may  be  made  or  sunk 
by  the  lessee  or  otherwise  gotten  by  him  under  the  license  and 
liberty  on  that  behalf  hereinbefore  contained,  (2)  the  quantity  of 
sold  and  exported  from  the  said  mines  and  (3)  the  quantity  of 
otherwise  disposed  of  and  the  manner  and  purpose  in  and  for  which 
the  same  have  been  or  are  intended  to  be  applied,  (4)  the  number 
of  persons  employed  in  the  said  mines  and  works,  together  with  all 
other  facts  necessary  or  proper  for  conveniently  ascertaining  the 
amount  of  the  royalty  from  time  to  time  payable  under,  these  pro  ■ 
sents  and  the  maimer  in  which  such  has  been  disposed  of  and 
will  also  at  his  own  expense  furnish  to  such  officer  as  the  said  Gov¬ 
ernment  may  from  time  to  time  direct  and  at  such  times  as  the 
said  Government  may  appoint,  true  and  correct  abstracts  of  all  or 
any  of  such  accounts  &c.,  and  returns  and  will  at  all  reasonable 
times  allow  such  officers  or  persons  as  the  said  Government  shall  in 
that  behalf  appoint,  to  enter  into  and  have  free  access  to  the  said 
office  or  counting  house  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  inspect¬ 
ing  the  said  several  books  of  account  and  to  take  copies  thereof  and 
make  extracts  therefrom. 

11.  To  keep  plans  of  working. — The  lessee  will  at  all  times  dur¬ 
ing  the  said  term  canse  to  be  made  and  kept  at  the  said  office  or 
counting  house  true  and  correct  and  intelligible  plans  and  sections 
of  the  said  mines  and  workings  which  plans  and  sections  shall  shew 
as  well  the  operation  and  workings  which  have  been  carried  on,  as 
also  all  views,  faults  and  other  disturbances  which  have  been 
observed  and  encountered  in  such  workings  and  operations  and  all 
such  plans  and  sections  shall  ba  made,  amended,  and  filled  up  by 
and  from  actual  survey  to  be  made  for  that  purpose  at  the  end  of 
every  period  of  twelve  calendar  months  and  the  lessee  will  at  his 
own  cost  furnish  to  the  lessor  true  and  correct  copies  of  such  plans 
and  sections  when  thereunto  required. 
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16.  To  keep  a  Manager  or  Agent- — Tlio  lessee  will  at  all  times 
have  at  the  said  premises  a  duly  accredited  manager  or  agent  to 
whom  all  notices  may  be  given  and  all  communications  from  the 
lessor  may  be  made.  If  there  shall  not  at  any  time  be  such  an 
agent  on  the  said  premises  the  lessor  will  be  at  liberty  to  treat  any 
other  person  there  as  such  agent  and  to  serve  all  notices  and  docu¬ 
ments  upon  the  said  agent  or  in  his  absence  upon  any  such  other 
person  as  aforesaid,  or  in  the  case  of  there  being  no  such  other 
person  as  aforesaid  then  by  affixing  such  notices  or  documents  upon 
some  conspicuous  portion  of  the  said  premises  in  the  occupation  of 
the  lessee. 

17.  To  pay  compensation  for  injury  to  third  parties — The 
lessee  will  mate  and  pay  reasonable  satisfaction  and  compensation 
for  all  injury  which  may  be  done  by  him,  liis  agents  or  servants, 
in  exercise  of  the  liberties  and  powers  hereby  granted,  to 
the  property  and  rights  of  third  parties  and  will  at  all  times  save 
harmless  and  keep  indemnified  the  lessor  from  and  against  all 
actions,  suits,  claims  and  demands  by  such  third  parties  in  respect 
of  any  such  injury. 

IS.  To  deliver  up  mines,  &c.,  in  good  order. — The  lessee  will  at 
the  end  or  sooner  determination  of  the  said  term  deliver  up  to  the 
lessor  in  good  order,  repair  and  in  a  proper  and  workman-like  con¬ 
dition  and  fit  for  future  working  the  said  premises  and  all  mines 
which  have  been  or  may  be  made  or  sunk  by  the  lessee  under  the 
license  and  liberty  in  that  behalf  hereinbefore  contained,  together 
with  all  engines,  pits,  shafts,  water-courses,  air-gates,  levels,  and 
fixtures  below  ground-level  and  which  cannot  be  moved  without 
causing  injury  to  the  said  mines,  except  any  pits,  shafts  or  other 
works  which  shall  have  been  abandoned  or  disused  in  the  ordinary 
and  fair  course  of  working  of  the  said  mines  and  premises  and  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Government. 

19.  To  despatch  consignments  only  after  inspection. — The  lessee 
will  not  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Dewan  Peishkar  of 
despatch  any  consignment  of  from  the  said  mines, 

unless  it  shall  have  been  inspected,  and  its  removal  authorised,  by  a 
Government  officer  appointed  for  the  purpose.  The  dates  on  which 
the  inspection  will  be  made  will  be  notified  by  the  Dewan  Peishkar 
to  the  lessee,  but  if  the  lessee  desires  to  despatch  a  con¬ 
signment  on  any  other  date,  he  shall  give  the  Dewan  Peishkar  a 
fortnight’s  notice  of  such  intention. 

Part  VIII.— The  Lessor’s  Covenants. 

1.  For  quiet  enjoyment  — The"-  lessee  paying  the  rents  hereby' 
reserved  and  observing  and  performing  the  covenants  and  provi¬ 
sions  herein  contained  and  on  his  part  to  be  observed  and  perform¬ 
ed,  shall  and  may  peaceably  and  quietly  hold  and  enjoy  the  rights 
and  premises  hereby  demised  for  and  during  the  term  hereby  grant¬ 
ed  without  any  lawful  interruption  from  or  by  the  lessor  or  any 
person  rightfully  claiming  from  or  under  him. 

2.  Liberty  to  lessee  after  expiry  of  lease  to  enter  and  remove 
rriachinery  &c,~- The  lessee  may  at  any  time  or  times  within  six 
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calendar  months  after  the  determination  of  this  demise  'whether  by 
effluxion  of  time  or  otherwise,  enter  into  and  upon  the  said  lands 
or  any  part  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  taking  down,  removing  and 
disposing  of  for  his  own  use  and  benefit  all  the  machinery,  utensils, 
implements,  articles  and  things,  set  up  and  used  in  and  about  the 
working  of  the  Said  mines,  and  all  ovens,  kilns,  sheds,  huts,  rail¬ 
ways,  tramways,  and  other  works  (except  buildings  and  erections  of 
brick  or  stone)  ereoted  and  then  standing  upon  any  of  the  said  lands 
for  the  purpose  of  working  the  said  mines,  unless  the  lessor  shall  be 
desirous  of  purchasing  the  same  or  any  of  them  in  pursuance  of  the 
provision  in  that  behalf  hereinafter  contained. 

Part  IX.— General  Provisions: 

1.  Power  of  distress. — If  the  rent  or  royalty  hereby  reserved  or 

either  of  them  or  any  part  thereof  respectively  shall  be  behind  or 
unpaid  for  the  space  of  two  calendar  months  next  after  any  of  the 
days  whereon  the  same  ought  to  be  paid,  then  and  so  often  as  the 
case  shall  happen  the  lessor  may  enter  into  and  upon  the  said  lands 
Which  shall  for  the  time  being  be  possessed  or  occupied  by  the 
lessee  for  the  purposes  of  this  demise  and  may  distrain  ali  or  any 
of  the  stock  of  engines,  plant,  live  and  dead  stoob 

and  things  Which  shall  be  found  in  or  upon  the  same  premises,  and 
the  same  may  take,  lead,  drive,  carry  away,  impound,  detain  and 
keep  until  the  rent  or  royalty  which  shall  then  be  due  and  all  costs 
and  expenses  occasioned  by  the  non-payment  thereof  shall  be  fully 
paid  and  satisfied. 

2.  Power  of  re-entry. — If  the  rents  or  royalty  hereby  reserved  or 

either  of  them,  or  any  part  thereof  respectively  shall  be  behind  or 
unpaid  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  after  any  of  the 
days  whereon  the  same  ought  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid  and  whether 
the  same  shall  have  been  legally  demanded  or  not,  or  if  the  lessee 
shall  commit  any  breach  of  the  covenants  and  conditions  contained 
in  this  lease  and  on  his  part  to  be  observed  and  performed,  or  any 
of  them,  then  and  in  any  such  case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  lessor 
or  his  agents  duly  empowered  in  that  behalf  at  any  time  thereafter 
and  although  the  lessor  may  not  have  taken  advantage  of  some  pre¬ 
vious  default  of  a  like  nature,  into  and  upon  the  said  mines  and 
premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  the  name  of  the  whole,  to  re-enter 
and  the  same  to  have  again,  re-possess  and  enjoy  as  of  his  former 
estate;  and  thereupon  the  said  term  of  years  shall  absolutely  deter¬ 
mine  and  the  said  deposit  of  Rs.  hereinbefore  referred 

to  shall  be  retained  by  the  lessor  as  and  for  his  own  property. 

3.  Proviso  for  lessor  to  purchase. — If  at  the  end  or  sooner  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  said  term  the  lessor  shall  be  desirous  of  purchasing 
all  or  any  of  the  buildings  or  works  above  ground  level  set  up  or 
constructed  by  the  lessee  and  shall  signify  such  his  desire  by  notice 
in  writing  to  the  lessee  six  calendar  months  at  least  before  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  the  said  term  (or  if  the  said  term  shall  he  determined 
under  the  power  of  re-entry  hereinbefore  contained  at  any  time 
within  three  calendar  months  after  the  determination  of  the  said 
term)  the  lessee  shall  sell  to  the  lessor,  all  or  any  of  the  said  build¬ 
ings  and  works' at  a  price  which  shall  be  fixed  or  ascertained  by 
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taking  the  net  cost  of  such  buildings  or  works  as  at  the  date  of  con¬ 
struction  and  deducting  therefrom  for  depreciation  a  sum  equival- 
ant  to  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  net  original  cost. 

4.  Bight  of  lessee  to  determine  lease  of  mines  destroyed  by  act  of 
God. — If  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  this  demise  the  said 
mines  and  works  shall  become  destroyed  or  rendered  substantially 
and  permanently  unfit  for  the  purposes  of  this  demise  by  fire, 
tempest  or  flood  or  violence  of  any  army  or  mob  or  other  irresisti¬ 
ble  force,  these  presents  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  lessee,  be  void 
provided  that  if  the  injury  be  occasioned  by  the  wrongful  act  or 
default  of  the  lessee  or  his  servants  he  shall  not  he  entitled  to  avail 
himself  of  the  benefit  of  this  provision.  And  provided  also  that  if 
this  lease  shall  become  void  for  or  by  reason  of  any  of  the  causes 
aforesaid  it  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of 
the  lessor  under  or  by  virtue  of  these  presents  for  the  recovery  of 
any  rent  or  royalty  which  may  then  remain  unpaid  or  in  respect  of 
any  breach  which  may  have  been  committed  of  any  of  the  cove¬ 
nants  herein  contained  on  the  part  of  the  lessee. 

5.  Differences  to  be  determined  by  the  Government  of  Travan- 
eore. — Whenever  any  doubt,  difference  or  dispute  shall  hereafter 
arise  touching  the  construction  of  these  presents  or  anything  herein 
contained  or  any  matter  or  thing  connected  with  the  said  mines,  or 
minerals  hereby  dealt  with  or  the  working  or  non-working  thereof 
or  the  amount  or  payment  of  any  royalty  or  rent  reserved  or  made 
payable  hereunder  the  matter  in  difference  shall  be  decided  by  His 
Highness  the  Maha  Rajah’s  Government  whose  decision  shall  be 
final.

Forest  Reserves,  Plantations  and  Un-reserved  lands,  passed  under 
Sections  SI  ( last  clause J  and  22  ( e)  of  the  Forest  Regulation  II 
of 1068,  as  amended  by  Regulations  IV  of  1071  d  IX  of  1085,  by 
the  Government  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah,  under  date 
the  23rd  August  1911\7th  Chingom  1087,  in  supersession  of  the 
Rules  regarding  the  grazing  of  cattle  in  the  Reserved  Forests 
and  Plantations  of  the  State,  dated  20th  May  1908j7th  Edavom 
1083,  and  the  Revised  Rules  for  the  grazing  of  foreign  cattle  in 
the  Cardamom,  Peermade,  Mlapara  and  the  Anjanad  Hills,  dated 
12th  April  1909.  (As  amended  by  Notification  No.  4249/L. 
R.  &  F.  dated  13th  May  1914,  and  Notification  No.  4570/  F • 
d  M.  R.  dated  llth  November  1915.) 

I.  For  purposes  of  grazing,  Forest  Reserves  (including 
Reserved  Forests  and  Reserved  lands),  Plantations  and  Un¬ 
reserved  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government,  in  a  Forest 
Division,  maybe  divided  into  grazing  blocks. 

Each  grazing  block  may,  wherever  necessary,  be  roughly 
divided  into  compartments,  so  that  one  or  more  compartments 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  entirely  closed  to  grazing  or 
browsing.

Exceptions :— 

(1)  Cows,  bulls,  and  buffaloes,  the  property  of  the  subjects 
of  Travancore,  will  be  allowed  to  graze  free,  in  all  reserves 
and  plantations  other  than  those  closed  against  grazing  under 
the  rules;  or  by  publication  of  a  special  notification  in  the 
Government  Gazette,  provided  such  cattle  are  covered  by  a 
printed  free  permit  or  permits  issued  by  the  Divisional  Forest. 
Officer  or  Range  Officer. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  cows  and  buffaloes,  calyes  under  one  year 
old  will  be  exempted  from  payment  of  any  fee. 

l3)  All  domestic  animals  of  the  subjects  of  Travancore  shall 
be  allowed  to  graze  free  in  unreserved  lands. 

(4)  The  following  concessions  are  also  granted  so  far  as  the 
High  Range  Forest  Division  is  concerned. 
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(i)  Cereal  cultivators  are  permitted  to  graze  a  pair  of  bul¬ 
locks  for  every  five  acres  of  land  owned  and  actually  cultivated 
by  them,  free  of  tax. 

(ii)  Proprietors  or  Managers  of  Tea  and  Coffee  Estates  are 
permitted  to  graze  10  bead  of  their  oivn  cattle  for  every  100 
acres  of  estate,  free  of  tax.  This  right  is  transferable  from  ona 
estate  to  another. 

(iii)  Butchers  may  import  cattle  for  slaughter  under  a  free 
permit  provided  such  cattle  are  not  kept  beyond  a  fortnight  after 
importation. 

III.  ..Goats  will  be  excluded  from  all  the  Reserves  and  Plant¬ 
ations  in  the  Southern  Division,  In  the  other  Divisions  they 
may  be  allowed  to  graze  in  places  specially  permitted  by  the 
Conservator  of  Eorests. 

In  the  Southern  1  Division,  sheep  will  be  allowed  to  graze 
in  the  Reserves,  In  other  Divisions,  they  will  be  allowed  to  graze 
in  places  specially  permitted  by  order  of  the  Conservator  of 
Forests. 

IV.  In'the  ease  of  animals  falling  under  clause  (b),  (c),  (d) 
or  (e)  of  Rule  II  supra,  only  half  the  rates  will  be  charged  for 
returning  in  the  same  season.  This  rule  does  not  apply  to  the 
High  Range  Forest  Division. 

.  V.  Each  season  will  be  a  period  of  six  months,  i.  e.,  from  1st 
Chittrai  to  end  of  Pnrattasi,  and  from  1st  Alpasi  to  end  of  Pan- 
guni.  In  the  case  of  all  animals  in  the  High  Range  Forest 
Division  and  in  the  case  of  sheep  in  the  Southern  Division  the 
grazing  period  will  correspond  to  the  Malabar  year  and  the  graz¬ 
ing  fees  will  be  consequently  double  the  rates  fixed  for  six 
months  in  Rule  II  supra. 

VI.  Persons  wishing  to  graze  their  cattle  or  other  animals 
shall  apply  to  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer,  or  other  officer 
authorised  in  this  behalf  stating  how  many  cattle  they  wish  to 
graze,  for  what  length  of  time  and  at  what  places,  and  pay  the 
prescribed  fee  in  advance.  Such  officer  will  then  issue  a  permit 
in  the  printed  form  appended  to  these  rules,  specifying  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cattle,  the  amount  of  fees  received  and  the  grazing  locality 
or  block,  &c. 

Provided  that  grazing  shall  not  be  permitted  on  areas  cov¬ 
ered  with  young  growth  as  follows 

Coppice  under  10  years  old, 

Plantations  under  IS  years  old, 

Natural  forests'  under  20  years  old ; 

And  provided  also,  that  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer  may 
limit  the  number  of  cattle  allowed  to  graze  in  any  locality  and 
withdraw  the  permit  and  exclude  the  cattle  if  he  finds  that  the 
forest  growth  is  suffering  from  their  presence. 

VII.  Free  passes  will  be  granted  on  application  to  the  Divi- 
-lional  Forest  Officer  or  to  the' respective  Range  Officers. 


VIII.  Each  cattje-owner  must  appoint  a  responsible  herds¬ 
man  who  should  be  not  less  than  15  years  of  age  and  whose 
name  will  be  entered  in  the  permit.  The  herdsman  must  always 
accompany  the  cattle  and  carry  the  permit  with  him  in  the 
forests  and  produce  it  on  demand  by  a  Forest  or  Police  Officer, 
or  by  a  Frontier  Chowkey  Officer,  in  the  case  of  the  High  Range 
Division.  The  Police  or  Chowkey  Officer,  shall,  if  he  finds  any 
irregularity,  immediately  report  the  fact  to  the  Forest  Range 
Officer  concerned.  At  least  one  herdsman  is  required  for  ever  y 
50  head  of  cattle  or  100  of  sheep.  The  Forest  guard  or  watcher 
in  charge  of  the  block 'or  'compartment  will  check  the  cattle  as 
often  as  possible.  If  any  cattle-owner  wishes  to  appoint  a  new 
herdsman,  he  should  inform  the  Range  Officer  concerned  and  get 
the  necessary  corrections  made  in  the  permit.  Cattle  owners 
must  understand  that  they  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  dam¬ 
age  done  to  the  forests  through  the  negligence  of  their  herdsmen 
by  cattle  straying,  &c. 

IX.  Cattle  found  grazing  in  the  places  closed  to  them,  or  in 
places  not  mentioned  in  the  permit,  will  be  impounded,  and  the 
owners  will  be  liable  to  punishment  under  Section  21  or  the 
rules  under  Section  22_'or  under  Section  24  of  the  Forest  Regu¬ 
lation,  as  the  case  may  be. 

X.  Cattle  found  in  the  forests  without  a  permit,  or  in  numbers 
in  excess  of,  or  different  in  description  from,  those  mentioned 
in  the  permit,  will  be  impounded,  and  the  permit  may  also  be 
cancelled  by  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer.  In  the  case  of  foreign 
cattle,  the  owner  or  herdsman  will  be  liable  to  be  punished  under 
the  Forest  Regulation  or  Rules  framed  thereunder,  in  addition 
to  the  impounding  of  the  cattle  and  the  cancellation  of  the  per¬ 
mit,  if  any. 

XL  When,  on  account  of  scarcity  of  grass  or  water,  it  is  de¬ 
sired  to  move  cattle  from  the  grazing  block  mentioned  in  the 
permit  to  another  grazing  block,  application  accompanied  by  the 
permit  should  be  made  to  the  local  officer  in  charge  of  the  Range, 
who  shall  promptly  grant  the  request  if  unobjectionable,  and 
report  the  fact  to  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer. 

XII.  Cattle  herdsmen  and  permit-holders  shall  not  carry  or 
use  fire-arms  or  carry  any  cutting  weapons  within  the  limits  of 
any  Forest  Reserves  or  Plantations,  nor  shall  they  carry  torches 
or  kindle  fire  in  places  other  than  those  specially  set  apart  for 
cooking,  or  set  fire  within  the  limits  of  a  Forest  Reserve  or  graz¬ 
ing  block  or  outside  it,  so  as  to  endanger  its  safety  from  fire. 

Infringement  of  this  rule  will  entail  cancellation  of  the  per¬ 
mit  or  permits  in  addition  to  any  other  punishment  that  the  law 
provides. 

Xlft>s._The  Divisional  Forest  Officer  may  prohibit  the  grant 
of  a  permit'to  any  person  or  cancel  a  permit  for  specified  rea¬ 
sons.

XV.  In  cases  of  real  necessity,  penning  of  cattle  will  be  al¬ 
lowed  in  grazing  blocks  recommended  by  the  Bange  Officer  after 
personal  inspection,  provided  there  is  not  more  than  one  pen  in 
any  compartment  and  subject  to  the  following  conditions : — 

(1)  The  penning  of  cattle  shall  only  be  allowed  in  those 
penning  localities  or  tholus  which  may  be  notified  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer. 

(2)  The  penning  shall  be  done  only  on  obtaining  a  printed 
pen-license,  in  the  annexed  form,  from  the  Range  Officer,  who 
will  issue  the  license,  only  for  cattle  for  which  grazing  permits 
have  been  previously  obtained. 

(,3j)  The  fee  for  a  pen-license  shall  be  one  rupee  for  every 
20  head  of  cattle  or  fraction  thereof,  for  penning  throughout  the 
year,  or  8  As.  for  every  grazing  season.  Exception-All  domestic 
cattle  of  the  Villagers  of  Anjanad  who  are  subjects  of  Travan- 
core,  shall  be  allowed  to  be  penned  free  in  unreserved  lands. 

(4)  When  cattle  are  taken  from  one  locality,  pen  or  tholu 
to  another,  a  fresh  license  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Bange 
Officer  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  latter  tholu  lies,  on  payment  of 
a  fresh  license  fee. 

(5)  There  shall  be  at  least  one  herdsman  in  charge  of 
every  cattle  pen  containing  500  cat-tie  or  less,  and  he  shall  keep 
the  grazing  permits  of  the  cattle  penned  with  him  to  be  shown 
on  demand. 

(6)  Herdsmen  accompanying  the  cattle  shall  be  allowed 
free  use  of  unclassified  timber,  bamboos  and  reeds  required  for 
their  huts  and  for  firewood,  in  quantities  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Divisional  Forest  officer. 

(7)  The  herdsmen  shall  not  kindle  fire  outside  the  limits 
of  the  pen,  nor  allow  fire  to  spread  beyond  it,  and  they  shall  be 
bound  to  give  information  coming  to  their  knowledge,  to  the 
nearest  Forest  Officer,  of  any  forest  offence,  committed  or  damage 
done  by  others  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  They  shall  also 
render  such  reasonable  assistance  as  may  be  required  of  them  by 
any  Forest  Officer  in  putting  out  or  preventing  the  occurrence  of 
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fires  and  in  the  detection  or  the  prevention  of  the  commission  of 
any  forest  offence.  .Cattle  owners  will  be  held  responsible  for 
any  damage  that  their  herdsmen  may  cause  to  the  forest  besides 
the  penalty  provided  by  the  Forest  Laws. 

(8)  The  license  shall  not  ordinarily  be  transferable,  but 
when  the  ownership  of  the  cattle_  covered  by  a  license  changes 
hands,  the  license  also  shall  go  with'it. 

(9)  Failure  to  abide  by  any  of  these  rules  will  entail  can¬ 
cellation  of  the  license  and  the  grazing  permit  or  permits  by  the 
Divisional  Forest  Officer,  besides  rendering  the  license-holder  or 
his  herdsman  or  both  as  the  case  may  be,  liable  to  any  other 
punishment  which  the  law  provides.

The  following  Buies  are  enacted  under  Section  21,  clause  (g) 
and  Section  22,  clause  (/),  of  the  Travancore  Forest  Begulation 
II  of  1068,  as  amended  by  Begulations  IV  of  1071  and  IX  of, 
1085,  for  the  Begulation  of  hunting,  shooting,  fishing  and  the 
setting  of  traps  and  snares,  and  to  prohibit  the  poisoning  of 
water',  within  the  limits  of  Beserved  Forests,  and  of  lands  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Government  though  not  included  in  Beserved 
Forests. 

2.  The  Buies  issued  under  Section  21  (</)  of  Begulation  II  of 
1068,  and  published  at  page  113  of  the  Government  Gazette 
dated  the  13th  February  1906  are  hereby  repealed. 

3.  Subject  to  the  concessions  granted  to  hillmen  by  the  Buies 
dated  the  14th  December  1911,  it  shall  not  bo  lawful  for  any  one 
to  hunt  or  shoot  within  any  Beserved  Forest,  or  any  land  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Government  though  not  included  in  a  Reserved 
Forest,  unless  he  has  obtained  a  license  permitting  him  to  do  so. 
Provided  that  all  officers  of  the  Forest  Department,  of  and  above 
the  rank  of  Bangers  and  all  officers  of  the  Revenue  Department 
in  the  Devicolam  Division,  are  exempted  from  these  Buies  within 
their  respective  jurisdictions. 

4.  A  fee  of  Bh.  Bs.  (50)  fifty  shall  be  levied  for  each  license 
to  hunt  or  shoot  in  the  Beserved  Forests  of  a  Revenue  Division 
and  of  Bh.  Bs.  (25)  twenty-five  in  the  case  of  lands  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Government  and  not  included  in  Beserved  Forests 
in  ail  parts  of  Travancore,  except  in  the  Devicolam  Division, 
In  the  Devicolam  Division,  the  fee  shall  be  Bh.  Bs.  (100)  one 
hundred  in  the  case  of  Beserved  Forests,  and  Bh.  Bs.  (50)  fifty 
iji  the  case  of  lands  at  the  disposal  of. the  Government  and  not 
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included  in  Reserved  Forests.  A  license  to  hunt  or  shoot  in 
Reserved  Forests  includes  also  permission  to  hunt  or  shoot  in 
lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  and  not  included  in 
Reserved  Forests,  but  not  vice  versa. 

5.  Owners  of  packs  of  hounds  and  dogs,  consisting  of  five  or 
more  in  number  and  kept  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  hunting 
shall  apply  to  the  Conservator  of  Forests  for  the  registration  of 
their  packs,  and  shall  pay  a  fee  of  Bh.  Rs,  (100)  one  hundred  for 
a  license  for  the  privilege  of  hunting  with  dogs.  No  two  packs 
shall  be  kennelled  or  hunted  within  a  radius  of  12  miles  of  one 
another  by  the  shortest  road. 

6.  Persons  desirous  of  hunting  or  shooting  for  sport  should 
apply  to  the  Conservator  of  F orests,  stating  the  locality  where  they 
wish  to  shoot  and  the  time  for  which  a  license  is  required,  and, 
if  there  is  no  objection,  a  license  will  be  granted.  In  the  case  of 
lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  and  not  included  in  a 
Reserved  Forest,  the  Conservator  of  Forests  shall  obtain  the 
views  of  the  Division  Peishkar  or  the  Superintendent,  Devicolam 
Division  as  the  case  may  be,  before  he  grants  a  license. 

7.  The  Conservator  of  Forests  may,  after  obtaining  the  sanc¬ 
tion  cf  the  Government,  issue  special  licenses  to  person  desirous 
or  hunting  or  shooting  for  sport  in  Reserved  Forests  or  in  lands 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  and  not  included  in  Reserved 
Forests,  throughout  the  State.  The  fee  for  such  a  special  license, 
shall  be  Bh.  Rs.  (200)  two  hundred,  and  the  license  shall  he 
valid  for  one  year.  The  Conservator  of  Forests  shall,  on  receipt 
of  applications  from  the  proprietors  of  Estates  adjoining  Reserved 
Forests  or  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  and  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  Reserved  Forests,  grant  them  yearly  licenses  on  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  fees  prescribed  therefor. 

8.  Applications  may  be  made,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  in 
printed  forms  obtainable  from  the  Conservator  of  Forests  or  in 
manuscript  forms  containing  the  following  particulars  : — 

(1)  Full  name  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Residence  and  address. 

(3)  Occupation. 

(4)  Reasons  for  the  application  ( Here  state  whether  it 

is  for  sport  or  for  defence  of  property  &c. ) 

(5)  Reserved  Forests  or  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the 

Government  and  not  included  in  Reserved  Forests, 
where  the  applicant  intends  to  hunt  or  shoot. 

(3)  Period  for  which  the  license  should  run,  ( the  date 
of  expiry  not  to  run  beyond  the  last  day  of  the 
Malabar  year.) 

(7)  Signature  of  the  applicant  and  date. 

9.  No  license  shall,  however,  be  granted  for  hunting  or  shoot¬ 
ing  for  sport  big  game  within  any  Reserved  Forests  between 
the  31st  of  May  and  the  1st  of  October  and  feathered  game  and 
hare  between  the  30th  November  and  the  1st  April  of  each  year. 
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This  period  shall,  for  this  purpose,  be  deemed  to  be  a  close  season. 
But  the  Conservator  of  Forests  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Government,  declare,  by  Notification  in  the  Gazette,  any  Reserved 
Forest  or  any  portion  thereof  to  be  closed  against  shooting,  either 
permanently  or  for  any  prescribed  period  as  may  be  considered 
necessary.  He  may  also  likewise  declare  any  land  at  the  dispo¬ 
sal  of  the  Government  and  not  included  in  a  Reserved  Forest  to 
be  closed  against  shooting  for  any  specified  period.  In  special 
cases  where  the  Government  think  it  necessary,  licenses  may  be 
granted  for  shooting  big  game  even  during  the  close  season 
subject,  of  course,  to  such  precautionary  measures  as  may  seem 
necessary. 

10.  Any  person  holding  land  within  or  adjoining  a  Reserved 
Forest  or  within  or  adjoining  land  at  the  disposal  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  though  not  included  in  a  Reserved  Forest,  and  wishing  to 
protect  his  land  from  the  ravages  of  animals,  may  apply  to  the 
Divisional  Forest  Officer  concerned,  setting  forth  the  reasons  for 
his  application,  and  upon  that  officer  satisfying  himself  that  the 
application  is  bc-na  ficle  for  the  defence  of  property  and  that  the 
applicant  understands  the  rules  prohibiting  the  lighting  of  fires 
the  Divisional  Forest  Officer  may  grant  a  free  license,  permitting 
the  shooting  of  destructive  animals  within  3  miles  of  the  appli¬ 
cant’s  property. 

11.  The  officer  authorised  to  issue  licenses  may  refuse  to 
grant  a  license,  if  an  applicant  has  been  convicted  of  an  offence 
against  the  Rules  or  for  any  other  special  reason  to  be  stated  in 
writing'.  In  every  case  of  refusal  by  a  Divisional  Forest  Officer 
to  grant  a  license,  an  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  Conservator  of 
Forests,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

12.  A  license  shall  not  be  transferable,  and  it  shall  not  run 
beyond  the  last  day  of  Audi  of  the  year  in  which  it  was  granted. 
It  must  be  shown,  on  demand,  to  any  officer  of  the  Forest, 
Police  or  Land  Revenue  Department. 

13.  A  license  authorises  the  holder  to  kill  all  animals,  other 
fhan  those  mentioned  in  Rule  14,  provided  that  such  holder  shall 
not,  under  any  circumstances,  kill  more  than  two  heads  of  each 
of  the  mature  males  of  bison,  ibex,  spotted  deer,  sambur  and  such 
other  animals  as  may  be  hereafter  specified  by  the  Government, 
under  cover  of  a  single  license  in  any  year. 

14.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  whether  holding  a 
license  or  not,  to  shoot  at,  kill,  capture,  pursue  or  attempt  to  kill 
or  capture,  any  elephant  or  any  female  or  immature  male  of 
bison,  ibex,  sambur  and  spotted  deer,  at  any  time,  or  any  other 
animal  which  the  Government  may,  by  Notification  in  the  Gazette 
specify  at  any  future  date: 

Provided  that  owners  and  occupiers  of  Estates  may  be 
allowed  to  drive  away,  by  shooting,  any  animals  that  may  be  found 
to  be  doing  damage  to  their  cultivation. 
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15.  Beating  or  the  setting  of  traps  or  snares  for  game  is 
forbidden,  except  with  the  special  permission  of  the  Divisional 
Forest  Officer. 

16.  No  license  is  required  for  fishing  in  Reserved  Forests,  or 
in  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  though  not  included 
in  a  [Reserved  Forest,  which  are  not  closed  by  special  order,  but 
if  this  privilege  is  abused,  or  for  any  other  reason,  the  Conservator 
of  Forests  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Government,  declare,  by 
Notification  in  the  Gazette,  all  or  any  rivers,  streams  or  lakes, 
situated  within  any  Reserved  Forest,  or  lands  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Government  Ihougli  not  included  in  a  Reserved  Forest,  to  be 
closed  against  fishing  without  a  license. 

17.  The  use  of  mesh  nets,  poison  and  dynamite  or  other  ex¬ 
plosives  in  water  is  absolutely  prohibited  anywhere  within  the 
limits  to  which  these  Rules  apply. 

18.  The  license  to  be  issued  under  these  Rules  in  respect  of 
Reserved  Forests  shall  be  in  Form  I,  hereto  annexed.  It  shall 
be  in  triplicate,  the  original  being  given  to  the  licensee,  the  dupli-  - 
cate  being  kept  by  the  officer  issuing  it  and  '  the  triplicate  being 
sent  to  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer  concerned.  Licenses  in 
respect  of  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  but  not  includ¬ 
ed  in  a  Reserved  Forest,  shall  be  in  Form  II,  and  shall  also  be  in 
triplicate,  the  original  being  given  to  the  licensee,  the  duplicate 
being  kept  by  the  officer  issuing  the  license,  and  the  triplicate  being 
sent  to  the  Division  Peishkar  or  the  Superintendent  of  the  Devi- 
colam  Division  as  the  case  may  be.  The  licenses  shall  be  num¬ 
bered  consecutively  ‘for  each  year.  Separate  books  shall  be 
maintained  in  the  Conservator’s  Office  and  in  the  offices  of  the 
Divisional  Forest  Officers. 

19.  The  Conservator  of  Forests  shall  submit  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  annual  returns  of  all  licenses  issued  under  Rules  6  and  7  in 
respect  of  Reserved  Forests,  and  lands  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Government  though  not  included  in  a  Reserved  Forest,  separately. 
He  shall  also  submit  a  similar  return  in  respect  of  licenses  issued 
under  Rule  9.  The  names  of  all  license  holders  under  Rules  6,  7 
and  9  shall  be  printed  and  posted  at  the  Conservator’s  Office,  the 
Division  Cutcherries  and  the  Divisional  offices,  and  a  copy  of  the 
same  sent-  to  each  license-holder. 

20.  The  duty  of  enforcing  these  Rules  is  laid  on  the'  Forest  De¬ 
partment  in  regard  to  Reserved  Forests,  and  on  both  the  Forest  and 
the  Land  Revenue  Departments  in  regard  to  lands  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Government  though  not  included  in  a.  Reserved  Forest. 

21.  'Within  the  limits  to  which  these  Rules  apply,  no  person 
shall,  at  any  time  of  the  year,  shoot  at,  trap  or  snare  any  of  the 
insectivorous  birds  specified  in  the  Schedule  attached  to  these  Rules. 

22.  Whoever  commits  any  breach  or  infringement  of  these 
Rules  is  liable,  on  conviction,  to  punishment  under  Section  21  or 
Section  22  of  the  Forest  Regulation  as  the  case  may  be.

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Conditions  under  which  the  License  to  hunt  and  shoot  is 
granted. 

1.  Nolicen.se  shall  be  granted  for  hunting  or  shooting  big 
game  within  any  Eeserved  Forest  between  the  31st  May  and  the 
1st  October,  and  of  feathered  game  and  hares  between  the  30th 
November  and  the  1st  April  of  each  year.  This  period  shall,  for 
this  purpose,  be  deemed  to  be  a  closed  season.  But  the  Conser¬ 
vator  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Government,  declare  by 
notification  in  the  Gazette,  any  Eeserved  Forest  or  any  portion 
thereof  to  be  closed  against  shooting,  either  permanently  or 
for  any  prescribed  period  as  may  be  considered  necessary.

9.  Within  the  limits  to  which  these  Buies  apply  no  person 
shall,  at  any  time  of  the  year,  shoot  at,  trap  or  snare  any  of  the 
insectivorous  birds  specified  in  the  schedule  attached  to  the  Game 
Rules. 

10.  Whoever  commits  any  breach  or  infringement  of  these 
Buies  is  liable,  on  conviction,  to  punishment  under  Section  21 
of  the  Forest  Begulation.

RULES  REGARDING  THE  REGISTRY  OE  PUDUVAL 
LANDS  SANCTIONED  BY  HIS  HIGHNESS  THE 
MAPIA  RAJA  UNDER  DATE  THE  24TH 
SEPTEMBER  1914/8TH  KANNI  1090 
AS  AMENDED  BY  NOTIFICATION 
DATED  THE  21ST  APRIL  1915, 

4TH  SEPTEMBER  1915,  2ND 
OCTOBER  1915,  23RD 
FEBRUARY  1916, 

1GTH  APRIL  1916. 

AND  3RD  FEBRUARY  1917. 

1.  These  rules  supersede  all  existing  rulse  and  orders  on 
the  subject  of  puduval  registry. 

2.  “  Puduval  land  ”  means  and  includes 

(1)  Poromboke  (surveyed  and  unassessed)  transferred  to 
assessed  waste  (Wgg) 

(2)  Assessed  waste  (surveyed) 

(This  includes  lands  recorded  by  the  Settlement  Depart¬ 
ment  as  thanathueldtta  in  some  of  the  later  settled  taluks  for  the 
reason  that  the  tharavila  fixed  for  puduval  lands  had  not  been 
paid  by  the  applicants.  These  are  really  tharisu  lands.  The 
term  thanathuchitta  applies  strictly  to  lands  which  are  occupied 
by  Government  institutions  or  for  Government  purposes  for 
which  Impukaram  is  fixed  and  included  in  the  Ayacut). 

(3)  Unassessed  waste  funsurveyed) 

3.  All  applications  for  registry  of  Government  land  falling 
’under  any  of  the  classes  mentioned  in  Section  2  shall  be  made 
to  the  Tahsildar  of  the  Taluk  in  which  the  land  is  situate.  Every 
such  application  shall  be  in  Form  A  and  shall  contain  a  full 
description  of  the  land  with  reference  to  the  classification  in 
Section  2  as  well  as  the  situation,  extent  and  boundaries  of  the  land 
and  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  a  rough  sketch  of  the  land 
applied  for. 

4.  When  the  application  relates  to  poramboke  land,  the 
Tahsildar  shall  register  it  in  the  register  of  applications  for 
poramboke  and  inspect  the  land  in  the  first  instance  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  it  is  necessary  in  the  public  interests  to  retain 
it  as  poramboke.  If,  on  inspection,  the  Tahsildar  is  satisfied  that 
it  should  he  retained  as  poramboke,  he  shall  record  his  opinion 
on  the  application  and  reject  it.  An  endorsement  shall  be  given 
to  the  applicant  to  that  effect. 

5.  When  the  Tahsildar  finds  on  inspection  that  it  is  not  porm 
necessary  to  retain  the  land  applied  for  as  poramboke  he  shall  appende 
prepare  a  sketch,  drawn  to  scale,  showing  the  position  and  bound-  the  rale 
aries  of  the  land  as  well  as  of  the  adjoining or  registered  ^ 
land  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Division  Peishkar  with  a  state-  aemno 
ment  in  the  prescribed  form,  recommending  the  transfer  of  the  gulation 
land  from  the  head  of  poramboke  to  that  of  tharisu  or  assessed 
waste, 
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6.  On  receipt  of  the  Tahsildar’s  statement,  tne  Division 
Peishkar  shall,  either  himself  or  through  his  Assistant,  inspect 
the  land,  and,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  the  land  applied  for  need  not 
be  retained  as  pora/mboke,  he  may  sanction  the  transfer  of  the  land 
from  the  head  of  poramboke  to  that  of  tharim  or  assessed  waste. 

Provided  that  where  the  poramboke  is  a  road,  canal,  river- 
bank  or  tank  bund,  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Tahsildar  and 
the  Division  Peishkar  to  see  that  due  provision  is  made  not  only 
for  the  existing  requirements  of  the  public  but  also  for  possible 
developments  in  the  future  in  the  way  of  communications  and 
water-ways  or  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  the  existing 
irrigation  or  drainage  systems.  Tho  responsible  officers  of  the 
P,  W.  D.  shall  be  freely  consulted  in  such  cases. 

7.  On  receipt  of  the  Division  Peishkar’s  sanction  for  the 
transfer  of  land  from  the  head  of  poramboke  to  that  of  tharim 
or  assessed  waste,  the  Tahsildar  shall  cause  the  necessary  entries 
to  be  made  in  the  Land  Eevenue  Registers  and  transfer  the 
application  to  the  register  of  puduval  applications. 

8.  Lands  of  the  following  description  shall  not  be  granted 
as  puduval: — 

(1)  Lands  within  a  furlong  of  a  railway  station. 

(2)  Lands  within  a  mile  on  either  side  of  the  proposed 
railway  line  from  Quilon  to  Trivandrum. 

(Note. — This  restriction  will  continue  until  Government 
otherwise  direct.) 

(3)  Lands  in  the  Quilon  Cantonment  within  a  furlong  of 
the  proposed  Railway  from  Quilon  to  Trivandrum. 

(Note: — This  restriction  will  continue  until  Government 
otherwise  direct.) 

(4)  Lands  fit  for  reservation  as  grazing  grounds  or  for  col¬ 
lection  of  leaf  manure,  for  establishments  of  markets,  opening 
of  roads,  or  other  communal  purposes. 

(5)  Reclamations  from  backwaters,  rivers  and  canals,  ex¬ 
cept  such  portions  thereof  as  have  been  marked  out  for  recla¬ 
mation  by  the  P.  W,  D.  with  due  regard  to  the  present  and 
future  requirements  of  the  waterways. 

(Note. — In  all  such  cases,  the  P.  W.  D.  should  be  freely 
consulted  before  disposing  of  the  application.) 

9.  Every  application  for  puduval  registry  shall  be  entered 
in  the-register  of  puduval  applications  immediately  on  receipt. 
The  application  shall  then  be  forwarded  to  thenProverthikar  who 
shall  first  examine  and  verify  the  particulars  given  in  the  appli¬ 
cation  by  reference  to  the  Settlement  Register  and  other  records. 
The  Proverthikar  shall  then  ascertain  whether  the  land  falls 
under  any  of  the  heads  mentioned  in  Section  8.  If  the  land 
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falls  under  any  of  the  heads  mentioned  in  Section  8,  he  shall 
simply  report  the  fact  to  the  Tahsildar  without  taking  any  fur¬ 
ther  steps.  The  Tahsildar  shall,  after  giving  notice  to  the  ap¬ 
plicant  and  hearing  his  objection,  if  any,  either  reject  the  appli¬ 
cation  or  order  the  Proverthikar  to  prepare  the  olugu. 

10.  In  cases  referred  back  to  the  Proverthikar  under  Section 
9  and  in  cases  in  which  he  finds  that  the  land  applied  for  does 
not  fall  under  any  of  the  heads  mentioned  in  Section  8,  the 
Proverthikar  shall  inspect  the  land  in  company  with  the  appli¬ 
cant  and  thadasters,  who  shall  ordinarily  he  owners  of  adjoining 
lands,  and  prepare  a  sketch  drawn  to  scale,  showing  the  extent 
and  boundaries  of  the  land  applied  for  and  also  its  position  with 
reference  to  the  adjoining  lands,  registered  as  well  as  unregis¬ 
tered.  If  the  land  applied  for  forms  a  portion  of  a  survey  num¬ 
ber  the  necessary  sub-division  shall  be  made  and  the  land  demar¬ 
cated  and  surveyed  before  the  sketch  is_  prepared.  If  the  land 
applied  for  is  unsurveyed  waste  (*>’5  muflcgi)  it  shall  he  demar¬ 
cated  and  surveyed  and  the  survey  connected  with  the  original 
revenue  survey  of  the  adjoining  area.  After  preparing  the 
sketch,  the  Proverthikar  shall  prepare  an  olugu  in  Porm  B 
with  particulars  regarding  the  nature  of  the  land  (wet  or  dry), 
extent,  number  and  description  of  taxable  trees,  royal  and  re¬ 
served  trees,  standing  thereon,  the  assessment  to  be  fixed  for  the 
land  with  reference  to  the  settlement  tharam  in  cases  of  assessed 
waste  and  the  tharam  of  adjoining  lands  in  oases  of  unassessed 
waste,  the  amount  of  tharavila ,  thadivila  and  pudrnal  kudi- 
chika  to  be  levied  and  the  cost  of  demarcation  and  survey,  if 
any.  If  there  are  taxable  trees,  they  shall  be  also  brought  un¬ 
der  assessment  at  the  rates  applicable  to  the  trees  of  similar 
description  in  the  nearest  block  of  registered  land. 

The  olugu  shall  be  signed  by  the  Proverthikar,  Pakuthy 
Accountant,  applicant  and  thadasters  and  forwaded  to  the  Tah¬ 
sildar  with-  the  Proveithikar’s  certificate  entered  on  the  back 
of  the  olugu. 

11.  All  puduval  lands  shall  be  charged  with  tharavila  at 
such  rates  as  may  be  prescribed  by  Government  from  time  to 
time  for  particular  classes  of  land  or  for  particular  tracts. 

The  following  minimum  rates  of  tharavila  are  now  pres¬ 
cribed  for  dry  lands. 

(1)  Rs.  3  per  acre  except  in  the  areas  specified  below. 

(2)  Re.  1  per  cent,  or  100  per  acre  within  the  limits  of 

Towns  under  the  Towns  Conservancy  and  Improvement  Regu¬ 
lation.  . 

(3)  Rs.  15"per  acre  in  the  Ezhumo,ttur  pakuthi  in  Thiru- 
valla  taluk  and  Manimala  pakuthi  in  the  Peer-made  taluk. 

(4)  Rs.  10  per  acre  in  the  Nedumangad  taluk  within  a 
distance  of  ten  miles  from  the  town  of  Trivandrum,  the  distance 
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being  calculated  from  the  Eastern  Eort  Gate  and  Rs.  5  per 
acre  in  the  paknthies  orf  Rani  and  Kumbazha  in  the  Chengan- 
nur  taluk. 

(5)  Rs.  5  per  acre  in  the  Nedumangad  taluk  beyond  a 
distance  of  ten  miles  from  the  town  of  Trivandrum  and  also  in 
the  Thodupuzha  taluk. 

(8)  Rs.  25  per  acre  for  reclamation  from  rivers,  canals 
and  backwaters  other  than  the  Vembanad  backwater. 

(7)  Rs.  15  per  acre  for  reclamations  from  the  Vembanad 

lake. 

12.  As  regards  puchtval  lands  to  be  registered  as  wet,  the 
minimum  tharavila  is  fixed  at  Rs.  50  per  acre,  In  the  case  of 
Anjinad  above  the  minimum  rate  of  tharavila  for  pudval  lands 
registered  as  wet  is  reduced  to  Rs.  (10)  ten  per  acre  for  a  period 
of  one  year  from  the  1st  Makaram  1091.  The  rate  will  be 
raised  to  Rs.  (20)  twenty  per  acre  from  Makarom  1092  and  to 
Rs.  (50)  fifty  from  Makarom  1093.  If  the  full  tharavila  is  not 

-  paid  by  the  applicant  within  the  prescribed  time,  the  highest 
rate  viz.  Rs.  (50)  fifty  per  acre  will  be  charged  irrespective  of 
the  above  concession. 

13.  The  whole  of  the  tharavila  due  on  a  land  shall  be  re¬ 
covered  before  it  is  brought  under  registry,  except  in  the  follow- 

(1)  So  far  as  the  following  pakuthies  are  concerned,  name¬ 
ly,  Rani  and  Kumbazha  in  the  Chengannur  taluk,  Manimala  in 
the  Peerumade  taluk,  Ezhumattur  in  the  Thiruvalla  taluk  and  all 
the  pakuthies  of  the  Nedumangad  taluk,  if  the  tharavila  due  by 
a  single  registry-holder  exceeds  Rs.  500,  the.  tharavila  may  he 
allowed  to  be  paid  in  the  equal  yearly  instalments,  and  where  the 
amount  is  Rs.  500  or  less  but  above  Rs.  100,  the  same  may  be 
allowed  to  be  paid  in  five  equal  yearly  instalments. 

(2)  So  far  as  the  other  parts  of  the  State  are  concerned,  if 
the  tharavila  due  by  a  single  registry-holder  exceeds  Rs.  1,000, 
the  same  may  be  allowed  to  be  paid  in  five  equal  yearly  instal¬ 
ments.  This  will  apply  also  to'  the  obsolete  tank-beds  under 
the  Kodayar  sold  by  public  auction. 

.  The  above  concessions  are  allowed  only  to  the  subjects  of 
His  Highness  the  Maharajah. 

14.  In  every  case  in  which  the  tharavila  is  allowed  to  be 
paid  in  instalments,  the  registry  will  he  subject  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  conditions,  viz., 

(1)  that,  where  the  registry-holder  defaults  to  pay  any 
instalments  of  the  tharavila,  the  Government  have  the  right  to 
cancel  the  registry ; 

(2)  that,  till  the  whole  amount  of  tharavila  is  paid,  the 

Government  will  have  a  prior  lien  for  the  unpaid  portion  of  the 
tharavila ; _ _ 

*  As  amended  by  G  C>.  N<  Wit/L,  R.  Dated  2nd  Novemer  1916, 
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(3)  that,  if  default  is  made  in  the  payment  of  anyone  instal¬ 
ment,  the  whole  of  the  balance,  of  tharavila  that  is  due  from 
the  registry-holder  shall  be  recovered  in  a  lump;  and 

(4)  that  any  amount  due  from  the  registry-holder  shall  be 
recovered  under  the  Revenue  Recovery  Regulation  for  the  time 
being  in  force. 

In  every  case  in  which  the  tharauila  is  allowed  to  be  paid 
in  instalments,  an  agreement  shall  be  taken  from  the  registry- 
holder,  embodying  the  above  conditions.  The  agreement  so 
executed  shall  be  on  stamp  paper  and  duly  registered. 

IS.  Puduval  lands  registered  as  dry  shall  also  be  charged 
with  thadivila  or  value  of  all  the  reserved  trees  standing  on 
such  lands. 

The  valuation  shall  be  made  according  to  the  following 
calculations  and  rates: — 

(1)  The  value  shall  be  realized  for  every  tree  classed  as 
"  reserved  ”  by  the  Forest  rules  dated  the  14th  March  1913, 
and  particularised  in  Column  2  of  the  Schedule  appended  to 
these  rules. 

(2)  In  making  the  valuation,  the  following  calculations 
and  rates  shall  be  adopted  : — 

(a)  The  girth  shall  be  taken  at  1  f  holes  height  from  the 
ground'.  The  vannam  is  one  quarter  of  the  whole  girth. 

(b)  From  3  to  5  f  vannams,  the  quantity  shall  be  taken 
to  be  i  candy  per  tree  and  the  value  to  be  As.  8. 

(c)  From  6  to  7  J  vannams,  the  quantity  shall,  be  taken 
to  be  one  candy  per  tree  and  the  value  Rs,  2. 

(d)  From  8  to  9  f  vannams  the  quantity  shall  he  taken 
to  be  2  candies  per  tree  and  the  value  Rs.  4. 

(e)  For  trees  of  10  vannams  and  above,  the  rates  mention¬ 
ed  in  Column  3  of  the  Schedule  appended  to  these  rules  shall  be 
adopted  in  the  taluks  of  Parur,  Alengad,  Runnatnad,  Quilon, 
Kottarakara,  Kunnathur,  Pathanapuram,  Shenootta,  Chirayinkil, 
Trivandrum  and  Nedumangad  and  the  rates  mentioned  in  Column 
4  shall  be  adopted  in  the  remaining  taluks  of  the  State. 

A  seigniorage  on  bamboo  shall  be  levied  at  Rs.  2  per  clump 
irrespective  of  the  number  of  bamboos  in  each  clump. 

(Note : — The  Anjenad  tract  is  exempted  from  the  operation 
of  this  rule). 

In  the  case  of  lands  containing  royal  trees  (teak,  blackwood, 
ebony  and  sandalwood)  the  number  and  description  of  such  trees 
shall  be  entered  in  the  pudtivctl  o  lug  u  and  a  declaration  taken 
from  the  applicant  that  he  will  not  tamper  with  them.  A  list  of 
such  trees  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Tahsildar  to  the  Forest 
Deartment  as  each  oasa  is  disposed  of, 
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16.  The  assessment  for  pudmal  lands  shall  he  fixed  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  following' instructions : — 

For  puduval  lands  (dry)  in  rural  areas,  the  assessment  sha-ll 
be  subject  to  a  minimum  rate  of  5  fanams  and  a  maximum  of 
IS  fanams  per  acre  as  per  Schedule  given  below : —

In  the  pahuthies  of  Ranni  and  Kumbazha  in  the  Chengan- 
nur  taluks,  Ezhumattur  pakutlii  in  Tiruvella  taluk,  Manimala- 
pakuthi  in  Peermade  taluk  and  the  whole  of  the  Nedumangad 
taluk,  the  minimum  rate  of  assessment  shall  be  Ee.  1  per  acre 
C tharam  VI.) 

For  piidawUands  (dry)  within  the  limits  of  municipal  towns 
a  special  rate  of  assessment  of  35  fanams  per  acre  shall  be 
adopted. 

If  the  lands  contain  taxable  trees,  they  shall  be  also  brought 
under  assessment  as  per  Schedule  of  settlement  rates  for  trees, 
and  allowance  shall  be  made  for  the  area  covered  by.  such  trees 
also  according  to  the  settlement  scale, 

For  pudupal  lands  registered  as  wet,  the  rate  of  assessment 
shall  be  fixed  on  the  basis  of  the  schedule  of  settlement  rates  for 
wet  lands  and  on  the  analogy  of  registered  wet  lands  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

Provided  that  the  whole  of  the  paddy  assessment  shall  be 
commuted  into  money  at  11  chuckramsper  para, 

17.  tn  the  case  of  registries  in  the  names  of  more  individuals 
than  one,  all  the  registry-holders  shall  be  held  jointly  and  severally 
responsible  for  tharavila  as  well  as  assessment, 

18.  Pudwdat  kudichikct  or  arrears  as  per  assessment  fixed 
under  Section  1C  shall  be  charged  for  the  period  of  occupation 
but  it  shall  not  exceed  five  years’  assessment, 

19.  On  receipt  of  the  Proverthikar's  otug&  and  sketeh(  the 
Tahsildar  shall  either  himself  or  through  his  Deputy  Tahsildar 
inspect  the  laud,  and  if  satisfied  that  the  land  may  be  registered, 
he  may  publish  a  notice  under  his  signature  calling  upon  all 


persons  who  may  have  any  objection  to  the  registry,  to  appear 
before  him,  within  15  days  of  the  publication  of  the”  notice,  and 
prefer  their  objections.  The  Tahsildar  shall  get  the  accuracy  of 
the  sketch,  received  from  the  Proverthicar  tested  through  'the 
Taluk  Surveyor,  either  before  the  local  inspection  by  the  Tah¬ 
sildar  or  his  Deputy,  or  simultaneously  with  it. 

The  notice  shall  be  published  by  affixing  copies  in  the  Taluk 
and  Village  offices. 

If,  within  the  time  fixed,  any  objection  is  preferred,  and  it 
is  found  on  enquiry  to  be  valid,  the  Tahsildar  shall  reject  the 
application  recording  his  reasons  for  so  doing. 

No  person  who  has  preferred  an  objection  under  this  Section 
shall  be  treated  as  ah  applicant  for  the  puduval  land,  unless  he 
has  put  'in  a  separate  application  under  these  rules. 

If  no  objections  are  preferred  within  the  time  fixed,  or  if  the 
objections  preferred  are  found  on  enquiry  to  be  unsustainable, 
the  Tahsildar  shall,  in  cases  in  which  the  extent  of  land  does  not 
exceed  25  acres,  pass  an  order  calling  upon  the  applicant  to  pay 
up  the  amount  of  thamvila,  thadivila  and  cost  of  demarcation 
and  survey,  if. any,  within  a  time  to  be  fixed  and  shall  give  .him 
notice  that,  on  his  failure  to  pay  up  the  amounts  within  the  time 
fixed,  the  land  will  be  sold  in  auction  or  recorded  as  tharisu  or 
assessed  waste. 

If  the  applicant  pays  up  the  amount  within  the  time  fixed, 
in  the  notice  or  such  further  time  as  the  Tahsildar  may,  on  the 
application  of  the  party,  deem  lit  to  grant,  the  Tahsildar  may 
pass  a  final  order  sanctioning  the  registry. 

If  the  applicant  fails  to  pay  up  the  amounts  within  the  time 
fixed,  the  Tahsildar  shall  pass  an  order  for  selling  the  land  in 
auction  or  declaring  that  the  land  shall  remain  as  assessed  waste 
at -the  disposal  of  Government. 

20.  '  When  the  extent  of  the  land  exceeds  25  acres,  the  Tahsil- 
dar  shall,  on  expiry  of  the  date  fixed  in  the  notice  under  Section 
19  or  after  the  disposal  of  the  objections,  if  any,  preferred  to  him,  ■ 
send  up  a  recommendation  to  the  Division  Peishkar  for  tlie- 
registry  of  the  land.  This  recommendation  shall  be  in  the  form 
of  a  report  on  the  back  of  th e,  puduval  olugu  and  shall  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  sketch'  and  other  records  connected  with  the 
enquiry. 

21,  The  Division  Peishkar  may,  .after  examining  the 
records,  either  reject  or  sanction  the  registry. 

Provided  that  in  cases  of  registry,  a  first  order  shall  be 
passed  calling  upon  the  applicant  to  pay.  up  the  amount  of  thara- 
vila,  thadivila  and  cost  of  demarcation  and  survey,  if  any,  within 
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a  time  to  be  fixed  and  giving  him  notice  that,  on  his  failure  to 
pay  lip  the  amounts  ■within  the  time  fixed  in  the  notice,  the  land 
■will  be  sold  in  auction  or  recorded  as  tharisu  or  assessed  waste. 

If  the  applicant  pays  up  the  amounts  within  the  time  fixed 
or  such  further  period  as  the  Division  Peishkar  may,  on  the 
application  of  the  party,  deem  fit  to  grant,  the  Division  Peishkar 
may  pass  a  final  order  sanctioning  the  registry. 

If  the  applicant  fails  to  pay  up  tire  amounts  within  the  time 
fixed,  the  Division  Peishkar  shall  pass  an  order  for  selling  the 
land  or  in  auction  or  declaring  that  the  lands  shall  remain  as 
assessed  waste  at  the  disposal  of  Government. 

2.1.  A.  “If  the  land  is  occupied,  no  sale  under  rules  19  and  21 
shall  be  held  before  the  occupant,  is  evicted  under  the  Land 
Conservancy  Regulation. 

22.  It  is  open  to  the  Tahsildar  or  Division  Peishkar  to  grant 
or  reject  an  application  for  puchival  at  his  discretion.  When  the 
Tahsildar  or  Peishkar  rejects  an  application,  he  shall  briefly  re¬ 
cord  his  reasons  for  doing  so. 

23.  When  the  puduval  land  applied  for  falls  under  any  of  the 
following  descriptions,  the  Tahsildar  shall  invariably  report  the 
case  for  the  orders  of  the  Division  Peishkar,  irrespective  of  the 
area  limit : — 

(1)  Lands  adjacent  to  Deserved  .Forests  or  Deserved  land. 

(2)  Lands  within  port  limits. 

(3)  Lands  within  the  limits  of  Municipal  Towns. 

(4)  Lands  containing  minerals,  quarries,  &c. 

(5)  Lands  affected  by  irrigation  projects  executed  or  to  be 
executed  at  the  cost  of  Government. 

(6)  B  class  lands  relinquished  by  Railway  Companies. 

(7)  Lands  sold  for  arrears  of  revenue  and  bought  in  by 
Government. 

(8)  Lands  exceeding  two  acres  in  extent  and  situated  within 
a  radius  of  ten  miles  from  the  Town  of  Trivandrum,  the  distance 
being  calculated  from  the  Eastern  Fort  Gate. 

24.  In  dealing  with  cases  of  the  description  given  in  Sec¬ 
tion  23,  the  Division  Peishkar  shall  carefully  consider  th? 
circumstances  of  each  case  and  either  grant  or  refuse  the  appli¬ 
cation  or  order  the  auction  sale  of  the  land  at  his  discretion 

As  a  rule,  lands  falling  under  (2),  (3),  (4),  (6)  and  (7)  of 
Rule  23  supra  shall  be  sold  in  auction,  in  blocks  of  convenient 
size  to  be  determined  ‘by  the  Division  Peishkar  in  each  case: 

Provided  that,  in  the  case  of  lands  within  town  limits,  the 
Town  Improvement  Committees  shall  be  consulted  before  dis¬ 
posing  of  the  application ;  similarly,  the  Port  officer  or  Excise 
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Commissioner  shall  be  consulted  in  regard  to  lands  within  Port 
limits,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  in  regard  ’to  lands  affected  by 
irrigation  projects. 

25.  In  cases  in  which  the  extent  of  land  applied  for  exceeds 
100  acres,  and  in  cases  of  lands  exceeding  2  acres  and  situated 
within  a  distance  of  10  miles  from  the  Town  of  Trivandrum,  the 
Division  Peishkar  shall  apply  for  and  obtain  the  sanction  of 
Government  for  the  registry, 

26.  In  dealing  with  puduval  applications,  the  following  prin¬ 
ciples  shall  be  observed  :  — 

(1)  Applicants  for  whole  survey  fields,  not  exceeding  5  acres 
in  extent,  shall  have  preference  over  those  for  portions  only. 

(2)  The  owners  of  adjoining  lands  shall  have  preference 
ov'er  others. 

(3)  When  there  are  several  applicants,  the  prior  applicant 
shall  have  preference. 

(4)  Subjects  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  shall  have  pre¬ 
ference  over  foreigners. 

The  foregoing  are  general  rules,  and  may  be  departed  from  • 
in  special  cases  when  considerations  of  equity  require  it.  In  such 
cases  full  reasons  for  the  decision  shall  be  recorded  by  the  officer 
disposing  of  the  case, 

27.  When  the.  puduval  land  applied  for  is  claimed  as  an  ex¬ 
cess  over  a  registered  holding,  and  when  it  is  found  that  the 
surrounding  lands  are  all  registered  holdings,  such  excess  shall, 
as  far  as  possible,  be  utilised  for  providing  the  necessary  path 
ways  to  the  adjacent  holdings  and  the  remaining  extent  shall 
be  treated  as  excess  over  the  registered  holding  and  granted  to 
the  holder  subject  to  the  payment  of  thadivila,  tharavila,  asses¬ 
sment  and  puduval  kudtehika.  If  the  provision  of  a  pathway  is 
unnecessary  the  whole  of  the  excess  shall  be  brought  under 
registry, 

28.  When  large  areas  exceeding  200  acres  are  available  for 
registry  they  shall  be  parcelled  out  into  10  acre  blocks  and  sold 
in  auction  at  an  upset  price  to  be  fixed  by  the  Division  Peishkar 
in  each  case. 

29.  When  there  are  several  applicants  and  none  of  them  is 
able  to  establish  a  preferential  claim  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  26  and  in  cases  in  which  there  is  keen  competition,  the 
land  shall  be  put  up  to  auction  at  an  upset  price  to  be  fixed 
by  the  officer  competent  to  sanction  the  registry,  not  below  the 
tharavila  prescribed  in  Section  II. 

80.  When  a  road,  ’foot-path  or  channel,  runs  through  the  land 
applied  for,  the  extent  required  on  account  of  such-  cominimica-  . 
tions,  subject  to  a  maximum  width  of  44  yards  and  a  minimum 
of  10  feet  shall  be  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  public. 
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31.  When  a  portion  or  portions  of  a  large  area  are  alone  ap¬ 
plied  for,  it  shall  be  'the  duty  of  the  Tasildar  and  the  Division 
Peishkar  to  provide  convenient  pathways  not  only  in  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  adjoining  land  holders  but  of  future  applicants  for  lands 
in  the  vicinity. 

In  all  possible  cases,  the  pathways  should  be  laid  out  in  easy 
gradiens-1  in  20  or  flatter,  so  that  they  may  be  useful  for  cart 
traffic. 

31.  (.4)  After  an  order  sanctioning  a  puduval  registry  has 
been  passed  or  received  by  the  Tahsildar,  he  shall  submit 
the  sketch  prepared  by  the  Proverthicar  to  the  Division  Peishkar’s 
Office  for  the  verification  of  the  area  by  the.  Survey  Sub-Assis¬ 
tant,  who  shall  return  the  sketch  to  the  Tahsildar  after  veri¬ 
fication  within  the  appeal  time  allowed  to  the  parties. 

32.  The  Tahsildar  shall,  on  receipt  of  the  sketch  checked  by 
the  Survey  Sub-Assistant,  grant  a  patta  under  his  signature  in 
the  prescribed  form  in  accordance  with  the  decision  and  put 
the  pattadar  in  possession  of  the  land. 

33.  The  assessment  shall  be  levied  for  the  whole  of  the 
official  year  in  which  the  patta  is  issued,  if  the  issue  of  patta 
takes  place  within  the  close  of  the  third  quarter,  when  the  patta 
is  issued  in  the  fourth  quarter,  the  assessment  shall  be  levied  from 
the  year  following.  The  year  from  which  the  assessment  will 
he  levied  shall  be  specified  in  the  patta  itself. 

34.  Nirthul  lands  are  included  under  the  head  of  assessed 
waste  or  tharisu  at  the  disposal  of  Government.  Hence  such 
lands  are  also  to  be  dealt  with  as  puduval  lands  under  these 

85.  Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  be  held  to  debar  Govern¬ 
ment  from  disposing  of  any  puduval  lands  otherwise  than  under 
these  rules  at  their  discretion  as  heretofore. 

36.  There  shall  be  an  appeal  from  all  orders  passed  by  the 
Tahsildar  under  these  rules  to  the  Division  Peishkar  and  simi¬ 
larly  from  the  orders  of  the  Division  Peishkar  to  the  Dewan, 
provided  that  no  second  appeal  shall  lie  to  Government 
against  any  order  passed  by  the  Peishkar  on  appeal.  All  appeals 
shall  he  presented  within  two  months  from  the  date  of  the  de¬ 
cision  appealed  against,  allowance  being  made  for  the  time  taken 
for  obtaining  copies  of  records. 

The  appellate  or  revising  authority  shall  have  the  power  of 
excusing  delay  in  the  presentation  of  appeals  and  revision  peti¬ 
tions  on  sufficient  cause  being  shown. 

37.  It  is  open  to  the  Dewan  to  revise  an y  puduval  decision 
passed  by  a  Tahsildar  or  Division  Peishkar  ,on  the  ground  of 
mistake,  misrepresentation  or  fraud,  provided  that  the  application 
for  revision  is  preferred  within  three  months  from  the  date  of 
decision. 

The. Dewan  shall  also  have  the  power  to  revise,  cancel  or 
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alter  any  order  passed  by  a  Tahsildar  or  Division  Peishkar  in  the 
matter  of  registries  of  puduval  lands. 

38.  The  decision  in  every  puduval  case  shall  he  communi¬ 
cated  to  the  applicant  by  the  Tahsildar  by  notice  as  soon  as  the 
final  order  is  passed  or  received  by  him-. 

39.  No  decision  in  a  puduval  case  shall  be  given  effect  to 
until  the  period  prescribed  for  appeal  or  revision  has  elapsed  or 
the  appeal  or  revision  petition  has  been  disposed  of. 

40.  All  officers  of  the  Land  Bevenue  Department  should 
bear  in  mind  that  the  prompt  disposal  of  puduval-  applications  is 
one  of  their  main  functions  and  that  it  is  their  duty  to  secure 
extension  of  cultivation  by  encouraging  the  ryots  to  take  up  lands 
and  affording'  them  facilities  for  doing  so. 

41.  These  rules  shall  come  into  force  from  1st  Thulam  1090.

Under  sanction  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja,  the  following 

Rules  are  issued  in  regard  to  the  registry  ofpucluml  lands 
in  the  names  of  recruits  and  other  soldiers  of  the  Indian 
Army,  under  elute  the  23rd  January  1918. 

1;  Subjects  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Eaja  who  have  enlisted 
'whether  before  or  after  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  the  com¬ 
batant  ranks  of  the  Indian  Army  will  be  given  preference  in  the 
matter  of  registry  of  puduval  lands  in  their  own  villages  or  else- 

2.  Those  newdy  recruited  will  be  permitted  to  put  in  their 
applications  immediately  on  enlistment  and  the  land  for  which 
they  apply,  if  available  for  assignment,  will  then  be  set  apart  and 
not  assigned  to  any  other  applicant. 

3.  When  such  a  recruit  has  served  for  six  months,  his  Com¬ 
manding  Officer  will  be  asked  whether  his  service  has  been 
satisfactory,  and  if  his  report  is  favourable,  the  land  will  be  re¬ 
gistered  in  his  name. 

4.  Grants  of  lands  under  these  rules  will  be  subject  to  the 
condition,  which  should  he  entered  in  the  patta,  that  the  land 
shall  not  be  sold,  mortgaged  or  otherwise  alienated  within  a  period 
of  10  years  without  the  written  permission  of  the  .  Government. 
A  breach  of  this  condition  will  render  the  grant  liable  to  can¬ 
cellation. 
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5.  An  application  from  a  soldier  with  less  than  six  months’ 
service  at  date  of  application  will  be  treated  as  in  rules  (2)  and  (3) 
above. 

6.  In  the  case  of  men  who  have  already  served  for  not  less 
than  six  months  in  a  combatant  unit,  the  application  should  be 
submitted  through  their  Commanding  Officer  and  if  it  is  forward¬ 
ed  with  his  support,  the  applications  will  be  accorded  special 
preference  as  in  rule  (1), 

7.  Should  a  recruit  or  enlisted  soldier  be  invalided  from  the 
army  permanently  on  account  of  disablement  or  sickness  con¬ 
tracted  during  the  war,  his  application,  if  snpported  by  his  Com¬ 
manding  Officer,  will  receive  preference  as  in  rule  (1).  The 
condition  as  to  rendering  at  least  six  months’  service  need  not  he 
insisted  on  in  such  cases. 

8.  The  concessions  contemplated  in  these  rules  are  confined 
to  applications  from  recruits  or  soldiers  themselves  who  are 
bon-ificle  subjects  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  and  do  not 
extend  to  applications  from  their  relatives  or  their  wives  but  in 
the  case  of  such  a  soldier  dying  on  active  service,  an  application 
from  his  nearest  male  relative,  if  supported  by  the  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  deceased  soldier’s  unit,  will  be  treated  as  in  rule  (1). 

9.  Grants  of  lands  under  these  rules  may  be  made  under  the 
orders  of  the  Dewan  Peishkar  whose  powers  of  grant  to  each 
applicant  will  be  limited  to  5  acres  of  wet  land  and  10  acres  of 
dry  land  as  a  maximum.  The  maximum  area  should  however 
only  be  granted  in  special  cases  and  for  special  reasons.  Assign¬ 
ments  proposed  in  excess  of  the  maximum  should  be  submitted 
for  the  sanction  of  the  Government. 

10.  The  Peishkars  are  further  authorised  in  dealing  with 
such  cases  to  waive  the  collection  of  the  value  'of  trees  existing 
on  the  land  up  to  a  maximum  value  of  Bs  50.  The  grant  of 
lands  in  other  respects  will  be  governed  by  the  Puduval  Buies 
dated  the  24th  September  1914.

1.  Waste  land,  in  which  no  rights  of  private  proprietorship 
or  exclusive  occupancy,  exist,  and  which  may  not  be  reserved  as 

%7. 
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Hereinafter  provided,  may,  until  further  notice ,  be  sold  under 
the  following  rules  : — 

2.  Every  application  for  land  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Chief 
Secretary  to  the  Government,  or  to  the  Peishkar  or  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  the  Division  in  which  the  land  is  situate  and  shall 
contain  the  following  particulars : — 

(а)  the  estimated  area  of  the  lot  applied  for  and 

(б)  the  situation  of  the  lot  and  its  boundaries,  as  accura¬ 
tely  as  can  be  stated. 

The  application  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  a  sketch  of 
the  land  applied  for. 

3.  No  lot  shall  ordinarily  exceed  n 00  acres.  But  a  person 
may  apply  for  several  contiguous  lots,  each  not  exceeding  the 
above  limit. 

4.  Every  lot  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  compact,  and  shall 
ordinarily  include  no  more  than  one  tract  of  land  capable  of 
being  surrounded  by  a  ring  fence,  and  when  the  lot  touches  a 
public  road,  navigable  river,  canal  or  backwater,  the  length  of 
the  road  or  water  frontage  shall  not  ordinarily  exceed  one-half 
of  the  depth  of  the  lot,  and  in  all  other  cases  the  blocks  shall  be 
so  laid  out  that,  as  far  as  practicable,  their  length  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  half  their  depth. 

5.  No  lot  shall  be  sold  until  it  has  been  demarcated  with 
durable  boundary  marks  and  surveyed. 

6.  On  receipt  of  an  application  under  Buie  2,  the  Peishkar 
or  the  Commissioner  of  tlie  Division  shall  ascertain  whether  the 
lot  applied  for  is  available  for  sale  and  forward  the  application 
along  with  his  views  thereon  to  the  Chief  Secretary  to  the 
Government. 

7.  If,  on  receipt  of  an  application  under  Buie  2  or  of  a  report 
under  Buie  6,  the  Government  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
lot  applied  for  is  saleable  under  these  rules,  the  applicant  will  be 
called  upon  to  give  such  security,  not  exceeding  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  demarcation  and  survey,  by  deposit  of  cash  or  otherwise, 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  sufficient,  unless  the  land  has 
been  already  surveyed  ancl  demarcated.  A  deposit  paid  as' above 
required  will  be  refunded  at  the  sale  under  Buie  14. 

8.  If  the  applicant  fails  to  furnish  security  under  Buie  7, 
within  (6)  six  weeks  from  the  date  of  demand,  his  application 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

9.  Or.  receipt  of  the  security  required  under  Buie  7,  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  will,  as  soon  as  possible,  cause  the  land  applied  for  to  be 
demarcated  and  surveyed.  The  Government  may  then '  either 
advertise  the  lot  for  sale  by  public  auction  on  £  given  day  to  be 
fixed,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  notice  required  in  Bule:^10  being 
given,  or  dispose  of  it  by  private  sale  according  as  they  deem^fit. 

10.  The  advertisement,  in  case  the  land  is  to  be  sold  by  public 
auction,  shall  be  in  English  and  Malayalam,  and  it  shall  specify 
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the  locality,  extent  and  boundaries  of  the  lot,  the  annual  assess¬ 
ment,  .and  the  place,  time  and  conditions, of  the  sale.  It  shall 
ordinarily  he  posted  for  three  months  on  the  land  itself,  as  well 
as  in  the  neighbouring  villages,  and  in  the  offices  of  the  Dewan 
Peishkar  or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Division  and  the  Tahsildar 
of  the  taluk.  The  Government  will  at  their  discretion  fix  the 
time  and  the  place  of  auction  and  nominate  the  officer  by  whom 
the  auction  is  to  be  conducted,  and  may  alter  all  or  any  of  them, 
if  necessary,  provided  that  not  less  than  14  days’  notice  shall 
ordinarily  be  given  of  every  such  alteration,  and  that  no  land 
shall  ordinarily  be  sold  until  it  has  been  advertised  as  aforesaid 
for  three  full  months.  A  notification  of  the  intended  sale  will 
also  be  inserted  in  the  Travancore  Government  Gazette. 

.11.  The  Division  Peishkar,  or  the  Commissioner  in  the  case 
of  the  Devicolam  Division,  shall  sent  a  written  notice  of  the 
place'  and  time  of  sale,  as  also  any  alteration  under  the  provisions 
of  Eule  10,  to  the  applicant,  but  no  party  shall  have  the  right  to 
have  the  sale  cancelled  in  consequence  of  the  non-receipt  of  such 
notice,  or  delayed  in  consequence  of  the  non-appearance  of  the 
applicant. 

12.  An  applicant  withdrawing  his  application  prior  to  the 
sale  of  the  lot,  will  be  entitled  to  the  refund  of  so  much  only  of 
his  deposit,  where  deposit  has  been  paid  by  him  under  Eule  7, 
as  may  not  have  been  expended.  Where  no  deposit  has  been 
paid,  he  will  still  be  liable  to  make  good  any  expense  which  the 
Government  may  have  incurred  in  consequence  of  his  applica¬ 
tion  and  its  withdrawal. 

13.  On  the  withdrawal  of  an  application,  it  shall  he  dis¬ 
cretional  with  the  Government  to  proceed  with  the  sale  of  the 
lot  or  not,  as  they  consider  best  in  the  public  interests. 

14.  The  upset  price  will  be  British  Rupees  (25)  twenty-five 
an  acre,  which  will  include  all  survey  expenses.  If  the  original 
applicant  (who  may  have  paid  the  deposit)  be  the  purchaser,  he 
shall  receive  credit  for  his  deposit  in  payment.  Otherwise,  the 
amount  of  the  deposit  shall  be  paid,  to  him  from  the  sale 
proceeds. 

16.  If,  before  the  time  of  sale,  no  claim  of  private  proprie¬ 
torship,  or  of  exclusive  occupancy  or  of  any  other  right  incom¬ 
patible  with  the  sale  of  the  lot  by  public  auction  or  by  private 
arrangement  under  these  rules,  be  preferred  the  lot  shall,  aa 
advertised,  .be  put  up  to  auction  and  sold  to  the  highest  bidder 
above  the  upset  price,  subject  to  an  annual  assessment  of  one 
British  Rupee  on  every  acre  of  land  granted.  The  land  will  be 
free  of  assessment  *for  three  years  on  condition  that  a  quarter 
of  it  is  cleared  and  planted  within  the  first  two  years,  failing 
which  the  whole -of  the  assessment  for  the  three  years  shall  be 
levied  in  the  third  year,  or  in  other  words,  the  assessment  will 


be  levied  from  the  date  of  the  completion  of  the  sale  and  re¬ 
covered  as  arrears.  - 

16.  The  sale  shall  be  conducted  under  and  subject  to  the 
following  conditions : — 

(1)  The  highest  bidder  above  the  upset  price  shall  be  the 
purchaser  of  the  lot;  and,  if  an 3'  dispute  arises  between  two  or 
more  bidders  at  the  same  price,  the  lot  shall  be  immedidtely  put 
up  again  at  the  last  preceding  undisputed  bidding  and  resold. 

(1)  The  person  declared  to  be  the  purchaser  shall  pay, 
immediately  after  such  declaration,  a  deposit  of  10  per  centum 
on  the  amount  of  his  purchase  money,  to  the  officer  conducting 
the  sale,  and  in  default  of  such  deposit  the  property  shall  forth¬ 
with  be  put  up  again  and  sold. 

(3)  The  full  amount  of  the  purchase  money  shall  be  paid 
by  the  purchaser  before  the  office  closes  on  tire  60th  day  after  the 
sale  of  the  property,  exclusive  of  such  day,  or,  if  the  00th  day  be 
a  Sunday  or  other  holiday,  then  on  the  first  office  day  after  the 

(4)  If  the  purchase  money  be  not  paid  within  60  days 
from  the  day  of  the  sale,  the  purchaser  shall  pay  the  same  to  the 
Government  within  6  months  from  the  date  of  sale,  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  remainder  of  the 
purchase  money  from  the  date  of  sale  to  the  date  of  payment. 

(5)  If  the  purchase  money  be  not  paid  within  0  months 
from  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  deposit,  after  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  sale,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Government,  and  the  property 
shall  be  resold  either  by  public  auction  or  by  private  contract. 

(6)  In  case  of  resale  under  Clause  2  or  5,  the  defaulting 
purchaser  shall  forfeit  all  claims  to  the  property  or  to  any  part  of 
the  sum  for  which  it  may  be  subsequently  sold.  The  deficiency, 
if  any,  arising  from  such  resale,  together  with  all  expenses  at¬ 
tending  it,  shall  be  recovered  from  the  purchaser  as  if  it  were 
arrears  of- land  revenue  under  Regulation  I  of  1068. 

(7)  If  the  purchaser  shall  pay  to  the  Government  the  re¬ 
scue  of  his  purchase  money,  he  shall,  thereupon,  be  placed  in 
possession  of  the  lot,  pending  the  issue  of  the  title  deed. 

(8)  All  persons  desirous  of  becoming  purchasers  shall 
satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  identity,  correct  description  and  the 
measurement  and  boundaries  of  the  premises  previous  to  the  sale; 
by  having  the  lot  knocked  down  to  him,  the  purchaser  thereof 
shall  be  held  to  have  waived  all  objections  to  the  lot  embracing 
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any  tract  unfit  for  cultivation  to  any  mistakes  that  may  after¬ 
wards  appear  to  have  been  made  in  the  description  of  the  lot  as 
well  as  to  any  other  error  whatever  in  the  particulars  of  the 
property. 

17.  Claims  of  private  proprietorship,  or  of  exclusive  occu¬ 
pancy,  or  of  any  right  affecting  the  sale  of  the  land  under  the 
rules,  shall  be  disposed  of  under  the  provisions  of  Regulation  II 
of  1040. 

18.  Reserves  of  grazing  and  forest  land,  of  land  for  the  growth 
of  firewood,  for  building  sites,  for  the'  growth  of  timber,  &o.,  or 
required  for  any  other  special  purpose,  are  not  to  be  sold  under 
these  rules  without  the  special  sanction  of  the  Government. 

19.  As  soon  as  the  land  has  been  purchased,  a  grant  shall 
be  made  to  the  purchaser,  in  the  form  appended  to  these  rules, 
provided  he  shall  have  paid  his  purchase  money  in  full. 

20.  Arrears  of  annual  assessment  on  the  lands  sold  shall  be  - 
recoverable  in  the  same  manner  '  as  arrears  of  ordinary  land 
revenue,  under  the  Revenue  Recovery  Regulation  for  the  time 
being  in  force. 

21.  Land  sold  under  these  rules  shall  continue  subject  to 
all  general  taxes  or  local  rates  payable  by  law  or  custom  at 
the  time  of  the  sale,  or  which  may  thereafter  become  so  pay- 

22.  Land  sold  under  these  rules  shall  be  held  in  perpetuity 
as  heritable  or  transferable  property  ;  but  every  case  of  transfer 
shall  be  made  known  to  the  Government,  who  shall  have  the 
right  of  apportioning  the  tax  if  a  portion  of  the  holding  is  trans- 

23.  The  existing  and  customary  rights  of  the  Government, 
or  other  proprietors,  and  of  the  public,  in  existing  roads  and 
paths  and  in  streams  running  through  or  bounding  lands  sold 
under  these  rules,  are  reserved,  and  in  no  way  shall  they  be 
affected  by  the  sale  of  such  lands  under  these  rules. 

24.  Nothing  contained  in  these  rules  shall  be  held  to  debar 
the  Government  from  granting  waste  lands  on  patta,  coiole,  or 
otherwise,  at  their  discretion,  as  heretofore. 

25.  If  any  portion  of  the  lands  granted  under  these  rules  is 
cultivated  with  cardamoms,  rubber  or  other  special  products, 
liable  to  a  higher  lax  than  that  payable  under  these  rules,  it  will 
be.  open  to  the  Government  to  impose  on  that  portion,  such 
higher  rates  of  assessment  as  may  be  applicable  to  lands  granted 
for  the  cultivation  of  such  products. 
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26.  The  full  proprietorship  of  all  Royal  trees,  via,.  Teak, 
Blackwood,  Ebony  and  Sandalwood,  within  the  grant,  vests  in 
the  Government.  The  number  and  description  of  such  trees 
shall  be  entered  in  the  Schedule  attached  to  the  title  deed  for 
the  land  and  the  grantee  shall  be  bound  to  take  care,  of  the  trees 
until  they  are  removed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  Govern- 
■  ment.  In  regard  to  Reserved  trees,  the  grantee  shall  pay  the 
value  of  all  such  timber  as  is  actually  used  for  building  purposes 
within  the  limits  of  the  grant  or  removed  outside  its  limits  for 
any  purpose  whatsoever.  In  no  other  case  will  the  grantee  be 
required  to  pay  for  the  Reserved  trees  on  the  land  comprised 
within  the  grant. 

The  timber  used  for  building  purposes  within  the  limits  of 
.  the  grant  will  be  measured  and  its  value  realised  by  the  Conser¬ 
vator  of  Eorests,  as  the  buildings  are  completed,  so  as  to  obviate 
the  necessity  for  measuring  and  valuing  small  lots  of  sawn  timber 
as  they  are  used  for  the  purpose.  The  value  of  the  timber  re¬ 
moved  outside  the  limits  of  the  grant  will  also  be  recovered  by 
the  Conservator  prior  to  such  removal.  The  valuation  will  be 
made  according  to  the  rates  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  append¬ 
ed  to  these  Rules.  The  rates  as  per  Column  3  of  the  Schedule 
will  apply  to  the  taluks  of  Parur,  Alengad,  Kunnatnad,  Quilon, 
Kottarakara,  Kunnathur,  Pathanapuram,  Shencottah,  Chkayin- 
kil,  Trivandrum  and  Nedumangad  and  those  as  per  Column  4  to 
the  remaining  taluks  of  the  State. 

27.  The  banks  of  streams  or  rivers  containing  forest  trees  to 
the  extent  of  50  yards  on  each  side,  and  the  crests  of ,  hills  to  the  - 
extent  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  on  each  side,  will  not  be  assigned 
for  cultivation. 

28.  The  grantee  shall,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  May  every 
year,  give  notice  (to  the  Tahsildar  having  jurisdiction)  of  all 
lands  planted  by  the  grantee  during  the  current  Malabar  year 
with  rubber,  or  rubber  and  tea,  or  tea,  or  any  other  cultivation 
liable  to  an  enhanced  assessment,  and  shall  specify  in  every  such 
notice  the  number  of  acres  of  land  so  planted  and  the  place  or 
places  where  the  same  are  situate.  Provided  always  that  the 
Government  shall  be  at  liberty,  at  any  time,  to  make  any  arrange¬ 
ment  they  may  consider  necessary  to  ascertain  for  themselves 
the  correct  extent  of  land  so  planted  or  liable  to  any  of  the 
hereinbefore  mentioned  taxes  and  that  the  expense  of  such 
arrangement  shall  be  borne  by  the  grantee.  Provided  further 
that,  if  the  grantee  fail  to  give  any  such  notice  to  the  Tahsildar 
on  or  before  the  last  day  of  May  every  year  hereinbefore  required 
the  grantee  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  prohibitory  tax  of  5  times  the 
assessment  leviable  on  such  plantation  from  the  last  day  On 
which,  such  notice  ought  to  have  been  given.

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First.  A  tax  of  one  British  Rupee  shall  be  payable  to  the 
Government  annually  on  every  acre  of  land  gold,  but  the  Govern¬ 
ment  will  have  the  power  to  make  any  modification  in  the  tax 
which  circumstances  may  render  desirable ;  but  it  is  stipulated 
that  no  increase  of  the  assessment  of  these  lands  beyond-  one 
British  Rupee  an  acre  will  be  made,  except  in  concurrence  with 
the  general  revision  of  the  assessment  in  the  Travancore  State.

Fifth.  The  full  right  to  Royal  trees  within  the  grant  vests  in 
the  Government.  The  Grantee  shall  be  bound  to  take  care  of 
the  Royal  trees  particularised  in  Column  5  of  the  Schedule  here¬ 
under  written  until  they  are  removed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by 
the  Government,  In  regard  to  the  Reserved  trees,  the  Grantee 
shall  pay  the  value  of  all  such  timber  as  is  actually  used  for  build¬ 
ing  purposes  within  the  limits  of  the  grant  or  removed  outside 
its  limits  for  any  purpose  whatsoever.  The  Grantee 
bound  to  deliver  to  the  Sirkar  all  Ivory  found  and  other  Royal¬ 
ties  produced  in  the  land,  and  all  captured  elephants,  and  will  be 
paid  the  regulated  price  for  the  articles  of  produce,  and  the  regu¬ 
lated  reward  for  the  elephants  at  the  discretion  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment, 

Sixth.  All  established  rights  of  way  shall  be  respected  by  the 
Grantee,  and  such*ways  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one  feet  wide. 
It  is  to  be  considered  that  there  is  a  natural  right  of  way  through 
the  land  when  such  is  necessary  in  order  to  render  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  land  available. 
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Seventh.  No  exclusive  right  of  water  beyond  what  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  use  of  the  plantation,  shall  be  considered  to  be  con¬ 
veyed  by  the  grant.  All  rights  over  all  water  power  vest  in  the 
Government. 

Eighth.  Should  the  Government  have  occasion  to  take  up 
any  portion  of  the  land  sold,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
roads,  channels  or  other  public  works,  due  compensation  shall 
be  paid, 

Nineth.  The  land  will  be  free  of  assessment  for  three  years  on 
condition  that  a  quarter  of  it  shall  be  cleared  and  planted  within 
the  first  two  years,  failing  which  the  whole  of  the  assessment 
shall  be  levied  in  the  third  year,  or  in  other  words,  the  assess¬ 
ment  will  be  levied  from  the  date  of  completion  of  sale,  namely 
the 

Tenth.  The  Grantee  shall,  as  a  most  important  condition  of 
the  grant,  always  use  best  exertions  to  prevent  the  produce 
of  the  grant,  being  exported,  except  on  payment  of  the  regulated 
duty  at  the  Customs  Houses,  and  to  prevent  smuggling  of  articles 
of  Government  monopoly  and  to  prevent  criminals  in  general 
obtaining  any  kind  of  protection  on  the  Estate. 

Eleventh.  The  land  granted  shall  be  held  in  perpetuity  as 
heritable  or  transferable  property,  but  every  case  of  transfer  of 
the  grant  by  the  Grantee  shall  be  immediately  made  known  to 
the  Government,  who  shall  have  the  right  of  apportioning  the 
tax,  if  a  portion  of  the  holding  is  transferred. 

Twelfth.  All  rights  in  mines,  metals  and  minerals  vest  in  the 
Government.  The  discovery  of  all  mines  and  treasures  within 
the  limits  of  the  grant  shall  be  immediately  communicated  to  the 
Government.  The  disposal  of  treasure  discovered  in  the  land 
granted  will  be  regulated  bv  the  Treasure  Trove  Regulation,  III 
of  1084. 

Thirteenth.  The  produce  of  lands  held  under  the  grant  will 
be  liable  to  duty  on  export  in  common  with  other  like  produce 
exported  from  the  State. 

Fourteenth.  The  liability  of  the  lands  herein  specified  to 
Municipal,  General  or  Local  taxes,  is  not  prejudicially  affected 
by  this  grant. 

Fifteenth.  The  Grantee  shall,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of 
May  every  year,  give  notice  (to  the  Tahsildar  having  jurisdiction) 
of  all  lands  planted  by  the  Grantee  during  the  current  Malabar 
year  with  cardamoms  or  rubber,  or  rubber  and  tea,  or  any  other 
produce  liable  to  an  enhanced  assessment,  and  shall  specify  in 
every  such  notice  the  number  of  acres  of  land  so  planted  and  the 
place  or  places  where  the  same  are  situate.  Provided  always 
that  the  Government  shall  be  at  liberty  at  any  time  to  make  any

arrangement  they  may  consider  necessary  to  ascertain  for  them¬ 
selves  the  correct  extent  of  land  so  planted  of  liable  to  any  of  the 
hereinbefore  mentioned  taxes  and  that  the  expenses  of  such 
arrangement  shall  be  borne  by  the  Grantee.  Provided  further 
that,  if  the  Grantee  fail  to  give  any  such  notice  to  the  Tahsildar 
on  or  before  the  last  day  of  May  every  year  hereinbefore  required, 
the  Grantee  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  prohibitory  tax  of  5  times 
the  assessment  leviable  on  such  plantation  from  the  last  day  on 
which  such  notice  ought  to  have  been  given. 

Sixteenth.  All  sums  or  money  due  or  alleged  to  be  due  to 
the  Government  from  the  Grantee  under  the  grant  shall  be  re¬ 
coverable  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Revenue  Recovery  Regulation  for  the  time  being  in  force. 

■Seventeenth.  The  term  Grantee  in  these  Presents  shall 
besides  the  said  Grantee  include  also  his  heirs,  executors,  adminis¬ 
trators  and  assigns.

RECIPROCAL  SERVICE  OF  PROCESSES, 

Under  Section  588  of  the  Civil  Procedure  Code  [Regulation 
II  of  1065.]  the  following  Rules  for  the  reciprocal  service  of 
processes  between  Travancore  and  Cochin  under  date  12th 
September  1902  (27th  Chingom  1078)  are  published  for  general 
information 

1,  All  processes  received  from  the  Civil  Courts  of  Cochin  for 
service  in  this  State  shall  be  served  by  the  local  Civil  Courts  free 
of  charge. 

2.  Processes  issued  by  the  Chief  Court  and  the  District 
Courts  of  Cochin  shall  be  served  by  the  local  District  Courts  and 
processes  issued  by  the  Munsiffs’  Courts  of  Cochin  by  the  local 
District  Munsiffs’  Courts  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  persons 
to  whom  they  are  addressed,  reside,  as  if  such  processes  had 
been  originally  issued  by  the  local  courts. 

3  When  any  process  received  for  service  from  Cochin  is  in 
a  ianguage  other  than  English  or  Malayalam  the  Court  issuing 
ir  may  he  requested  to  forward  an  English  Translation  of  the 


4.  The  Civil  Court  in  Tra  vancore  receiving  a  process  for 
service  from  a  Civil  Court  of  Cochin  shall  'accept  the  certificate 
endorsed  on  the  process  by  tire  Court  issuing  it  as  sufficient 
proof  that  the  proper  fee  for  the  issue  thereof  has  been  paid  and 
shall  deliver  such  process  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  Court  for 
service  and  shall  re-transmit  the  same  to  the  Court  from  which 
it  was  received  with  a  return  in  the  form  appended  to  the  Buies 
for  the  reciprocal  service  of  processes  between  British  India  and 
Travancore  dated  the  11th  January  1890  (29th  Dharra  1065)  and 
with  the  endorsement  of  the  process-server  showing  in  what 
manner  service  has  been  effected  and  if  service  has  not  been 
effected,  the  reason  for  the  non-service,  and  such  endorsement 
shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  process- 
server. 

5.  The  return  &c.,  referred  to  in  the  preceding  rale,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Court  which  issued  the  process  by  Anchal. 
“  On  Sirkar  Service”. 

6.  The  processes  of  the  local  High  Court  and  the  District 
Courts  for  service  in  Cochin  other  than  those  mentioned  in 
Sections  85  and  86  of  the  Civil  Procedure  Code  shall  be  sent  by 
Anchal  “On  Sirkar  Service”  to  the  District  Courts  and  those  of 
the  District  Munsiff’s  Courts  to  the  Munsiff’s  Courts  in  Cochin 
within  whose  jurisdiction  the  persons  to  whom  the  processes  are 
addressed,  reside,  and  no  remittance  on  account  of  process 
service  fees  need  accompany  such  process  ;  but  a  note  shall  be 
entered  on  every  such  process  that  the  necessary  fee  has  been 
levied  ;  and  such  note  shall  be  attested  by  the  (Registrar  in  the 
High  Court  and  by  the  presiding  Judge  or  Munsiff  as  the  case 
may  be,  in  the  other  Courts, 

7.  The  processes  of  the  local  courts  for  service  in  Cochin  may 
be  drawn  up  in  Malayalam  or  English. 

8.  On  processes  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Cochin  Courts  for 
service,  the  process  fees  prescribed  by  the  Buies  now  in  force  in 
respect  to  processes  for  service  within  Travancore,  shall  alone  be 
levied.  The  present  practice  of  levying  batta  at  varying  rates 
in  respect  of  such  processes  shall  be  discontinued.  As  regards 
processes  in  respect  of  which  such  batta  has  been  levied  but  the 
processes  have  not  been  issued,  the  process  fees  prescribed  by  the 
local  Rules  shall  be  credited  to  "  Process  Service  Fund"  from 
the  said  batta  when  the  processes  are  issued, 

9.  'When  the  process  issued  for  service  in  Cochin  is  for  the 
appearance  of  any  person  as  a  witness,  the  amount  of  batta  and 
travelling  allowances  he  may  be  entitled  to  under  the  local 
Rules,  shall  be*  remitted  with  the  process  either  in  British 
Postage  Stamps  or  Currency-notes  or  by  money  order,  (29th 
September  1902.)

I.  In  these  rules 

(a)  the  expression  "  the  Begulation  ”  means  the  Travanoore 
Co-operative  Societies  Begulation,  X  of  1089  and  “  the  Buies  ” 
means  the  rules  made  under  the  Begulation  and  for  the  time 
being  in  force. 

( b )  terms  or  words  defined  in  the  Begulation  shall  bear  the 
meanings  respectively  assigned  to  them  therein. 

II.  (1)  Every  application  for  the  registration  of  a  Society  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Registrar,  Co-operative  Societies,  in  the  form 
prescribed  in  the  Schedule  appended  to  these  rules  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  applicants. 

(2)  Every  such,  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  two 
copies  of  the  proposed  bye-laws  signed  by  the  applicants.  One 
copy  shall  be  retained  in  the  Registrar’s  Office  and  the  other,  if 
approved  by  the  Registrar,  shall  be  returned  to  the  Society  with 
the  Official  seal  of  the  Registrar  affixed  thereto. 

III.  The  bye-laws  shall  conform  to  the  Begulation  and  the 
rules  made  thereunder  and  shall  deal  with  the  matters  specified 
in  clauses  (a)  to  (t)  below  and  may  deal  with  such  other  matters 
incidental  to  the  organisation  of  the  Society  and  the  management 
of  its  business  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  : — 

(a)  the  name,  address  and  the  area  of  the  operations,  of  the 
Society  ; 

■(b)  the  objects  of  the  Society  and  the  purpose  to  which  its 
funds  are  applicable ; 

(c)  the  qualifications  for  admission  to  membership  and  the 
payment,  if  any,  to  be  made  or  interest  to  be  acquired  as  a  con¬ 
dition  of  exercising'  the  right  of  membership  ; 

(cl)  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  members 
for  the  debts  contracted  by  the  Society  ; 

(e)  the  circumstances  under  which  withdrawal  from  member¬ 
ship  shall  be  permitted ; 

(/)  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  cases  of  withdrawal, 
ineligibility  and  death  of  members  ;  ' 

•  (g)  the  conditions,  if  any,  under  which  the  transfer  of  a 

share  or  the'  interest  of  a  member  shall  be  permitted  ; 
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(h)  the  nature  and  amount  of  the  share  capital,  if  any,  of 
the  society  and  where  there  is  a  share  capital,  the  maximum 
share  capital  which  a  single  member  can  hold ; 

(i)  the  circumstances  under  which  the  society  may  borrow 
funds  and  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  so  borrowing  ; 

(j)  the  entrance  and  miscellaneous  fees  and  fines,  if  any, 
to  be  collected  from  members  ; 

{k)  the  maximum  loan  admissible  to  a  member  and  the  pro¬ 
cedure  to  be  followed  in  granting  loans  and  extensions  or  renew¬ 
als  and  in  recowering  loans  from  members  ; 

(l)  the  conditions  on  which  loans  may  be  granted  to  mem¬ 
bers  ; 

(m)  the  consequences  of  default  in  payment  of  any  sum  due 
by  a  member ; 

(a)  the  maximum  dividend  payable  on  subscribed  share 
capital  to  members  ; 

(o)  the  rates  of  interest  payable  by  the  Society  on  borrow¬ 
ed  funds  and  by  members  on  loans  granted  to  them. 

(p)  in  the  case  of  productive  and  distributive  Societies  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  purchasing  '  and  selling  stores,  raw 
material  and  finished  products  ; 

( q )  the  mode  of  holding  meetings,  the  right  of  voting  and, 
subject  to  rule  VII,  the  manner  of  making,  altering  and  abrogat¬ 
ing  bye-laws  ; 

(?•)  the  mode  of  appointment  and  removal  of  the  managing 
Committee  and  of  other  offices,  if  any,  and  the  duties  and  powers 
of  the  Committee  and  such  Officers  ; 

(s)  the  mode  of  custody  and  investment  of  the  funds  and, 
subject  to  rules  X  &  XII,  the  mode  of  keeping  the  accounts; 

(t)  the  disposal  of  the  net  profits. 

IV.  The  Registrar  shall  satisfy  himself  that  the  proposed 
application  and  bye-laws  do  not  contravene  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Regulation,  that  the  draft  bye-laws  are  suitable  and  that 
the  Society  has  reasonable  chances  of  success  with  reference  to 
local  conditions.  The  Registrar  may,  before  passing  final  orders 
call  for  such  further  information  or  make  such  enquiry  as  he 
may  deem  necessary,  It  shall  also  be  competent  to  the  Registrar, 
before  registering  a  Society,  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  draft 
bye-laws  submitted  with  the  application  for  registration  as  he 
may  deem  advisable,  provided  that  the  consent  of  the  applicants 
to  such  alterations  is  obtained.  When  the  Registrar  registers  a 
Society,  he  shall  issue  to  it,  free,  of  cost,  a  certificate  of  registra¬ 
tion  signed  by  himself  and  bearing  his  Official  seal  ;  and  he  shall 
also  issue  to  the  Society  along  with  the  certificate  of  registration 
a  certified  copy  of  the  draft  bye-laws  as  api»oved  and  registered

by  him.  Should  the  Registrar  refuse  to  register  a  Society  ho 
shall  record  a  brief  Statement  of  his  reasons  for  such  refusal  and 
the  applicants  shall  be  given  free  of  cost  a  copy  of  the  Registrar’s 
order  of  refusal.  Where  Officers  subordinate  to  the  Registrar 
have  been  empowered  to  exercise  any  powers  of  the  Registrar, 
their  orders  under  this  rule  shall  be  subject  to  revision  by  the 
Registrar  and  all  orders  of  the  Registrar  under  this  rule  shall  be 
open  to  revision  by  Government, 

V.  If  the  Registrar  refuses  to  register  a  Society  or  any  draft 
bye-law  or  draft  amendment  of  a  bye-law  of  a  Society,  an  appeal 
shall  lie  to  the  Government  within  two  months  from  the  com¬ 
munication  of  such  refusal  to  the  applicants  and  it  shall  be  com¬ 
petent  to  Government  to  direct  the  Registrar  to  register  tha 
Society  or  the  draft  bye-law  or  the  draft  amendment  of  a  bye¬ 
law  or  to  pass  such  other  order  as  they  may  think  fit. 

VI.  When  a  Society  and  its  draft  bye-laws  have  been  regist¬ 
ered  the  said  draft  bye-laws  including  such  modifications  as  the 
Registrar  may  have  made  therein  shall  become  the  bye-laws  on 
their  being  adopted  at  a  general  meeting  by  a  majority  of  not 
less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  then  present. 

VII.  (1)  After  registration  of  a  Society  any  of  its  bye-laws 
may  be  altered  or  amended  or  new  bye-laws  be  made  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Society; 

Provided  that 

{a)  due  notice  of  any  proposal  to  make,  alter  or  rescind  is 
given  in  accordance  with  the  bye-laws ; 

( b )  the  resolution  is  passed  by  not  less  than  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  at  the  general  meeting  ; 

(c)  the  making,  alteration  or  rescission  is  approved  and  re¬ 
gistered  by  the  Registrar ; 

(2)  An  application  for  the  registration  of  a  new  or  altered 
bye-law  or  for  the  rescission  of  an  existing  one,  shall  be  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  Registrar.  It  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  true  copy  of 
the  minutes  of  the  general  meeting  at  which  the  resolution  in 
regard  to  the  new,  altered  or  rescinded  bye-law  was  adopted. 
In  the  case  of  a  new  or  altered  bye-law  two  copies  of  the  same 
shall  be  submitted  along  with  the  application.  The  application, 
the  copy  of  the  minutes  and  the  bye-law  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Secretary  and  three  members  of  the  managing  Committee. 

(3)  If  the  Registrar  considers  that  the  new  or  altered  bye¬ 
law  or  rescission  and  the  method  of  its  adoption  are  not  contrary 
to  the  Regulation  and  the  rules,  he  may,  in  the  case  of  a  new  or 
altered  bye-law,  register  it,  retain  one  copy  in  his  Office  and 
return  the  other  to  the  Society  with  a  certificate  of  approval  and 
in  the  case  of  rescission  he  will  cancel  the  bye-law  and  issue  a 


certificate  of  cancellation  provided  when  the  bye-law  requiring, 
alteration,  amendment  or  rescission  has  relation  to  the  nature 
and  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  members  for  debts  already  con¬ 
tracted  by  the  Society,  the  alteration,  amendment  or  rescission 
shall  not  be  undertaken  by  the  Registrar  before  obtaining  the 
sanction  of  Government  thereto. 

VIII.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  bye-laws 
of  a  Society  as  to  the  mode  of  summoning  general  meetings  and 
the  object,  time  and  place  of  such  meetings,  the  Registrar  or  any 
person  authorised  by  the  Registrar,  may  at  any  time  summon  a 
special  general  meeting  of  the  Society  in  such  manner  and  at 
such  time  and  place  as  he  may  direct.  He  may  also  direct  what 
matters  shall  be  discussed"  by  the  meeting.  Such  meetings  shall 
have  all  the  powers  of  and  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  a  meet¬ 
ing  called  according  to  the  bye-laws  of  the  Society. 

IX.  •  (1)  Any  member  of  a  Society  may,  in  writing  under  his 
hand  delivered  at  or  sent  to  the  registered  office  of  the  Society 
or  by  declaration  duly  made,  nominate  any  person  or  persons  to 
whose  credit  his  share  or  interest  shall  be  transferred  or  to  whom 
a  sum  representing  the  value  of  such  member’s  share  or  interest 
and  all  other  moneys  referred  to  in  Section  22  of  the  Regulation 
that  may  be  due  to  him  shall  be  paid,  on  the  death  of  the  member, 
and  such  member  raay  from  time  to  time  revoke  or  vary  such 
nomination  by  writing  under  his  hand  similarly  delivered  or  seni¬ 
or  by  declaration  similarly  made : 

Provided  that  the  value  of  a  member’s  share  or  interest  shall 
be  represented  by  the  sum  actually  paid  by  the  member  to 
acquire  such  share  or  interest. 

(2)  A- Society  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  persons  so  nomi¬ 
nated. 

X.  Every  Society  shall,  before  the  ISth'Chmgora  prepare  (a) 
a  statement  showing  its  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the 
year  ending  32nd‘Karkadakom  preceding  ( b )  a  statement  show¬ 
ing  its  assets  and  liabilities  and  (a)  the  profit  and  loss  as  they 
stood  on  32nd  Karkadaiam.  These  three  statements  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Registrar  without  delay.  After  the  Registrar 
has  verified  the  statements  and  granted  his  audit  certificate,  the 
Society  shall  publish  the  statements  in  a  manner  approved  by 
the  Registrar.  For  the  32nd  Karkadakam  referred  to  above,  the 
Registrar  may  with  the  previous  sanction  of  Government  fix 
such  other  date  as  seems  to  him  suitable. 

XI.  Copies  of  such  entries  in  the  books  of  a  Society  as  may 
be  required  for  the  purpose  of  Section  26  of  the  Regulation  shall 
be  made  by  the  President  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  and 
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shall  be  certified  by  not  less  than  three  members  of  its  managing 
body  including  such  President  or  Secretary  and  shall  bear  the 
Society’s  seal. 

XII.  Co-operative  Societies  shall  keep  the  following  accounts 
and  books  for  recording  the  business  transacted  by  them 

(a)  Books  to  be  maintained  by  Credit  Societies. 

(1)  Minute  book,  recording  the  proceeding's  of  the  board 
of  management  and  of  the  general  body  of  members. 

(2)  Admission  book,  showing  the  name  and  address  of 
each  member,  the  date  of  his  admission  and  shares  taken  by 

(3)  Cash  book  showing  daily  receipts  and  expenditure  and 
the  balance  at  the  end  of  each  day. 

(4)  Receipt  book,  containing  forms  m  duplicate,  one  of 

each  set  to  be  issued  for  money  received  by  the  Society  and  the 
other  to  serve  as  counterfoil.  1 

(5)  Loan  ledger,  showing  the  number  and  date  of  dis¬ 
bursement  of  each  loan  issued  to  members,  the  amount  of  loan, 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  granted  and  the  date  or  dates  of  re¬ 
payment,  distinguishing  principal  and  interest. 

(6)  Ledgers  of  borrowings,  showing  deposits  and  other 
borrowings  of  all  kinds. 

(V)  Liability  register,  showing  the  indebtedness  of  each 
member  to  the  Society  whether  on  account  of  loans  taken  direct¬ 
ly  by  him  or  on  account  of  loans  for* which  he  stands  as  surety. 

(8)  Monthly  register  of  receipts  and  disbursements. 

(9)  Such  other  accounts  and  books  as  may  be  required  or 
prescribed  by  the  Registrar. 

( b )  Books  to  be  maintained  by  Central  Banks. 

In  addition  to  books  to  be  maintained  as  above  by  Credit 
Societies,  all  central  banks,  that  is,  Societies  which  lend  money 
to  other  Societies,  shall  keep  the  following  accounts: — 

(1)  Interest  register,  showing  interest  payable  and  paid 
by  each  borrowed. 

(2)  Reserve  fund  register,  showing  reserve  funds  of 
Societies  invested  in  the  Central  Bank. 

(3)  Suspense  accounts. 

(c)  Property  statement  to  be  maintained  by  unlimited  liabi¬ 
lity  Societies. 

Every  Society  based  on  unlimited  liability  shall  keep  a  state¬ 
ment  showing  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  each  individual  member 
at  the  date  of  admission  as  well  as  on  the  last  day  of  each  Co¬ 
operative  year. 
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(d)  Books  to  be  maintained  by  distributive  and  productive 
Societies, 

The  books  for  the  credit  branch  of  such  Societies  shall  be 
the  same  as  for  Credit  Societies  other  than  Central  Banks  In 
addition  the  following  books  shall  be  maintained  by  distributive 
and  productive  Societies: — 

(1)  Goods  ledger,  containing  a  classification  of  goods  stock¬ 
ed  and  sold. 

(2)  Stock  purchase  book,  showing  the  daily  purchase  of 
articles. 

(e)  The  following  returns  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Registrar 
by  all  Co-operative  Societies  annually  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  end  of  each  co-operative  year. 

(1)  Statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements. 

(2)  Statement  of  assets  and  liabilities, 

(31  Statement  of  profit  and  loss. 

(/)  The  following  return  shall  be  submitted  every  year  to 
the  Registrar  by  distributive  and  productive  Societies  only:— 

Statement  of  verification  of  stock  on  hand  at  the  close  of 
the  co-operative  year, 

(g)  In  addition  to  the  above  every  Society  shall  submit  to 
the  Registrar  such  other  returns  as  that  officer  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe. 

XIII.  The  Registrar  shall  keep:— 

(1)  a  register  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  societies. 

(2)  a  register  of  the  bye-laws  of  societies  in  the  order  of 
registration  of  the  societies. 

(3)  a  register  of  amendments  and  alterations  in  the  bye¬ 
laws  of  societies  in  the  order  in  which  the  same  are  certified  by 
him  as  approved. 

XIV.  In  Societies  with  unlimited  liability  the  whole  of  the 
net  profits  shall  be  carried  to  the  reserve  fund. 

Should  a  Society  with  limited  or  unlimited  liability  elect 
with  the  approval  of  the  Registrar  to  appropriate  any  portion  of 
its  reserve  to  a»charitable  purpose,  such  purpose  shall  be  clearly 
defined  in  the  bye-laws  of  the  Society  and  it  shall  not  be  other 
than  a  charitable  purpose  as  defined  in  Section  2  of  Regulation 
II  of  1082. 
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XV.  ( a )  The  reserve  fund  in  a  registered  Society  with  limit¬ 
ed  liability  shall  be  invested  or  deposited  in  one  or  more  of  the 
modes  mentioned  in  section  32  of  the  Regulation. 

(6)  The  reserve  fund  in  a  registered' Society  with  unlimit¬ 
ed  liability  may,  unless  the  Registrar  by  a  special  order  direct  it 
to  be  invested  in  the  manner  mentioned  in  (a)  above,  be  utilised 
in  the  business  of  the  Society  or  invested  .or  deposited  in  the  ways 
mentioned  in  section  32  of  the  Regulation. 

XVI.  (1)  In  the  case  of  a  dispute  touching  the  business  of  the 
Society  between  members  or  past  members  of  the  Society  or  per¬ 
sons  claiming  through  a  member  or  past  member  or  between  a 
member  or  past  member  or  persons  so  claiming  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  or  any  officers,  a  reference  in  writing  may  be  made  by 
any  party  to  the  Registrar. 

(2)  The  Registrar  shall  have  power  on  receipt  of  such 
reference  either  to  decide  the  dispute  himself  or  to  refer  it  for 
decision  to  the  arbitrator  appointed  by  him  or  to  several*  arbitra¬ 
tors  of  whom  one  may  be  appointed  by  him  and  one  other  by 
each  of  the  parties  to  the  dispute. 

(3)  The  Registrar,  the  arbitrator  or  arbitrators  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths,  to  require  the  attendance  of  all  parties 
concerned  and  of  witnesses  and  to  require  the  production  of  all 
books  and  documents  relating  to  the  matter  of  the  dispute  by  the 
same  means  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  case 
of  a  Civil  Court  under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

(4)  After  hearing  the  parties  to  the  dispute  and  examin¬ 
ing  such  witnesses  and  documentary  evidence  as  may  be  produc¬ 
ed,  the  Registrar  or  arbitrator  or  arbitrators  shall  give  a  decision 
or  award  in  writing  and  where  there  are  several  arbitrators, 
the  opinion  of  the  majority  shall  prevail.  . 

(5)  Such  decision  or  award  shall  on  application  to  the 
Civil  Court  having  local  jurisdiction,  be  enforceable  as  a  decree 
of  such  Court. 

(6)  Similarly  in  the  case  of  a  dispute  relating  to  a  debt 
due  to  a  society  by  a  member  or  a  past  member  or  persons  claim¬ 
ing  through  a  member  or  past  member,  a  reference  in  writing 
may  be  made  by  either  party  to  the  Registrar  (Vide  Notification 
No.  948/L.  R.  dated  9-2-18.) 

XVII.  Procedure  to  be  adopted  by  Liquidator. 

(a)  When  the  registration  of  a  Society  is  cancelled  under 
Section  40  of  the  Regulation  or  when  no  appeal  has  been  made 
under  clause  2,  Section  39  of  the  Regulation  against  the  order 
of  the  Registrar  under  that  Section  cancelling  the  registration  of 
a  Society  or  where  such  an  appeal  has  been  dismissed ;  the 
liquidator  shall  forthwith  take  charge  of  the  books  of  the  Society 
iD  order  to  take  necessary  steps  to  wind  up  its  affairs  and  shall 
once  publish  by  such  means  as  he  may  think  proper,  a  notice 
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requiring  all  claims  against  the  dissolved  Society  to  he  submitted 
to  him  within  three  months  of  publication  of  the  notice.  All 
liabilities  recorded  in  the  account  books  of  a  Society  shall  be 
deemed  ipso  facto  to  have  been  duly  notified. 

(b)  If  necessary  the  liquidator  will  institute  suits  for  the 
recovery  of  sums  due  to  the  Society. 

(c)  The  liquidator  will  then  proceed  to  determine  the 
assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Society  as  they  stood  on  the  date  of 
the  cancellation  of  its  registration  :  this  being  done  the  contribu¬ 
tions  to  be  made'  by  the  members  and  past  members  of  the 
Society,  respectively,  to  the  assets  of  the  Society  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined.  He  shall  also  determine  by  what  persons  and  in  what 
proportion  the  costs  of  the  liquidation  are  to  be  borne. 

All  orders  passed  by  the  liquidator  under  this  clause  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Begistrar  for  approval,  before  action  is  taken 
to  enforce  them  under  clauses  ( h )  and  ( i )  below, 

(d)  For  the  above  purpose  the  liquidator  may  issue  sum¬ 
monses  to  persons  whose  attendance  is  required  either  to  give 
evidence  or  to  produce  documents.  He  may  compel  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  any  person  to  whom  a  summons  has  been  issued  and  for 
that  purpose  issue  a  warrant  for  his  arrest. 

(e)  The  liquidator  shall  send  all  such  notices,  summonses 
or  warrants  for  service  to  the  District  Munsiff  concerned. 

(/)  The  District  Munsiff,  upon  receipt  thereof,  shall 
proceed,  as  if  such  notices,  summonses  or  warrants  have  been 
issued  by  him  and  shall  return  them  to  the  liquidator  with .  the 
record  (if  any)  of  the  proceeding  taken  with  regard  thereto. 

(p)  The  liquidator  should  keep  short  notes  of  the  deposi¬ 
tions  of  the  persons  thus  summoned  to  give  evidence. 

(A)  The  liquidator  should  then  make  an  order  noting  the 
names  of  members  and  past  members  of  the  Society  and  the 
amounts  to  be  realised  from  each  as  contributions  under  clause 
(6),  sub-section  (2)  of  Section  41  and  as  costs  of  liquidation  under 
clause  {d)  of  the  same  sub-section. 

(i)  A  copy  of  the  above  order  accompanied,  if  necessary, 
by  a  list  of  the  property  of  each  member  or  past  member  against 
which  the  decree  will. have  to.  be  enforced  should  be  filed  in  the 
Civil  Court  having  local  jurisdiction,  to  be  enforced  as  laid  down 
in  clause  (a),  subjection: (5)  of  Section  43. 

( j)  The  liquidator  shall  submit  to  the  Begistrar,  a  month¬ 
ly  report,  showing  the  progress  made  in  the  liquidation  of  the 
societies  placed  under  his  charge. 
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(ft)  All  funds  in  charge  of  the  liquidator  should  be  kept 
and  deposited  in  the  Government  Savings  Bank  or  such  other 
Bank  as  may  be  approved  of  by  the  Begistrar. 

(1)  After  recovery  of  the  dues  of  the  Society  and  the 
realisation  of  the  contribution  and  costs  of  liquidations,  from  the 
member  and  past  members,  the  liquidator  shall,  after  meeting  the 
liabilities  of  the  Society,  wind  up  the  affairs  of  the  Society  and 
submit  a  final  report  to  the  Registrar. 

(to)  The  appointment  of  a  liquidator  shall  be  published  in 
the  Government  Gazette. 

XVIII.  No  appeal  shall  lie  from  any  order  of  the  liquidator 
under  Section  41.

Under  the  sanction  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja,  the 
Buies  for  the  guidance  of  Government  servants  in  their  relations 
with  co-operative  societies  registered  under  the  Co-operative 
Societies  Regulation  issued  under  date  the  23rd  December  1915, 
are  modified  as  follows  : — 

1.  All  Government  servants  are  at  liberty  to  become  members 
of  Co-operative  Societies  of  every  description  including  Central 
Banks  and  take  shares  or  place  deposits  in  them. 

2.  Government  servants  drawing  a  pay  of  Bs.  100  and 
below  are  also  at  liberty  to  hold  any  office  in  any  such  Society  or 
serve  on  any  Committee  appointed  for  the  management  of  its 
affairs;  but  they  shall  not  accept  any  remuneration  except  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  relating  thereto,  contained  in 
Article  62  of  the  Travancore  Service  Regulations. 

3.  No  Government  servant  drawing  a  pay  above  Bs.  100 
shall  hold  any  office  in  any  such  Society  or  serve  on  any 
Committee  appointed  for  the  management  of  its  affairs,  without 
the  special  sanction  of  the  Government  previously  obtained  and 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Government  may  impose. 

4.  It  is  to  be  distinctly  understood  that,  whenever  any  Gov¬ 
ernment  servant  of  whatever  grade,  joins  these  societies  and 
helps  them  in  their  work,  he  is  expected  to  do  so  in  his  private 
.capacity  as  a  citizen  and  he  should  not  use  his  official  position  or 
influence  in  any  manner  which  would  militate  against  the  non- 
official  character  of  such  societies.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
HIS  HIGHNESS  THE  MAHA  RAJAH  OF  TRAVANCORE 

NO.  2680,  DATED  THE  18TH  SEPTEMBER  1908. 

Read  again  the  Revised  State  Life  Insurance  Rules,  passed 
■  with  the  sanction  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  under  date 
the  16th  August  1906. 

Obdeb  thereon. 

The  present  rules  enforce  insurance  on  all  public  servants 
permanently  entertained  in  the  service  on  or  after  1st  Thye  1073. 
Serveral  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  oppressive 
way  in  which  the  scheme  is  said  to  have  been  working,  especi¬ 
ally  in  the  case  of  the  poorer  public  servants.  The  scheme  as  a 
compulsory  one,  has,  in  the  opinion  of  Government,  been  tried 
long  enough  and  it  has  been  all  through  unpopular,  His 
Highness’  Government  consider  that  it  may  be  well  left  to  each 
man  to  decide  in  what  form  he  should  provide  for  those  dear  to 
him,  and  they  resolve  to  make  insurance  optional  hereafter  in 
the  case  of  every  public  servant,  irrespective  of  the  date  of  his 
entertainment  in  the  service. 

2.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  present  rules  for  withdrawal 
from  insurance  if  the  person  insured  wishes  to  do  so.  Some 
provision  for  the  purpose  appears  necessary,  and  Government 
direct  that  a  provision  be  inserted  in  the  rules,  permitting  with¬ 
drawal  at  any  time  at  the  option  of  the  person  insured,  the 
latter  being  paid  back  the  sum  total  of  all  the  premia  paid  by 
him  up  to  the  date  of  his  withdrawal. 

3.  Further,  the  rules  now  in  force  do  not  insist  upon  medical 
examination  for  further  insurance.  It  appears  to  Government 
desirable  to  prescribe  such  examination  for  further  insurance 
also,  as  a  person  in  perfectly  good  health  when  first  insuring, 
may  fall  ill  subsequently  and  his  health  may  be  so  far  impaired 
as  to  render  him  ineligible  for  further  insurance.  His  Highness 
Government  therefore  direct  that,  in  the  cases  of  all  future  pro¬ 
posals  for  further  insurance,  the  proposers  should  undergo 
medical  examination,  before  the  proposals  are  taken  up  for  con¬ 
sideration. 

4.  The  State  Life  Insurance  Rules,  as  now  further  revised 
are  appended  to  this  order.  They  will  come  into  force  at  once.

(cj  “Policy"  means  the  written  document  containing 
tbe  contract  for  the'  payment  under  these  rules  of  an  endowment 
bonus  in  consideration  of  the  permium  paid  by  the  Insured. 

( dj  “  Pay  "  means  the  remuneration  paid  to  an  officer  in 
respect  of  any  permanent  office  held  by  him  in  the  service  of 
Government.,  in  respect  of  which  office  he  may  become  entitled 
under  any  rules,  which  are  now  or  which  may  hereafter  be  in 
force,  to  a  pension,  but,  shall  not  include  any  fees  accruing  to  any 
officer  in  respect  of  such  office. 

(e)  “  Premium  "  means  the  periodical  payment  for  any 

policy. 

2.  All  public  servants  holding  permanent  appointments  may 
insure  their  lives  under  these  rules. 

Provided  that  the  age  of  the  officer  insuring  does  not  exceed 
45  years  and  his  salary  is  not  below  Us,  10. 

3.  Ten  per  cent  of  the  pay  of  the  Insured  shall  be  recovered 
every  month  as  premium  and  credited  to  Government  till  the 
insured  shall  complete  55  years  or  in  the  event  of  his  dying- 
earlier,  till  his  death,  in  consideration  of  which  a  bonus  (accord¬ 
ing  to  the  table  appended  to  these  rules)  shall  be  payable  from 
the  Government  Treasury  to  the  insured  or  his  representative  or 
assignee  as  tbe  case  may  be  cn  his  completing  the  age  of  55  years 
or  at  his  death,  if  earlier.  Fractions  of  a  rupee  other  than  half- 
a  rupee  shall  be  excluded  in  calculating  the  monthly  premium. 

4.  The  age  of  the  Proposer  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  age  at 
his  last  birthday. 

5.  Whenever  the  pay  of  the  Insured  is  permanently  increas¬ 
ed,  further  insurance  may  be  effected  for  such  bonus  as  will 
cover  the  surplus  premium  available. 

6.  When  an  Insured  ceases  to  be  in  the  service  of  Government 
before  completing  the  age  of  55  years,  he  may  elect  either  to’ 
continue  to  pay  the  premium  due  on  bis  policy  till  it  becomes 
mature,  or  withdraw  from  insurance.  Provided,  however,  that 
dismissed  officials,  who  have  been  ordered  by  Government  to  be 
included  in  the  list  of  officers  not  eligible  for  re-entertainment  in 
Government  service,  shall  not  have,  the  option  to  continue  to 
pay  the  premium. 

7.  *  If  an  Insured  wishes  to  withdraw  at  any  time  from  in¬ 
surance,  he  may  surrender  his  policy  and  apply '  for  the 
surrender  value  of  the  bonus  assured  thereby,  which  will  he  the 
sum  total  of  all  the  premia  paid  by  him  up  to  the  date  of  such 
withdrawal 

8.  If  an  Insured  be  degraded  for  any  cause,  he  may  either 
continue  to  pay  the  full  premium  on  his  Policy  or  discontinue 
payment  of  the  difference  between  such  premium  and  that  due 
-on  his  reduced  pay  the  bonus  payable  being  in  the  latter  case 

*  Vide  also  rules  7,  20,  21  and  22  modified  by  Notification  No  (}.  5176 
dated  17th  August  1910  appended, 
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such  portion  of  the  original  bonus  as  is  proportionate  to  the  pre¬ 
mium  paid. 

9.  The  business  of  the  State  Life  Insurance  Scheme  shall 
be  managed  by  the  Financial  Secretary  to  Government,  or  any 
other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf.  The  account 
portion  of  the  work  shall  be  attended  to  in  the  Central  Account 
and  Audit  Office. 

10.  The  Financial  Secretary  to  Government  or  other  officer 
specially  authorised  in  this  behalf  may,  with  the  Dewan’s  sanc¬ 
tion,  frame  such  subsidiary  rules  for  the  transaction  of  business 
as  may  be  found  necessary. 

All  matters  not  provided  for  in  these  rales  and  all  doubts 
about  the  construction  or  interpretation  of  the  rules  shall  be 
placed  before  the  Dewan  by  the  Financial  Secretary  or  'other 
officer  aforesaid,  and  the  orders  thereon  of  the  Dewan  shall  he  final. 

11.  All  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  State 
Life  Insurance  shall  be  carried  to  a  separate  head  of  account, 
and  funds,  belonging  to  this  account  shall  at  the.  end  of 
each  month  be  invested  in  such  manner  ;ts  Government  m&} 
prescribe. 

12.  A  Public  servant  proposing  to  insure  his  life  under  these 
rules,  shall  submit  his  proposal  in  Form  No.  1  written  in  his  own 
hand  whenever  possible,  and  signed  in  the  presence  of  his  im¬ 
mediate  superior  who  will,  in  his  turn,  sign  the  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  lie  has  road  and  explained  the  form  to  the  Proposer, 
whose  signature  was  affixed  in  his  presence,  and  that  the  entries 
made  therein  (especially  those  relating  to  the  age,  the  date  of 
birth,  pay  and  the  date  of  first  permanent  appointment  in  service 
on  Es.  10  or  above  of  the  Proposer)  are  correct  and  forward  the 
same  in  a  sealed  cover  to  the  head  of  the  department  concerned. 

13.  The  head  of  the  department  concerned  -  will,  after  ex¬ 
amining  the  Proposal,  forward  the  same  to  the  Medical  Officer, 
who  may  be  appointed  by  Government  in  this  behalf,  requesting 
him  to  examine  the  Proposer  and  record  his  opinion  regarding 
his  age  and  health  in  the  certificate  appended  to  the  Proposal, 

Government  may,  however  in  any  case,  dispense  with  the 
medical  examination  contemplated  in  the  first  para  of  this  rule 
and  accept  a  certificate  of  health  produced  by  the  Proposer  from 
a  competent  Medical  Officer. 

Note  The  arrangement  sanctioned  for  the  medical  ex¬ 
amination  is  as  follows  : — 

(а)  If  the  proposer’s  pay  is  Rs.  20  or  less,  he  shall  be 
examined  by  a  medical  officer  in  independent  charge  of  an 
institution. 

(б)  If  his  p^y  is  more  than  Rs.  20,  but  not  more  than 
Es.  100,  he  shall  be  examined  by  a  medical  officer  not  below 
the  rank  of  an  Assistant  Surgeon. 

(a)  If  his  pay  exceeds  Es.  100,  toe  medical  examination 
shall  be  conducted  by  a  medical  officer  not  below  the  rank  of  a 
Deputy  Surgeon. 
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14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  to  examine 
the  Proposer  anrl  record  his  remarks  on  the  back  of  the  Propos¬ 
al  and  forward  the' same  direct  to  the  Durbar  Physician  in  a 
sealed  cover,  after  obtaining  the  signature  of  the  Proposer  to  the 
declaration  prescribed  therein. 

15.  The  Proposal  and  the  Medical  report  shall  then  be  ex-- 
amined  by  the  Durbar  Physician  and  forwarded  to  the  Financial 
Secretary  or  other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf, 
with  his  opinion,  which  shall  be  final.  The  Durbar  Physician 
may,  if  he  deems  necessary,  call  a  Medical  Board  to  examine 
any  Proposer  before  passing  his  final  opinion.  In  all  cases  where 
the  Medical  Board  is  convened,  the  opinion  of  the  majority  shall 
be  final.  In  cases  of  equality  of  votes,  the  Durbar  Physician 
shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

16.  If  the  Proposer  is  declared  to  be  fully  eligible,  the 
Financial  Secretary  or  other  Officer  aforesaid,  shall  issue  a  Policy 
in  Form  No.  3  and  arrange  to  give  intimation  of  the  acceptance 
of  the  Proposal  to  the  Proposer  through  his  immediate  superior. 
If  a  Proposal  is  not  fully  eligible,  the  age  of  the  Proposer  shall 
be  taken  to  be  his  age  plus  the  years  recommended  by  the 
Durbar  Physician  to  be  added  on,  and  a  policy  in  Form  No.  3  A, 
shall  be  issued  for  the  amount  of  the  bonus  which  the  age  so 
taken  would  entitle  him  to.  The  difference  between  the  bonus 
thus  entered  in  the  policy  and  that  payable  if  his  age  had  been 
accepted  without  any  addition  shall  however,  he  divided  by  the 
difference  between  his  age  and  his  -55th.  year,  and  the  quotient 
shall  be  annually  added  to  the  bonus  specified  in  the  Policy 
until  his  death,  if  it  happens  before  his  55th  year,  and 
paid  along  with  the  said  bonus.  If  he  lives  to  the  age  of 
55,  the  amount  of  bonus  payable  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
which  would  have  been  payable  if  his .  age  had  been  accepted 
without  any  addition. 

17.  The  Financial  Secretary  or  other  officer  specially  author¬ 
ised  in  this  behalf  shall  forward  the  policy  to  the  Head  of  the 
department  in  which  the  Proposer  may  be  employed,  or  to  the 
Officer  in  charge  of  the  Treasury  from  which  his  pay  is  disbursed, 
for  delivery  to  him  on  payment  of  the  first  premium,  in  cash  or 
deduction  from  his  pay.  The  date  of  payment  of  the  first  pre¬ 
mium  shall  be  the  date  of  the  policy,  and  shall  be  entered  therein 
by  the  officer  realising  the  premium  before  delivery. 

18.  When  an  Insured  wishes  to  further  insure  his  life,  he 
shall  submit  a  Proposal  in  Form  No.  2.  The  procedure  pre¬ 
scribed  in  rules  12  to  16  supra  shall  be  applicable  to  this  further 
insurance. 

19.  On  an  Insured  completing  the  age  of  55  years,  the  sum 
assured  by  his  Policy  less  the  amount  (if  any)  on  account  of 
arrears  of  premia,  will  be  paid  to  him  or  to  his  assignee,  after 
the  surrender  of  his  policy,  and  on  the  production  of  a  certificate 
of  identity;  but  if  he  dies  before  completing  the  age  of  55  years, 
the  amount  due  will,  on  production  of  satisfactory  evidence  of 
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death  and  of  the  claim  to  the  bonus  and  on  the  surrender  of  the 
policy,  be  paid  to  his  legal  representative  or  assignee.  If  there 
be  doubt  or  dispute  as  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  bonus 
it  shall  be  paid  after  production  of  satisfactory  proof  of  the 
claimant’s  right. 

20.  t  The  premia  shall  be  payable  in  advance  and  be  re¬ 
covered  monthly  by  deduction  from  the  pay  of  the  Insured. 

21.  f.  When  an  Insured  is  absent  from  duty  on  leave  with 
allowances,  the  premium  shall  be  realised  when  such  leave  all¬ 
owances  are  drawn..  If  he  should  obtain  leave  without  all¬ 
owances  or  be  suspended  from  service,  the  past  premium,  if  not 
otherwise  recovered,  shall  be  a  debt  on  his  policy  carrying  interest 
at  4  per  cent  per  annum,  and  shall  be  recovered  as  arrears  from 
his  future  pay,  if  any,  in  instalments  not  exceeding  1 0  per  cent 
of  such  pay,  in  addition  to  the  current  premium. 

22.  t  AVlien  an  Insured  who  has  ceased  to  be  in  the  service 
of  Government  has  elected  to  continue  to  pay  premium  till  his 
policy  matures,  lie  may  be  allowed  by  the  Financial  Secretary  or 
other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf,  to  pay  such 
premium  in  advance  monthly,  quarterly,  half-yearly  or  yearly 
into  any  Government  Treasury.  Fifteen  days’  grace  shall  be 
allowed  when  the  premium  is  payable  monthly  and  a  grace  of  one 
month  when  it  is  payed  otherwise.  If  the  Insured  fails  to  pay 
the  premium  within  the  days  of  grace,  he  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  withdrawn  under  rule  7  and  he  shall  be  paid  back  the 
surrender  value  of  the  bonus  assured  which  will  be  the  sum  total 
of  all  the  premia  paid  by  him  up  to  date.

“If  an  Insured  should  lose  his  Premium  Receipt-book,  a 
duplicate  thereof  may  be  issued  to  him  by  the  Financial  Secretary 
or  other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf,  on  his  paying 
a  fee  of  Re.  one.” 

25.  False  information,  furnished  by  an  Insured  or  production 
by  him  of  any  false  evidence  in  connection  with  the  insurance  of 
his  life,  shall  render  his  policy  null  and  void,  and  the  premia  paid 
by  him  shall  be  forfeited  to  Government. 

26.  Government  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  to  add  to,  or 
modify  or  altogether  cancel,  these  rules  in  regard  to  all  Future 
applicants. 

27.  These  rules  do  not  apply  in  respect  of  appointments, 
service  in  which  does  not  count  towards  pension  under  the 
pension  rules.

( c )  Certificate  or  heirship,  probate  or  letter  of  administration 
granted  by  the  Resident  or  any  Court  of  Layv  in  British  India,  ' 
although  such  certificate,  probate  or  letter  of  administration  does 
not  expressly  mention  the  bonus  due  under  the  State  Insurance 
Policy. 

(d)  Decree  or  order  of  a  Civil  Court  of  competent  jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  Travancore  or  British  India,  recognizing  the  heirship  of 
the  claimant  to  the  deceased  although  the  suit  or  proceeding  in 
which  the.  decree  or  order  was  passed,  did  not  directly  embrace 
the  claim  to  the  bonus  under  the  State  Policy. 

(e)  Certificate  from  any  officer  of  Government  drawing  a 
salary  of  not  less  than  Rs.  200,  or  from  a  Tahsildar,  Munsiff  or 
Magistrate  in  the  service  of  this  State  or  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
exercising  jurisdiction  in  Travancore,  declaring  from  his  personal 
knowledge  the  relation  of  the  claimants  to  the  deceased. 

(f)  Certificate  from  a  Tahsildar  in  the  service  of  the  State 

testifying  as  the  result  of  the  due  enquiry,  to  "the  claim  of  the 
applicant  (or  applicants)  to  the  bonus  assured  by  the  Policy  of 
the  deceased.  _ 
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3.  Notwithstanding  anything  said  in  the  previous  paras,  the 
Financial  Secretary  or  any  other  officer  specially  authorised  in 
this  behalf  may,  in  cases  of  conflicting  and  cross  claims  require 
the  claimants  to  produce  a  decree  of  the  Travancore  Civil  Court 
establishing  his  or  their  claim  to  the  bonus  as  against  his  or 
their  opponents. 

4.  In  cases  of  bequests,  a  certificate  of  the  identity  of  the 
claimant  must  also  be  produced  from  an  officer  of  the  rank  men¬ 
tioned  in  clause  ( e )  Rule,  2. 

5.  The  certificate  granted  by  officers  under  (a)  and  (e)  of 
Rule  2  should  give  full  particulars  of  the  relationship  of  the 
claimant  to  the  deceased  and  the  means  of  knowledge  possessed 
by  the  officer  granting  it  and  state  whether  there  are  any  other 
relations  of  the  deceased  likely  to  claim  the  bonus. 

6.  Any  person  who-does  not  forward  his  claim  within  three 
months  from  the  date  of  the  notice  referred  to  in  Rule  1  will  be 
considered  to  have  waived  his  claim  to  the  bonus. 

7.  The  bonus  assured  by  the  Policy  will  be  paid  to  the  per¬ 
son  who  among  several  claimants,  seems  to  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  or  any  other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf  to 
have  the  best  claim,  on  his  giving'  a  good  and  tangible  security 
to  indemnify  the  Government  against  any  loss  that  may  accrue  in 
the  event  of  the  Government  being  compelled  by  a  decree  of  a 
Court  to  pay  the  bonus  over  again  to  another  claimant. 

8.  The  Financial  Secretary  to  Government  or  any  other  officer 
aforesaid  may  consult  the  Head  Sirkar  Vakil  or  Assistant  Head 
Sirkar  Vakil  on  any  legal  point  connected  with  the  settlement 
of  claims.  (30th  August  1914.)

His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  has  been  pleased  to  sanction 
Rules  7,  20,  21  and  22  of  the  Revised  State  Life  Insurance  Rules 
appended  to  the  Proceedings  of  Government  No.  2680,  dated 
18th  September  1908  being  modified  as  follows : — 

7.  If  an  Insured  wishes  to  withdraw  at  any  time  from  insur¬ 
ance,  he  may  surrender  his  policy  and  apply  for  the  surrender 
value  of  the  bonus  assured  thereby,  which  will  be  75  per  cent  of 
sum  total  of  all  the  premia  paid  by  him  up  to  the  date  of  such 
withdrawal. 

Note, — This  rule  will  apply  to  all  applications  (for  wiihlrawal) 
made  on  and  after  the  1st  Thulam  1086, 

20.  The  premia  shall  be  payable  strictly  in  advance  and  the 
Insured  shall  be  responsible  for  seeing  the  same  paid  into  the 
Treasury  on  or  before  the  25th  of  the  month  either  by 
deduction  from  his  pay  bjll  or  otherwise.  If  payment  be  not  so 
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made,  the  past  premium  shall  be  a  debt  on  his  policy  carrying 
interest  at  4 °/0  per  annum. 

Note— This  rule  applies  to  all  policies  issued  to  applicants  who 
sent  proposals  after  18th  September  1908,  the  existing 
rules  20  and  21  being  applicable  in  other  cases. 

21.  Omit. 

22.  When  an  Insured  who  has  ceased  to  be  in  the  service  of 
Government  has  elected  to  continue  to  pay  premium  till  his 
policy  matures,  lie  may  be  allowed  by  the  Financial  Secretary  or 
other  officer  specially  authorised  in  this  behalf,  to  pay  such  pre¬ 
mium  in  advance  monthly,  quarterly,  half-yearly  or  yearly  into 
any  Government  Treasury.  Fifteen  days’  grace  shall  be  allowed 
when  the  premium  is  payable  monthly  and  a  grace  of  one  month 
when  it  is  paid  otherwise.  If  the  Insured  fails  to  pay  the  pre¬ 
mium  within  the  days  of  grace  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  with¬ 
drawn  under  Buie  7  and  he  shall  be  paid  back  the  surrender 
value  of  the  bonus  assured,  which  will  be  75t*l0  of  the  sum  total 
of  all  the  premia  paid  by  him  up  to  date. 

NOTE.— This  rule  will  apply  to  all  withdrawals  made  on  and 
after  the  1st  Thulam  1086/17th  August  1910.

THE  PROCEDURE  TO  BE  ADOPTED  BY  MEDICAL  OFFICERS,  MAGIS¬ 
TRATES  and  the  Police  in  regard  to  the  transmission  of 

SUBSTANCES  FOR  EXAMINATION  TO  THE  CHEMICAL  EXAMINER  TO 

Government. 

1.  These  rules  will  take  effect  from  the  date  of  publication. 

For  purposes  of  easy  reference,  the  rules  have  been  divided 
into  three  sections  : — 

1.  Those  that  relate  to  Chemico-Legal  Examinations. 
Under  this  head  will  fall 

A.  Cases  of  suspected  human-poisoning 

B.  Cases. of  suspected  cattle-poisoning 

C.  Cases  of  suspected  blood  stains 

D.  Cases  of  suspected  seminal  stains. 

II.  Those  that  relate  to  analyses  for  hygenic  purposes. 
Under  this  head  will  fall  the  examination  of  water. 

III.  Those  that  relate  to  analyses  of  a  miscellaneous  nature 
including  examinations  for  economic  purposes.  Under  this  head 
will  fall,  the  examination  of  liquors,  the  estimation  of  morphia, 
opium,  the  analysis  of  salts,  soils,  food-stufis  and  other  substances 
needing  examination  from  an  economic  point  of  view. 

Section  I,  Chemico-lbgal  Examination. 

A.  Suspected  Human  poisoning. 

2.  Substances  for  chemico-legal  examination  will  not  from 
the  date'  of  publication  of  these  rules  be  forwarded  by  Medical 
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Officers  to  the  Chemical  Examiner  to  Government  except  upon 
the  written  requisition  of  a.  Magistrate  on  a  Police  Officer  not 
below  the  rank  of  an  Inspector.  Such  requisition  should  lie  issued 
invariably  and  with  promptitude  if  the  Medical  Officer  consider 
it  advisable  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  Chemical  Examiner. 
Conversely,  the  Medical  Officer  will  lie  bound  to  forward  sub¬ 
stances  to  the  Chemical  Examiner  on  receipt  of  a  requisition  to 
that  effect  from  a  Magistrate  or  a  Police  Officer  not  below1  the 
rank  of  an  Inspector, -although  the  Medical  Officer’s  own  opinion 
■may  be  adverse  to  such  a  proceeding. 

3.  Magistrates  and  Police  Officers  while  asking  Medical 
Officers  to  forward  articles  for  analysis  to  the  Chemical  Examiner, 
should  at  the  same  time,  address  the  latter  officer,  quoting  the 
number  and  date  of  their  letter  of  requisition  to  the  Medical 
Officer,  and  should  furnish  the.  Chemical  Examiner  with  a  brief 
summary  of  the  history  of  the  case. 

4.  In  case  of  suspected  poisoning,  the  following  are  the 
principal  points  on  which  Magistrates  and  Police  Officers  should 
furnish  information  to  the  Chemical  Examiner. 

(a)  What  interval  was  there  between  the  last  eating  or 
drinking  and  the  first  appearance  of  symptoms  of  poisoning? 

(i)  What  interval  was  there  between  the  last  eating  or 
drinking  and  death  (if  this  occurred)'? 

(c)  What  were  the  first  symptoms? 

■  id)  Were  any  of  the  following  symptoms  present  ?  If  so, 
state  which  : 

(i)  Vomiting  and  purging. 

(ii)  Deep  sleep. 

(iii)  Tingling  of  the  skin  and  throat. 

(iv)  Convulsions  or  twitchings  of  the  muscles. 

(v)  Delirium  and  clutching'  at  imaginary  objects. 

(«)  Were  any  other  symptoms  noticed? 

(/)  Did  any  other  persons  partake  of  the  suspected  food  or 
drink,  and  did  they  also  suffer  from  similar  or  other  symptoms  of 
poisoning? 

Any  other  information  available,  likely  to  prove  serviceable 
as  a  guide  to  the  class  of  poison  administered,  should  at  the  same 
time  be  furnished. 

5.  All  substances  requiring  analysis  should,  as  far  as  possible, 
be  packed  and  forwarded  to  the  Chemical  Examiner  by  the 
nearest  Medical  Officer.  But  under  special  circumstances,  articles 
'  not  connected  with  suspected  human  or  cattle  poisoning  may  be 
forwarded  to  the  Chemical  Examiner  direct  by  Magistrates  or 
Police  Officers,  provided  that  the  instructions  hereinafter  laid 
down  in  regard  to  their  transmission  are  carefully  followed,  and 
a  letter  of  advice  separately  forwarded,  containing 

(a.)  an  impression  of  the  seal  used  in  closing  the  packets  and 
a  description  thereof,  .

(b)  a  list  of  the  articles  forwarded  and  a  statement  as  to 
how  they  have  been  forwarded,  and 

(c)  information  as  to  whether  any  of  the  articles  are  to  be 
returned  after  examination, 

6.  Medical  Officers  in  charge  of  hospitals  and  dispensaries 
are  required  to  maintain  a  supply  of  unmethylated  spirit  and 
suitable  bottles  &c.  in  readiness  for  the  transmission  of  viscera 
and  other  matters  to  the  Chemical  Examiner  when  occasion  may 
arise.  In  cases  of  suspected  poisoning,  it  is  exceedingly  im-  • 
porlant  that  viscera  and  other  suspected  matters  liable  to  rapid 
decomposition  should  be  placed  in  spirit  as  soon  as  practicable. 
And  every  care  should  betaken  lest  doubt  may  be  raised  in  Court 
as  to  the  identity  of  articles  likely  to  require  examination,  or  as 
to  the  possibility  of  their  having  been  accidentally  contaminated 
or  improperly  interfered  with.  All  eases  for  chemico-legal  ex¬ 
amination  should  be  handled  entirely  by  Medical  Officers  in 
charge  of  hospitals  or  dispensaries  and  not  delegated  to  an  as¬ 
sistant  or  other  medical  subordinate. 

7.  Post-mortem  examinations  are  to  be  made  as  thoroughly 
as  circumstances  will  permit,  whenever  desired  by  Magisterial  or 
Police  Officers.  Attendance  upon  midwifery  cases  or  other 
similar  excuses  will  not  exempt  Medical  Officers  from  the  per¬ 
formance  of  a  post-mortem  examination.  Advanced  decomposition 
does  not  prevent  the  detection  of  metallic  poisons  in  the  body. 
Hence  remains  of  viscera  may  be  forwarded  for  examination 
when  the  condition  of  the  body  is  such  as  to  render  any  attempt 
at  dissection  useless. 

8.  On  making  a  post-mortem  examination,  whenever  there  is 
any  suspicion  of  poisoning,  the  stomach  should  be  tied  at  both 
ends,  (a  double  ligature  being  applied  at  the  pyloric  extremity,  so 
that  the  contents  of  the  intestines  may  not  escape),  and  removed 
from  the  body  in  such  a  manner  that  its  contents  may  be  retain¬ 
ed.  After  removal  it  should  be  opened,  the  contents  removed 
into  a  perfectly  clean  bottle  and  the  mucous  surface  of  the  stomach 
carefully  examined,  its  appearance  noted  and  any  suspicious 
particles  found  adherent  there-to  picked  off  with  a  pair  of  forceps 
and  placed  in  a  separate  small  phial  for  transmission.  The 
mucous  membrane 'of  the  mouth,  pharynx  and  oesophagus  should 
also  be  examined,  and  any  unusual  appearance  or  marks  of  cor¬ 
rosion  thereon  carefully  noted. 

9.  In  all  cases  of  death  from  presumed  poisoning,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  articles  should  be  forwarded  for  analysis,  each  in  a 
separate  bottle,  unless  otherwise  .indicated.  It  will,  however,  be 
understood  that  other  matters  too  should  he  for-warded  if,  in  the 
opinion  of-tbe  Medical  Officer,  the  special  circumstances  of  any 
case  render  such  a  proceeding  necessary  or  advisable. 

{a)  Stomach. 


(6)  Contents  of  the  stomach,  which  may,  if  it  be  convenient, 
be  put  in  the  same  bottle  as  the  stomach. 

(c)  Suspicious  particles  (if  any  have’  been,  found)  removed 
from  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  stomach. 

(cZ)  A  portion  of  the  liver  not  less  than  1G  oz.  in  weight,  or 
the  whole  liver  if  it  weigh  less  than  XG  oz.,  and  one  kidney. 

(e)  The  vomited  matter  if  any — The  earlier  and  later  vomits 
should,  when  practicable,  be  sent  up  in  different  bottles,  and  the 
labels  should  state  at  what  period  the  matters  were  emitted. 
Special  directions  are  .given  in  paragraph  (11)  for  the  disposal 
of  vomited  matters  mixed  with  earth  &c. 

(f)  A  specimen  of  spirit  used.  Four  ounces  are  sufficient. 

Wien  it  is  suspected  that  a  vegetable  poison  has  been 

used,  the  following  matters  should  also  be  forwarded. 

(g)  The  contents  of  the  small  intestines. 

(h)  Any  urine  that  may  have  been  separately  collected  at  the 
commencement  of  symptoms,  or  found  in  the  bladder  after  death. 

10.  Strong  unmethylated  spirit  should  in  all  cases  be  added 
to  the  contents  of  bottles  (a,  d,  g,  h)  and  also  to  the  contents  of 
bottles  (li  and  e)  unless  it  be  suspected  that  alcoholic  poisoning 
has  been  the  cause  of  death.  No  spirit  need  be  added  to  the 
contents  of  bottle  (c).  Care  should  be  taken  that  no  vessel  con¬ 
taining'  fluid  matters  is  filled  right  up  to  the  brim.- 

11.  Vomited  and  purged  matters  are  freqently  received  by 
medical  officers  mixed  with  earth  &c.  If  the  admixture  of  earth 
be  sufficient  to  render  the  evacuated  matters  dry  and  inoffensive, 
they  may  be  packed  without  spirit  in  any  convenient  manner ; 
otherwise  they  must  be  packed  with  spirit.  Vomited  and  purged 
matters,  if  they  have,  as  frequently  happen,  been  allowed  to  fall 
on  the  ground,  should  be  carefully  scraped  up.  The  superficial 
scrapings  should  be  packed  separately.  It  is  rarely  necessary  to 
dig  up  the  earth  to  a  depth  greater  than  half  an  inch  even  in 
cases  of  suspected  metallic  poisoning,  unless  the  soil  be  of  a  very 
loose  character.  Except  when  a  metallic  poison  is  suspected,  it  is 
"very  rarely  necessary,  to  forward  purged  matters. 

12.  If  articles  of  food,  medicine  &c.  suspected  to  have  been 
the  vehicle  by  which  poison  has  been  admitted  require  examina¬ 
tion,  they  should  each  be  packed  up  separately  and  spirit  in¬ 
variably  added,  as  in  the  case  of  viscera,  to  such  as  are  liable  to 
decomposition.  Emits  such  as  the  plantain,  if  suspected  to 
contain  poison,  should  be  carefully  inspected  by  the  forwarding 
officer  ;  and  if  it  should  appear  that  some  foreign  substance  has 
been  inserted  into  it,  it  should  be  picked  out  and  sent  up  for  ex¬ 
amination.  If  no  suspicious  substance  can  he  discovered,  the 
fruit  itself  should  be  forwarded, 


13.  After  having  made  a  post-mortem  examination  in  a  ease, 
of  suspected  poisoning  and  having  preserved  in  spirit  all  articles 
liable  to  rapid  decomposition  and  likely  to  require  examination, 
the  Medical  Officer  should  communicate  the  result  of  his  ex¬ 
amination  to  the  police,  and  on  receipt  of  a  requisition  from  a 
Magistrate  or  from  a  Police  Officer  not  below  the  grade  of  an 
Inspector,  but  not  before,  forward  the  viscera  of  the  deceased  and 
such  other  articles  as  may  require  analysis  to  the  Chemical 
Examiner. 

In  cases  where  no  death  has  occurred,  hut  where  it  is 
suspected  that  poison  lias  been  administered,  the  Medical  Officer 
having  preserved  in  spirit  all  articles  liable  to  rapid  decomposition 
and  likely  to  require  examination,  should  similarly  communicate 
the  case  to  the  police  and  on  receipt  of  a  requisition  from  a 
Magistrate  or  Police  Officer  not  below  the  grade  of  an  Inspector, 
forward  the  vomited  mattter  or  contents  of  the  stomach  removed 
by  the  stomach  pump,  or  other  matters  requiring  analysis,  to  the 
Chemical  Examiner. 

14.  When  on  receipt  of  a  requisition  from  a  Magistrate  or 
Police  Officer,  a  Medical  Officer  forwards  articles  to  the  Chemical 
Examiner  for  examination,  he  should  address  at  the  same  time 
a  letter  to  the  Chemical  Examiner  advising  him  of  their  despatch. 
This  letter  should  contain  — 

(a)  An  impression  of  the  seal  used  in  closing  the  bottles  and 
a  description  thereof. 

(b)  A  list  of  the  articles  forwarded  and  a  statement  as  to  how 
the  articles  have  been  forwarded. 

(c)  The  'name  of  the  Magistrate  or  Police  Officer  on  whose  . 
requisition  the  articles  have  been  forwarded  and  the  number  and 
date  of  such  requisition. 

(d)  A  detailed  account  of  the  post-mortem  appearances 

(e)  If  he  lias  seen  the  ease  during  life,  an  account  of  the 
symptoms  observed,  and  a-  statement  of  the  treatment,  if  any, 
adopted. 

(f)  Information  as  to  the  number  of  individuals  affected  and 
number  of  deaths, 

(g)  Information  as  to  whether  any  of  the  articles  are  to  be 
returned  after  examination. 

15.  All  packets  and  bottles  should  be  carefully  sealed  by  the 
Medical  Officer  and  closed  in  such  a  manner  that  they  cannot  be 
opened  without  destroying  the  seal.  The  seal  used  should  be  the 
same  throughout,  and  a  private  seal,  or  an  official  seal,  which  is  al¬ 
ways  in  safe  keeping.  Each  bottle  or  packet  should  be  labelled 
and  each  label  should  bear  the  number  and  date  of  the  letter  of 
advice  to  the  Chemical  Examiner  as  well  as  a  short  description 
of  the  contents  and  should  be  signed  by  the  Medical  Officer. 
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Detailed  instructions  for  the  packing  and  actual  transmission 
of  substances  for  chemical  analysis. 

16.  Suspected  substances  may  be  forwarded  by  Ancbal,  cart, 
or  boat  or  in  charge  of  a  police-man.  Officers  forwarding  sub¬ 
stances  for  analysis  will  be  held  personally  responsible  that  the 
following  instructions  are  carefully  followed  : — 

(i)  Transmission  by  Anchal.  The  suspected  viscus  or  other 
portion  of  the  body  or  other  substance  liable  to  decomposition 
and  requiring  to  be  sent  for  examination  should  be  enclosed  in  a 
glass  bottle  or  well  glazed  earthenware  jar  provided  with  a  well 
fitting  stopper  or  sound  cork.  If  liable  to  decomposition,  it 
should  be  immersed  in  unmethylated  spirits  of  wine,  which 
should  be  used  in  the  proportion  of  one-third  of  the  bulk  of  the 
material,  and  care  should  be  taken  that  no  vessel  containing 
liquid  matters  is  quite  filled.  The  stopper  or  cork  should  be 
carefully  tied  down  with  bladder,  and  large  corks  should  be 
coated  over  externally  with  wax,  glue  or  tar.  To  ascertain  that 
it  has  been  securely  closed,  the  bottle  or  jar  should  be  placed  for 
five  minutes  with  its  mouth  down.  The  glass  bottle  or  jar 
should  then  be  placed  in  a  strong  wooden  or  extra  strong  tin  box, 
which  should  be  large  enough  to  allow  of  a  layer  of  raw  cotton, 
tow  or  any  suitable  padding  material  being  put  in  between  the 
bottle  or  jar  and  the  box.  The  box  itself  should  be  encased  in 
some  rough  cloth  or  other  wrapping  material  which  should  be 
sealed  in  accordance  with  the  usual  rules  of  the  Anchal  office  as 
to  parcels.  When  articles  are  forwarded  by  Anchal  to  the 
Chemical  Examiner,  each  package  should  be  franked  externally 
with  the  name  and  address  of  the  officer  forwarding  the  articles. 
A  declaration  of  the  contents  to  the  officials  of  the  Anchal  De¬ 
partment  is  unnecessary  and  should  not  be  made.  - 

N.  B.  The  use  of  spirits  of  wine  in  packing  viscera 
should  be  invariable,  whether  the  season  is  hot  or  cold,  and  care 
should  be  taken  that  common  bazaar  spirit  is  not  used. 

(ii)  Transmission  by  cart  or  boat.  When  viscera  &c.  are  for¬ 
warded  by  cart  or  boat,  it  is  unnecessary  to  encase  the  box  in 
cloth,  but  with  this  exception,  the  rules  for  forwarding  articles 
through  the  Anchal  must  be  observed  in  forwarding  articles  by 
cart  or  boat. 

(in)  Transmission  by  constable.  When  viscera  &e.  are  for¬ 
warded  in  charge  of  a  constable  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  pack 
the  bottles  &e.  in. a  strong  box.  But  it  is  desirable  that  glass 
bottles  containing  viscera  &c.  should  be  wrapped  in  cloth  or  in 
thick  paper  in  such  manner  as  not  to  be  offensive  to  other  pass¬ 
engers.  In  every  other  respect  the  same  rules  should  be  ob¬ 
served  as  in  the  transmission  of  viscera  &c.  by  cart  or  boat. 
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B.  Suspected  Cattle  Poisoning. 

17.  Sufficient  'precaution  should  be  taken  in  all  cases  to 
ensure  that  viscera  &c.  are  not  sent  up  for  examination  -where 
death  obviously  occurred  from  causes  other  than  poisoning.  A 
careful  search  should  be  made  for  any  indications  of  the  presence 
of  a  sui  (poisoned  arrow);  when  this  mode  of  poisoning'  ia  sus¬ 
pected,  and  if  anything  resembling  a  sui  be  found,  if  should  be 
forwarded  for  examination.  A  chemical  examination  of  the 
viscera  is  useless  in  case  of  sui  poisoning,  as  in  such  cases  poison 
cannot  be  detected  in  the’yiseera. 

18.  The  entire  alimentary  canal  should  be  opened  and  its 
contents  inspected  for  suspicious-looking  substances.  If  any 
suspicious-looking  substance  be  detected  in  the  alimentary  canal, 
it  should  be  packed  m  a  separate  vessel,  and  spirit  should  not  be 
added  unless  necessary  for  its  preservation. 

19.  About  two  pounds  of  the  contents  of  the  stomach,  with 
about  a  pound  of  the  contents  of  the  intestines,  should  be  placed 
in  a  clean  glass  or  well-glazed  earthen  vessel  or  vessels,  and. 
strong  unmethykied  spirit  added  in  the  proportion  of  not  less 
than  one-fourth  of  the  apparent  bulk  of  the  material  when  the 
contents  are  nearly  dry  ;  but  if  much  liquid  bo  present,  spirit 
should  be  added  in  the  proportion  of  one-third  of  the  bulk  of  the 
material.  About  a  pound  of  the  liver  and  a  similar  weight  of 
the  stomach,  should  also  be  placed  in  a  separate  glass  or  well- 
glazed  earthen  vessel,  and  unmethylated  spirit  should  be  added, 
in  the  proportion  of  one-third  of  the  bulk  of  the  material.  A 
sample  of  the  spirit  used  in  packing  should  also  be  sent.  Tour 
ounces  are  sufficient. 

20.  Dried  cattle  dung  may  be  sent  without  addition  of  spirit. 
Suspected  cattle  poisons  rarely  require  the  addition  of  spirit  for 
their  preservation,  and  spirit  should  not  he  used  unless 
necessary. 

21.  The  instructions  already  laid  down  about  the  '  letter  of . 
advice  to  the  Chemical  Examiner  and  the  packing  and  trans¬ 
mission  of  substances  requiring  chemical  examination  apply  to 
cases  of  suspected  cattle  poisoning  as  much  as  to  cases  of  suspect¬ 
ed  human  poisoning,  and  the  same  precautions  must  be  adopted 
as  to  sealing  and  labelling  the  different  vessels. 

C.  <£■  I).  Suspected  Blood  and  Seminal  Stains. 

22.  As  the  clothes  requiring  examination,  in  these  cases  are 
usually  very  dirty,  it  wil  be  enough  to  cut  out  the  suspected 
stains,  pack  them  in  cotton  wool  and  forward  them  for  exami¬ 
nation  instead  of  sending  the  whole  garment.  In  cutting  out 
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stains  about  half  an  inch  of  the  surrounding  cloth  should  also 
be  removed.  When  the  entire  garment  has  to  be  sent  up,  any 
stains  considered  to  be  suspicious  should  he  indicated  by  pencil 
marks  or  pins.  If  stains  on  the  ground,  wails,  floors  or  articles 
of  furniture  have  to  be  removed  and  forwarded  for  examination, 
the  .stained  area  should  be  carefully  cut  out ;  and  when  the 
material  is  brittle  as  in  the  case  of  earth  or  chunam,  it  may  be 
preserved  from  injury  if  it  is  carefully  wrapped  in  cotton  wool 
and  packed  in  a  box.  In  any  case,  cotton  wool  should  be  used 
and  every  precaution  taken  to  prevent  the  stains  from  being 
damaged  in  transit. 


Section  II.  Hygenic. 

Water  Analysis. 

23.  Before  forwarding  a  sample  of  water  to  the  Chemical 
Examiner  for  analysis,  it  is  necessary  to  write  to  the  Chemical 
Examiner  and  ascertain  when  it  will  be  convenient  to  receive 
the  sample  or  samples  which  may  require  to  he  examined,  it 
being  desirable  that '  samples  should  be  examined  shortly  after 
they  are  received  at  the  laboratory. 

21.  The  duty  of  collecting  the  samples  should  always  be 
undertaken  by  a  responsible  person.  The  employment  of  peons 
or  servants  for  this  purpose  is  strictly  prohibited.  Before  finally 
filling  the  bottles  with  the  water  to  be  analysed,  the  bottles 
should  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  then  well  washed  out  twice 
with  water  collected  from  the  same  source. 

25.  Glass  stoppered  bottles  are  best;  but  if  they  are  not  pro¬ 
curable,  new  corks  are  to  be  used  with  the  ordinary  quart  wane 
bottle,  of  light-  colored  glass.  In  filling  the  bottles,  a  little  space 
should  be  left  between  the  cork  and  the  water. 

26.  Not  less  than  one  gallon  of  each  sample  of  water  should 
be  forwarded.  Each  bottle  of  water  should  be  labelled  with  the 
name  of  the  well  from  which  the  water  has  been  collected,  the 
date  of  collection  and  the  name  and  official  designation  of  the 
collector. 

27.  Tn  forwarding  water  for  analysis,  the  Medical  Officer 
should  at  the  same  time  forward  separately  a  letter  to  the  Che¬ 
mical  Examiner.  This  letter  should  contain: — 

(«)  An  impression  and  description  of  the  seal  used  in  clos¬ 
ing  the  bottles, 

( b )  Information  as  to  the  number  of  samples  sent  and  q, 
statement  as  to  how  the  samples  have  been  forwarded, 
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(c)  An  explanation  as 'to  the  reason  for  which  the  examina¬ 
tion  is  required  and’infonnation  as  to  by  whom__it  is  desired. 

Section  III.  Miscellaneous,  including  examinations 

FOB  ECONOMIC  PURPOSES. 

28.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  need  for  laying  down 
special  rules  in  regard  to  miscellaneous  analysis.  The  detailed 
,  instructions  already  given  under  other  heads  will  be  found  to 
meet  all  requirements.  But  no  examination  of  a  miscellaneous 
nature  shall  ordinarily  be  applied  for  to  the  Chemical  Examiner 
except  through  Government.

2.  No  charges  be  levied  on  cattle,  sheep  and’goats  treated 
as  out-patients ;  but  when  they  are  treated  as  in-patients  an  ad¬ 
mission  fee  of  7  chs  a  head  and  stabling  charges  at  the  rate  of  7 
chs,  a  head  per  week  or  for  broken  parts -thereof  shall  be  levied. 
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3.  Animals  will  be  admitted  as  in-patients  only  according 
to  the  extent  of  accommodation  available.  The  feeding  of  the  ani¬ 
mals  must  be  arranged  for  by  the  owners  themselves  and  at 
their  expense,  as  per  directions  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
Hospital. 

4.  No  animal  suffering  from  contagious  or  infectious  dis¬ 
eases  will  be  admitted  as  in-patients. 

5.  No  animal  will  be  admitted  into,  or  allowed  to  be  re-  - 
moved  from  the  hospital  without  the  permission  of  the  officer  in 
charge. 

6.  The  hospitals  and  dispensaries  will  be  open  daily  from 
7  A.  M.  to  10  A.  M,  and  from  4  to  fir.  m. 

N.B.  The  Veterinary  Inspectors  and  Sub-Inspectors  are  al¬ 
lowed  to  charge  visiting  fees  at  the  rates  allowed  to  Assistant 
Surgeons  and  Sub-Afist.  Surgeons  respectively  of  the  Medical 
Department. 

RULES  FOR  THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  MANAGEMENT 

OF  THE  CASTE  HINDU  HOSTEL,  HIS  HIGHNESS 
THE  MAHARAJAH’S  COLLEGE,  TRIVANDRUM. 

Part  I. — Constitution. 

1.  The  Plostel  shall  be  called  the  Caste  Hindu  Hostel,  His 
Highness  the  Maharajah’s  College,  Trivandrum.  It  is  established 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Caste  Hindu  students  of  His  High¬ 
ness  the  Maharajah’s  College,  Trivandrum,  with  the  object  of 
providing  lodging  and  board  in  accordance  with  caste  rules  for 
such  students  and  of  subjecting  them  to  proper  disciplinary  con¬ 
trol. 

Part  II. — Administration. 

2.  The  general  administration  of  the  Hostel  shall  vest  in  the 
College  Council. 

3.  The  executive  management  and  control  of  the  Hostel  shall 
vest  in  a  Warden  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Government. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  College  Council  (a)  to  regulate 
all  general  matters  relating  to  the- scope,  policy,  management, 
control  and  discipline  of  the  Hostel,  (b)  to  inspect  the  Hostel 
either  individually  at  any  time  or  as  a  body  at  stated  times,  (c) 
to  frame  an  annual  budget  of  expenditure  and  income  and  sub¬ 
mit  the  same  to  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  and  (cl)  to 
submit  an  annual  report  on  the  working  of  the  Hostel  to  the 
Director. 

5.  The  College  Council  shall  have  power  (a)  to  frame  bye-laws 
consistent  with  these  Rules,  for  the  internal  management,  con¬ 
trol  and  discipline  of  the  Hostel,  (5)  to  frame  bye-laws  consistent 
with  these  Rules  for  the  transaction  of  business  pertaining  to' 
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the  Hostel,  (c)  to  appoint  Resident  Tutors  and  a  Junior  Warden, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director,  if  and  when  such  ap¬ 
pointments  are  deemed  necessary,  {d)  to  enquire  into  any  matter- 
relating  to  the  Hostel  and  take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  fit 
and  ( e )  to  fix  the  periods  of  the  year  during  which  the  Hostel 
shall  be  closed  for  vacations.  The  Council  shall  not,  however, 
interfere  with  the  discretionary  powers  of  the  Warden  in  matters 
of  detail  or  of  internal  management. 

The  W auden. 

6.  Tire  Warden  of  the  Hostel  shall  ordinarily  bo  a  Professor 
or  an  Assistant  Professor  of  PI.  PI.  the  Maharajah’s  College,  Tri¬ 
vandrum,  and  he  shall  ordinarily  reside  in  the  College  Professor’s 
Bungalow  adjacent  to  the  Hostel.  He  shall  ordinarily  hold  office 
for  three  years  but  shall  be  eligible  for  re-appointment. 

7.  In  the  event  of  the  Warden  being  absent  from  Trivandrum 
for  anj'  period  exceeding  three  months,  if  it  be  a  vacation,  or  one 
month  in  term  time,  a  substitute  shall  be  appointed  in  his  place 
and  the  period  of  absence  shall  be  included  in  three  years’  tenure 
of  office. 

8.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  Warden  (a)  to  manage  and  control 
the  Hostel,  its  subordinates,  servants  and  inmates,  in  accordance 
with  these  Rules  and  with  the  bye-laws  which  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Council,  (b)  to  conduct  all  correspondence  on  behalf  of  the 
Hostel,  (c)  to  inform  the  Council  of  all  serious  breaches  of  disci¬ 
pline  on  the  part  of  the  inmates  of  the  Hostel,  (d)  to  provide 
facilities  for  the  inspection  of  the  Hostel  by  the  Council  or  by 
any  member  thereof,  ( e )  to  report  to  the  Council  any  serious 
neglect  of  duty,  disobedience  of  orders,  or  misconduct  on  the 
part  of  a  Resident  Tutor  or  the  Junior  Warden,  and  to  make 
recommendations  in  connection  with  such  report,  and  (/)  to  make 
suitable  arrangements  for  the  supervision  of  the  Hostel  in  the 
event  of  his  absence  during  College  vacations. 

9.  The  Warden  of  the  Hostel  shall  have  power,  (a)  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  College  Council  in  regard  to  tho  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  Junior  Warden  and  of  resident  Tutors,  (W  to 
appoint,  punish,  suspend  or  dismiss  any  subordinate,  or  sei'V.ant 
of  the  Hostel,  other, than  the  Junidr  Warden  and  the  resident 
Tutors,  (c)  to  grant  leave,  in  accordance  with  the  Service  Regula¬ 
tions  to  any  subordinate  or  servant  of  the  Hostel,  except  the  Juni¬ 
or  Warden  and  the  resident  Tutors,  (d)  to  delegate  in  his  absence 
any  or  all  his  powers  and  duties  to  the  Junior  Warden  (or,  if  no 
Junior  Warden  be  on  the  staff),  to  a  resident  Tutor,  with  the 
permission  of  the  College  Council,  (e)  to  gate,  fine  or  temporarily 
suspend  any  inmate  for  breach  of  discipline  or  for  any  unseemly 
conduct,  (f)  to  act  in  the  absence  of  prescribed  rules  in  suchm.an' 
ner  as  may  seem  to.  him  best  fitted  to  ensure  the  physical  health, 
moral  well-being  and  sound  discipline  of  the  inmates  of  the 
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Hostel,  (g)  to  depart  if  necessary  from  the  prescribed  rules  in 
cases  of  emergency,  provided  a  report  ,on  the  matter,  with 
reasons  for  the  action  taken,  is  made  immediately  thereafter  to 
the  Council,  and  (h)  to  submit  direct  to  the  Director  of  Public 
Instruction  any  representation  regarding  any  decision  or  action 
of  the  College  Council  to  'which  he  may  take  exception. 

Hostel  Subordinates. 

10.  The  duties  of  all  subordinates  shall,  subject  to  such  bye¬ 
law’s  as  may  be  passed  by  the  Council,  be  prescribed  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Warden  of  the  Hostel ;  and  such  subordinates 
shall  be  responsible  to  the  Warden  for  the  proper  execution  of 

.  those  duties. 

Admission  and  discipline  of  students. 

11.  Admission  to  the  hostel  shall  he  open  to  all  Caste  Hindu 
students  of  His  Highness  the  Maharajah’s  College,  Trivandrum. 

12.  Students  to  whom  admission  as  inmates  of  the  Hostel  is 
granted  shall  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  rules  and 
bye-laws  of  the  Hostel  and  the  admission  of  a  student  shall  be 
held  to  be  conclusive  evidence  of  acquiescence  in,  and  of  his 
undertaking  to  obey  the  rules  and  bye-laws  of  the  Hostel. 

13.  The  arrangement  for  the  feeding  of  the  Hostel  students 
shall  be  made  on  Caste  Hindu  lines. 

14.  '  It  shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Warden  to  admit 
occasional  visitors  to  take  their  meals  in  the  Hostel. 

15.  The  Hostel  students  shall  pay  at  the  rate  of  Bh.  Ks.  13 
as.  8  per  mensem  for  food  and  lodging. 

16.  Reasonable  facilities  shall  be  afforded  for  the  religious 
observance  of  the  Hostel  students  and  as  far  as  possible  for  the 
inculcation  of  a  sound  moral,  physical,  and  intellectual  training 
and  discipline. 

17.  No  person  other  than  a  Member  of  the  staff,  or  a  student 
or  a  servant  of  the  Hostel  shall  be  permitted  to  sleep  of  stay  in 
the  Hostel  without  the  express  permission  of  the  Warden,  or  of 
some  one  authorised  by  him  to  grant  such  permission. 

18.  The  Hostel  shall  be  locked  up  at  a  certain  hour  every 
night  and  no  Hostel  student  allowed  out  after  that  hour  without 
the  express  permission  of  the  Warden. 

19.  Hostel  students  not  returning  to  the  Hostel  by  a  certain  hour 
at  night  shall  be  held  guilty  of  a  serious  breach  of  discipline  and 
immediately  reported  to  the  Warden,  except  when  special  leave 
has  been  previously  granted. 
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ANCHAL  BTJLES.- 
Letibbs.- 

1.  Letters  weighing  up  to  20  tolas,  whether  paid  or  service, 
shall  be  sent  by  letter  mail,  and  those  exceeding  that  weight  by 
the  slower  bhangy  mail,  but  letters  of  an  emergent  character, 
though  weighing  above  20  tolas,  may,  nevertheless,  be  sent  by 
letter  mail,  provided  the  charges  .are  paid  at  letter  rates  in  the 
case  of  private  covers,  and  provided  that  words  “  emergent  ”  and 
“  and  letter  mail  ”  are  written  on  the  cover  in  the  case  of  official 
letters.

If  the  service 
covers  from  any 
office  are  not 
properly  a  d  - 
dressed  and 
franked  by  the 
head  of  each 

Department  or  office  or  by  a  trustworthy  subordinate  specially 
authorised  by  him  in  writing  for  the  purpose,  they  will  be  treat¬ 
ed  as  private  covers  and  charged  at  the  prepaid  rates. 

3.  (flie  officer  authorized  as  aforesaid  to  sign  the  cover  must 
enter  in  full  his  official  designation,  in  order  that  his  individual 
responsibility  may  be  enforced  in  cases  of  doubt  or  fraud. 

4 .  Government  officers  are  bound  to  receive  all  service  letters 
&c.,  addressed  to  them,  paying  any  charge  which  may  be  made 
by  the  Anchal  office  on  account  of  any  irregularity  or  incomplete¬ 
ness  of. the  address  or  signature. 

5.  The  postage  thus  charged  by  the  Anchal  Department 
will  be  paid  by  the  official  to  whom  such  cover  is  addressed  ;  the 
addressee  will,  in  due  course  apply  to  the  official  from  whose . 
office  the  cover  was  despatched  for  the  postage  paid  by  him 
forwarding  the  cover  as  a  voucher  for  the  amount.  The  officer, 
to  whom  such  application  has  been  made  will  use  his  discretion 
in  recovering  the  postage  from  the  person  or  persons  in  fault. 

6.  Cancelled  (Separate  rules  have  been  sanctioned  by 
Government  regarding-  service  letters  etc.,)  „ 

Express  Anchal. 

7.  The  fee  for  expresses  sent  through  the  Sirkar  Anchal  by  - 
the  public  is  one  fanam  per  mile  or  fraction  of  a  mile  during  day 


Office  of  the  Trivandrum  Division  Peishkar, 
On  Sirkar  Service  only. 
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and  two  fanams  during  night  vide  (Huzur  letter  No.  791  dated 
7th  Dhanu  1067).  Letters  sent  by  express  must  be  registered 
without  which  the  Anchal  authorities  cannot  claim  a  receipt 
from  the  addressee. 


8.  It'  the  person  to  whom  an  express  has  been  sent  has  left 
the  station  for  another,  it  will  be  forwarded  to  him  to  the  new 
station  by  the  ordinary  mail. 


9.  If  the  addressee  be  not  found  and  if  the  Anchal  Master  be 
unable  to  find  out  his  whereabouts,  the  letter  shall  be  treated  as 
unclaimed.  It  will  be  detained  at  the  office  of  delivery  for  three 
weeks  and  then  returned  to  the  sender. 

Service  Expresses. 

10.  Service  expresses  can  be  ordered  only  by  the  officers 
named  in  the  margin. 
Such  expresses  shall  not 
be  accepted  for  despatch 
by  Anchal  Masters  un¬ 
less  accompanied  by 
written  orders  duly 
signed  by  the  officers 
named*.

11.  As  the  employment  of  expresses  interferes  greatly  with 

the  celerity  and  regularity  of  the  ordinary  mails  and  is  attended 
with  expense,  trouble  and  inconvenience,  this  mode  of  convey¬ 
ance  must  be  resorted  to  as  sparingly  as  possible.  • 

12.  The  above  rules  regarding  expresses  do  not  in  any  way 
affect  the  existing  arrangements  for  the  transmission  of  articles 
etc.,  by  periodical  expresses  for  the  use  of  the  Palace. 

Registration  op  Letters. 

13.  The  fee  for  registration  shall  be  3  chuckramst.  Only  one 
receipt  shall  accompany  every  registered  letter.  The  addressee’s 
signature  will  be  obtained  in  the  receipt  and  the  receipt  recorded 
in  the  office  of  delivery.  If  the  sender  is  desirous  of  obtaining 
an  acknowledgment  from  the  addressee,  he  must  give  his  name 
and  full  address  at  the  time  of  presenting  the  letter  and  pay  half 
a  chuckram!  in  addition  .  to  the  usual  registration  fee  and 
postage. 

14.  Letters  containing  a  currency  note  or  any  portion  there¬ 
of,  postage  or  other  stamps,  cheque,  hundi,  bank  note  bill  of

aid  for  (Vide  Gove 
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exchange  or  the  like  must  be  sent  registered.  It  is  considered 
expedient,  for  the  safety  of  currency  notes  in  transit,  that  they 
should  be  sent  in  halves. 

15.  The  sender  of  a  registered  letter  is  required  to  see  that 
it  is  enclosed  in  a  cover  or  envelope  of  a  substantial  kind  fastened 
in  a  secure  manner.  Sealing  wax  with  a  distinct  impression 
(other  than  that  of  the  current  coin)  is  recommended  for  fasten¬ 
ing  the  cover  instead  of  or  in  addition  to  any  other  means  of 
fastening. 

News  Papers. 

16.  Packets  of  newspapers  weighing  under  20  tolas  will  travel 
by  the  letter  mail  and  those  exceeding  that  weight  by  bhangy 
mail. 

Book  and  Pattern  Packets. 

17.  Books  and  pattern  packets  must  be  packed  in  open 

18.  Samples  of  seeds,  drugs  and  such  like  articles,  which 
cannot  be  sent  in  open  covers,  may  be  packed  in  boxes  or  bags 
of  linen  or  other  material  fastened  in  such  a  manner  that  they 
may  be,  if  necessary,  easily  opened  to  enable  the  Anchal  officers 
readily  to  satisfy  themselves  of  the  nature  of  the  contents. 

19.  A  book-packet  may  contain  newspapers,  paper,  any 
binding,  covering,  mounting  or  other  appurtenances,  of  books  or 
maps. 

20. *  Proof  sheets,  marked  as  such  on  the  outside  under  the 
signature  of  the  sender,  may  be  transmitted  by  book  post. 

21.  Press  manuscripts  intended  for  publication  may  also  be 
transmitted  by  book  post  provided  that  the  packet  bears  on  the 
outside  above  the  address  the  superscription  ‘  Press  manuscript  ’ 
and  is  addressed  to  the  office  of  a  newspaper. 

22.  Pattern  packets  may  contain  only  bona  fide  trade 
patterns  or  samples  of  merchandise. 

23.  No  packets  may  exceed  2J  feet  in  length  or  1£  in  width 
or  depth.  Packets  exceeding  the  prescribed  dimensions  shall  be 
treated  as  parcels  and  charged  accordingly. 

24.  Packets  may  be  registered  and  acknowledgments  obtain¬ 
ed  for  them  on  payment  of  Bs.  3  chuckrams  *  for  the  former  and 
half  a  clxuckram*  for  the  latter. 

Parcels. 

25.  The  sender  of  a  parcel  is  required  to  see  to  its  secure 
packing  and  sealing.  Cloth,  wax-cloth  or  tin  is  recommended 

*  As  modified  by  Notice  dated  1st  February  1901. 
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for  a  covering  and  if  cloth  or  wax-cloth  is  used  for  this  purpose, 
the  sender  is  required  to  seal  it  at  intervals  not  exceeding  3 
inches  along  the  line  of  sewing. 

26.  If  the  sender  desires  to  obtain  an  acknowledgment  from 
the  addressee,  he  must  prepay  the  acknowledgment  postage  of 
half  a  chuckram*  independently  of  the  parcel  postage. 

Miscellaneous. 

27.  Letters  &c.,  must  be  posted  at  least  half  an  hoiu- 
before  the  time  fixed  for  the  closing  of  the  mail.  Letters  &a., 
posted  after  that  time  will  be  stamped  ‘Too  late’  and  detained 
for  the  following  day’s  mail.  The  time  of  the  closing  of  the  ■ 
mail  will  be  notified  by  the  Anchal  Master  at  every  station. 
Letters  &c.,  that  are  to  be  despatched  by  mails  during  -  night, 
must  be  posted  before  6  p.  M.  except  under  special  orders  to  the 
contrary  from  the  Anchal  Superintendent. 

28.  The  hours  of  registration  of  letters  and  parcels  at  every 
Anchal  office  shall  he  from  7  to  10  A.  M.  and  from  12  Noon  to  5  p.  M. 
Letters  and  parcels  intended  for  any  mail  will  not  be  despatched 
by  that  mail  unless  presented  half  an  hour  before  it  is  closed. 
In  no  case  will  they  be  received  during  the  hours  of  despatch  or 
receipt  of  mails. 

29.  Begistered  letters  and  parcels  (whether  paid  or  service), 
will  be  delivered  only  to  the  addressees  in  the  absence  of  written 
instructions  from  them  to  the  local  Anchal  Master.  Heads  of 
offices  and  departments  are  therefore  desired  to  make  the  neces¬ 
sary  arrangements  either  to  receive  service  registered  letters  or 
parcels  themselves,  or  authorise  the  local  Anchal  Master  to  deliver 
them  to  any  one  whom  they  may  authorise  for  that  purpose. 

30.  Anchal  peons  are  forbidden  to  deliver  any  letter  or  other 
article  without  requiring  immediate  payment  of  the  amount  dne 
or  to  deliver  any  registered  letter  or  parcel  without  requiring  the 
immediate  signature  of  the  receipt  and  acknowledgment. 

31.  Anchal  peons  are  not  hound  to  give  change.  If  the 
amount  charged  is  not  at  once'  tendered,  or  if  the  receipts  ox- 
acknowledgments  are  not  at  once  signed  and  the  Anchal  peons 
are  subjected  to  detention,  the  letters  &c.,  shall  be  taken  back  to 
the  Anchal  office  for  the  next  delivery. 

32.  Whatever  postage  is  marked  on  a  letter  or  other  article 
must  be  paid  at  once  on  delivei-y  after  which  any  complaint  of 
overcharge  may  be  made  and  will  be  duly  attended  to. 

33.  In  all  complaints  of  overcharge  or  unnecessary  delay  in 
delivering  letters  &c.  the  covers  or  envelopes  bearing  the  Anchal 
stamps  must  be  presented  for  inspection.

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34.  Complaints  against  the  Anchal  office,  certified  as  such 
under  the  full  signature  of  the  sender  and  addressed  to  the 
Anchal  Superintendent  are  not  chargeable  with  postage. 

35.  Since  Anchal  peons  cannot  deviate  on  any  account  from 
their  regular  course  of  delivery  in  their  respective  beats,  persons 
residing  far  away  from  the  Anchal  office,  if  desirous  of  obtaining 
their,  letters  &.,  immediately  on  arrival  of  the  mail,  must  send 
their  own  authorised  messengers  to  the  Anchal  office  to  whom  all 
covers  except  those  for  which  receipts  are'  required  will  be 
delivered. 

36.  It  is  forbidden  to  send  by  Anchal,  explosive,  dangerous  or 
offensive  substances  or  materials  such  as  gunpowder,  matches, 
percussion  caps,  saltpetre,  indigo,  glass,  liquids,  &c.,  or  any  article 
which  either  in  itself  (however  packed)  or  by  reason  of  insecure 
packing,  may  bo  liable  to  injure  the  contents  of  the  mailbag  or 
the  person  of  the  Anchal  offices. 

37.  No  address  is  complete  which  does  not  contain  the  Anchal 
station  from  which  delivery  is  intended  and  care  should  always 
be  taken  to  write  the  name  of  the  Anchal  station  as  clearly  as 
possible. 

38.  Persons  changing  their  place  of  residence  are  particularly 
required  to  leave  written  instructions  to  the  Anchal  office  of- 
their  previous  residence  and  to  send  .written  instructions  to  the 
Anchal  office  of  the  place  to  which  they  may  be  going. 

39.  The  Anchal  Master  at  any  station  or  the  person  in  charge 
of  the  Anchal  office  has  power  to  refuse  letters  or  other  articles 
bearing  the  appearance  of  having  been  opened  and  re-closed  or 
otherwise  improperly  dealt  with,  unless  the  writer  or  sender 
thereof  shall  attest  -with  his  full  signature  that  they  were  sent  in 
that  state.  The  refusal  will  be  absolute  in  the  case  of  registered 
letters  and  parcels. 

40.  Persons  not  belonging  to  the  department  shall  not  be 
admitted  into  the  interior,  nor  permitted  to  examine  the  records 
of  any  Anchal  office  without  the  special  permission  of  the  Dewan 
to  whom  or  the  Anchal  Superintendent  application  for  informa¬ 
tion  or  redress  must  he  made  either  in  person  or  in  writing  by 
the  party  requiring  the  same.  (15th  April,  1882). 

SUPPLEMENTARY  ANCHAL  RULES. 

1.  Prom  and  after  the  Anchal  stamps  and 

cards  will  be  brought  into  use.  • 

2.  Postage  on  letters  and  other  articles  send  by  Anchal  and 
fees  for  the  transmission  of  express  letters  shall  be.  paid  by 
means  of  Anchal  stamps  affixed  thereto. 
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3.  *In  the  ease  of  letters  and  other  articles  intended  for  de¬ 
livery  within  Travancore  and  Cochin,  prepayment  of  postage  is 
optional  except  in  the  case  of  cards  which,  if  posted  without  the 
postage  being  prepaid,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Dead  Letter 
Office  to  be  destroyed  forthwith. 

4.  Unpaid  letters  and  other  articles  will  be  charged  on 
delivery  with  double  postage  and  those  insufficiently  paid  with 
double  the  amount  of  the  deficiency. 

5.  Letters  and  other  articles,  found  in  letter  boxes  with  post¬ 
age  not  paid,  only  partially  paid  and  intended  for  places  out  of 
Travancore  will  not  be  forwarded  to  their  destinations  but  will 
be  returned  to  the  senders  and  the  postage  recovered  from  them 
according  to  the  preceding  rule  if  the  senders  are  known. 

6.  *The  system  of  charging  parcels  according  to  distance  is 
abolished  and  all  parcels  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  2  chuck- 
rams  for  every  20  tolas  or  fractions  thereof. 

7.  No  receipt  will  be  granted  for  parcels  unless  a  registration 
fee  of  3t  chuckrams  is  paid. 

8.  Nor  will  receipts  be  granted  for  ordinary  service 
covers  dropped  into  the  letter  box.  Covers  containing  valu¬ 
able  enclosures  or  which  are  otherwise  of  importance 
should  have  the  words  “To  be  registered”  written  on  them 
in  addition  to  the  words  ‘  On  Sirkar  service  ’  and  franked  by  the 
Head  of  the  department,  the  Manager  or  a  principal  clerk  of  the 
office  from  which  it  is  despatched.  Such  covers  should  be  deli¬ 
vered  to  the  Anchal  Master  who  will  acknowledge  receipt  in  the 
Book  kept  by  the  despatching  office.

12.  Anchal  cards  may  be  used  for  official  correspondence. 
They  should  not  be  franked  on  the  address  side  but  the  official 
designation  of  the  sender  should  be  given  in  full  under  his  sig¬ 
nature  on  the  other  side. 

13.  Anchal  cards  intended  for  official  use  will  be  printed  on 
blue  paper.

Certificate  of  Posting. 

In  modification  of  Buie  16  of  the  Supplementary  Anchal 
Buies  of  the  following  (Revised  Buies  relating  to  the  grant  of 
certificates  of  posting,  are  passed  with  the  sanction  of  His  High¬ 
ness  the  Maha  Bajah,  under  date  the  3rd  January : — 

To  afford  assurance  to  persons  who  feend  letters  and  other 
articles  by  servants  or  messengers  to  be  posted  in  Anchal  that 
they  have  done  so,  and  for  evidence  in  cases  of  enquiry  into  al¬ 
leged  loss  of  letters  and  other  articles  that  they  have  been  ac¬ 
tually  posted,  “  Certificates  of  posting  ”  will  be  granted  by  the 
Anchal  office  in  the  following  manner  ; — 

(1)  A  certificate  of  posting  may  be  obtained,  in  respect  of 
any  Anchal  articles  for  which  a  receipt  is  not  given  by  the  Anchal 
Office,  subject  to  the  following  conditions,  namely  : — 

1.  The  certificate  of  posting  written  in  ink  must  be  presented 
to  the  Anchal  Master  along  with  the  letter  or  other  articles  to 
be  posted. 
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2.  The  certificate  must  contain  an  exact  copy  of  the  address 
on  the  letter  or  other  articles  to  which  it  relates,  and  must  have 
an  Anchal  stamp  affixed  thereto  in  payment  of  a  fee  to  be  charg¬ 
ed  as  follows : — 

(a)  In  the  case  of  unregistered  letters,  post  cards,  book 
packets  (including  registered  newspapers)  and  pattern  packets 
posted  by  the  same  person  at  one  time. 

J  chuckram  for  every  three  articles  of  any  of  these  classes 
or  for  any  less  number. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  unregistered  parcels  (ordinary  or  value 
payable)  and  value  payable  unregistered  book  packets,  posted 
by  the  same  person  at  one  time. 

J  chuckram  for  every  six  articles  of  either  or  both  of  these 
classes  or  for  any  less  number. 

2.  There  must  be.  a  separate  certificate  for  each  of  these 
two  classes  of  articles  (a)  and  (J)  headed  with  the  words  “  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  posting  for  letters”  or  “  Certificate  of  posting  for  par¬ 
cels  ”  as  the  case  may  require  and  the  actual  number  of  articles 
in  respect  of  which  the  certificate  is  required  must  be  written  in 
words  at  the  foot  of  the  document. 

3.  The  Anchal  master  will  compare  the  number  of  articles 
presented  and  the  addresses  on  them  with  the  entries 
in  tl^e  certificate  and  if  the  latter  be  correct  will  obliterate- 
the  Anchal  stamps  and  impress  the  date  stamp  upon  the  certifi¬ 
cate.  The  certificate  will  then  be  returned  to  the  person  who 
presented  it.

Rules  in  connection  therewith  will  come  into  force  from  that 
date. 

1.  “Unclaimed  articles”  include  all  articles  which  cannot  be 
delivered  because  the  person  to  whom  they  are  addressed  cannot 
be  found  or  because  the  addresses  are  so  illegible  or  imperfect 
that  the  place  of  destination  cannot,  be  ascertained  or  because  the 
articles  hear  no-  address  at  all,  articles  returnable  to  the  senders 
under  section'  5  of  Supplementary  Anchal  Buies  dated  1st  Octo¬ 
ber  1888  and  cards  posted  without  the  postage  being  prepaid, 
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2.  A.  Unclaimed  articles  which  cannot  be  delivered  because 
the  addressees  cannot' he  found  shall  be  kept  for  three  weeks  at 
the  office  of  delivery.  A  list  of  such  articles  shall  be  prepared 
daily  at  every  such  office  and  exposed  for  not  less  than  two  weeks 
in  the  most  conspicuous  part  thereof.  AH  such  articles,  which 
shall  have  remained  three  weeks  unclaimed  in  office,  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office.  But  in  the  case  of  cards  posted 
without  the  postage  being  prepaid  they  will  be  forwarded  im¬ 
mediately  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office  to  be  destroyed  forthwith.

5.  The  articles  received  in  the  Dead  Letter  Office  under- 
sections  2  and  4  shall  be  disposed  of  as  follows. 

(a)  If  the  sender’s  name  is  on  the  cover,  the  articles  shall 
be  returned  unopened  to  the  office  at  which  it  was  posted  for 
delivery  to  the  sender. 

(b)  If  the  sender’s  name  is  not  found  on  the  cover,  it 
shall  be  opened  to  see  if  the  contents  furnish  sufficient  informa¬ 
tion  to  enable  the  office  to  return  the  articles  to  the  sender. 
If  sufficient  information  is  obtained,  the  articles  shall  be  re¬ 
turned  to  the  sender,  in  a  Dead  Letter  cover;  if  not  it  shall  be 
detained  in  deposit  for  one  year  and  then  destroyed. 

Exception. — This  section  shall  not  apply  to  articles  which 
are  transferred  from  any  British  Post  Office  or  Cochin  Sirkar 
Anchal  for  delivery  through  the  Travancore  Anchal.

8.  Where  the  sender  disowns  the  article  or  cannot  be  found, 
it  shall  be  returned  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office,  and  it  shall  be

2,  The  “Hrmdi”  is  an  order  granted  by  the  Anchal  Office- 
for  the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money  through  the  agency  of  the 
Anchal  Office. 

A  'Remitter'  is.the  person  who  sends  money  by  means  of  a 
Hundi.  .  . 
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A  ‘Payee’  is  the  person  named  in  a  hundi  as  the  person  to 
whom  the  money  is  to  be  paid. 

*  3.  The  amount  for  which  a  single  hundi  may  be  issued 
must  not  exceed  Bh.  Bs.  500. 

4.  A  commission  on  the  issue  of  hundis  will  be  charged  at  the 
following  rates: — 

for  every  Bh.  Bs.  5  or  fraction  thereof  ...  1  oh.  + 

5.  Tire  remitter  of  a  hundi  must  fill  in,  in  ink,  on  the  hundi 
form  (which  will  be  supplied  to  him  gratis  by  the  Anchal  Office) 
the  necessary  entries  adding  his  signature  at  foot.  He  must  also 
write  his  own  name  and  address  on  the  acknowledgment  portion 
of  the  form.  Entries  must  be  legible  and  may  be  written  in 
English,  Tamil  or  Malayalam,  either  by  the  remitter  himself  or 
by  any  one  on -his  behalf.  The  remitter  may  write  on  the 
‘Coupon’  any  communication  he  desires  to  make  to  the  payee  re¬ 
garding  the  remittance. 

6.  The  hundi  form  duly  filled  in  together  with  the  amount  of 
the  hundi  and  commission  must  be  presented  at  the  Anchal  Office 
window  during  the  prescribed  hours. 

7 .  The  name  and  address  of  the  payee  must  be  entered  with 
such  •completeness  as  shall  secure  identification  and  prevent  the 
risk  of  wrong  payment. 

The  occupation,  trade  or  profession  of  the  payee  and  any 
other  particulars  calculated  to  help  in  identifying  him  should  be 
added.  The  name  of  only  one  person  may  be  entered  as  the 
payee  except  in  the  case  of  Firms  or  Corporations  whose  usual 
designation  must  be  given,  A  hundi  payable  to  a  Government 
official,  Bank  manager  or  an  Editor  of  a  newspaper  &c.,  in  his 
public  capacity  should  contain  the  designation,  not  the  name  of 
the  person  to  whom  the  Hundi  is  intended. 

The  Anchal  office  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  wrong  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  hundi  caused  by  incorrect  or  incomplete  information 
given  by  the  remitter  as  to  the  name  and  address  of  the  payee. 

9.  A  receipt  will  be  given  to  the  remitter  for  the  amount  paid 
by  him  on  account  of  the  hundi  and  commission.  Any  error  or' 
omission  should  be  pointed  out  at  once  by  the  remitter;  other¬ 
wise,  the  Anchal  Office  will  not  he  responsible. 

10.  The  payment  of  a  hundi  will  ordinarily  be  made  at  the 
address  of  the  payee  on  his  signing  the  Hundi '  and  acknowledg* 
nient  and  returning  them  to  the  Anchal  peon.

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11.  The  hundi  and  acknowledgment  must  be  signed  by  the 
payee  named  by  the  remitter  or  by  some  person  authorized  in 
writing  by  the  payee  in  his  behalf.  The  signature  must  be 
written  in  ink  in  the  space  provided  for  the  purpose.  If  the 
payee  of  a  Hundi  resides  at  a  station  where  there  is  no  Hundi 
Anchal  Office  and  the  payment  cannot  be  effected  in  the  usual 
way,  a  notice  of  the  arrival  of  the  hundi  will  be  sent  to  him  ser¬ 
vice-bearing  by  the  Anchal  master  requesting  him  (the  payee) 
to  attend  personally  or  send  an  agent  duly  authorised  in  writing 
to  sign  the  hundi  on  his  behalf  to  receive  payment  of  the 
amount.  In  either  case,  the  notice  issued  by  the  Anchal  Office 
must  be  returned  to  the  Anchal  master. 

12.  The  remitter  of  a  hundi  is  entitled  to  obtain  free  of  charge 
an  acknowledgment  of  the  payment  of  the  amount  of  the  hundi 
signed  by  the  payee.  Should  the  remitter  fail  to  receive  an  ac¬ 
knowledgment  in.  due  course,  he  should  represent  the  matter  to 
the  Anchal  master  who  will  take  the  necessary  steps  to  obtain  it. 
If  it  is  found  after  making  the  necessary  enquiries  that  the  ac¬ 
knowledgment  is  lost,  he  will  obtain  a  certificate  of  payment  free 
of  charge  signed  by  the  Anchal  master  of  the  office  of  payment. 

13.  If  the  payee  of  a  hundi  is  illiterate,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  him  to  make  his  mark  on  the  hundi  in  the  presence  of  two 
respectable  witnesses  whose  signature  must  also  be  obtained  in 
the  hundi. 

14.  If  a  person  removing  from  one  Hundi  Anchal  Office  to 
another  Hundi  Anchal  Office  leaves  written  instructions  with  the 
Anchal  master  of  the  former  place  to  redirect  any  hundi  that 
may  become  payable  to  him  after  his  departure  the  instructions 
so  given  will  be  carried  out  free  of  charge  and  the  hundi s  will 
be  made  payable  at  the  Anchal  Office  to  which  they  are  so 
redirected. 

15.  The  remitter  of  a  hundi  which  has  not  been  paid  may 
require  that  the  address  of  the  payee  shall  be  altered  or  that  the 
name  of  the  Anchal  Office  at  which  the  hundi  was  originally 
made  pa}7able  shall  be  changed.  The  required  change  will  be' 
made  without  additional  charge  on  the  remitter’s  applying  in 
writing  to  the  Anchal  Office  at  which  the  hundi  was  issued. 

16.  The  remitter  of  a  hundi  which  has  not  been  paid  may- 

require  that  the  amount  be  paid  to  some  person  other  than  the 
payee  named  in  the  hundi,  The  required  change  will  be  made 
Qn  payment  of  a  second  commission  equal  to  the  first  on  the 
remitter’s  applying  in  -writing  to  the  Anchal  Office  at  which  the 
hundi  was  issued  and  producing  the  receipt  granted  to  him  for 
the  hundi.  ; 

17.  The  remitter  of  a  hundi  which  has  not  been  paid  may 
stop  payment  and  require  that  the  money  bo  repaid  to  kimaelfr 
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This  will  be  done  without  additional  charge  on  the  remitter’s 
applying  in  writing  to  the  .Anchal  Office  at  which  the  hundi  was 
issued  and  producing  the  receipt.  Payment  can  also  be  stopped 
by  telegram,  if  the  remitter  pays  for  it  and  if  there  is  a  telegraph 
communication  between  the  offices  of  issue  and  payment.  In  no 
case,  however,  will  the  Anchal  office  be  responsible  for  inability 
or  failure  to  stop  payment  of  hundi  in  compliance  with  "the  re¬ 
mitter’s  request. 

18.  If  the  payee  of  a  lnmdi  cannot  be  found  or  if  the  payee 
refuses  to  take  payment,  the  amount  of  the  hundi  will  be  returned 
at  once  to  the  remitter  free  of  charge.  The  commission  will  in 
no  case  he  refunded. 

19.  If  payment  of  a  hundi  to  a  payee  cannot  be  effected  and 
the  amount  cannot  be  repaid  to  the  remitter  owing  to  the  latter 
not  being  found,  the  hundi  will  become  void  and  its  value  will 
be  credited  to  Government.  But  if  the  payee  or  remitter  or 
their  heirs  subsequently  apply  for  payment  before  the  expiration 
of  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  hundi  the  amount  of  the 
hundi  will  be  paid  to  him  with  the  sanction  of  the  Dewan. 

"  20.  The  payment  of  a  hundi  may  he  deferred  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  a  week  owing  to  an  exceptional  state  of  treasury 
balances  or  any  other  special  cause.  Such  instances  will,  of 
course,  he  very  rare.  (28th  May  1901).

Under  section  4  of  Regulation  I  of  1064,  it  is  hereby  notified

Superintendent  ;  such  hour  shall  be  as  near  as  .possible  to  the 
time  when  the  mail  is  ordinarily  despatched  from  or  to  the 
Capital. 

(c)  That  the  cost  of  the  box  (iron  or  wooden)  with  dupli¬ 
cate  keys  and  the  fitting  up  shall  he  borne  by  the  individual, 
community,  or  firm  concerned. 

(d)  That  the  box  should  he  fixed  at  a  place  where  the 
Anchal  Peon  can  have  free  access  at  'anytime.

RULES  INTRODUCING  THE  VALUE  PAYABLE 
SYSTEM  IN  THE  ANCHAL  DEPARTMENT. 


Under  sanction  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja,  with  a 
view  to  afford  additional  facilities  to  the  public  the  Value  Payable 
system  will,  from  and  after  the  1st  Makaram  1082,  be  introduced 
in  the  .Anchal  Department. 

1.  Registered  letters  and  registered  and  unregistered  News¬ 
papers,  Book  packets  and  parcies  may  be  transmitted  by  Anchal 
as  Value  Payable  articles  provided  the  amount  to  be  recovered  on 
a  single  article  does  not  exceed  Rs.  S00. 

2.  Value  payable  articles  can  be  posted  at  any  Anchal  Office 
that  is  a  Hundi  office  for  transmission  to  any  other  office  that  is 
also  a  Hundi  office. 

8.  Every  article  intended  to  be  transmitted  by  Anchal  as  a 
Value  Payable  article,  must  be  presented  at  the  Anchal  Office 
with  prescribed  printed -form  (which  can  be  obtained  gratis  'from 
the  Anchal  Office)  in  which  the  sender  must  specify  the  sum  to 
be  recovered  from  the  Addressee  filling  up  the  required  entries 
and  affixing  his  signature.  The  sender  of  the  article  must  write 
his  name  and  adciress  clearly  on  the  article  itself. 

4.  The  prepayment  of  postage  on  all  Value  Payable  articles  is 
compulsory.  The  postage  and  registration  fee  must  always  be 
prepaid  in  stamps  if  the  article  is  a  Letter,  Newspaper  or  book 


packet,  and  in  cash  if  it  is  a  parcel  The  prepayment  of  postage 
and  registration  fee  is  not  .compulsory  in  the  case  of  service  bear- 
ing  articles.  If  the  Value  Payable  article  is  sent  unregistered,  a 
fee  calculated  according  to  the  rates,  mentioned  in  Rule  7  on  the 
amount  specified  for  remittance  to  the  sender  must  be  prepaid  by 
the  sender  in  cash, 

6.  The  rules  regarding  the  packing,  &o.,  of  ordinary  packets 
and  parcels  and  sending  forbidden  articles  apply  to  Value  Pay¬ 
able  articles  as  well. 

6.  Value  Payable  articles  should  not  be  dropped  into  the 
letter  box  but  should  be  handed  over  to  the  Anclial  Master, 

7.  The  following  rates  of  fees  will  be  charged  for  remitting 
the  value  of  the  article  to  the  sender  which  will  be  recovered 
from  the  addressee. 

For  every  Bh.  Rs.  S  or  fraction  thereof . ch.  1. 

8.  If  the  amount  to  be  recovered  from  the  addressee  on  a 
Value  Payable  article  exceeds  Rs.  100,  an  intimation  of  its  arrival 
will  be  sent  by  the  office  of  delivery  to  the  addressee  who  should 
either  call  at  or  send  his  authorised  agent  to  the  Anchal  Officer  to 
take  delivery  of  the  article  on  signing  the  V.  P.  memorandum. 
The  intimation  received  by  him  should  also  be  'returned  .  to  the 
Anchal  Office, 

9.  The  amount  to  he  recovered  from  the  addressee  will  be 
the  sum  specified  by  the  sender  for  remittance  to  him;  plus,  in 
the  case  of  registered  parcels,  registered  letters,  and  registered 
newspapers,  and  book  packets  a  fee  calculated  on  that  amount 
according  to  the  rates  mentioned  in  Rule  No.  7.  When  this 
amount  is  recovered  from  the  addressee  the  sum  for  payment  to 
the  sender  will  be  remitted  to  him  by  means  of  a  Hundi. 

10.  If  the  addressee  of  a  Value  Payable  article  cannot  be 
found  or  refuses  to  accept  it,  or  if  after  an  intimation  of  its 
arrival  has  been  sent  to  him,  omits  to  take  delivery  of  the  article 
within  the  time  specified  in  the  intimation,  it  will  be  returned 
to  the  sender  free  who  will  be  required  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  the  article  by  signing  the  memoradum  which  will  be 
presented  by  the  Anchal  peon.  Under  no  circumstance,  what¬ 
ever,  will  the  postage  and  registration  fee  prepaid  in  stamps  or 
in  cash  be  refunded.  In  the  case  of  'a  service  hearing  V.  P. 
article  it  will  be  returned  to  the  sender  free  through  the  Dead 
Letter  Office.  If  the  sender  is  not  found  or  refuses  to  accept  it, 
it  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office,,  where  it  will  he 
opened  and  kept  for  a  year  from  the  date  of  the  posting  of  the 
article.  If  the  article  is  not  claimed  either  by  the  sender  or  by 
the  addressee  within  the  period  mentioned  above  it  will  be  sold 
by  auction  with  'the  sanction  of  the  Government  and  the  sale 
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proceeds  thereof  credited  to  Government.  If  the  contents  of  the 
article  are  found  to  be  of  a  perishable  nature  or  emiting  offensive 
smell,  it  will  immediately  be  sold  by  auction  with  the  sanction 
of  Government  and  the  sale  proceeds  thereof  will  be  reserved  for 
a  year  for  payment  to  the  sender. 

11.  The  Anchal  Master  of  the  office  of  delivery  may  be 
authorised  by  the  sender  of  a  V.  P.  article  with  a  written  request 
to  deliver  such  articles  to  the  addressee  free  or  to  alter  the  sum 
originally  specified  for  remittance  to  himself  provided  such 
requisitions  are  communicated  through  the  office  of  posting 
before  the  article  is  delivered. 

12.  The  Government  will  not  incur  any  liability  in  respect  of 
the  sum  specified  for  remmittance  to  the  sender  in  respect  of  a 
V.  P.  article  unless  and  until  that  sum  lias  been  recovered  from 
the  addressee. 

13.  After  the  expiration  of  a  year  from  the  date  of  the  post¬ 
ing  of  a  V.  P,  article,  no  claim  in  respect  thereof  will  be  enter¬ 
tained  by  the  Anchal  Department.  (No,  19334,  dated  12th 
November  1906).

The  Travancore  and  Cochin  Darbars  having  expressed  a 
desire  to  introduce  a  system  of  reciprocal  issues  and  payments  of 
Money  Orders  between  the  Anchal  Offices  in  the  two  States,  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  in  Council  is  pleased  to  approve  of  the 
following  rules,  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  two  Darbars  to  give 
effect  to  the  arrangements. 

1.  Prom  any  Travancore'  Anchal  office  where  the  Hundi 
system  is  in  force,  a  Hundi  may  be  issued  for  payment  from  any 
Cochin  Anchal  Office  where  Hundi  business  is  conducted,  and 
similarly  any  Anchal  Office  of  the  Cochin  State  which  does 
Hundi  business,  may  issue  a  Hundi  for  payment  from  a  similar 
Anchal  Office  in  the  Travancore  State,  the  issues  and  payments 
of  Hundis  by  the  Anohal  Offices  of  each  State  being  governed 
by  the  rules  in  force  for  the  time  being  in  that  State. 

2,  The  Hundis  sent  by  the  Travancore  Anchal  Offices  to  the 
Cochin  Anchal  Offices  shall  be  in  forms  printed  on  light  blue 
paper,  and  those  sent  from  the  Cochin  Offices  to  Travancore 
shall  bo  on  light  gjieen  paper,  in  order  to  distinguish  these  Hundis 
from  the  ordinary  Hundis  issued  by  both  the  States  within  then 
respective  areas. 

8.  The  amount  of  Hundis  issued  from  one  State  to  the  other 
Will  be  entered  in  the  British  coinage.  The  maximum  amount 
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of  a  Hundi  will  be  British  Its.  (500)  five  hundred  and  the  mini¬ 
mum  amount  one  anna.  Each  State  may  levy  its  own  rate  of 
commission  on  the  Hundis  issued  by  it,  and  such  commission 
shall  belong  to  the  State  levying  it. 

4.  For  convenience  and  the  proper  adjustment  of  accounts, 
all  Hundi  transactions  between  the  two  States  will  be  conducted 
through  the  medium  of  two  Anchal  Offices,  one  in  each  State,  to 
be  called  “Central  Office”. 

5.  In  Travancore,  Alwaye,  will  be  the  Central  Office,  and  in 
Cochin  it  will  be  Eranakulam. 

(3.  All  Hundis  issued  from  any  of  the  Anchal  Offices  in  the 
Travancore  State,  will  in  the  first  instance,  go  to  the  Alwaye 
Anchal  Office,  from  which  they  will  be  sent  to  the  Ernakulam 
Anchal  Office,  which  will  transmit  them  to  their  destinations  in 
the  Cochin  State. 

Similarly,  all  Hundis  issued  by  any  of  the  Anchal  Offices 
in  the  Cochin  State  to  any  of  the  Anchal  Offices  in  the  Travan¬ 
core  State  will,  in  the  first  instance,  go  to  the  Ernakulam  Anchal 
Office,  from  where  they  will  be  sent  to  the  Alwaye  Anchal  Office 
which  will  transmit  them  to  their  destinations  in  the  Travan¬ 
core  State. 

7.  The  Central  Office  of  each  State  shall  send  daily  an 
account  of  the  Hundis  received  from,  and  sent  to,  each  State, 
to  the  Anclial  Superintendents  of  Travancore  and  Cochin. 

8.  The  Anchal  Superintendents  of  both  the  States  shall 
prepare  monthly  statements,  on  a  prescribed  form,  of  all  the 
Hundis  issued  and  paid  by  the  Anchal  Offices  of  each  State,  and 
submit  them  to  the  respective  Account  Offices,  and  they  shall 
also  exchange  copies  with  each  other. 

9.  At  the  close  of  every  Malabar  half  year,  the  Anchal 
Superintendents  of  Travancore  and  Cochin  shall  prepare  detailed 
statement  showing  the  transactions  of  the  half  veal-,  and  forward 
the  same  to  the  respective  Account  Offices,  which  shall  adjust 
the  amounts  due,  if  any,  to  the  respective  States  by  paying  the 
same  into  the.  Bank  of  Madras,  Cochin. 

10  These  rules  are  passed  tentatively  for  one  year  and  will 
come  into  force  with  effect  from 'the  1st  Chingam  1088.

1.  To  avoid  delay  in  receiving  '‘service”  letters  and  other 
“  service'’  articles  by  public  officers  from  Anchal  offices,  allloffi- 
cers  having  peons  of  their  own  are  required  to  send  one  of  them 
to  the  Anchal  office  and  take  window  delivery  of  letters  arid 
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2.  This  peon  may  he  authorised  to  sign  receipts  for  registered 
letters  and  articles  under  Anchal  Eule  30.  ’ 

3.  Government  sanction  a  window  delivery  free  of  Rupee  (1) 
one  per  mensem  being  charged  by  the  Anchal  Department  to 
officers  who  may  like  to  use  tapal  boxes  with  locks  and  duplicate 
keys,  one  of  which  may  be  left  with  the  Anchal  master  for  taking 
window  delivery  of  their  “tapal”.  The  fee  may  be  paid  from 
the  contingent  fund  of  the  officer. 

4.  Persons  other  than  public  officers  also  may,  in  the  same 
manner,  use  tapal  boxes  for  taking  window  delivery  of  their 
covers  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  Rupee  per  mensem  to  the 
Anchal  Department. 

5.  These  rules  will  come  into  force  from  14th  May  1909/lst 

Vycasy  1084. 


Anchal  Notice. 

For  the  convenience  of  tax-payers,  who  wish  to  avoid  the 
trouble  of  going  to  Proverthy  Cutcherries  to  pay  their  taxes,  the 
following  rules  are  sanctioned  by  Government  tentatively  for  a 
year,  to  admit  of  the  tax  being  remitted  to  Proverthy  Cutcherries 
by  means  of  Revenue  Himdis,  through  the  Anchal  Department. 
The  rules  will  come  into  force  from  1st  Chingom  1085. 

Rules  belated  to  Revenue  ITundis. 

1.  Revenue  Hundis  are  a  special  class  of  Anchal  Hundis  by 
means  of  which  a  landholder  paying  land  tax  to  Government 
may  remit  the  amount  of  the  tax  to  the  Proverthicar  in  whose 
Proverthy  the  land  on  which  the  tax  is  due  is  situated. 

•2.  In  these  rules  the  term  “Proverthicar”  will  include  all 
officers  authorised  to  receive  land-revenue  and  grant  a  receipt. 

3.  Revenue  himdis  will  be  used  only  for  the  remittance  of 
land-tax  cesses  and  any  other  item  of  land-revenue. 

4.  If  a  land-holder  has  lands  covered  by  different  pattas  in 
the  same  Proverthy,  he  may  remit  the  tax  due  on  all  such 
pattas  by  a  single  hundi,  but  the  amount  paid  in  respect  of  each 
surah  patta  should  be  separately  entered  in  the  hundi  form. 

5.  It  must  be  strictly  understood  that  the  use  of  this  system 
of  paying  land-tax  is  optional,  no  land-holder  is  compelled  to 
resort  to  it,  unless  he  wishes  to  do  so. 

6.  Revenue  hundi  form  is  divided  into  three  parts  : — 

.(A)  The  hundi. 
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(B)  The  memorandum  of  particulars  of  remittance. 

( C )  The  acknowledgment. 

7.  Revenue  hundis  may  be  issued  from  any  Anchal  Office 
from  where  ordinary  hundis  are  issued  and  must  be  drawn  on  an 
Anchal  Office  within  the  sphere  of  which  the  Proverthy  Cut- 
cherrv  of  the  payee  is  situated,  and  will  be  governed  by  the  rules 
of  ordinary  Anchal  hundis. 

8.  The  Anchal  Office  of  issue  is  responsible  that  no  Revenue 
hundi  is  issued  in  which  the  memorandum  of  particulars  of  re¬ 
mittance  (Part  B)  and  the  acnowledgment  (Part  C)  are  not 
completely  filled  up.  But  the  Anchal  Office  is  not  responsible 
for  the  correctness  of  the  particulars. 

9.  If  the  amount  of  the  revenue  hundi  falls  short,  or  is  in 
excess,  of  the  amount  payable  by  the  land-holder  concerned  or 
if  the  issue  or  the  delivery  of  the  revenue  hundi  is  too  late  for 
the  kist  day,  the  Proverthicar  must  still  receive  it. 

10.  If  the  Revenue  hundi  form  is  not  properly  and  correctly 
filled  up  and  gives  room  for  doubt  as  to  any  particular  item  and 
in  cases  where  rival  claimants  transmit  hundis  with  a  view  to  de¬ 
feat  rightful  claimants,  such  hundis  may  be  refused  by  the  Pro¬ 
verthicar.  But  the  reasons  for  such  refusal  should  be  noted  in 
the  column  provided  for  the  purpose. 

11.  The  issue  of  a  Revenue  hundi  which  is  ultimately  deli¬ 
vered  to  the  Proverthicar  concerned  too  late  for  the  kist  day, 
does  not  exempt  the  remitter  from  the  payment  of  demand 
notice  fees  if  they  have  been  issued  in  the  interval.

Under  sanction  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  it  is  here¬ 
by  notified  that  the  accountant  in  each  .  pakuthy,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  Nalvazhi  accounts,  is  authorised  to  receive  revenue 
Handies  in  the  absence  of  the  Proverthicar  from  his  Office.

2.  Parcels  for  transit  will  be  received  and  booked  at  all  Booking  of 
transit  stations  during  the  hours  of  7  A.  m.  to  10  A.  m.  and  12  parcels, 
noon  to  4  p.  M.,  on  all  office  days. 

3.  A  parcel  may  be  sent  to  any  place  in  Travancore.  But  it  Place  of  deli-

4.  The  names  of  the  existing  transit  stations  to  and  from  Transit  sta- 
which  parcels  may  be  sent,  are  given  below.  The  names  of  ad-  Con¬ 
ditional  stations  will  be  published  in  the  Government  Gazette, 

from  time  to  time,  as  such  stations  are  established. 

5.  The  Sirkar  Agent  and  Transit  Master  at  Ernakulam  and  Hallway 
the  Anchal  Master  at  Quilon  are  not  bound,  in  their  official  cap-  parcels, 
acity,  to  take  charge  of  and  transmit  private  parcels  intended  to 

be  sent  by,  or  coming  through  the  Railway.  They  are  however 
permitted  to  do  so,  as  private  agents  of  the  persons  sending  or 
receiving  the  parcels.  The  senders  and  addressees  of  such  parcels 
may  make  their  own  arrangements,  with  the  agents  if  they  wish 
to  utilize  their  seryices.  Government  will,  in  no  case,  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  miscarriage,  misdelivery,  non-delivery,  delay 
damage  or  loss  of  such  parcels.

7.  The  rates  of  fees  for  parcels  are  shown  in  table  I  annexed  . 
to  these  rules.

(d)  Cut  flowers. 

8.  Charges  for  parcels  may  be  paid  either  at  the  booking 
station  or  at  the  station  where  they  are  to  be  delivered.  But  the. 
charges  on  parcels  containing  perishable  articles  must  be  prepaid. 
Such  parcels  will  be  carried  only  at  owner’s  risk. 

9.  Duplicate  receipts  for  all  parcels  will  be  given  by  Transit 
Masters,  to  the  consignor  who  will  forward  one  of  them  to  the 
consignee.  The  consignee  or  his  agent  will  give  this  receipt  duly  - 
endorsed  by  the  consignee,  to  the  Transit  Master  at  the  station 
of  destination  of  the  parcel  and  take  delivery  of  it.  When  for 
any  reason  the  transit  receipt  is  not  received  and  the  parcel  is  re¬ 
quired  urgently,  the  consignee  may  take  delivery  of  it  after  exe¬ 
cuting  an  indemnity  note  on  a  two-anna  stamped  paper  in  the 
form  appended. 

10.  Parcels  will  be  delivered  to  the  owners,  only  after  pay¬ 
ment  of  all  charges  due  on  them. 


11.  The  Government  will  not  be  responsible  for  any 
damage  or  delay  of  parcels,  caused  by  accidents. 


12.  The  particulars  of  address  on  parcels  should  tally  with 
those  in  the  receipt  and  should  be  written  clearly. 

13.  To  ensure  the  safety  of  parcels,  they  should  be  carefully 
made  up  in  wax-cloth,  leather  or  such  other  water-proof 
materials,  and  should  be  sealed. 

14.  Parcels  containing  dutiable  articles  will  not  be  accepted 
for  transmission,  and  it  must  be  distinctly  stated  below  the  ad¬ 
dress  on  the  parcel, ".that  it  contains  no  dutiable  goods. 

15.  Transit  Masters  are  empowered  to  examine,  in  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  the  owner  or  his  agent,  any  parcel  which  they  may  reason¬ 
ably  suspect  to  contain  dutiable  articles.  " 

16.  Contraband  goods  in  any  parcel  will  be  confiscated  to  the 
Sirkar.  and  the  party  concerned  will  be  liable  to  prosecution. 
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17.  Parcels  containing  dangerous  or  offensive  articles  will  not 
be  received  for  transmission. 

18.  Jewellery,  precious  stones,  coins,  &c.,  will  not  be  convey¬ 
ed  by  the  transit  boat, 

19.  If  a  parcel  is  not  taken  delivery  of  by  the  consignee 
within  7  days  after  its  arrival  at  the  station  of  destination, 
demurrage  at  the  rate  of  one  chuckram  per  diem  will  be  charged 
for  the  succeeding  days.  If  the  parcel  is  not  removed  within  30 
days  of  its  arrival,  it  will  be  returned  to  the  booking  station  to  be 
delivered  to  the  consignor  to  whom  notice  will  be  sent  by  the 
station  master.  If  the  consignor  does  not  take  delivery  of  the 
parcel  within  7  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice,  it  will  be  kept  in 
the  station  for  21  days  more  during  which  demurrage  will  be 
charged  at  the  rate  mentioned  above.  After  that  the  parcel  will 
be  sold  in  auction,  and  from  the  sale  proceeds  all  charges  due  to 
the  Government  will  be  deducted  and  the  balance,  if  any,  will  be 
hejd  in  deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  consignor,  if  claimed  within  a 
year,  after  which  it  will  be  forfeited  to  Government. 

In  the  case  of  perishable  articles,  if  the  consignment  is  not  Perishiblo 
taken  delivery  of  within  48  hours  after  its  arrival  at  the  station  articles, 
of  destination,  it  will  be  auctioned  and  the  sale  proceeds  held  in 
deposit  and  disposed  of  as  shown  above. 

SIRKAR  TRANSIT  BOAT  RECEIPTS  SENT  VALUE 
PAYABLE. 

20.  Heavy  articles  which  cannot  ordinarily  be  sent  by  Ancbal  Transit  Rece- 
may  be  sent  through  the  Sirkar  Transit  Agency.  In  such  cases  ipt  sent  value 
the  receipt  granted  by  the  Transit  Master  for  the  articles  sent  by  p“}'ab,e-

23.  The  Anchal  Office  will  obliterate  the  stamp  or  stamps 
with  the  date  stamp  of  the  office,  and  transmit  the  open  receipt 
to  the  office  of  destination  to  he  delivered,  to  the  person  to  whom 
it  has  been  endorsed  by  the  sender,  in  the  manner  prescribed  for

24.  When  the  amount  is  recovered,  the  sum  for  payment  to 
the  sender  will  be  remitted  to  him  in  accordance  with  the  ordin¬ 
ary  rules  relating  to  value  payable  articles. 

25.  If  the  value  payable  receipt  is  not  taken  delivery  of 
within  the  time  prescribed  for  V.  P.  articles,  viz,,  seven  days, 
the  receipt  and  articles  will  be  re-directed  to  the  office  of  despatch. 
The  receipt  will  be  returned  to  the  sender  on  his  signing  a  receipt 
for  it.  The  article  will  also  be  returned  to  him  after  the  amount 
due  on  them  under  the  Transit  Pules,  is  paid,  failing  which  they 
will  be  auctioned  and  the  proceeds  paid  to  the  consignor  after 
deducting  the  Departmental  dues.

Object. 

1.  The  object  of  the  Government  in  establishing  Savings 
Bank  is  to  provide  a  ready  means  for  the  deposit  of  savings  and 
to  encourage  thrift. 

Definitions. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  these  rules  : — 

Deposit  means  money  paid  into  an  Anchal  Savings  Bank  by 
or  on  behalf  of,  a  depositor. 

Depositor  means  the  person  by  whom,  or  on  whose  behalf, 
money  is  deposited. 

Account  means  the  account  of  a  depositor  in  an  Anchal 
Savings  Bank. 

Balance  means  the  balance  at  credit  of  an  account. 

Minor  means  a  person  who  has  not  completed  the  age  of  18 

Guardian  includes  in  a  Makkathayam  or  Marumakkathayam 
family  the  father  or  karanavan  as  the  case  may  be  and  if  the 
father  or  karanavan  be  dead,  the  mother,  or  if  the  mother  be 
also  dead  and  no  guardian  of  the  minor  has  been  appointed  by 
Will  or  Deed,  or  under  Regulation  II  of  1077,  any  adult  relation 
of  the  minor  with  whom  the  minor  is  residing,  or  by  whom  he  is 
being  maintained,  It  also  includes  the  father  of  a  minor  of 
Marumakkathayam  family  if  the  deposits  are  made  by  the  father 
on  behalf  of  the  minor  children. 


Limitations  as  to  opening  Accounts  and  Deposits. 

3.  Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  is  not  a  minor,  may 
deposit  money  in  an  Anchal  Savings  Bank,  (a)  on  his  or  her  own 
behalf  or  (6)  oh’  behalf  of  any  minor  relative,  or  (c)  on  behalf  of 
any  minor  of  whom  he  or  she  is  the  guardian. 

4.  No  person  may  have  more  than  one  account  opened  in  his 
or  her  own  name.  In  addition  to  the  account  which  a  person 
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may  open  in  his  own  name,  he  may  open  any  number  of  separate 
accounts  on  behalf  of  any  minors  who  are  related  to  him  or  of 
whom  he  is  the  guardian,  provided  he  shall  not  open  more  than 
one  such,  account  on  behalf  of  each  such  minor.  A.  married 
woman  may  open  a  separate  account  from  that  of  her  husband, 
provided  the  money  to  be  deposited  by  her  is  her  own  property 
or  earning,  or  is  at  her  disposal.  A  depositor  who  has  an  account 
in  the  Treasury  Savings  Bank  may  open  another  account  in 
addition  in  the  Anckal  Savings  Bank  and  vice  versa. 

5.  Deposits  in  trust  are  not  allowed  and  cannot  be  recognised. 
Exception  is  however  made  in  the  case  of  Public  accounts  when 
the  amounts  of  such  deposits  are  less  than  Bs.  100  5  A.  Money 
cannot  be  deposited  in  the  name  of  two  or  more  persons  jointly, 
provided  that  nothing  in  this  rule  shall  prevent  the  deposit  of 
money  in  the  name  of  a  known  Firm. 

6.  The  smallest  sum  of  money  that  can  be  deposited  at  any 
time  is  half  a  rupee  and  no  sum  can  be  deposited  which  includes 
a  smaller  fraction. 

7.  The  total  amount  which  a  depositor  may  have  at  any  time 
to  his  credit  is  Bs.  10,000  exclusive  of  interest  for  the  current 
year. 

Poweri  to  withdraw  money  and  limitations  as  to  Withdrawals' 

8.  A  depositor  may  not  withdraw  money  from  his  account 
more  than  twice  in  a  week,  reckoning  it  from  Sunday  to  Satur¬ 
day.  Money  deposited  on  behalf  of  a  minor  may  only  be  with¬ 
drawn,  during  his  or  her  minority  by  the  guardian.  Women, 
whether  married  or  single,  may  withdraw  money  deposited  by 
them  in  their  own  names. 

9.  A  depositor  may  not  withdraw  a  smaller  sum  than  a  rupee 
or  any  sum  which  includes  a  fraction  of  a  rupee,  unless  it  be  to 
dose  his  account. 


How  to  open  an  Aooount. 

10.  Any  person  wishing  to  open  an  account  should  apply,  in 
form  No.  A  to  the  nearest  S.  B.  Anchal  Office  stating  his  name, 
occupation  or  profession,  father’s  or  karanavan’s  name  caste  and 
place  of  residence. 

The  application  need  not  necessarily  be  made  in  person. 

11.  The  intending  depositor  must  sign  a  declaration  in  Form 
No.  B  that  he  has  read  and  accepted  the  Savings  Bank  Buies 
If  he  be  unable  to  write,  he  must  attend  personally  and  affix  his 
mark  or  seal  to  the  declaration,  which  must  be  attested  by  the 
signature  of  a  witness.  If  he  should  apply  in  person,  a  copy  of 
these  rules  will  be  given  to  him  to  read  or  they  will  be  read  and 
explained  to  him,  should  he  be  unable  to  read,  If  he  should 
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not  apply  in  person,  a  copy  of  these  rales  with  the  form  of 
declaration  will  be  sent  to  him  and  he  must  present  the  declara¬ 
tion  duly  signed. 

12.  When  the  declaration  is  presented,  duly  signed  with  the 
amount  of  the  first  deposit,  the  deposit  will  he  entered  in  a  pass¬ 
book,  Form  No.  C,  which  will  be  supplied  to  the  depositor  and 
the  entry  in  which  will  be  signed  by  the  Anclial  Master  and 
stamped  with  the  Anchal  Office  stamp. 

13.  The  depositor  will  be  required  to  sign  a  receipt  for  the 
pass-book  in  a  Book  of  signatures.  Form  No.  D  which  will  be 
kept  in  the  Anchal  Office.  Tire  signatures  should  be  carefully 
made,  as  they  will  be  preserved  as  specimens  for  the  future 
guidance  of  the  Savings  Bank. 

Wien  the  depositor  does  not  himself  attend  at  the  Anchal 
Office,  his  signature  should  be  obtained  on  the  printed  slip  (Form 
No.  1)  duly  attested  by  a  trustworthy  witness  known  to  the 
Anohal  Master  in  cases  in  which  such  attestation  is  deemed,  by 
the  Anchal  blaster,  necessary. 

Pass-Book. 

14.  The  pass-book  of  a  depositor  will  show,  in  the  vernacular 
of  the  place  or  in  English,  as  the  depositor  may  wish,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  his  account,  the  name  of  the  Anchal  Office  from  which 
the  pass-book  is  issued,  his  own  name,  occupation  or  profession 
and  address.  No  deposit  can  be  made  and  no  money  can  be 
withdrawn  from  an  account  without  its  production.  The  Anchal 
Office  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  sum  not  acknowledged  in 
the  pass-book,  nor  for  any  loss  caused  to  a  depositor,  if  any 
person  obtain  possession  of  the  book  and  obtain  payment  of  any 
sum  belonging  to  the  depositor. 

15.  No  charge  will  be  made  for  the  pass-book,  first  supplied 
to  a  depositor,  or  for  any  book  issued  to  him  in  continuation  of 
the  original  book,  which  latter  will  thereupon  be  retained  by  the 
Anchal  Office.  But  if  a  pass-book  be  lost  or  spoiled,  (except  under 
circumstances  over  which  the  depositor  has  no  control)  or  if 
any  account  be  re-  opened,  with  the  permission  of  the  Account 
Officer,  (under  rule,  34)  before  the  expiry  of  three  months  from 
the  date  of  closure  the  depositor  will  have  to  pay  half  a  rupee  . 
for  a  fresh  book. 

16.  A  depositor  may  deposit  money  at  the  Anchal  Office  at 
which  his  account  stands,  as' often  as  he  wishes,  so  long  as  the 
prescribed  limit  is  not  exceeded.  All  that  he  is  required  to  do 
is  to  take  or  send  the  amount  of  a  deposit  with  the  pass-book 
and  see  that  the  amount  is  entered  in  the  pass-book  and  the 
balance  struck  and  signed  by  the  Anohal  Master  and  stamped* 
with  the  date. 

3k 
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Mode  of  Withdrawing  Money, 

17.  When  a  depositor  wishes  to  withdraw  money,  he  must 
present-  his  pass-book  at  the  Anehal  Office  at  which  his  account 
'stands,  with  the  application  for  withdrawal,  Form  No.  E,  (which 
can  be  had  at  the  Anehal  Office),  signed  by  himself  and  showing 
the  balance  to  his  credit  and  the  amount  which  he  wishes  to 
withdraw.  If  the  pass-book  and  the  application  for  withdrawal 
are  presented  by  an  agent,  the  name  and  signature  of  the  agent 
should  be  entered  in  the  application  for  withdrawal  before  it 
leaves  the  depositor’s  custody,  and  in  any  case,  the  entries  must 
be  made  before  the  application  is  presented  at  the  Anehal  Office. 

18.  If  the  depositor  is  unable  to  write,  he  must  attend  per- 
sonlly  and  affix  his  mark  or  seal  to  the  application.  Should  he 
be  absolutely  unable  to  attend  personally,  he  must  have  his  mark 
or  seal  affixed  to  his  application  and  attested  by  some  respectable 
witness,  and  the  Anehal  Master  will  then  make  payment  to  the 
person  presenting  this  application  with  the  pass-book,  after, 
satisfying  himself,  by  such  enquiry  as  he  may  think  proper,  of  the 
inability  of  the  depositor  to  attend  and  of  the  genuine  character 
of  the  application.  The  mark  or  seal  of  a  depositor  or  messenger 
who  cannot  write  must,  at  the  time  that  he  receives  pay¬ 
ment  of  withdrawal,  be  attested  by  the  signature  of  a  respectable 
witness  (other  than  the  paying  officer),  who  is  personally  acq¬ 
uainted  with  the  depositor  or  messenger  as  the  case  may  be  and 
also  known  to  the  Anehal  Master  or  some  member  of  the  Anehal 
Office.  If  a  depositor  desires  to  withdraw  the  whole  of  the 
balance  shown  to  his  credit  in  his  pass-book  he  will  be  required 
to  close  his  account. 

19.  In  the  case  of  withdrawals  made  from  accounts  opened  on 
behalf-of  minors,  the  father,  karanavan  or  other  guardian  of  the 
minor  must  sign  the  following  certificate  on  the  application  for 
withdrawal : 

“Certified  that  the  amount  sought  to  be  withdrawn  is  required 
for  the  use  of  the  minor” 

20.  Should  any  person  other  than  the  father  or  karanavan,  or 
if  the  father  be  dead,  other  than  the  mother,  wish  to  withdraw 
money  from  an  account  opened  on  behalf  of  a  minor,  and  claim 
to  do  so  as  guardian  of  such  minor,  he  or  she  will  be  required  to 
answer  the  following  questions  and  such  other  questions  as  may 
be  considered  necessary,  and  will  be  allowed  to  withdraw  money 
only  on  the  order  of  the  Account  Officer  in  accordance  with  rule 
88. 

(a)  What  is  the  relationship  to  the  minor? 

(i>)  Is  the  father,  mother  or  karanavan  of  the  minor  dead  or 
are  both  parents  the  karanavan  dead  ?  What  near  relative  of  the 
minor  is  alive? 
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(c)  Have  you  been  appointed  guardian  of  the  minor  by  will 
or  deed  or  under  any  Regulation  in  force  in  Travaneore  ? 

Note — If  the  reply  to  this  question  is  in  the  affirmative,  the  applicant  must 
produce  the  document  cm  which  ho  or  she  relies  to  support  his  or  her  claim. 

( d )  Does  the  minor  reside  with  you  or  is  the  minor  maint¬ 
ained  by  you  ? 

21.  (i)  The  amount  to  be  withdrawn  will  be  entered  in  the 
pass-book  and  a  fresh  balance  struck  as  in  the  case  of  a  deposit 
under  the  signature  of  the  Anchal  Master  and  with  the  date 
stamp  of  the  Anchal  Office.  The  amount  will  then  be  paid  to  the 
depositor  or  to  the  person  peresenting  tlie  pass-book  and  applica¬ 
tion,  and  his  receipt  taken  in  all  cases  without  a  receipt  stamp, 
under  the  payment  order. 

(ii)  The  payment  of  a  withdrawal  an  Anchal  Office  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  condition  that  funds  are  available  in  the  Office.  If 
funds  are  not  available  they  will  be  obtained  as  soon  as  possible. 
'In  such  a  case  the  depositor  will  be  informed  of  the  date  on  which 
he  should  come  to  the  Anchal  office  to  receive  payment,  and  he 
will  retain  the  pass-book.  The  amount  will  be  paid  on  present¬ 
ation  of  the  pass-book  on  the  date  mentioned  or  any  subsequent 
date  within  one  week  from  that  date. 

Interest. 

22.  Interest  will  be  allowed,  until  further  notice,  at  the 
rate  of  J  chuckram  per  3  rupees  per  mensem,  or  a  little  above 
8i  per  cent  per  annum,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  on  any  excess 
over  a  multiple  of  Ks.  3  or  over  Bs.  10,000.  This  interest  will 
be  allowed  for  each  month  on  the  lowest  balance  at  credit  of  an 
account  between  the  close  of  the  fourth  day  and  the  end  of  the 
month. 

Note.— No  interest  will  be  allowed  for  any  month  on  an  account,  opened  after 
the  fourth  day  of  that  month. 

23.  When  an  order  has  been  issued  to  close  an  account, 
interest  will  cease  to  accrue  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  in 
which  the  order  is  issued. 

24.  Interest  on  the  account  of  a  deceased  depositor  will  cease 
to  accrue  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  notice  is 
issued  to  person  or  persons  recognised  by  the  G-overnment  as 
entitled  to  receive  the  balance  of  the  account. 


25.  The  interest  calculated  as  above  on  tlie  lowest,  balance  for 
each  month  will  be  added  each  year  to  the  balance  of  each 
account. 
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26.  Depositors  should  present  their  pass-books,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  end  of  the  year,  in  order  that  the  necessary 
entries  may  be  made  in  them,  and  should  receive  an  acknow¬ 
ledgment  in  Form  No,  F,  if  the  pass-book  is  not  returned  then 
and  there. 

27.  No  balance  will  be  struck  in  the  pass-book  after  the  end 
uf  Karkatakam  until  interest  has  been  added  for  the  past  year, 

Transfer  of  Acoounts, 

28.  A  depositor  may  have  his  account  transferred,  free  of 
charge,  to  any  Anchal  Office,  that  is  a  Savings  Bank,  provided 
that  the  account  shall  have  been  in  existence  for  three  months 
previous  to  the  transfer.  If  he  should  wish  to  transfer  his 
account,  he  must  present  his  pass-book  personally  or  send  it  to 
the  Anchal  Office  and  must,  in  either  case,  make  a  written 
application  l'or  transfer  in  Form  No.  Gf.  The  pass-book  will  be 
returned  to  the  depositor,  who  should  present  it  as  soon  as 
possible  at  the  new  Anchal  Office  to  which  his  account  has  been 
transferred,  with  the  specimen  of  his  signature. 

29.  Accounts  cannot  be  transferred  from  one  Anchal  Office 
to  another  in  the  month  of  Karkatakam,  nor  can  accounts 
ordered  to  be  closed  be  transferred. 

Nule.— Xo  aeeuuiil  can  fou  ti'uuatijuvcl  afar'  tliu  deit-ll  of  a  ilepuaiioi’. 

Closing  of  Accounts. 

30.  When  a  depositor  wishes  to  close  his  account  he  must 
present  his  pass-book,  with  a  form  of  application  for  withdrawal. 
The  amount,  of  interest  as  per  rule  22  will  be  entered  in  the 
pass-book  and  a  final  balance  struck  in  the  Account  Office. 
The  amount  will  then  be  paid  to  the  depositor  and  his  receipt 
taken  in  the  pass-book,  which  will  be  returned  by  the  Anchal 
Office  to  the  Account  Office. 

31.  An  account  may  be  closed  within  the  week  in  which  a 
withdrawal  has  been  made. 

32.  If  an  order  to  close  an  account  has  been  issued  under 
these  rules,  notice  in  writing  will  be  sent  to  the  depositor  requir¬ 
ing  him  to  present  his  pass-book.  After  the  date  of  such  notice, 
no  deposit  will  be  accepted  in  the  account  and  no  interest  will  be 
allowed  on  the  balance  after  the  end  of  the  calendar  month 
preceding  such  date. 

33.  An  account  opened  on  behalf  of  a  lpinor  must,  if  still 
open,  be  closed  by  him  on  his  attaining  the  age  of  18  years. 
Interest  on  an  account  opened  on  behalf  of  a  minor  will  cease 
to  accrue  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  after  that  in  which 
the  minor  attains  the  age  of  18  years. 
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Re-opening  an  Account. 

34.  A  depositor  who  has  once  closed  an  account  cannot, 
open  another  account  until  after  the  expiration  of  a  month  from 
the  date  of  closure  without  the  permission  of  the  Account  Officer; 
and  a  depositor  whose  account  has  been  closed  by  order  cannot 
open  a  fresh  account  in  any  case  without  the  permission  of.  the 
authority  which  ordered  it  to  be  closed. 

Dead  Account. 

3,5.  Accounts  in  respect  of  which  no  transactions  have  taken 
place  for  the  periods  specified  below  will  be  treated  as  “Dead”; 
and  no  subsequent  deposit  or  withdrawal  will  be  allowed  in  the 
case  of  such  accounts  without  the  previous  orders  of  the  Account 
Office.

2.  A  dead  account  does  not  lapse  to  the  Government  but  it  may  bo 
iw  i!  mnccl  at  any  time  on  the  application  of  the  depositor  and  the  interest  that  has 
iiecu ululated  will  be  added  to  the  principal  when  the  account  in  received. 

Successions  and  Guardianship. 

36.  If  a  depositor  shoud  die,  leaving  a  balance  in  a  Savings 
Bank,  and  if  a  certificate  under  .Regulation  IX  of  1090  be  not  pro- 
duced  within  three  months  of  his  death,  the  Account  Officer  may 
pay  the  said  balance  to  any  person  appearing  to  be  entitled  to 
receive  it. 

37.  If  any  depositor  become  insane  or  otherwise  incapable  of 
managing  his  affairs,  and  if  such  insanity  or  incapacity  be  proved 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Account  Officer,  he  may,  from  time  to 
time,  make  payment  out  of  the  deposits  to  any  proper  person. 
When  a  committee  or  manager  has  been  duly  appointed  to  ad¬ 
minister  the  depositors’  estate,  nothing  in  this  rule  authorizes 
payments  to  any  person  other  than  the  committee  or  manager. 

38.  When  any  person  other  than  the  father,  mother  or  kara- 

navan  claims  to  withdraw  money  from  an  account  opened  on  be¬ 
half  of  a  minor,"  as  being  the  guardian  of  such  minor,  the  Ac¬ 
count  Officer  may  authorise  the  applicant  to  withdraw  moony, 
from,  the  account  for.  the  minor’s  use  under  the  following  condf-. 
tions; —  '  .  ' 


(a)  Where  the  applicant  claims  to  be  a  guardian  under  the 
law,  on  production  of  proof  of  the  claim; 

(b)  Where  the  applicant  claims  as  guardian  appointed  by 
will  or  deed,  on  production  of  the  documents  in  support; 

(c)  In  other  cases,  the  applicant  may  be  required  to  produce 
a  certificate  under  Regulation  IX  of  1090  before  payment  ia 
made  to  him. 

Public  Account. 

39.  The  following  rules  govern  the  opening  of  “Public  Ac- 
counts”  and  their  transactions: — ■ 

(a)  Accounts  may  be  opend  by  the  Secretaries,  Treasurers, 
or  Managers  of  the  Funds  of  any  Dispensary,  Devaswom,  or  other 
Religious  Institution,  School,  Orphanage,  Asylum  or  Library,  or 
of  any  other  Fund  contributed  for  purposes  other  than  the  per¬ 
sonal  advantage  of  the  contributors.  Race,  Racquet,  Biliard, 
Mess  and  similar  Funds,  the  objects  of  which  are  of  a  private  or 
personal  nature,  cannot  be  allowed  accounts. 

(!>)  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  or  Managers  of  Societies  regis¬ 
tered  under  the  Travancore  Companies  Regulation  I  of  1092, 
may  be  allowed  accounts. 

(c)  Secretaries  and  managers  of  Benevolent  Funds  (that  is, 
Funds  formed  by  mutual  subscription  as  an  insurance  against 
domestic  misfortune)  may  be  allowed  accounts. 

(3)  Officers  of  Government  or  of  public  institutions,  such  as 
Railway  and  Steamer  Companies,  and  the  like,  who  collect  subs¬ 
criptions,  voluntary  or  departmental,  from  their  subordinates 
for  departmental,  purposes,  may  be  allowed  accounts. 

40.  Public  accounts  of  the  kind  specified  above  must  be  desig¬ 
nated  by  names  indicating  the  object  to  which  the  money  is 
devoted, — as  Dispensary  Fund,  Battalion  Kit-money  Fund,  Re¬ 
formatory  Mark-money  Fund  etc. 

41.  Information  must  also  be  given  in  writing  regarding  the 
object  and  source  of  income  of  the  Fund. 

42.  Each  new  public  account  must  be  authorised  by  the 
Account  Officer  before  it  is  opened. 

43.  The  Account  Officer  is  empowered  to  direct  that  a  public 
account  be  closed,  should  its  object  be  such  that  the  account 
could  not,  under  the  rules,  be  opened  as  such. 

44.  In  every  case  m  which  the  holder  of  a  public  account, 
other  than  a  public  account  held  by  an  officer  of  Government  in 
his  official  capacity,  is  changed,  a  fresh  declaration  {vide  rule  11) 
must  be  filled  up. 
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45.  The  limitations  laid  down  in  rule  4  are  not  meant  to  pre¬ 
vent  any  person  from  opening  more  than’  one  ex-officio  or  public 
account- 

46.  Public  accounts  may  stand  in  the  names  of  two  or  more 
persons  jointly. 

47.  The  limit  of  Es.  10,000  for  deposits  (Buie  7)  as  well 
as  for  calculation  of  interest  (Buie  22),  does  not  apply  to  public 
accounts.  But  no  public  accounts  may  have  at  any  time  more 
than  Bs.  20,000  at  its  credit,  exclusive  of  interest  for  the  current 
year;  and  no  interest  will  be  credited  on  any  sum  in  excess  of 
Bs.  20,000. 

47.  A.  The  restrictions  laid  down  in  rules  6  &  9  in  regard  to 
the  amounts  of  deposits  and  withdrawals  do  not  apply  to  Public 
accounts. 

48.  In  the  form  of  declaration  referred  to  in  rule  11,  which 
every  depositor  must  sign,  the  words  “I  declare  also  that  there  is 
no  account  at  any  other  Anchal  Saving  Bank  in  my  own  (or  in 
the  minor’s)  name”  should  be  scored  through,  in  the  case  of  a 
public  account. 

49.  No  account  may  be  allowed  for  money, 

(i)  which  is  the  property  of  the  Government,  or 

(ii)  which  has  been  received  for  credit  of  the  Government, 


(iii)  which  has  been  drawn  from  the  Treasury  for  expendi¬ 
ture  on  account  of  the  Government,  or 

(iv)  which  is  raised  by  taxation,  either  local  or  municipal, 


(v)  which  is  collected  or  received  or  held  in  trust  by  any 
public  officer  or  court,  in  accordance  with  any  law,  provided 
that  the  money  is  the  property  of  the  Government.

Security  Deposit  Accounts. 


50.  The  following  special  conditions  govern  the  opening  of 
security  deposit  accounts  and  their  transactions: — 


(as)  Government  servant,  servants  of  Town  Improvement 
Committees  and  contractors  who  are  required  to  deposit  security 
may  be  allowed  separate  accounts  for  the  security  deposit  only. 
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(b)  The  restrictions  laid  down  in  rale  7,  in  regard  to  the 
maximum  limits  for  each  separate  account  and  those  laid  down 
in  rules  6  and  9  in  regard  to  the  amounts  of  deposits  and  with¬ 
drawals,  do  not  apply  to  security  deposits. 

(c)  A  person  may  open  a  security  deposit  account  either  in 
his  own  behalf  or  on  behalf  of  another  person.  More  than  one 
account,  however-,  may  not  be  opened  as  security  for  the  same 
person  in  respect  of  the  same  work  or  contract. 

(d)  A  security  deposit  may  he  opend  in  the  joint  names  of 
the  persons  undertaking  the  same  work  or  contract. 

(e)  A  person  undertaking  more  than  one  work  or  contract 
at  the  same  time  may  be  allowed  a  separate  account  in  respect! 
of  each. 

(/)  The  depositor  will  be  required  to  sign  a  declaration,  in 
Form  No.  H.,  undertaking  not  to  make  any  claim  on  the  Savings, 
Bank  for  the  principal  of  the  sum  deposited  or  any  interest  there 
on  except  with  the  express  written  sanction  of  the  officer  to  whom 
the  security  is  pledged,  not  to  object  to  the  payment  by  the  Bank 
of  the  whole  or  part  of  the  principal  or  interest  to  such  officer  on 
his  claiming  it  and  not  to  make  any  claim  for  interest  from  the 
date  on  which  interest  has  ceased  to  accrue  owing  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  principal  to  such  person  or  from  the  date  on  which 
such  person  has  sanctioned  the  re-payment  of  the  deposit. 

(g)  The  personal  attendance  of  persons,  furnishing  security 
deposits,  need  not  be  insisted  on  for  signing  the  Book  of  Signa¬ 
tures  (rale  13).  A  specimen  signature,  duly  attested  by  the  head 
of  the  Department  concerned  or  by  a  Magistrate,  may  be  obtain¬ 
ed,  and  filed  in  the  Book  of  Signatures. 

(h)  The  prohibition  against  the  transfer  of  an  account  until 
it  has  been  in  existence  for  three  months  (rule  28)  does  not  apply 
to  security  deposit  accounts  which  may  be  transferred,  on  the  re¬ 
quisition,  accompanied  by  the  pass-books,  of  the  officers  to  whom 
the  accounts  are  pledged. 

(i)  In  the  case  of  a  security  account,  the  personal  attendance 
of  the  depositor  at  the  Anchal  Office  of  deposit  to  acknowledge 
receipt  of  the  amount,  when  closing  the  account  (rule  30)  need 
not  be  insisted  on.  Payment  may  be  made  to  the  depositor  by 
Anchal  Hundi  at  his  cost ,  on  receipt  of  the  pass-book,  duly  re¬ 
ceipted  by  him  and  attested  by  the  Head  of  the  Department  or 
office,  to  whom  the  account  'is  pledged. 

(j)  The  notice  required  by  rule  24  shall  be  .issued,  in  the 
case  of  security  deposits,  by  the  Head  of  the  Department  or  the 
officer  to  whom  the  deposit  is  pledged. 

{k)  No  interest  will  accrue  on  security  deposits  from  the 
first  of  the  month  in  which  notice  of  release  is  served  on.  the 
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depositor  by  the  officer  to  whom  the  account  is  pledged.  A  copy 
of  such  notice  should  always  be  furnished  to,  the  Anchal  Master 
concerned. 

Miscellaneous. 

51.  The  employees  of  the  Anchal  Department,  engaged  in  the 
receipt  of  payment  of  deposits,  are  not  allowed  to  disclose  the 
name  of  any  depositor,  or  the  amount  deposited  or  withdrawn  by 
him,  except  to  officers  of  the  Department  engaged  in  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  these  rules.

NOTIFICATION. 


As  Government  offices,  whose  officers  are  located  far  off 
from  Treasuries  find-  it  inconvenient  to  send  their  Bevenue  re¬ 
mittance  to  Treasuries  by  the  existing  method,  the  following 
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rules  are  passed  to  admit  of  the  revenue  being  remitted  to  the 
nearest  Treasury,  by  means  of  hundis  through  the  Anchal  De¬ 
partment: — 

Buies  relating  to  Government  Revenue  Remittance  Hundis. 

(In  these  rules  “Treasury”  means  “Major  and  Sub-Trea¬ 
suries  ”  and  “  Treasury  Officer  ”  means  “  Major  and  Sub- 
Treasury  Officer”.) 

I.  Phocedube  in  the  office  of  issue. 

1.  Hundies  in  favour  of  Government  Officers,  in  payment  of 
money  (other  than  land  revenue)  due  to  the  Government,  are 
termed  “  Government  revenue  remittance  hundis  Hundis 
of  this  class  can  only  be  made  payable  at  a  station  where  there 
is  a  Government  treasury  or  sub-treasury. 

2.  When  a  hundi  is  presented  for  issue,  it  will  be  the  duty 
of  the  hundi  clerk,  or  Anchal  Master,  to  see  that  the  ordinary 
hundi  is  properly  filled  in,  that  it  is  complete  in  every  respect, 
and  that  it  is  payable  only  at  a  station  where  there  is  a  treasury 
or  a  sub-treasury.  He  should  specially  see  that  the  coupon  of 
the  hundi  form  contains  full  particulars  showing  clearly  the 
object  of  the  remittance.  If  the  object  of  the  remittance  is  not 
clearly  stated  in  the  coupon,  the  hundi  clerk,  or  Anchal  Master 
should  not  accept  the  hundi,  until  the  omission  is  rectified  and 
the  object  clearly  stated.  The  hundi  clerk  or  Anchal  Master 
should  give  any  aid  that  the  remitter  may  require  to  fill  in  the 
coupon,  and  shall  not  demand  or  accept  any  gratification  in  re¬ 
turn,  on  pain  of  dismissal. 

3.  Such  hundis  may  contain  any  fraction  of  a  chackram  but 
not  less  than  one  cash.  Bemittance  of  amounts  including  fra¬ 
ctions  of  cash  are  not  allowed.  The  limit  of  the  amount  of  a 
single  hundi  is  the  same  of  any  ordinary  hundi. 

4.  A  separate  hundi  form  must  be  used  for  each  class  of 
Government  revenue  remitted,  or  in  other  words,  remittances  on 
two  or  more  accounts  should  not  be  included  in  one  hundi  form. 

5.  After  the  hundi  has  been  properly  filled  in,  it  should  be  re¬ 
ceived  and  dealt  with  in  the  same  way  as  any  ordinary  hundi.  The 
letter  “G”  should  be  written  before  the  number  of  every  Govern¬ 
ment  revenue  remittance  hundi  and  this  mode  of  distinguishing 
Government  Bevenue  remittance, hundis  should  be  adopted  when 
the  number  is  entered.  Where  the  remittance  is  sent  by  a 
Government  officer  the  usual  commission  should  be  recovered 
as  in  the  case  of  other  hundi  remittance/the  commission  being 
charged  by  the  officer  to  his  office  contingencies. 

6.  Every  remitter  of  a  Government  revenue  remittance 
hundi  should  be  informed  that  he  will  not  receive  the  ordinary 


hundi  acknowledgment  signed  by  the  payee  but  that  the  usual 
departmental  receipfiwill  be  forwarded  to  him  direct  by  Anchal 
and  that  he  should  address  the  payee  regarding  it  if  he  does  not 
receive  it  in  due  course.  He  should  also  be  advised  to  keep  the 
hundi  receipt  carefully,  until  he  receives  the  formal  depart¬ 
mental  receipt  from  the  payee. 

II.  Pkocedueb  in  the  Anchal  Office  of  payment. 

7.  The  following  rales  apply  only  to  Anchal  Offices  at  treasury 
or  sub-treasury  stations. 

8.  All  Government  revenue  remittance  hundis  received  for 
payment  in  a  day,  in  favour  of  different  officers,  will  he  paid  by 
a  single  treasury  voucher  m  favour  of  the  Treasury  Officer. 

9.  All  government  revenue  remittance  hundis  received  for 
payment,  will  be  entered  in  detail  in  the  register  of  hundis  re¬ 
ceived,  and  if  any  hundi  is  not  included  on  the  day  of  its  receipt 
in  the  list  sent  to  the  treasury  (vide  Buie  10)  and  note  should  be 
made  in  the  1st  column  of  the  register,  of  the  date  of  the  list  in 
which  it  is  included.  The  hundis  entered  in  the  list  sent  each 
day  to  the  treasury  must  be  grouped  together  and  the  total  amount 
they  represent,  which  will  agree  with  the  total  of  the  list  for  that 
day,  will  be  entered  against  the  group. 

10.  When  the  Government  revenue  remittance  hundis  are 
in  all  respects  ready  to  be  handed  over  to  the  Anchal  peon,  a 
list  in  triplicate  (I.  G.  B.  E.  H.)  will  be  made  out  by  the  hundi 
clerk  or  Anchal  Master,  the  entries  in  the  money  column  of  the 
list  being  carefully  totalled.  No  hundi  should  be  included  in  the 
list,  unless  the  object  of  the  remittance  is  entered  in  the  coupon, 

11.  The  Anchal  Master  should  then  check  the  entries  in  the 
list  with  those  on  the  hundis  and  also  check  the  total  of  the 
money  column.  He  will  then  give  the  Anchal  peon  the  dupli¬ 
cate  list  and  the  hundis  and  a  treasury  voucher  representing 
the  total  value  of  the  hundis  as  entered  at  the  foot  of  the  list. 

12.  The  amount  represented  by  the  treasury  voucher  will 
not  be  charged  against  the  letter  of  credit  but  will  be  paid  quite 
independently  of  the  balances  of  any  letters  of  credit  held  by  the 
treasury  in  favour  of  the  Anchal  Office. 

13.  The  Anchal  peon  will  take  the  list  and  hundis  and  the 
treasury  voucher  to  the  Treasury  Officer  and  will  receive  back 
from  the  treasury  Officer  the  hundis  without  the  coupons  pud 
acknowledgments.  The  Anchal  peon  must  be  careful  t<? 
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that  he  receives  back  all  the  hnndis  and  that  they  are  duly  re¬ 
ceipted  by  the  Treasury  Officer  or  such  other  officer  as  may  he 
authorised  to  sign  hundis  on  his  behalf. 

14.  The  original  and  triplicate  list  \yill  be  kept  with,  the 
journal  of  hundis  paid  until  the  next  day’s  account  of  hundis 
paid  is  sent  to  the  Superintendent's  Office  when  the  correspond¬ 
ing  or  triplicate  list  of  Government  revenue  remittance  hundis 
paid  will  also  be  sent,  the  paid  hundis  being  arranged  in  order 
and  attached  to  the  list.  The  original  list  will  then  be  filled  in 
the  Anchal  Office.  A  separate  file  of  original  list  should  he  kept 
with  the  appropriate  journal  of  hundis  paid,  so  that  the  dates  of 
the  journal  and  of  the  file  of  the  Government  revenue  remit¬ 
tances  hundi  lists  may  correspond. 

.  15.  Payee  of  Government  revenue  remittance  hundis  should 
not  refuse  acceptance  of  such  hundis  for  want  of  any  informa¬ 
tion  in  the  coupons.  In  any  case  of  refusal  of  a  Government 
revenue  remittance  hundi  the  Treasury  Officer  should  be  referred 
to  Buie  24  and  the  hundi  again  offered  for  payment. 

16.  The  paid  hundis  received  back  from  the  treasury  will  be 
examined  by  the  hundi  clerk  or  Anchal  Master  in  the  same  way 
as  other  ordinary  hundis.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  enter  in 
detail  Government  revenue  remittance  paid  hundis,  received 
back  from  the  treasury,  in  the  journal  of  hundis  paid,  since  the 
triplicate  list  will  contain  this  information.  Only  the  total  of 
the  list  should  be  entered  in  the  journal  of  hundis  paid  thus  : — 

“  As  per  Government  Revenue  remittance 
hundi  list  No.  Rs.  Ohs.  C.  ” 

17.  The  amount  of  the  treasury  voucher  will  be  entered  by 
the  Anchal  Office  in  the  cash  day'  book  and  in  the  cash  account 
on  the  receipt  side  opposite  the  items  “drawn  from  the  treasury” 
and  will  be  included  in  the  sum  entered  on  the  disbursement 
side  under  the  head  “  amount  of  hundis  paid,”  a  note  being  made 
in  the-records  column  that  it  was  a  Government  revenue  remit¬ 
tance  hundi.  All  these  entries  .must  be  made  on  the  same  date. 

18.  If  it  should  happen  that  a  hundi  is  received  without  the 
object  of  the  remittance  being  entered  in  the  coupon,  the  hundi 
will,  as  stated  in  Rule  9,  not  be  included  in  the  day’s  list.  The 
Anchal  Master  will  retain  the  hundi  in  deposit  and  make  a  re 
ferenco  to  the  office  of  issue,  to  ascertain  the  object  of  the  remit¬ 
tance.  On  the  receipt  of  a  reply,  he  will  paste  it  to  the  coupon 
and  the  reply  will  be  considered  as  part  of  the  coupon.  The 
hundi  will  then  be  included  in  the  next  list  sent  to  the  treasury 
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officer.  If  notwithstanding  a  reference  to  the  office  of  issue, 
object  of  the  hundi  cannot  be  ascertained,  the  Anchal  Master  or 
the  office  of  payment  will  treat  the  hundi  as  refused,  and  return 
it,  under  the  usual  procedure  to  the  office  of  issue,  noting  across 
the  coupon  the  words  •“  refused  as  the  object  of  remittance  is  not 
stated”.  Every  case  in  which  a  hundi  is  received  without  the 
object  being  entered  in  the  coupon,  should  be  reported  by  the 
office  of  payment  to  the  Anchal  Superintendent. 

19.  On  the  first  of  every  month,  each  Anchal  Master  paying 
Government  revenue  remittance  hundis  will  prepare  a  return 
(Form  3,  G.  B.  B.  H.)  of  all  Government  revenue  remittance 
hundis  received  during  the  previous  month  and  submit  to  the 
Anchal  Superintendent’s  office.  The  Anchal  Superintendent 
should  forward  a  consolidated  return  in  the  same  form  to  the 
Account  Office  with  his  monthly  departmental  accounts. 

III.  PuocedtjKe  to  be  followed  in  the  Tbeasuky. 

20.  On  receipt  of  the  list,  hundis  and  Treasury  voucher,  the 
treasury  Officer  will  check  and  compare  the  documents.  If 
there  is  any  error,  he  will  return  all  the  documents  to  the 
Anchal  Office  with  a  note  of  the  errors.  When  the  documents 
are  correct,  the  Treasury  Officer  will  at  once  cut  off  the  strip  of 
each  hundi  containing  the  coupon,  acknowledgment,  sign  and 
date  the  hundis  and  payee,  and  return  them  to  the  Anchal  peon. 
The  Treasury  Officer  will  retain  the  strip  (including  the  coupon 
and  acknowledgment),  the  list  of  hundis  (Eorm  1/G.  R.  B.  H. 
and  the  treasury  voucher.) 

21.  The  Treasury  Officer  will  be  responsible  that  the  total  of' 
amounts  of  the  Hundi  lists  corresponds  with  the  amount  of  the 
treasury  voucher  received  from  the  Anchal  Office  and  be  debited 
to  the  Anchal  Department. 

22.  The  Treasury  Officer  will,  on  the  same  day,  adjust  the 
amount  of  the  treasury  Voucher  by  transfer,  debiting  the  amount 
of  the  Anchal  office  and  crediting  the  amounts  of  the  several 
hundis  as  shown  in  the  list  and  on  the  acknowledgments  to  the 
appropriate  departments.  If  the  amount  of  any  hundi  cannot 
for  any  reason,  be  credited  at  orice  in  the  treasury  accounts,  the 
amount  should  be  disposed  of  according  to  the  standing  rules 
and  practice  of  the  Account  Department,  may  be  made  over  in 
cash  to  the  officer  to  whom  it  would  have  been  paid  if  payment 
had  been,  made  in  cash  instead  of  by  hundi  or  if  the  amount  had 
been  sent  as  cash  in  an  ordinary  or  registered  letter. 

23.  To  each  Department,  in  favour  of  which  hundi  or  hundis 
hav,e  been,  received  and  credited,  the  Treasury  Officer  will,  on 
the  same  day,  send  an  advice  list  in  Form  2/G.  B.  R.  H.  together 
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with  the  corresponding  strips  consisting  of  the  coupons  and 
acknowledgments. 

24.  No  hundi  received  from  tlie  Anchal  office  may  be  refused. 
If  the  particulars  given  are  not  sufficient  to  enable  the  Treasury 
Officer  to  credit  the  amount  under  the  propel-  sub-head  of  ac¬ 
count,  he  must  credit  or  treat  a  currency  note  received,  by  Post 
or  Anchal,  with  a  letter  furnishing  only  the  particulars  given  in 
the  hundi  coupon. 

25.  As  the  Anchal  peons,  have  other  delivery  work,  they 
should  be  immediately  attended  to  and  not  detained  on  any  ac¬ 
count. 

IV.  Procedure  is  the  offices  of  the  payers 

OF  THE  HUMDIS. 

26.  On  receipt  of  an  advice  list  (see  Rule  23)  with  the  eorres- 
jxmding  strips  consisting  of  the  coupons  and  acknowledgments 
the  usual  entries  will  be  made  in  the  prescribed  registers,  and 
the  prescribed  receipts  will  be  sent  to  the  remitters  by  Anchal, 
the  postage  being  prepaid  by  service  stamps. 

27.  The  prescribed  form  of  receipt  should  be  sent  to  each 
remitter,  at  the  latest  on  the  first  open  day  after  the  receipt  of 
the  advice  list  from  the  treasury. 

28.  If  the  amount  of  a  hundi  is  more  than  is  due  from  the 
remitter,  the  excess  should  be  entered  as  an  ad-vanee  on  account 
of  the  future  dues,  or  be  dealt  with  in  such  other  way  as  the 
rules  of  the  department  may  prescribe ;  if  the  amount  is  less 
than  is  due,  it  should  be  credited  as  a  payment  in  part ;  if  the 
period  on  account  of  which  the  remittance  is  made  is  specified, 
the  amount  should  be  credited  on  account  of  that  period  ;  and  if 
the  period  is  not  specified  the  remittance  should  be  set  off  against 
those  dues  which  have  longest  outstanding. 

29.  Hundi  remittances  on  account  of  the  revenue  due  to 
Local  Bodies,  having  banking  account  with  treasuries  or  sub¬ 
treasuries  may  be  received  by  Anchal  Offices  under  the  above 
rules,  (for  Government  dues  remittance  hundis),  when  the  iiimai 
is  payable  at  the  station  at  which  the  treasury  or  sub-treasury, 
with  which  the  Local  Body  has  a  banking  account  is  situate.

Buies  under  Sections  4,  6,  6,  7  and  8  of  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Begulation  VI  of  1085,  made  by  the  Government  of  Ilis 
Highness  the  Maharajah  of  Travancore  under  date  the  10th  June. 
19l2\28th  Edavom  1087. 

I  Standabds. 

1.  The  primary  standards  of  weights  and  of  measures  of 
length  and  of  capacity,  prescribed  in  Section  2  of  the  Begulation, 
are  given  below. 

(1)  The  primary  standard  of  weight  is  the  “  Tola,  ” 
equivalent  to  180  grains  Troy  or  one  British  Indian  rupee. 

(2)  The  Primary  standard  for  measures  of  length  is  the 
“  Yard”  equal  in  length  to  the  standard  yard  of  British  India. 

(3)  The  primary  standard  for  measures  of  capacity  is  the 
“  Eda,ngali,”  equal  to  80  cubic  inches  of  water. 

2.  The  originals  of  the  above  said  primary  standards  of 
weights  and  measures  shall  bo  in  the  cnstody'of  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  at  Trivandrum. 

3.  The  aforesaid  originals  of  the  primary  standards  of  weights 
and  measures  shall  bear,  besides  the  impression  of  His  Highness 
the  Maharajah’s  Coat  of  Anns,  the  inscription  : — 

(1)  1  Tola . Standard  weight . Travancore  State; 

(2)  1  Yard  •••Standard  measure  of  length . . .  Travancore  State; 

(3)  1  Edangali ...  Standard  measure  of  capacity... Travancore 

State. 

4.  The  units  of  weights  and  of  measures  of  length  and  of 
capacity  are,  as  prescribed  in  Section  8  of  the  Begulation,  for 
weights,  the  said  Tola  ;  for  measures  of  length,  the  said  Yard; 
and  for  measures  of  capacity,  the  said  Edangali. 

5.  All  weights  and  measures  forming  integral  multiples  or 
integral  sub-multiples  of  tho  above  units  of  weights  and  measures 
are  authorized  sets  of  weights  and  measures,  as  laid  down  in 
Section  3  ol'  the  Begulation. 

6.  The  weights  and  measures  described  in  Schedule  II  hereto 
appended,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  so  declared,  shall,  under 
Section  4  of  the  Begulation,  be  authorized  sets  of  weights  and 
measures,  though  they  do  not  form  integral  multiples  or  integral 
sub-multiples  of  the  units  of  weights  and  measures  aforesaid. 

7.  No  weights,  measures,  weighing  machines  or  balances, 

not  authorized  or  certified  under  the  provisions  of  this  notifica¬ 
tion,  shall  after  the  16th  November  1913  be  used  in  any  dealing 
^or  contract  that  is„had  or  made  and  has  its  operation  within  the 
Travancore'  State.  Any  person  acting  in  contravention  of  this 
Notification,  shall  be  liable  to  punishment,  as  provided  in  Section 
10  of  the  Begulation.  r 
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II.  Wabdehs, 

8.  All  taluk  Tahsildars  and  Deputy  Tahsildars  and  the 
Treasury  Officer  and  the  Deputy  Tahsildar,  Alleppey  Major 
Treasury,  shall  he  supplied  by  the  Chief  Engineer  with  certified 
copies  of  the  primary  standards  and  also  with  sets  of  authorized 
weights  and  measures,  and  balances,  for  purposes  of  testing  and 
stamping  under  the  provisions  of  this  Notification,  and  the  said 
officers  shall  be  ex-officio  Wardens  for  the  said  certified  copies 
and  the  said  sets  of  weights  and  measures  and  balances.  In 
regard  to  liquid  measures,  the  copies  and  sets  to  be  supplied  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  should  be  of  the  description  of  the  “  special 
vessels”  referred  to  in  clause  (5)  of  Rule  21  infra. 

9.  Besides  the  standards  and  sets  of  weights  and  measures 
and  balances  supplied  under  the  preceding  Rule,  the  Wardens 
shall  also  be  supplied  by  the  Chief  Engineer  with  dyes  for  stamp¬ 
ing  weights  and  measures  in  the  manner  hereinafter  described. 

10.  All  officers  of  the  Government  who  have  to  use  weights 
and  measures  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  all  managers  of 
companies,  and  all  persons  engaged  in  business  or  trade,  shall 
submit,  for  verification,  to  the  Warden  within  whose  local  limits 
the  head-quarters  of  the  officer  concerned  is  situate,  or  the  busi¬ 
ness  or  trade  is  conducted,  the  weights,  weighing  machines,  and 
balances  and  measures  used  by  them  in  their  dealings,  at  least 
once  in  two  years,  and  pay,  for  such  verification,  the  fees  pres¬ 
cribed  hereunder. 

11.  The  Warden  shall,  on  payment  of  the  regulated  fees, 
verify,  and  shall,  if  requested  so  to  do,  correct,  all  weights, 
weighing  machines  and  measures,  purporting  to  be  weights  and 
measures  authorized  under  this  Notification,  and  all  balances 
which  are  brought  to  him  for  verification  or  correction  and  which 
appear  to  him  fit  for  verification  or  correction-  When  such 
weights,  weighing  machines,  measures  and  balances  are  found  or 
made  correct,  and  are  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of 
this  Notification,  he  shall  certify  to  the  correctness  and  confor- 
.mity,  by  stamping,  engraving  or  branding  them  with  the  proper 
mark  in  the  manner  hereinafter  described. 

12.  The  Warden  may,  as  mentioned  in  Section  8  of  the 
Regulation,  deface,  or  render  incapable  of  use,  or  refuse  to  verify, 
correct  or  mark  anything  so  brought,  which  appears  to  him  unfit, 
'for  verification  or  correction. 

13.  The  york  of  testing  and  stamping  weights  and  measures 
shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Wardens  by  slich 
establishments  a-s  may  be  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

14.  There  shall  he  appointed,  for  duty  under  each  Warden  ’ 
such  establishment  as  the  Government  may,  from  time,  to  time 
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decide,  and  the  charges  on  account  of  such  establishment  shall 
be  met  from  the  fees  collected,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Noti¬ 
fication. 

III.  Instructions  fob  testing  and  stamping 
Weights  and  Measures. 

15.  The  object  of  stamping  weights  and  measures  being  to 
induce  the  recognition  of  the  established  standards,  no  weights 
and  measures  not  being  multiples  or  fractions  of  the  authorized 
standards  as  described  in  Buie  5,  or  not  being  authorized  sets  of 
weights  and  measures  as  described  in  Buie  6,  shall  be  passed  by 
the  Warden. 

16.  Only  metal  weights  and  measures  shall  ordinarily  be 
stamped ;  but  where  wooden  measures  are  largely  in  use,  they 
may  also  be  stamped.  Every  endeavour  should,  however,  be 
made  to  induce  merchants  and  others  to  adopt  metal  measures  in 
lieu  of  wooden  ones. 

A-  Testing  of  weights. 

17.  The  balances  supplied  to  the  Wardens  being  true  and 
sensible,  no  necessity  arises  for  trying  them  as  to  their  accuracy 
before  they  are  used  for  the  verification  of  weights  brought  to  the 
Wardens  for  being  stamped.  When,  however,  weights  have  to 
be  verified  by  standard  weights  and  only  common  scales  or 
balances  are  available,  the  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  try  the 
balance  as  to'  its  degree  of  sensibility  (apart  from  the  question  of 
its  equilibrium)  in  the  manner  hereinafter  indicated. 

18.  Balance  brought  for  verification  should  be  tested  as  to  their 
accuracy  in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  requisites  of  a  good  balance  are, — ■ 

(1)  It  should  be  true,  i.  e.,  when  loaded  with  equal 
weights,  the  beam  should  be  horizontal.  This  requisite  is  obtain¬ 
ed  by  making  the  scale-pans  of  equal  weights  and  the  two  arms 
exactly  similar  in  every  respect.  The  truth  of  a  balance  may  be 
easily  tested  by  interchanging  the  weights  which  keep  the  beam 
in  equilibrium,  when  horizontal ;  if  the  beam  settles  again  into  a 
horizontal  position,  the  weights  are  equal  and  the  balance  true, 
but  not  otherwise. 

(2)  A  balance  should  be  sensitive,  i.  e.,  when  the  weights 

differ  by  a  small  quantity,  the  deviation  of  the  beam  from  the 
horizontal  should  be  easily  perceptible.  If  a  beam  does  not  turn 
with.  1,500  part  of  the  weight  that  may  be  in  one  scale,  it  cannot 
be  used  for  very  accurate  purposes.  „ 

(3)  A  good  balance  should  be  stable,  i.  e.,  it  should  readily 
return  to  its  position  of  equilibrium  when  moved  from  it,  i.  e.,  its 
tiine  of  osoillation  about' its  position  of  equilibrium  should  be  small. 
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If  the  sensitiveness  of  a  balance  be  very  great,  the  addition  of  a 
small  weight  to  either  scale  will  cause  the  beam  to  oscillate  and 
some  time  will  elapse  before  it  attains  i'ts  position  of  equilibrium; 
on  this  account,  the  beam  is  sometimes  furnished  with  a  pointer 
and  a  graduated  arc  of  a  circle.  If  the  pointer  oscillates  through 
equal  arcs  on  opposite  sides  of  the  point  which  corresponds  to 
horizontally,  the  scales  may  be  considered  to  be  equally  loaded, 
without  waiting  to  ascertain  whether  the  beam  will  ultimately 
rest  in  a  horizontal  position. 

Balances  used  for  weighing  medicines,  gold,  diamonds 
and  other  precious  stones  should  undergo  rigid  test  as  to  their 
sensibility. 

19.  Besides  the  common  balance,  weighing  machines  called 
steelyards  or  Vellikoles,  in  which  one  .and  the  same  weights 
made  use  of  in  all  cases,  are  also  used. 

The  most  commonly  used  form  of  Vellikole  corresponds  to 
what  is  called  the  Danish  Steel-yard,  in  which  the  weight  is  fixed 
to  one  end  of  the  beam  and  the  fulcrum  is  moveable,  the  thing 
to  be  weighed  being  suspended  at  the  other  end  of  the  beam. 
The  beam  of  the  Steel-yard  is  graduated  to  denote  the  point 
where  the  fulcrum  should  be  when  there  is  a  weight  in  the  scale- 
pan  equal  to  the  weight  marked  at  the  point. 

Steel-yards  brought  for  verification  should  be  tested  as  to 
the  accuracy  of  the  graduations. 

20.  Weights  received  for  verification  should  be  examined 
thus : — 

Suppose  a  weight  purporting  to  correspond  to  the  standard 
Tola  is  brought  for  verification.  Place  the  standard  weight  in 
the  right-hand  scale  and  exactly  counterbalance  it,  then  take  it 
out  and  put  in  its  place  the  weight  to  he  verified.  If  the  beams 
show  an  equipois,  the  weight  is  correct.  It  is  of  no  consequence 
whether  the  arms  of  the  beam  be  equal  or  not  or,  in  other  words, 
whether  the  scales  are  or  are  not  correct. 

B.  Testing  of  Measures  of  Capacity,  i.  e.,  Dry  and  Liquid 
3Ieasures, 

21.  (a)  The  first  thing  to  be  done  in  the  case  of  dry  measures 
is  to  measure  the  diameter  carefully.  If  the  diameter  of  the  mea¬ 
sure  is  exactly  the  same  as  that  of  any  of  the  authorized  measures 

■  under  Buies  5  and  6,  the  measure  may  be  accepted  for  testing. 
If  not,  the  measure  should  be  rejected,  as  differences  in  shape  are 
liable  to  cause  variations  in  the  contents  of  things  which  do  nyt  fill 
all  space.  , 

Note  : — if  a  measure  is  not  quite  round,  the  mean  between, 
the  longest  and  shortest  diameters  should  be  taken  as  the  diame¬ 
ter  of  the  measure. , ,  *  -> 
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“lb)  All  dry  measures  shall  be  used  struck  and  not  heaped. 
The  standard  dimensions  qf  the  authorized  dry  measures  shall  be 
as  follows : —

Note. — The  heights  given  above  for  the  various  measures 
shall  not  be  used  for  purposes  of  testing,  but  arc  intended  only 
as  a  guide  to  the  manufacturers  of  those  measures.” 

2.  In  the  case  of  liquid  measures,  it  is  not  necessary  to  employ 
the  above  test,  as  liquids  till  all  space,  and  differences  in  the 
shape  of  measures  do  not  affect  the  contents. 

3.  The  capacity  of  measures  should  be  tested  by  volume  of 
water,  for  the  proper  performance  of  which,  the  stamping  officer 
will  be  supplied  with  a  specially  constructed  certified  copy  of 
primary  standard  and  a  specially  constructed  set  of  authorized 
moasures  as  provided  in  Enle  8  supra. 

4.  The  following  instructions  should  be  attended  to  prelimin¬ 
ary  to  the  commencement  of  the  process  of  testing  : — ■ 

The  best  drinking  water  available  should  be  obtained,  as  it 
is  the  clearest.  The  measure  to  be  tested  should  be  well  washed 
out,  and,  if  it  is  of  wood,  water  should  be  allowed  to  stand  in  it 
for  a  quarter  of  an  hour  before  testing  so  as  to  guard  against 
absolution  during  the  testing  whereby  the  result  would  be  falsi¬ 
fied.  II  the  measure  is  found  to  be  leaky,  the  leaks  should  be 
caulked,  on  the  outside  only  with  pitch  or  sealing  wax. 


5.  The  test  should  then  be  applied  in  the  following  manner  : — . 

The  rim  of  the  measure  should  first  bo  moistened ;  other¬ 
wise,  water  may  stand  without  spilling,  quite  a  sixteenth  of  an 
inch  above  it ;  and  in  a  measure  of  5  inches  diameter,  this  will 
represent  1'39  tolas  of  rice.  The  measure  should  then  be  filled 
with  water  by  pouring  into  it  from  the  special  vessels  according, 
to  the  size  of  the  measure  under  examination.  Care  should  be 
taken  to  pour  the  water  without  overtoping  tha  rim  of  the 
measure  or  spilling.  The  surface  of  the  water  should  be  exactly 
level  with  the  rim.  The  quantity  of  water  used  to  filf  the  mea- 
-sure  can  be  easily  ascertained  from  the  number  of  times  water 
was  poured  into  the  measure  from  the  special  vessels  and  from 
the  quantity  remaining  in  them.  The  quantity  of  water,  if  aDy, 
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found  to  have  been  spilt  or  to  have  escaped  by  leakage  should  be 
deducted  from  the  total  quantity  poured  out  from  the  special 
vessels.  The  remainder  represents  the  capacity  of  the  measure 
in  cubic  inches  of  water.  If  this  is  equal  to  the  established  cap¬ 
acity  of  the  standard  measure  to  which  it  purports  to  correspond, 
the  measure  may  be  taken  to  be  correct  and  stamped  accordingly  ; 
otherwise  it  should  be  rejected. 

As  it  is  almost  impossible  to  pour  out  liquid  from  measures 
filled  to  the  brim,  without  spilling,  the  measures  used  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  should  be  special  vessels  made  with  a  harrow 
neck  and  broad  lip  for  pouring,  and  standardized  to  cubic  inches. 

G.  Stamping  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

22.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Buies  5  and  C  suptra,  only  those 
measures  of  length  which  agree  with  the  standard  yard  measure 
should  be  stamped  . 

23.  The  process  of  stamping  weights  and  measures  of  capacity 
should  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  following  directions  : — 

(1)  Large  weights  should  be  stamped  on  the  top  close  to  the 
handle  on  either  side  and  smaller  weights  on  any  part  (the 
handles  excepted)  having  sufficient  even  surface  to  receive  the 
impression  equally.  Plat  weights  should  be  marked  either  on 
the  top  or  underneath. 

(2)  'Wooden  measures  should  be  stamped  by  means  of  a  steel 
die  at  the  very  top,  so  as  to  guard  against  subsequent  tampering. 

(3)  If  there  is  a  joining  as  the  side  of  a  measure,  an  impres¬ 
sion  should  be  made  across  it, 

(4)  To  effect  the  stamping  of  metal  measures,  which 
should  be  stamped  below  the  rim,  it  is  necessary  to  introduce  the 
beak  of  an  anvil  or  beak  iron  into  the  vessel  (held  horizontally 
for  the  purpose);  the  part  to  be  marked  should  be  held  closely 
and  firmly  down  on  the  beak  by  one  person,  whilst  another  app¬ 
lies  the  die  on  the  upper  surface,  and  a  third  party  strikes  steadi¬ 
ly  with  a  sledge  or  heavy  hand-hammer,  until  the  required 

•  impression  has  been  produced. 

(6)  Measures  may  also  be  marked  on  the  bottom  by 
being  inverted  on  an  iron  stake  with  flat  top  somewhat  larger 
than  the  die. 

(C)  In  applying  a  large  die  on  brass  or  iron,  the  sledge 
'  hammer  must  be  used  ;  for  a  small  die,  the  heavy  hand-hammer 
will  be  sufficient. 

(7)  In  the  case  of  weights  or  measures  of  irregular  shapes 
in  use  by  Lazaar-men,  no  uniform  system  can  be  prescribed  ;  hut 
cars  should  Joe  taken  to  mark  them  on  a  part  on  which  the  die 
can  be  applied  equally. 
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(8)  The  Wardens  may  engage  the  services  of  a  smith, 
a  hammer-man  and  belloyvs  boy  for  performing  the  operation  of 
stamping  neatly. 

IV.  Fees. 

24.  The  scale  of  fees  prescribed  for  stamping  weights  and 
measures  is  given  in  Schedule  I;  but  the  Government  may  alter 
the  rates  from  time  to  time.  The  scale  will  be  so  regulated  that  tjie 
fees  realized  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  establishments 
necessary  for  stamping  purposes.  The  establishment  and  other 
charges  of  each  year  should  be  so  fixed  as  not  to  exceed  the  rece¬ 
ipts  of  that  year;  but  should  there  be  any  likelihood  of  a  deficit  at 
the  end  of  a  year,  application  for  a  special  allotment  should  be 
made  to  the  Government.  The  surplus  receipts,  if  any,  should  be 
credited  to  the  General  Revenue.  Every  Warden  shall  maintain 
a  register  of  weights  and  measures  stamped  and  the  fees 
collected. 

Note: — In  conducting  the  actual  operation  of  testing,  the 
stamping  establishments  should  carry  out  free  of  extra  charge 
any  slight  adjustment  that  may  be  found  necessary,  to  make  the 
weights  and  measures  perfectly  accurate,  care  however  being 
taken  not  to  attempt  at  corrections  within  the  province  of  skilled 
workmen. 

V.  Inspection*. 

25.  The  Division  Peishkars  and  the  Superintendent,  Devi- 
kulam  Division,  should  inspect  each  party  of  the  stamping 
establishments  in  their  respective  divisions  as  often  as  possible 
and  ascertain  whether  the  men  understand  their  work  and 
whether  any  unauthorised  fees  are  collected.  They  should  also 
note  their  remarks  in  an  inspection  book. 

26  A  report  on  the  stamping  operations  should  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  Government  by  the  Division  Peishkars  and  the 
Superintendent,  Devikulani  Division,  along  with  their  annual 
departmental  reports.
